Bialvstok,  June  15.— When  the  Asso- 
ciated'Press  correspondent  arrived  here 
at  4  o'clock  this  morning,  the  city  was 
In  posst^ssion  of  the  soldiers  belonging 
to  the  Vladimir  regiment.  The  streets 
and  railroad  tiations  were  occupied  by 
military  detaihments  and  entrance  in- 
to the  town  was  prohibited.  The  pop- 
ulation was  gi  tally  excited  and  the 
Jews  were  terror  stricken,  but  there 
was  no  resumption  of  the  Kihmg  of 
Jews  up  to  noon.  According  to  the  m- 
forrnation  obtainable,  the  attacks  on 
the  Jews  were  provoked  by  the  throv,- 
ing  of  a  bomb  into  a  religious  proces- 
sion, that  of  corpus  Christi.  le&t^rday 
seriously  wounding  a  priest,  Father 
Fedaroff,  who  was  at  the  head  of  the 
procession  and  several  of  his  assistants.

The  great  floral  parade  postponed 
Wednesday  because  of  the  rain,  filUd 
the  streets  of  the  business  section  of 
the  city  today.  There  were  eight  di- 
visions of  the  parade. 

Many  of  the  vehicles  in  the  proces- 
sion were  beautifully  decorated  with 
paper  flowers,  and  the  parade  made  a 
handsome  spectacle,  as  it  wound 
through  the  crowded  streets. 

The  glorification  of  Daniel  Boone 
came  later  In  the  day  in  Cherokee  park. 
There  was  a  reunion  of  the  descendants 
of  Daniel  Boone  in  the  park  pavilion, 
about  a  dozen  lineal  descendants  of  the 
Iiloneer  being  present. 

An  hour  lattr  the  statue  of  Boone, 
modeled  by  Miss  Enid  Yandell  of  this 
city,  and  presented  to  Louisville  by  C. 
C.  Bicknell,  was  unveiled.  The  statue 
stands  half  way  up  a  densely  wooded 
knoll. 

Breckenridge  Castleman  of  Louisville 
made  the  presentation  address  for  Mr. 
Dicknell.  Col  R.  L.  Durett  accepted  it 
on  behalf  of  the  park  commissioners. 
'  The  statue  was  unvelkd  by  Miss  Helen 
Stt  wart  of  this  city.  Former  Vice 
President  Stevenson  was  the  orator  of 
the  day.

The  Arctic  Explorer  and 

Party  Leave  France 

for  Tromsoe. 


Paris,  June  15.— Walter  Wellman  and 
the  remaining  members  of  the  Arctic 
expedition,  left  Paris  today  for  Troni- 
soe,  Norway.  A  crowd  of  people,  in- 
cluding Ambassador  McCormick,  saw 
the  party  off. 

M.  Foville,  dean  of  the  aeronauts  and 
president  of  the  Society  of  Aerial  Navi- 
gation, presented  Mr.  Wellman  with  an 
address  of  congratulation  on  the  thor- 
oughntss  of  his  preparations.  The 
mammoth  airship  and  its  appliances, 
totaling  fifty  tons  in  weight,  occupied 
a  special  freight  train. 

Previous  to  his  departure,  Mr.  Well- 
man  said: 

•'We  are  fairly  well  satisfied  with  the 
airship,  and  feel  sure  the  balloon  feat- 
ures are  the  finest  constructed,  bu\  *n 
the  mechanical  features  the  construct- 
or has  not  been  so  fortunate.  His  work 
is  good,  but  not  perfect,  requiring  slight 
changes  at  Spitzbergen,  where  we  shall 
complete  the  machine.  I  still  have  faith 
in  the  success  of  the  machinery,  though 
strikes  and  the  short  time  available  pre- 
vented its  being  made  perfect."

MYSTERY  IN 

MAN'S  DEATH 

Picked  Up  on  St.  Paul's 

Streets   and   Dies 

Shortly. 

St.    Paul,    June   15.— (Special    to    The 
Herald.)— Mvstery    surrounds    the    sud-

Efforts  of  the 
police  to  arouse  him  were  fruitless,  and 
the  hospital  ambulance  was  summoiui. 
He  was  still  breathing  when  it  arrived, 
but  v.-as  dead  before  the  hospital  was 
reached.  The  cau.se  of  death  had  not 
been  definitely  established  this  morn- 
ing. Whrn  found  he  had  $S  in  his 
pocketbnok  in  his  clothes.  His  relatives 
live  at  Jordan,  Minn. 

SENTENCE  COMMUTED. 
Washington,  June  15. — President 
Re)0sevelt  has  commuted  the  sentence 
of  First  Lieut.  Lancer  Cravens,  of  the 
artillery  corps,  who  was  sentenced  to 
dismissal  by  a  court  martial  for  dupli- 
cation of  pay  accounts.  Upon  the  re- 
commendation of  the  secretary  of  war. 
the  president  changed  the  sentence  to 
reduction  to  the  foot  of  the  list  of  first 
lieutenants  of  the  artillery  corps. 


On  Meat  Amendment  to 

Which  the  President 

Objects. 

Washington,  June  15.— An  informal 
conference  of  the  n  embers  of  the 
house  committee  on  Agriculture,  whose 
votes  authorized  the  report  on  the  sub- 
stitute meat  inspection  bill  to  which 
the  president  objects,  was  begun  today. 
It  is  understC)od  that  the  president's 
objections  will  first  be  considered  In 
detail  by  the  members  favoring  the 
substitute  in  an  informal  manner  be- 
fore committee  action  will  be  attempt- 
ed. Minutes  of  the  Informal  session 
will  be  made  by  an  official  stenogra- 
pher. 

Chairman  Wadswonh,  of  the  house 
committee  on  agriculture,  says  he  shall 
make  no  stateme  nt  whatever  regard- 
ing the  president's  criticism  of  the 
meat  inspection  amendment. 

Other  members  of  the  committee  who 
attended  the  informal  conference  today 
say  the  committee  v,ili  "stand  pat"  on 
the  substitute.  After  the  conference 
with  members  of  his  eommlttee  who 
voted  for  the  substitute,  Mr.  Wads- 
worth  discussed  the  matter  with 
Speaker  Cannon. 

It  is  pointed  out  by  AftpresentaUvcs 
Adams  (Wis.),  Brooks  (Colo.),  and  Lorl- 
mer  (111.),  members  e)f  the  committee, 
that  the  lack  of  night  Inspection  to 
which  the  president  calls  attention  a? 
being  a  fault  of  the  substitute,  Is  pro- 
vided for  in  two  paragraphs  of  the  sub- 
stitute bill.  l!i  one  place,  the  languii^e 
is:  "Such  inspectors  Snail  have  accOTs 
at  all  times  to  every  part  of  said  e.s 
tabllshment."  In  another,  referring  to 
the  inspection  to  be  made,  the  langua,i,e 
Is;  "During  the  night  time  as  well  as 
during  the  day  time,  when  the  slaugh- 
tering of  said  cattle,  sheep,  swine  ar.d 
goats,  or  the  proparation  of  said  food 
products  is  conducted  during  the  nigiit 
time." 


Muskogee,  I.  T.,  June  15.— The  great- 
est dusturbance  that  will  occur  in  offi- 
cial life  in  Indian  Territory  following 
the  passage  of  the  statehood  bill  will  be 
in  the  federal  courts.  Indian  Territory 
finally  will  comprise  one  federal  dis- 
trict, and  there  will  be  but  one  set  of 
federal  officers,  where  there  are  now 
four. 

There  are  in  each  of  the  four  federal 
districts  two  judges,  each  drawing  a 
salary  of  $5,000  a  year.  In  each  dis- 
trict there  Is  a  United  States  marshal, 
drawing  $4,000  a  year,  who  has  an  aver- 
age of  thirty  officers  and  field  deputies, 
each  of  the  deputies  drawing  salaries 
of  $1,500  a  year.  For  each  district  there 
is  a  clerk,  receiving  $4,000  a  year,  and 
each  clerk  has  from  four  to  six  office 
deputies,  and  five  each  in  recording 
towns,  making  about  forty  in  all,  who 
draw  from  $1,200  to  $1,800.  Four  dis- 
trict attorneys  draw  $4,00u  a  year,  and 
ten  ag.s:stants  from  $1,200  to  $2,000,  while 
twenty-six  commissioners  receive  $1,500 
a  year. 

Guthrie,  O.  T.,  June  15.— The  struggle 
for  statehood  in  the  twin  territories 
has  been  ge^ng  on  for  seventeen  years. 
it  was  originated  in  Muskogee  in  1889, 
in  a  meeting  addressed  by  Pleasant 
Porter,  chief  of  the  Creek  Indians,  and 
several  senators  and  congressmen  from 
adjoining  states.  At  that  time  Indian 
Territory  included  all  of  Oklahoma. 
Eight  years  ago  the  people  of  Indian 
Territory  and  Oklahoma  gathered  at  a 
meeting  at  South  McAlester,  ar.d  asked 
for  statehood  legislation  and  the  re- 
moval of  restrictions.  The  strenuous 
campaign  for  statehood  began  three 
years  aeo,  at  a  convention  at  Shawnee, 
where  a  joint  statehood  meeting,  at- 
tend by  delegates  from  both  territories, 
was  held.  At  that  meeting  it  was  de- 
cided for  the  first  time  to  send  state- 
hood boomers  to  Washington.  Each 
year  since  that  time,  statehood  conven- 
tions have  deen  held.  Boomers  have 
bombarded  the  halls  of  congress,  and 
unlii  last  night  the  people  of  Oklahoma 
have  seen  their  hopes  dashed  to  the 
ground  by  adverse  iesigslation  or 
never-ending  delays.

Authentic  Report  on  Ar- 
rest of  Americans  at 
Colon  Recently. 

*  Wa.«5hington,  June  15.— Interesting  de- 
tails have  been  received  here  from  an 
authentic  source  regarding  the  affair 
at  Colon.  Panama,  on  the  night  of  the 
first  of  June,  in  which  United  States 
officers  were  attacked  and  beaten  by 
Panama  policemen.  A  party  of  officers 
fremi  the  United  Slates  siiip  Columbia, 
including  Ensign  Smith  and  Midship- 
man Low  of  the  navy,  and  Lieutenants 
Edward  P.  Dieter,  C.  M,  Lutz  and  A. 
N.  Brunxell  of  the  marine  corps,  were 
ashore  from  the  Columbia  on  leave. 
Durii;g  the  evening  Lieutenants  Dieter 
and  Lutz  got  to  skylarking  about  a 
swagger  in  Dieter's  walk.  Policemen 
appeared  and  pat  the  four  officers  under 
arr'-st.  They  went  cjuietly  to  the  sta- 
tion house.  While  there.  Ensign  Smith, 
to  let  the  police  know  who  they  were, 
and  to  ask  for  an  explanation  of  their 
arrests,  touched  on  the  shoulder  a  man 
in  civilian  dress,  who  turned  out  to  be 
the  chief  of  police.  Instantly  a  police- 
man behind  Smith  struck  him  on  the 
head    with    a    club.

Waitresses'  Union  Adopts 
Rules  for  Behavior  of 
Restaurant  Managers. 

Chicago,  June  15.— The  members  of  the 
Waitresses'  union  have  held  an  indigna- 
tion meeting,  at  which  their  sentiments 
were  crystallized  unanimously  In  the  fol- 
lowing maxims  for  the  benelit  of  the  man- 
agers: 

"Employers  shall  not  use  profane  lan- 
guage to  waitresses, 

"Waitresses  shall  not  be  reprimanded  In 
the  presence  of  guests." 

These  two  dicta  were  careriilly  type- 
written and  laid  on  the  desk  of  the 
manager    of    every    downtown    restaunint

W.  shlngton,  June  15.— Secretary  Loeb 
tod;..,  gave  out  the  following  summary 
of  th^  letter  President  Roosevelt  wrote 
Chai-man  Wadsworth  of  the  house 
comi  iittee  on  agriculture,  disapproving 
of  that  committee's  substitute  bill  re- 
garding the  inspection  of  meat  prod- 
ucts: 

"In  the  letter  to  Mr.  Wadsworth,  the 

president   stated     that     almost     every 

change  in  the  proposed  house  amend- 
ment was  a  change  for  the  worse,  as 
compared  with  the  senate  amendment, 
and  that  no  matter  how  unintentional, 
it  was,  in  the  president's  judgment,  so 
framed  as  to  minimize  the  chance  of 
rooting  out  the  evils  in  the  packing 
business;  that  the  president  fell  It 
would  doubtless  suit  these  packers,  who 
objected  to  a  thorough  going  inspec- 
tion, but  that  he  also  felt  it  would  in 
the  long  run  be  a  heavy  blow  to  the 
honest  stock  raiser  and  the  honest 
packer;  that  the  proposed  amendment 
would  gravely  hamper  the  secretary  of 
agriculture  in  doing  the  work  appoint- 
ed him  to  do,  and  would  simply  defe-r 
the  day  when  we  could  restore  the 
foreign  and  Interstate  trade  on  the 
meat  to  a  satisfactory  r)osition.

BRYAN  IS

St.  Petersburg,  June  15.— William  J. 
Bryan  sailed  for  Stockholm  this  after- 
noon. He  devoted  the  last  day  of  his 
stay  in  St.  Petersburg  to  a  call  on  Pre- 
mier Goremykin,  with  whom  he  had  an 
hour's  talk,  and  to  another  visit  to  the 
lower  house  of  parliament,  where  he 
remained  throughout  the  morning  ses- 
sion. For  a  time  Mr.  Bryan  was  the 
!  center  of  attraction  In  the  lobby  of  the 
I  house,  holding  a  regular  reception  of 
members  of  parliament,  who  were 
anxious  to  be  presented.  Deputations 
I  of  Jews  and  Pole-s  wanted  him  to  de- 
fine his  attitude  on  questions  affecting 
them,,  and  he  was  besieged  by  foreign 
and  Russian  correspondents  anxious  to 
secure  his  views  on  the  outcome  of  the 
parliament  struggle  here.  But  beyond 
ai)  expression  of  profound  interest  In 
the  fight  the  Russian  p-ople  were  mak- 
ing for  liberty,  and  the  deep  impression 
made  upem  him  by  the  Russian  parlia- 
ment, Mr.  Bryan  declined  to  make  a 
statement.

St.  Louis,  June  15.— Charles  W.  Bailey, 
a  blind  pianist  and  compose-r.  has  filed 
a  suit  for  divorce  from  Amanda  F. 
Bailoy.  also  sightless,  naming  in  his  pe- 
tition Charles  E.  Reavey.  a  blind  news- 
boy, as  the  man  who  disrupted  hij 
home. 

Bailey  met  the  woman  who  is  now  his 
•wife,  Jan.  18,  lSi>.j,  at  a  concert  in  tho 
Union  Methodist  church.  They  were 
attracted  to  each  other  through  their 
affliction.  Mrs.  Bailey  was  Mi.ss  Burr, 
daughter  of  the  late  William  E.  Burr, 
president  of  the  St.  Louis  Nalional 
bank.  The  family  objected  to  Bailey's 
«uit.  but  he  eluded  their  watchfuiucos 
and  they  were  married. 

Bailey  says:  'I  supported  my  wife 
through  my  own  efforts  for  four  years, 
and  then  her  familj-  .settled  a  small  al- 
lowance upon  her.  This  helped  consid- 
erably, and  we  lived  happily  until  last 
July,  when  a  cloud  appeared  upon  o^r 
marital   horizon. 

"We  met  Charles  E.  Reavy,  and  one 
evening  when  we  had  Intended  to  go  to 
a  party  together  I  was  compelled  to  go 
out  on  business  and  told  my  wife  ahe 
could  go  with  Reavy  and  I  would  call 
for  her  later.

"We're  in  the  fish  business  for  tr.e 
love  of  it  at  the  present  time,"  said 
one  of  the  local  dealers  yesterday  af- 
ternoon. In  speaking  of  the  present 
market  condltons. 

"At  present  prices  there  is  little  or 
no  profit  in  fish  for  the  wholesalers, 
and  the  market  Is  down  to  rock  bot- 
tom prices." 

Trout  are  quoted  this  week  at  7 
cents  a  pound  and  pike  at  10  cents. 
These  prices  are  about  3  cents  a  pound 
lower  than  those  which  are  asked  in 
Chicago  and  the  Twin  Cities,  and  there 
Is  very  little  margin  above  what  has 
to  be  paid  to  the  fisherman  and  to  the 
transportation  companies,  to  allow  for 
the  handling  of  them. 

The  cause  of  the  low  prices  Is  the 
fierce  competition  between  the  Booth 
company  and  the  independent  dealers. 

Fish  have  been  more  plentiful  dur- 
ing the  last  week,  as  the  weather  has 
been  favorable  and  the  fishermen  have 
been  able  to  get  out.  Last  week  the 
heavy  storms  compelled  the  men  to 
keep  to  shelter,  and  practically  no 
fresh  fish  were  coming  in  to  the 
market. 

•      •      • 

The  melon  season  has  opened  up, 
and  for  many  weeks  to  come  both 
watermelons  and  canteloupes  will  be 
on  the  market,  becoming  gradually 
cheaper,  as  the  supply  becomes  more 
plentiful. 

The  first  car  of  watermelons  came  in 
this  week,  from  Florida,  and  next  week 
the  famous  Georgia  melons  will  be  on 
the  market.  Georgia  is  the  principal 
source  of  supply  for  the  watermelons. 

The  canteloupes  which  are  now  being 
received,  come  from  old  Mexico,  wrap- 
I>ed  in  papers,  and  packed  In  crates. 
They  are  a  fancy,  early  variety,  and 
the  price  is  as  yet  pretty  high.  Mexico 
win  continue  to  be  the  source  of  supply 
until  the  California  crop  is  ripened,  and 
later  the  Arizona  and  Texas  melons  will 
be  on.  the  market. 

«      •      « 

Strawberries  have  been  scarce,  and 
rather  higher,  this  week,  and  the  pros- 
pects do  not  seem  very  bright  for  any 
material  drop  in  the  price.  Wisconsin 
berries  will  probably  be  on  the  markit 
next  week,  the  supply  this  week  coming 
from  Illinois  and  Iowa.  The  Wisconsin 
crop  is  not  very  heavy  this  season, 
however,  Judgitag  from  the  reports 
which  have  been  received,  and  no  very 
low  prices  are  expected. 

Other  small  fruits  are  now  beginning 
to  make  their  appearance.  California 
cherries  are  still  on  the  market,  but 
are  very  scarce  and  high.  The  reports 
state  that  the  crop  was  almost  entirely 
destroyed  by  recent  storms  in  that  part 
of  the  country,  and  that  the  supply  for 
shipment  will   be   very   limited. 

Some  sour  cherries  are  now  on  the 
market,  but  they  are  not  very  plentiful 
as  yet. 

Gtjoseberrles  are  also  beginning  to 
make  their  appearance,  but  they  are 
not  always  to  be  secured  ,and  the  sup- 
ply  is   rather   uncertain. 

Pineapples  are  rather  plentiful  at 
the  present  time,  coming  In  car  load 
shipments  dhtct  from  Florida. 
The  season  for  navels  is  about  over, 
and  their  place  is  being  taken  by  the 
Mediterranean  sweets  and  the  late 
Valencias. 

Lemons  are  scarce,  and  the  market 
la  very  firm,  owmg  to  the  heavy  de- 
mand from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
which  is  steadily  increasing  as  the 
weather  becomes  warmer. 

The  supply  of  old  potatoes  Is  nearly 
exhausted,  and  the  price  is  firm  at 
from  80  to  85  cents  a  bushel.  Within 
another  week  or  two  It  is  c-xpected  that 
the  market  will  be  aljout  cleaned  up 
and  the  new  crop  will  have  to  be  re- 
lied upon  to  fill  the  demand.  At  pri- 
sent  the  supply  of  new  potatoes  is  very 
limited,  and  the  price  is  ruling  firm  at 
about  $1.75  a  bushel. 

Last  year,  conditions  were  just  the 
reverse  of  those  existing  this  season. 
The  old  crop  was  larger  than  expected, 
and  there  was  a  surplus  when  the  new 
potatoes  came  into  the  market,  while 
this  season  the  old  crop  Is  not  suffi- 
cient to  supply  the  demand  until  the 
new  potatoes  are  fairly  on  the  markot. 

Prices   on    other     vegetables     remain 
about   unchanged   from   last   week,   and  I 
the   supply    of    all    lines     of     Southern  j 
green  stuff  is  large.

DISCOVERIES 

In  Egyptian  Mounds  Made 

by  Dr.  Grenfell  and 

Dr.  Hunt. 

Cairo,     June     15.— Once     more       Dr. 
Grenfell  and    Hunt   have   made   valua- 
ble discoveries  in  the  mounds  of  Oxyr- 
hyncus,    Quite    equal    In    Importance    to 
those  which  so  fascinated  the  world  of 
scholarship    nine      years      ago.         The 
Egyptian    exploration    fuilfl    has     done 
wonders    already,    especially    in    refer- 
ence   to    those   so-called    "•Logia" — "the 
sayings  of  our   Lord" — one  of  which  at 
leatit   has  a  strange  and  unique  value. 
In   1S97,   out   of  a  mass   of  papyri,  dug 
out  of  the  ruins  of  Oxyrhyncus,  which 
was   one   of   the   chief   early   Christian 
centers  In  Egypt,  and  is  situated  some 
120  miles  south  of  Cairo,  was  extracted 
a  fragment  containing  tight  sayings  of 
the    Lord.     What    exactly    they    consti- 
tuted has  been  much  debated  by  scho- 
lars  since.    Harnack      maintains      that 
they  corne  from  the  lost  gospel  of  the 
Egyptians,  other  .suggest  that  they  are 
excerpts    from      a      primitive      gospel — 
probably    written    in    Hebrew     in      the 
first    instance;     while      others,      again, 
Bpeak  of  them  as  though   they   formed 
part  of  a  sort  of  original     nucleus     or 
nothing   to   the     Biblical     lore     of     the 
world,  but   the  one  numbered  five    was 
of  first  rate  interest  and  importance — a 
Btrange    text    In      which     Christ     says. 
"Raise   the   stone  and   thou   shalt     find 
Me,  cleave  the  wood  and  there  am  I." 
To    these    "sayings"    is    now    added     a 
fresh   and   highly   interesting  contribu- 
tion.   Amongst    the    newest      finds      of 
Doctors    Grenfell    and    Hunt    is    a    vel- 
lum leaf,  45  lines  in  all,  from  the  man- 
uscript of  a  lost  gospel.     The     subject, 
according    to    the    latest    details.    Is     a 
visit   of   Jesus,   with   desclples     to     the 
temple  of  Jerusalem,  and  an  encounter 
with  a  Pharisee.    The  Pharisee  rebukes 
Christ   and   his   followers   because   they 
have  omitted  the  necessary  and  proper 
ceremonial    of    purification    before    en- 
tering   the    Holy    Place.     Christ    replies 
with  a  discourse  on   the  difference  be- 
tween the  external  and  internal  purity. 
This,  of  course,  is  not  dissimilar  from 
the   gospels  of   Matthew   and   Luke:   In 
the  new  fragment  there  are  found  sev- 
eral words  not  found  in  the  New  Tes- 
tament,   while    the    writer    displays     a 
considerable    familiarity     with     Jewish 
customs,  and  also  with  the  topography 
of   the   temple  of  Jerusalem.    The    na- 
ture   and    value    of    the     gospel      from 
which    this    passage    comes,     however, 
It  is  not  known,  nor  can  more  be  said 
on  the  subject  until  the  fresh  Urryrhyn- 
cus    papyri    are    published    next     year. 
But  this  Is  not   the  only  valuable  ele- 
ment in  the  new  discoveries.    There  Is 
a  fragment  from  Pindar — a  novel  form 
of    composition    for    the    Theban    bard, 
for  it   consists   of  odes  of  supplication 
or    thank.sgivlng.    addressed    to    a   god, 
and   not   a  paean,   such  as   those   with 
which    all    are    familiar,    in    honor    of 
some   athletic    victor.    There   is   also   a 
part    of    a    tragedy   on    the   subject    of 
"Hypsipyle,"   supposed   to   be  by   Euri- 
pides:   and,    strangely    enough,    a    part 
of   a   new    history   of   Greece   has   been 
unearthed,     which,   it    Is     hoped,     will 
throw  fresh  light  on  the  Pelopponnesian 
war.    Some  of  the  manu.scripts,  dating 
from   the  second   or   third   century,   be- 
longed.  It   is   clear,    to   an   owner  of   a 
library,    and   amongst    them    are    frag- 
ments  of   Sappho   and   Bacchylides.

"I  believe  that  few  citizens  of  Min- 
nesota have  any  idea  of  the  enormous 
financial  transactions  that  the  state  Is 
constantly  engaged  In,"  remarked  one 
of  the  state  officials  who  was  a  visitor 
In  Duluth  during  the  Republican  state 
convention. 

"I  presume  that  it  would  surprise 
some  of  them  to  know  that  Minnesota 
Is  in  the  money  lending  business  and 
that  she  Is  at  the  present  time  lending 
money  through  the  state  board  of  in- 
vestment, at  the  rate  of  about  $75,000 
per  week.  The  money  loaned  comes 
out  of  the  permanent  school  and  uni- 
versity fund  of  about  $20.'300.<JOO,  and 
the  borrowers  are  cities  ,towns.village3 
and  school  districts  scattered  over  the 
state.  The  money  is  loaned  on  the 
bonds  which  must  pass  muster  before 
the   investment   board. 

•'This  loaning  business  of  the  .state 
is  in  itself  u  great  feature  of  the  de- 
partmental operations  and  scarce- 
ly a  day  passes  that  the  investment 
board  does  not  meet  to  consider  some 
application  for  a  loan  and  pass  upon 
the  bonds  offered. 

'•Nearly  every  new  school  district 
that  is  formed  needs  funds  to  get 
started  with  and  naturally  turns  to 
the  state  for  assistance,  the  money  be- 
ing available  from  the  trust  fund, 
when  the  bonds  are  approved." 

Chapter  40,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Minnesota,  provides  that  the  perma- 
nent school  and  university  funds  shall 
be  invested  in  bonds  of  the  United 
States,  bearing  not  less  than  three  per 
cent.  Interest,  or  in  bonds  of  this,  or 
any  other  state,  or  in  the  bonds  of  any 
county,  school  district,  city,  town,  or 
village,  bearing  not  less  than  four  per 
cent  interest.  The  funds  may  be  in- 
vested In  county  drainage  bonds  bear- 
ing not  less  than  three  per  cent,  in- 
terest, but  no  investment  shall  be 
made  on  bonds  issued  to  aid  in  the 
construction    of    a    railroad. 

The  investment  board  is  comprised 
of  the  state  auditor,  the  state  treasurer 
and  the  governor.  The  auditor  acts  as 
secretary  of  the  board.  The  duty  of 
the  board  Is  to  invest  all  funds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  public  lands,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

The  first  of  the  coming  month,  July  1 
there  is  payable  to  the  state  from  this 
[county,  on  account  of  loans  made  to 
I  towns  or  school  districts  the  sum  of 
j  $9,9.50  as  principal  and  $.5,425.14  In  annual

In  addition  to  the  resident  population, 
the  coast  Is  visited  every  summer  by 
about  10,00»»  New  Foundland  fishermen, 
and  w^hile  Newfoundland  it.'self  is  not  by 
any  nuans  free  from  criminals,  none 
appear  among  the  fishers,  or  else  the 
example  of  the  natives  of  Labrador  cau.ses 
them  to  refrain  from  wrongdoing  while 
there.

Tislted  the  coast  every  siimmeK,  but  as 
It  found  nothing  to  d<>.  It  was  abolished. 
Now  should  any  serious  charge  be  made 
against  a  man,  a  maglstratf^  would  be 
sent   fr^n'.

Attorney,     Believed   to 
Have  Committed  Sui- 
cide, Was  in  Manila. 

I^eavenworth,  Kan.,  June  15.— Jesse 
George,  until  Decuiiber,  1S97,  one  of  this 
city's  promlnet  attorneys,  who  at  that 
tune  disappeared  from  here  as  effectually 
as  though  the  earth  nad  swallowed  him. 
and  belitved  by  some  to  have  committed 
suicide  and  by  others  to  have  been  mur- 
dered, has  returned  to  Leavenworth.  He 
Is  at  the  present  time  assistant  prosecut- 
ing attorney  of  the  city  of  Manila  and 
one  of  the  u^uccessful  practicing  attorneys 
in    the    Philippines. 

When  jeorgo  disappeared  from  here 
some  small  boys  found  a  box  of  love 
letters  In  a  sealed  box  on  the  Missouri 
river  bank.  It  was  opened  and  found 
to  contain  those  written  by  George  to  a 
young  woman  in  Amboy,  Ind.,  and  re- 
turned   to   him. 

George  Degau  the  practice  of  law  here 
tarly  in  the  '90s  and  was  quite  successful. 

It  was  not  until  the  box  of  love  letters 
was  found  that  the  tlieory  of  murder  was 
dropped  and  then  his  friends  concluded 
he  had,  in  a  fit  of  melancholia,  committed 
siiUlde. 

The  atlorney.  after  leaving  Leaven- 
worth, mad«  his  way  to  Honolulu,  and 
practiced  law.  V\'hen  the  Spanish- Ameri- 
can war  broke  out  he  was  anxious  to 
8.  ivf  in  the  army,  so  he  returned  to  San 
Francisco  where  he  enlisted  in  the  Third 
I'nited  States  artillery  and  went  to  Use 
I'lnlip;^ine    islands. 

In  tVre  islands  George  served  through 
th(:  Philippine  campaign  with  the  artil- 
lery, Kotng  through  to  Malolos  in  the 
cha.se  after  Aguinaldo.  He  remained  in 
til-?  service  until  the  Third  was  ordere<l 
home,  when  he  took  his  discharge  and 
r«  tn.i  ned   In  Manila. 

The  first  employment  obtained  by  him 
wt.-i  when  this  government  sought  school 
tecclurs  for  the  Manila  city  schools.  He 
obtained  a  place  and  taught  for  several 
years,  being  promoted  from  time  to  time 
until  he  was  looked  upon  as  one  Of  that 
city^s  most   promlnet    educators. 

He  married  an  estimable  young  woman 
who  went  to  the  islands  from  Iowa,  but 
she  died  a  year  ago.  and  It  was  for  this 
reason  the  attorney  returned  to  the 
United  States;  to  bring  the  body  of  his 
wife  back  to  the  cemetery  In  her  old 
home. 

George,  after  tiring  of  his  teaching 
career,  took  up  the  practice  of  law  again. 
He  was  successful  Miid  the  authorities  in 
Manila,  when  the  office  of  assistant 
pro3»>cuting  attorney  became  vacant, 
chosf  him  for  the  place  and  he  accepted. 
He  has  been  very  successful  In  this  of- 
fice. 


Wa.shIngton,  June  15.— Riflemen  are 
now  looking  toward  the  coming  na- 
tional match  and  other  rifle  and  re- 
volver matches,  to  be  shot  at  Sea  Girt 
range  In  September  next,  and  through- 
out the  country  practice  is  going  on  to 
select  the  members  of  the  team  to  rep- 
resent the  different  states  and  terri- 
tories. The  states  sending  teams  pay 
all  their  traveling  expenses  and  sub- 
sistence at  the  camp,  while  the  state 
of  New  Jersey  furnishes  the  tentage 
and  camp  equipment,  so  the  members 
of  the  teams  have  an  enjoyable  outing, 
at  no  personal  expense  except  for  side- 
trips  to  Aabury  Park.  New  York,  Phil- 
adelphia or  elsewhere.  As  there  are 
cash  prizes  as  high  as  $300  for  the 
teams,  and  many  Individual  prizes,  the 
expert  marksmen  have  a  good  time, 
and  many  win  enough  to  pay  their 
personal  expenses,  with  something  to 
spare.  The  matches  of  the  Naltonal 
Rifle  association  will  be  held  at  the 
same  time,  and  are  open  to  those  shoot- 
ing in  the  national  matches  under  the 
supervision  of  the  National  Board  for 
the  Prohiotlon  of  Rifle  Practice. 

The  national  team  match  will  be 
open  to  teams  of  twelve  men.  The 
army  will  be  represented  by  two  teams, 
one  from  the  cavalry  and  one  from  the 
infantry,  the  navy,  marine  corps,  mili- 
tary academy  and  naval  academy  by 
one  team  each,  and  the  National  Guard 
or  uniformed  militia  by  one  team  from 
each  of  the  several  states  and  terri- 
tories. Including  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. The  members  of  tlie  various  teams 
miist  be  officers,  cadets,  midshipmen  or 
enlisted  men  of  the  corps  or  organiza- 
tion which  they  represent,  and  are  re- 
quired to  appear  in  the  service  or  au- 
thorized uniform.  There  will  be  three 
kinds  of  Are,  at  various  distances- 
slow  fire  at  200,  600,  800  and  1,000  yards, 
and  a  skirmish  fire  of  one  run.  The 
United  States  service  rifles  and  car- 
bines, with  not  less  than  a  three-pound 
trigger  pull,  will  be  used  with  service 
cartridges  as  manufactured  and  Issued 
by  the  ordnance  department,  and  two 
sighting  shots  and  ten  shots  for  rec- 
ord at  each  range,  will  be  allowed.  The 
men  will  fire  from  a  standing  position, 
at  200  yards,  and  prone  with  head  to- 
ward the  target  at  all  other  ranges. 

The  team  making  the  highest  aggre- 
gate total  in  the  contest  will  receive 
the  national  trophy  (authorized  by  act 
of  congress),  and  $300  in  cash.  Tlie 
Hilton  trophy  presented  by  the  late 
Hon.  Henry  Hilton  of  New  York,  and 
$200  In  cash  will  go  to  the  team  mak- 
ing the  second  highest  aggregate  totals 
and  the  bronze  Soldier  of  Marathon, 
presented  by  the  commander  in  chief 
on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
and  $150  in  cash  will  be  given  to  the 
team  making  the  third  highest  aggre- 
gate total.  To  the  three  teams  making 
the  next  highest  aggregate  totals  will 
be  given  $100.  $75,  and  $50  respectively. 
A  medal  will  be  presented  to  each 
member  of  the  winning  team.  One- 
third  of  the  members  actually  firing  on 
any  prize  "winning  team  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  compete  again  as  members 
of  a  contesting  team  for  the  next  three 
consecutive  competitions,  the  four  men 
to  be  eliminated  to  be  those  who  have 
heretofore  participated  in  the  greatest 
number  of  competitions  for  the  national 
trophy.  No  person,  who  is  either  a 
principal  or  an  alternate  in  any  team 
entered  In  the  competition  for  the  na- 
tional trophy  shall  be  eligible  to  serve 
either  as  a  prlnoipal  or  an  alternate  in 
any  other  team  at  the  next  yearly  com- 
petition for  the  national  trophy. 

No  person  .«»hall  be  a  member  of  any 
team  in  the  national  match,  or  act  as 
captain,  coach,  spotter  or  alternate  of 
such  team,  who  does  not  present  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  adjutant  general  of 
the  state,  territory,  or  District  of  Col- 
umbia, to  which  he  belongs;  or  If  from 
a  team  belonging  to  the  regular  estab- 
lishment, a  certificate  from  compe-tent 
authority,  .showing  that  he  has  done  75 
per  cent  of  military  duty  during  the 
twelve  months  preceding  the  competi- 
tion. By  the  term  "military  duty" 
above  refeiTcd  to  is  meant  parades, 
drills,  encampments  and  other  duties 
of  a  similar  nature.  Each  team  will 
con.<;ist  of  one  captain,  one  coach,  one 
spott?r,  twelve  principals  and  three  al- 
ternates— eighteen  in  all — and  as  It  Is 
expected  that  each  state  and  territory 
will  be  represented,  there  will  be  pres- 
ent between  900  and  1,000  marksmen, 
exclusive  of  the  members  of  the  regu- 
lar army  and  its  branches,  and  those 
merely  taking  part  In  other  matches. 

There  will  also  be  a  national  Indi- 
vidual match  open  to  members  of  the 
National  Rifle  Association  of  Amciica 
and  affiliated  clubs  in  addition  to  the 
number  of  the  organizations  competing 
In  the  national  match.

The  National  Board  for  the  Promotion 
of  Rifle  Practice  has  noted  with  mucn 
pleasure    the   increeising   interest   taken 
in    rifle   and    revolver   shooting   as   evi- 
denced  In    the   reports    received     from 
various   sections   of   the   countrjfc     The 
smallness  of  the  regular  army  in  com- 
jparison  with  the  size  of  the  coimtry  and 
I  its  population  compels  us  to  rely  upon 
I  the  volunteer  in  time  of  war.     The  vol- 
'  unteer   can   be   quickly    taught   to   drill 
and  march,  to  make  or  strike  camp,  and 
perform    other    military    duties,    but    It 
takes    time    and    careful    training    and 
much  practice  to  make  him  a  first  clasd 
i  shot.    Consequently  the  National  Boanl 
[  regards    every    man      who      voluntarily 
[  qualifies  as  a  marksman  or  sharpshoot- 
j  er  as  fit  material  for  volunteer  service 
;  In  time  of  war,  and  as  having  perform- 
jed  an  act  of  patriotism  in  so  fitting  him- 
self for  military  duty. 

Owing  to  the  work  of  the  National 
Board,  supplemented  by  that  of  the  Na- 
I  tlonal  Rifle  association,  there  has  been 
ja  revival  of  interest  within  the  past 
1  few  years  in  the  State  Rifle  associa- 
tions, and  a  large  number  of  local  rlllo 
as.soclattons  have  been  organized.  Rifle 
practice  Is  a  sport  requiring  steady 
nerves,  and  gives  abundance  of  outdoor 
exercise  without  danger  of  over-exer- 
tion.

DEAD  BODY  IS 
GARNISHEED 

Papers  Read  to  a  Corpse 

in  the  Morgue  at 

Eveleth. 

Eveleth,  Minn.,  June  15.— An  episode 
without  parallel  in  the  Northwest,  it  is 
believed,  took  place  here  ye.sterday,  when 
Police  Officer  Kent  served  garnishment 
papers  secured  In  municipal  court  by 
Joseph  Lacorettl  on  a  corpse  in  a  local 
morgue.  The  enshrouded  body,  that  of 
Philip  Debretto.  a  young  Italian  repairer, 
was  ready  to  be  earned  away  to  the 
grave  when  the  officer  came  to  the 
morgue  with  the  documents  and  read 
them  according  to  legal  proc(;dure. 

The  story  has  its  beginning  In  an  un- 
fortunate accident  at  the  Drake  &  Strat- 
ton  stripping  operations  at  the  Fayal 
mine.  Last  Saturday  night  Debretto  was 
struck  by  a  dinky  engine  while  working 
at  the  pit.  The  accident  was  due  to  the 
victim's  Ignorance  of  flag  signals  and  in- 
ability to  understand  English.  Though 
the  engineer  shouted  to  him  and  signalli'd, 
Debretto  failed  to  get  off  the  track  and 
was  badly  crushed  before  the  .  engine 
could  be  stopped. 

Debretto  suffered  agonies  until  last 
Monday,  when  he  died.  The  l>ody  was 
taken  to  tHe  Gleason  morgue.  Deputy 
Coroner  Gleason,  after  an  InqUest,  ren- 
dered a  verdict  that  Debretto  came  to  his 
i  death  through  ignorance  of  the  English 
'  language. 

i     Before  the  Interment  of  the  body  Joseph 
1  Lacorettl,    keeper    of    a    boarding    bouse 


where  Debretto  lodged,  went  into  police 
court  and  secured  from  Judge  Vivian 
Prince  a  garnishee  on  the  dead  man  for 
$23.  Nicholas  Kent,  police  officer,  couldn't 
see  how  he  could  very  well  .serve  such 
papers  on  a  corpse,  so  referred  the  mat- 
ter back  to  the  court.  Judge  Prince  in- 
structed the  officer  to  serve  the  papers, 
as  had  been  requested  by  La(X)retti. 

Thus  it  happened  that  the  officer, 
armed  with  a  garnishee  went  to  the 
morgue  and  with  befitting  solemnity  read 
the  paper  to  a  man  whose  ears  had 
been  closed  to  all  sound  by  the  grim 
reaper. 

CANALII  CAPTURED. 

Fugitive  Italian  Caught  on  the  Road  to 
Bear  River. 

Hibbing.  Minn.,  June  15.— Pietri  CanalU, 
wanted  at  Chisholm  on  a  charge  of  hav- 
ing m.urdered  Abel  Sopori  during  a  quar- 
rel on  the  high  road  near  the  Monroe  lo- 
cation Tutrsuay  night,  was  captured  yes- 
cordu-v  afternoon  and  placed  in  the  rauni- 
c^^'al"jail  here.  He  will  be  taken  to 
Ch.thcim    today   and    given   a    hearing. 

Canalh  was  captured  on  the  Bear  River 
road  neat  Sturgeon  lake,  sixteen  miles 
n>  rtJi  ot  here.  Last  night  he  admitted 
liiat  he  plunged  a  knife  into  his  victim's 
abuomeii,  but  said  he  did  not  realize 
he  l;aa  administered  a  fatal  blow.  Canalli 
was  armed  with  a  loaded  shotgun,  and 
all  his  pockets  were  filled-  with  shells 
vhen  in  the  road,  but  his  captors  got  the 
drop  on  him  and  he  made  no  resistance 
wiicM     placed     under    arrest. 

Canalli  was  first  seen  on  the  road  by 
Michael  Danahy,  a  farmer  living  near 
Green  l-.oek.  Danahy  was  driving  south- 
ward vhen  he  met  the  fugitive  Italian. 
Danahy  bastened  to  Hibbing  and  at  once 
teiephoneu  to  Chief  Wring,  telling  hinr. 
h'i  nad  seen  Canalli.  Chief  Wring  at 
once  Intormed  President  McNeill  of  Chis- 
holm, who  asked  Wring  to  go  at  once  in 
pursuit  ,as  Chief  Connors  was  not  at 
home.  The  latter  was  endeavoring  to 
find  some  trace  ot  Canalli.  Chief  Wring 
at  o:icc  set  out  on  horseback  to  overtake 
thf  Heeing  criminal.  Several  miles  north 
of  here  he  met  Charles  Benning  and  C.  P. 
Veiling,  cruiesrs,  who  had  met  Canalli 
on  the  road  after  Danahy,  and  being 
arm'^d.  made  the  capture  and  were  bring- 
ing tnei»-  prisoner  to  Hibbing.  They  got 
tl:c  crop  on  Canalli  and  he  was  taken 
Into    custodv    without    resistance. 

AFTER  AN  EMBEZZLER. 

Sheriff  Gonyea  of  Polk  County  Starts 
for  Wyoming. 

Crookston,  Minn.,  June  15.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Sheriff  Gonyea  of  Polk 
county  passed  through  the  city,  last  even- 
ing   on    his    way    to    Lander,     Freemont 

county,  Wyo.,  where  ho  will  secure  the 
person  of  Alexander  E.  Moran.  who 
stands  charged  of  the  embezzlement  of 
several  hundred  dollars  last  winter  from 
the  Heilenian  Brewing  company,  with 
headquarters  at   this  place. 

Moran  is  one  of  the  well  known  char- 
acters of  the  Northwest,  holding  forth  in 
such  places  as  EisLst  Grand  Forks  and 
Minot,  at  which  latter  place  he  has  run 
for  years  one  of  the  most  successful 
"blinds"  In  Dakota.  From  Minot  he  came 
here  and  was  placed  In  the  employ  of 
the  brewery  company  In  the  offices.     He 


was   one  of   the  best   workers. 

Ho  lost  his  luck  and.  as  a  result.  Is 
said  to  have  embezzled  about  $600  from 
the  company's  treasury.  The  police  for 
the  past  ft%'e  months  have  been  scour- 
ing the  Northwest  and  the  vicinity  of  his 
old  home  near  Valparaiso.  Ind.  Only 
about  a  week  ago  they  obtained  a  clew 
as  to  his  locality  through  Information 
conveyed  to  them  secretly.

NOW  A  CERTAINTY. 

Ottawa,   Ont.,   June   15.— The   Georgian 

bay  canal,  a  project  which  James  J. 
Hill  Indorses  as  the  most  practical  so- 
lution of  the  problem  of  transporting 
grain  cheaply  from  the  Great  Lakes 
to  the  head  of  ocean  navigation  at  Mon- 
treal, will  be  constructed  either  by 
the  Canadian  government  or  by  a  com- 
pany whose  undertaking  will  be  guar- 
anteed by  the  government.  Surveys 
now  in  process  of  completion  Indicate 
that  the  entire  waterways  can  be  can- 
alized and  rendered  navigable  to  ves- 
sels drawing  twenty  feet  of  water,  for 
about  $100,CO0,00O. 
The   charter    of    the   Montreal-Ottawa 


&  Georgian  Bay  Canal  company  has 
been  extended  by  the  railway  com- 
mittee of  the  commons.  Tiie  company 
is  now  authorized  to  increase  its  cap- 
ital from  $ia,«)0,()00  to  $5t>.t'0(!,(i00  and  to 
issue  bonds  lo  the  extent  of  J100,«)0.000. 
By  Its  amended  charter  the  lime  for 
commencing  work  is  extended  to  May 
1,.  1908,  and  the  time  for  completion  to 
]!tl4.  A  provision  inserted  in  the  char- 
ter at  the  instance  of  the  administra- 
tion provides  that  the  government  may 
take  over  the  work  at  any  lime  and  re- 
coup the  company  for  its  outlay  up  to 
the  date  of  transfer.  The  promolois  of 
the  company  are  English  capitalists. 

The  canal,  when  completed,  will  make 
the  route  from  the  head  of  the  lakt  s  to 
Montrtal  as  .sh<-rt  as  from  Duluth  to 
Buffalo,  thus  siiving  the  delay  and  cost 
of  transportation  around  by  the  Wel- 
land-St.  Lawrence  canals.

STRONG  MEN  NEEDED. 

The  Republican  state  convention  is  now  over,  and 
there  will  be  a  comparative  lull  in  politics  for  a  while. 
A  little  later  there  will  be  a  Democratic  state  conven- 
tion that  will  put  in  the  field  a  state  ticket  headed  by 
Governor  John  A.  Johnson,  and  then  the  state  cam- 
paign  will  proceed   vigorously. 

But  in  the  meantime,  up  here  in  Northern  Mmne- 
80ta.  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  while  it  is  important 
to  have  a  good  governor,  one  that  will  be  a  credit  to 
the  state  both  at  home  ai>d  abroad,  it  is  still  more 
important  to  the  vital  interests  here  at  home  that 
there  should  be  a  good  state  legislature,  one  responsive 
to  the  wishes  of  the  people  and  determined  to  do  their 
will. 

The  governor  cannot  enact  legislation.  He  can 
suggest  it,  and  veto  it  if  he  thinks  it  is  not  right,  but 
his  are  the  executive  functions,  not  the  legislative,  and 
he  can  work  only  upon  such  laws  as  the  legislature 
may   furnish   him    with. 

Therefore,  if  there  is  to  be  state  development  in 
Minnesota,  a  state  development  that  will  stop  the  ten- 
dency toward  decreased  population  in  some  of  the 
older  portions  of  the  state  and  that  will  add  vigor  and 
rapidity  to  the  growth  of  the  population  of  the  newer 
parts,  a  legislature  must  be  elected  that  will  bring  it 
about. 

If  there  is  to  be  fair  play  between  the  corporations 
and  t'le  people,  not  only  must  the  governor  and  officials 
under  him  fairly  and  fearlessly  execute  the  laws,  but 
the  legislature  must  devise  new  ones  where  their  need 
is  shown. 

If  there  are  to  be  liberal  appropriations  for  drainage 
of  state  lands,  for  good  roads,  and  for  advertising  for 
settlers  to  come  to  the  state,  a  legislature  must  be 
elected  that  will  make  such  appropriation.?. 


have  abandoned  their  use  altogether,  and  all  hospitals 
have  curtailed  it  materially.  And  if  it  be  conceded  that 
the  use  of  wine  and  spirits  has  brought  some  slight 
"health  and  happiness",  which  not  everybody  will  admit, 
on  the  other  page  of  the  ledger  is  an  appalling  account 
of  sickness,  unhappiness  and  misery  that  the  use  and 
abuse  of  strong  drinks  have  entailed. 

While  it  may  be  admitted  that  moderate  amounts  of 
pure  wines,  spirits  and  malt  liquors  do  little  harm,  if 
they  do  any,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  immoderate 
use  of  any  of  them  is  exceedingly  harmful,  and  demoral- 
izing to  body,  mind,  soul  and  pocketbook.  And  the 
great  trouble  is  that  the  appetite  for  these  commodities 
so  often  grows  by  what  it  feeds  upon,  and  that  the 
moderate  drinkers  of  today  are  the  drunkards  of  to- 
morrow. 

All  this  refers  to  pure  liquors,  but  no  defense  can  be 
made  of  impure  liquors.  Yet  pure  liquors  are  almost 
impossible  to  find  in  this  country  today,  and  impure 
brands  abound.  In  Duluth  alcohol,  water  and  coloring 
matter  are  mingled  into  different  forms,  strengths  and 
colors,  and  labelled  as  whisky,  claret,  port,  sherry,  etc., 
and  most  of  them  are  rank  poisons  which  break  down 
the  minds  and  health  of  the  misguided  persons  that 
consume  them  with  terrible  certainty. 

A  pure  food  bill  is  pending  before  congress  that 
will,  if  it  is  enacted,  stop  this  poisoning  of  the  public. 
It  is  being  delayed  by  the  liquor  interests.  It  would 
sound  better  if  the  National  Liquor  Dealers'  association 
had  declared  for  pure  liquors,  and  had  endorsed  that 
section  of  the  pure  food  bill  designed  to  ensure  them. 


It  is  very  questionable  indeed  whether  wine 

or  spirits,  in  any  form,  ever  Brought  real  happiness  to 

anybody.     Not  long  ago  their  use  for  medicinal  purposes

has  been  more   the   other   way,   so  that  many   hospitals    happened    that    tl^Sre  fwas    an   article   of

There 
wa.sn't  a  show  of  apjt  kind  in  town  and 
no  very  distant  vifw  ^^as  to  bo-had  from 
the  immediate  vicfnlt^  of  the  hotel.  The 
guest  didn't  explain  to  what  use  he 
wished  to  put  the  opeiia  glasses,  and  the 
olerk,  who  is  used  toj  such  strange  re- 
quests, didn't  explain  any  curiosity  con- 
corning    the    matter. 

Next  to  the  ticlet  'bfftce  man  at  tho 
Union  depot,  the  Jotel  clerks  hear  more 
foolish  questions,  and  have  more  sur- 
prising demands  made  upon  them,  than 
anyone  el.se  In  town.  They  soon  learn 
never  to  be  surprised  at  anything  that 
visitors  may  propound  in  the  shape  of  a 
question  or  a  request.  Some  men,  and 
women,  too,  appear  to  go  on  the  princi- 
ple that  if  they  pay  for  their  board  and 
meals,  the  hotel  should  furnish  them  with 
everything  else  they  need  free  of  charge. 
They  are  liable  to  ask  for  anything  from 
a  needle   to  a  shotgun. 

Umbrellas  are  asked  for  more  frequent- 
ly than  anything  else,  and  a  man  will 
often  become  really  angry  if  the  clerk 
refuses  to  produce  one  on  a  rainy  morn- 
ing, despite  the  fact  that  a  dozen  others 
may  have  made  th*  same  request  In  the 
preceding  half  hour,  and  this  with  a  sign 
reading  "Umbrellas  to  rent'  at  the  news 
stand  on  the  other  sido  of  the  lobby. 
The  guest  always  swears  that  he  will 
return  the  borrowed  article  in  tive  or 
ten  minutes,  and  when  his  request  is 
granted  the  chances  are  that  he  will  re- 
main away  most  of  the  day.  If  the  clerk 
himself  wishes  to  venture  outside,  he 
has  to  borrow  an  umbrella  from  some- 
one   else,    or   else    go    unprotected. 

"A"  fellow  asked  me  not  long  ago  If 
he  could  borrow  a  pair  of  my  trousers," 
•iaid  a  local  clerk,  in  discussing  the  sub- 
ject. "He  said  he  would  send  them 
back  by  express  as  soon  as  he  got  home. 
It  appears  that  iie  brought  only  one  pair 
along  with  him.  and  in  some  way  or 
other  these  were  torn  acro.ss  the  seat. 
Another  individual  asked  for  the  loan 
of  a  hat  until  he  got  home.  His  had 
been  lost  on  a  lake  excursion.  He  lived 
In  a  country  town  •  in  Western  Minne- 
sota, and  vowed  he  mould  be  under  last- 
ing obligation,  aiTd*  would  return  the 
headpiece,    if    I   gave   it    to    him. 

"Still  another  came-  in  one  morning  and 
-said  he  had  l^ft  his  laundry  until  It  was 
all  dirty.  forgettiiig<Wto  send  it  out  to 
be  washed.  He  asked  If  he  could  bor- 
row a  pair  of  sj-^ka.  Every  once  in  a 
while  we  get  requfv'^ts  for  collars  and 
neckties.  During  tho  hunting  season  they 
want  to  borrow  guiti,  and  in  fishmg 
season  they  ask  if.,  we  have  any  fishing 
tackle  we  would  b»  willing  to  lend.  A 
hotel  desk  is  lookCd'iupon  as  a  general 
utility  and  information  bureau,  and  we 
never  know  what  to,  expect  next." 


REVISION  AND  RECIPROCITY. 

The  recent  Republican  state  convention  declared  its 
belief  that  the  time  for  tariff  revision  has  arrived,  and  if 
it  has  influence  enough  with  the  Republican  senators 
and  representatives  from  this  state  to  induce  them  to  see 
it  the  same  way  and  to  act,  the  announcement  is  worth 
while.  That  is  the  only  way  it  can  be  made  worth 
while,  however,  for  nobody  on  the  state  ticket  that  the 
convention  nominated  will  have  a  word  to  say  about 
whether  there  is  tariff  revision  or  not. 

The  convention,  however,  undoubtedly  voiced  the 
sentiment  of  the  people  of  this  state,  regardless  of 
politics,  when  it  declared  that  the  time  has  come  for 
tariff  revision.  It  has  been  here  some  time,  but  the  real 
powers  of  government  have  been  so  far  successful  in 
delaying  it.  Not  only  is  tariff  revision  needed  in  the 
interests  of  the  people  of  this  country  who  are  com- 
pelled to  pay  unfair  profits  on  American  manufactures 
that  are  sold  abroad  much  cheaper,  but  in  the  interests 
of  American  trade  reciprocity  treaties  must  be  made 
with  the  leading  nations  if  we  do  not  want  them  to  cease 
buying  from  us.

In    other    words,   as    The    Herald    has    several    times     tariff  idea.     He   says  that  there  is  trade  trouble   ahead 

for  this  country  if  we  do  not  provide  some  orderly 
system  to  give  preference  in  our  markets  to  such  coun- 
tries as  extend  the  like  favor  to  us. 

Mr.  Foss  says  that  Chamberlainism — which  is  protec- 
tion— is  developing  irresistibly  in  Great  Britain,  and  that 
the  revision  of  our  tariff  in  favor  of  that  empire  is  the 
only  thing  that  can  stop  the  final  triumph  of  Chamber- 
lainism. 

He  says  also  that  trouble  may  be  looked  fdr  with 
Germany.  Her  maximum  tariff  was  to  have  gone  into 
effect  against  us  in  March,  but  a  postponement  of  a 
year  was  ordered  at  the  last  moment.  Next  March,  he 
says,  the  blow  will  surely  fall.  If  it  does  not  Germany 
will  be  in  the  position  of  giving  us  good  terms  for 
nothing,  a  position  inconsistent  with  her  commercial 
relations  with  other  countries.  At  the  same  time,  Ger- 
many's delay  of  a  year  was  not  due  to  consideration  for 
us,  but  for  herself.     She  needs  our  foodstuffs. 

But  nevertheless,  if  this  country  expects  to  keep 
trading  with  others,  it  will  have  to  adopt  a  policy  of 
give  and  take.  It  cannot  expect  to  be  always  receiving 
without  occasionally  giving  something  in  return. 

In  short,  the  stupid  adoration  of  high  tariff  regardless 
of  consequences  will  not  only  take  away  from  the  masses 
what  they  now  have  to  give  it  to  the  favored  monopolies, 
but  it  will  bar  us  out  of  many  profitable  markets. 


COMMONPLACE  HEROES. 

A  hero  died  in  New  York  the  other  day.  He  died 
bravely  doing  his  duty  in  the  face  of  danger  and  dis- 
comfort. He  laid  down  his  life  as  a  heroic  sacrifice 
to  du^y. 

No,  he  did  not  die  in  the  forefront  of  battle.  He  did 
not  dash  in  front  of  a  mad  runaway  team  of  horses  to 
rescue  a  fair  damsel.  He  did  not  even  lose  his  life  fight- 
ing fire.  He  was  a  ditch  digger,  and  he  died  digging 
ditches. 

His  name  was  Patrick  O'Malley.  He  died  of  gas 
poisoning  in  the  bottom  of  a  shallow  trench.  The  work 
was  necessary,  but  the  stench  of  escaping  gas  made  it 
uncomfortable  and  unpleasant.  His  companions  quit 
and  got  out  of  the  trench,  but  he  persisted  in  his  work, 
not  only  because  work  was  his  habit  but  because  it  was 
his  necessity.  He  had  a  wife  and  family  in  Brooklyn  to 
feed,  and  the  only  way  he  knew  to  feed  them  was  to 
keep  on  digging. 

He  was  making  a  connection  between  an  under- 
ground cable  of  an  electrical  company  and  a  building 
on  Washington  avenue.  With  assistants  he  began  to 
dig,  and  as  they  delved  the  odor  of  gas  came  up  thickly. 
The  deeper  they  got  the  more  gas  there  was.  Dizzy 
and  sick,  they  kept  on  working  until  finally  O'Malley's 
companions  had  to  give  it  up  and  stagger  out.  One  of 
them  fell  unconscious  in  the  street  while  O'Malley  kept 
on  digging. 

A  little  later  O'Malley  dropped  dead  across  an 
exposed  gas  main,  his  shovel  in  his  hand. 

This  is  rather  a  sordid  tale  of  heroism,  perhaps.  It 
is  a  far  cry  from  braving  danger  on  a  battlefield  to 
digging  dirt  in  an  ill-smelling  ditch.  But  O'Malley  died 
doing  his  duty,  just  as  surely  as  any  soldier  ever  did. 
He  was  in  charge  of  the  work,  and  though  his  compan- 
ions might  stop,  pride  in  his  work  kept  him  going  until 
he  died. 

Not  all  the  heroism  in  life  is  illumined  by  the  halo  of 
romance.  There  are  men  who  are  as  truly  heroes  as 
any  of  these  in  the  stories,  but  of  whom  the  public  never 
hears.  Their  devotion  to  duty,  to  the  duty  of  doing 
good  work  and  of  caring  for  their  families,  keeps  them 
at  work  in  the  face  of  danger  and  discomfort  when  men 
of  less  heroic  mould  would  quit.  The  only  difference 
Is  a  change  of  environments:  from  the  hurrah  and  excite- 
ment of  the  battlefield  to  the  grime  and  monotony  of 
daily  labor.  And  the  difference  makes  the  obscure  hero- 
ism, witho'at  its  compensations  of  glory  and  exaltation, 
much  more  truly  Iicroic.

A  Bold  CImiitplou. 

Wa.shington  Post:  Since  the  death  of 
Nelson  DIngley,  John  Dalzell  has  been 
the  ablest  champion  of  the  dogma  of  pro- 
tection in  the  hou.se  of  representatives, 
and  his  speech  of  last  week  is  one  of 
the  strongest  (wen  he  has  ever  made  on 
the  subject.  Mr.  Dalzell  believes  in  pro- 
tection-for  protection's  sake.  He  would 
demand  a  hlgfl  tariff  if  the  government 
needed  not  one  cent  of  revenues,  and 
he  would  lay  ten  thousand  taxes  that 
ho   never   intended   to   collect. 

Mr.  Dalzell  has  no  doubts.  He  de- 
fends the  custom  of  selling  .American 
manufactures  abroad  cheaper  than 
they  are  sold  to  domestic  consumers, 
but  in  his  discussion  of  that  proposi- 
tion he  somewhat  lurches  and  hedges, 
as  Sir  John  Falstaff  called  it— he  con- 
fesses, avoids,  and  denies,  all  in  the 
same   speech. 

But  the  great  protectionist  on  whose 
shoulders  is  the  mantle  of  "Pig  Iron" 
Kelley,  does  not  adequately  meet  the 
question.  Why  is  not  the  surplus  of 
our  manufactories  offered  to  American 
customers  at  as  low  prices  as  it  is  sold 
abroad?  Mr.  Dalzell  says  it  is  because 
the  American  market  is  already  fully 
supplied.  That  is  true— fully  supplied 
at  the  bigger  price;  but  everybody,  un- 
les.s  it  .is  Mr.  Dalzell,  knows  very  well 
that  cheapness  encourages  and  causes 
consumption.  He  says  that  the  surplus 
is  shipped  abroad  and  dumped  in  order 
to  keep  our  mills  running.  Grant  it. 
Why  not  dump  the  surplus  here-?  It 
would  be  snatched  up.  Besides,  there 
would  be  no  surplus  to  dump  anywhere 
if  the  trusts  would  practice  a  little 
moderation.  "Why,  oh,  why.  wilt  they 
not  put  up  with  a  rea.sonable  profit!'' 
used  to  exclaim  Nelson  Dingley.  as  he 
wrung  his  hands  In  despair. 

It  is  quite  plain  why  they  will  not. 
Theirs  is  the  opportunity  to  extort. 
Given  the  opportunity  to  extort,  and 
man  that  Is  born  of  woman  will  extort. 
That  is  why  protectionists  are  sep- 
arated into  standpatters  and  revision- 
ists. "-The  fight  between  them  Is  on.  and 
it    is  a  fight    to  a  finish. 

We  cannot  but  think  that  Mr.  Dalzell 
was  too  severe  on  the  Wilson  bill,  the 
metal  schedule  of  which  was  pretty 
stiflf.  For  instance,  under  the  Wilson 
bill  Imported  iron  and  steel,  and  manu- 
factures thereof,  paid  a  duty  of  3.S.80 
per  cent.  Under*  the  Dingley  law  they 
pay  a  duty  of  38.20  per  cent.  So  that  It 
was  not  Democratic  free  trade  in  the 
Wilson  tariff  of  Augu.st,  18W,  that  made 
the  financial  panic  of  June,  139.3.  after 
all.

Washington.  June  16.— A  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  substitute  prepared  by 
tho  committee  on  agriculture  of  the 
house  for  the  meat  inspection  amend- 
ment of  8enat.>r  Beveridge  in  the  an- 
Imvil  inspection  bill  was  made  yesterday 
af tfTiJoon  by  President  Roosevelt.  Tiu, 
president,  it  can  be  said,  is  opposed  to 
the  liouse  substitute  in  its  entirety.  He 
may  not  go  so  far  as  to  veto  the  bi»l. 
It  it  .should  be  enacted  by  congress  with 
the  house  ameudnient  attached,  but  i<e 
has  made  It  clear  that  he  does  not  deem 
the  house  provision  at  all  adequate. 

Representative  Wadsworth  of  New 
York,  cliairman  of  the  house  committee 
on  agriculture  yesterday  submitted  to 
the  president  the  substitute  for  the  Bev- 
eniige  amendtti'^nt  agreeil  upon  by  t'l?. 
committee,  and  sought  his  opinion.  The 
president  told  him  franlily  ho  could  ntiC 
approve  It.  In  fact,  the  president  told 
Mr.  Wd'Jsworth  he  disapproved  it  ab- 
solutely. The  president  pointed  out

The  president  did  not  lay  special 
stress  upon  the  proposition  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  government  should  pay 
the  expenses  of  the  inspection,  although 
he  feels  that  if  the  government  is  to 
pay  the  in.speetion,  the  provision  will 
render  the  law  less  effectlv.

It  Is  regarded  as  possible  by  the  pr.i8- 
Ident  that  congress  may  enact  the  meat 
inspocti<m  law  along  the  lines  marked 
out  by  the  house  committee.  If  such  a 
measure  .should  be  enacted  the  presi- 
dent doe.s  not  say  he  would  not  approve 
of  it,  but  If  he  should  sign  it,  he  would 
append  to  his  signature  a  memorandum 
which  would  indicate  definitely  and  un- 
mistakably to  the  country  that  he  re- 
garfle<i  the  law  as  Inadequate  and  un* 
satisfactory. 

After  careful  reflection.  Chairman 
Wadsworth  of  the  hou.se  committee  on 
agriculture,  has  decided  that  he  will  not 
discuss  in  any  manner  the  objectioufr- 
of  President  Roosevelt  to  the  meat  In- 
spection amendment  as  reported  by  the 
house  today.  He  will,  however,  refer 
the  matter  to  his  committee  at  a  mtet- 
ing  to  be  called  without  delay,  when  the 
details  of  the  objections  which  the  pres- 
ident Is  understood  to  have  pointed  out 
will  i>e  con.sldered.

OF  PAST  GREAT  MEN. 

London,  June  15. — Interviewed  upon 
the  lack  of  great  men  during  these 
latter  days.  Sir  W.  B.  Richmond,  R.A., 
the  famous  artist,  made  many  interest- 
ing points.  Among  other  things  he 
said: 

"Fashion  Is  too  subtle,  too  overpow- 
ering to  overcome  by  words.  One  does 
not  know  the  why  and  the  wherefore 
of  ohanges  of  front,  changes  of  sym- 
pathy, changes  of  taste.  There  are 
too  many  elements  which  combine  to- 
gether to  point  out  one  of  them. 

"Hurry,  newspapers,  cheap  literature 
not  of  the  best,  facilities  of  locoinotion, 
commeroial  enterprhses.  the  money 
market,  unstable  Religious  opinions, 
ignorance  of  the  past,  absence  of  chiv- 
alry with  regard  to  the  future,  personal 
vanity,  a  lack  of  really  grea.t  men,  the 
power  of  mediocrity,  the  democracy  of 
taste,  individuality  against  Ideals — are 
not  all  these  acting  together  so  that  it 
becomes  Impossible  to  put  one's  finger 
upon  the  one  spot? 

"Is  it  not  always  the  case  that  after 
a  strangely  vigorous  epoch,  a  century 
which  made  Macaulay,  Hallam,  Mill, 
Gladstone,  Disraeli,  Wagner,  Brahms, 
Keats,  Shelley,  Tennyson  and  Brown- 
ing, Turner,  Watts,  Millais.  Rossetti, 
Leighton  and  Burne-Jones  there  should 
be  a  lull? 

"Nature  a.sks  to  repair  herself.  Th^ 
fever  Is  over;  we  are  in  a  state  of  con- 
valescence, suffering  from  a  plethora 
of  past  great  men,  with  no  one  to  take 
their  places. 

"Mediocrity  surely  always  follows  ex- 
ceptional greatness.  There  is  a  lull, 
that  is  all.  The  old  never  comes 
back."

AUSTRIA  TO  WORK  FOR 
UNIVERSAL  SUFFRAGE. 

Vienna,  June  13. — An  expression  of 
the  views  of  Prince  Hohenlohe,  the  new 
prime  minister,  will  be  found  decidedly 
interesting.  Among  other  things  he 
makes  the  statement  that  the  first  mea- 
sure dealt  with  by  the  government  will 
be  electoral  reform  on  a  basis  of  uni- 
versal suffrage. 

This,  he  said,  should  not  only  give 
citizens  equal  rights,  but  should  also 
reform  parliamentiam  and  furnisti  a 
stable  iKisis  for  national  and  interna- 
tional tranquility.  If,  the  premier  con- 
tinued, an  agreement  could  be  reached 
between    the   national    parties  t>n    the 


question  of  electoral  reform,  one  might 
have  grounds  for  hoping  that  an  agree- 
ment might  be  reached  on  other  met- 
iers of  national  concern. 

For  this  reason  the  government 
would  use  every  effort  to  bring  to  a 
successful  Issue  a  soheme  of  electoral 
reform.  Referring  to  Hungary  the  pre- 
mier assured  the  hou.se  that  the  govern- 
ment would  safeguard  Austrian  inter- 
ests with  the  greatest  energy,  being 
firmly  convinced  that  a  compromi.se 
fully  .satisfying  both  parties  could  be 
attained  If  both  sides  strove  to  this 
end  loyally  and  willingly.  But  the 
agreement  must  cover  all  points  at 
Lssue.  Modiflcatioiis  In  the  present 
state  of  things  detrimental  to  Austria's 
interes't  were  rigidly  excluded.  The 
government  expected  to  be  loyally  sup- 
ported in  this  matter  in  the  chamber 
and  would  not  take  any  step  without 
the  sanction  of  the  house. 

In  regard  to  internal  administration, 
the  government  would  support  the  ligit- 
Imate  economic  and  social  demands  of 
all  nationalities. 

The  premier  re-affirmed  the  govern- 
ment's intention  of  straining  every 
nerve  to  bring  about  a  compromise  be- 
tween the  parties  regarding  elsMitoral 
reforms,  for  the  sole  aim  of  the  govern- 
ment was  to  consolidate  Austria  from  a 
national  and  social  point  of  view. 


AN  INJUSTICE 
DONE  PACKERS 

Committee  From  National 

Manufacturers  Report 

on  the  Stockyards. 

Chicago,  June  15.— Tlie  committee  of 
the  National  Association  of  Manufac- 
turers appointed  to  make  an  examina- 
tion of  the  packing  establishments  at 
the  Union  stock  yards  yesterday  com- 
pleted their  work  and  will  present  their 
report  to  the  national  association.  The 
committee  consisted  of  P.  R.  Van 
Cleve  of  St.  Louis,  president  of  the 
association;  D.  M.  Parry,  vice  president 
of  the  National  Association  of  Indiana, 
and    Eland    Duraad    of    Chicago,    vice 


president  for  Illinois.  All  are  practical 
bus?iness  men  and  familiar  with  the 
general  conditions  of  factory  work. 
They  say  in  their  report  that  with  no 
announcement  of  intention,  they  pre- 
sented themselves  before  tho  packers, 
and  requested  to  be  allowed  to  make 
an  Investigation  on  their  own  account. 
They  were  given  the  freedom  of  the 
plant,  single  or  collectively,  with 
guards  or  without,  as  they  might  elect. 

The  commtt}tee.,  in  summing  up,  de- 
cided that  the  reports  which  have  gone 
out  regarding  the  packing  establish- 
ments had  been  gros.sly  exaggerated, 
and  that  a  grt-at  injustice  had"  been 
done,  as  well  as  an  lrrei)arable  dam- 
age to  the  greatest  industry  of  the 
country.  Also,  that  while  many  de- 
tails of  a  trivial  nature  might  be  im- 
proved upon,  the  general  conditions, 
involving  .sanitation,  general  cleanliness 
and  a  production  of  wholesome  food 
were  far  better  than  the  avL^rage  hotel 
kitchen,  or  even  the  kitchens  of  a  large 
percentage  of  private  residences. 

The  sanitary  conditions  for  workmen 
in  the  summer  time,  while  not  perfect, 
wore  all  that  could  be  expected,  where 
so  many  are  congregated  In  close  prox- 
imity.

TRAIN  BADLY  WRECKED 
BY  SPIKEjN  THE  RAILS. 

Marietta.  Ohio,  June  15.— The  south- 
bound pa.ssenger  train  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania railroad,  which  was  due  in 
this  city  at  7:30  p.  m.  last  night, 
jumped  the  track  at  Elba,  eighteen 
miles  north  of  here,  while  going  forty 
miles  an  hour.  The  engine,  baggage 
car  and  tender  all  went  over  an  em- 
bankment, and  the  balance  of  the  train 
rolled  on  the  side.  Engineer  Vauglian 
was  badly  scalded,  and  may  die,  and 
Fireman  Shackles  was  internally  in- 
jured and  win  die.  J.  J.  Maroney  of 
Marietta,  Ohio,  was  badly  cut  with 
glass.  The  smoking  car,  with  .^xty 
passengers,  was  overturned,  but  no  one 
wdiS  seriously  injured.  The  ladles' 
coach  left  the  track,  but  no  one  was 
hurt.  An  investigation  shows  that  a 
spike  had  been  driven  into  the  rails, 
wliich  was  the  cause  of  the  accident. 


INDIANA  WOMAN 

Saw  a  Vision  of  a  Double  Tragedy  In 
Colorado.  ^ 

Kokomo,  Ind.,  June  15.— When  Mrs. 
Millard  Ashburn  of  this  city  was  in- 
formed that  her  sister,  Mrs.  Weldy  C 
Baldwin,  had  been  killed  by  herdiusband, 

who,  In  turn,  had  killed  him.self,  at  Can- 
yon City,  Colo.,  she  burst  Into  tears  and 
exclaimed:  "I  knew  it  would  happen!  I 
knew  It  would  happen!  I  saw  it  all  In  a 
dream  only  a  few  nights  ago.  I  .saw 
Baldwin  kill  poor  Margaret  and  saw  the 
people  who  broke  into  the  hou.se  cover 
her  with  a  sheet.  I  told  my  husband  all 
about  it,  and  he  laughed  at  me.^^but  I 
was  sure  Margaret  was  going  to  be  mur- 
dered." 

Weldy  C.  Baldwin  was  a  prosperous 
young  farmer,  living  near  RussiavlUe  un- 
til two  years  ago,  when  he  went  to  Colo- 
rado, thinking  a  change  of  climate  would 
Improve  his  health.  A  few  months  later 
Mrs.  Margaret  Hodges  of  thl.<?  city  went 
to  Colorado.  She  and  Baldwin  met  in 
Canyon  City  and  were  married.  Her 
maiden  name  was  Margaret  Jackson.  Sev- 
eral years  ago  she  married-  Frank  Hodges 
of  Indianapolis,   from  whom  she  was  di- 


vorced iliree  years  ago,  coming  imme- 
diately afterwards  to   Kokomo. 

Information  reaching  relatives  of  the 
dead  man  and  woman  in  regard  to  the 
occurrence  at  Canyon  City  is  very 
meager.  Th<-  dispatches  from  the  author- 
ities .say  the  couple  recently  had  been 
hoard  quarreling.  Baldwin,  It  Is  said, 
reproached  hi.s  wife  on  account  ot  atten- 
tions she  received  from  other  men.  It  is 
beliuved  he  became  Insanely  jealous 
and  killed  her  and  then  en<lod  his  own 
life.  His  father,  J.  J.  Baldwin,  lives  in 
Rus.sia\'llle. 

Weldy  C.  Baldwin  was  respected  by  the 
people  here,  and  all  his  acquaintances 
wer>  shocked  when  they  learned  he  had 
killed  his  wife  and  then  taken  hla  own' 
life. 


WAS  KILLED  BY  A  WILD 
ELEPHANT]N  SUMATRA. 

Geneva,  June  14.— Mme.  Stroun  has  just 
received  detail.s  of  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band. Dr.  Stroun,  the  Swiss  scientist  and 
explorer,  who  wa.s  killed  by  an  elephant 
In  Sumatra.  The  doctor  and  the  natives 
who  accompanied  left  Palemburg  for  the 
Inl-^iior  of  the  island,  and  had  just  en- 
tered the  Interior  of  a  great  forest  when 
nn  tnormous  bull  elephant  rushed  at 
them. 

Dr.  Stroun  and  a  servant  who  was  lead- 
ing, mounted  on  an  elephant,  fired,  but 
air-irently  without  effect,  as  the  animal 
.coniinucd  on  its  career.  It  attempted  to 
crush  against  a  tree  the  elephant  upon 
which  they  were  riding,  and  then  flung 
the  driver  into  the  air  and  attacked  the 
scienti.^t.

Paris,  June  15.- The  Interesting  views 
held  by  M.  Ekimond  Rostand,  the  fa- 
mous dramatist,  on  the  relations  of  mas- 
ter and  servant,  came  out  recently  in  the 
Bayonne  court,  where  his  coachman. 
whose  name  is  Rondoni,  is  charged  with 
assault. 

A  man  named  Cazalls  had  in.suUed  Ron- 
doni. who  had  In  con.sequence  boxed  his 
ears   to    provoke    a   duel. 

He  produced  a  letter  from  M.  Rostand, 
who  8tat'>d  that  In  his  opinion  there  could 
be  no  distinction  between  masters  and 
servants  In  the  matter  of  honor  and 
that  the  coachman  had  as  much  right  to 
provoke  a  duel  with  a  man  who  Insulted 
him   as  his  master  could   have. 

"My  servants  are  looked  on  as  friends 
of  the  family,"  continued  the  dramatist, 
"and  I  think  Rondoni  was  quite  right  to 
treat  Cazalis  as  he  did,  for  Cazalls  called 
him  a  'liveried  menial'  and  no  man  of 
honor  need  put  up  with  such  an  insult 
as    that."

TAKEN  FOR 
A  BURGLAR 

Drunken     Man     Vlith 

Leather  Pipe  Case  is 

Fired  Upon. 


Poor  Marksmanship  of 

Store-Keeper  Saves 

His  Life. 

Mistaking  a  drunken  patron  for  a 
burglar,  and  an  empty  pipe  caae  for  a 
revolver,  J.  W.  Johnson,  who  keeps  the 
small  confectionery  store  and  pool  hall 
opposite  the  car  barns,  was  saved  from 
committing  manslaughter,  early  this 
morning,  only  by  his  poor  marksman- 
ship. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  Just  closing  up  his 
store,  about  2  o'clock  this  morning, 
when  a  stranger  entered.  He  held  in 
his  hand  soraethlng  that  resembled  a 
revolver,  and  Mr. "  Johnson  Instantly 
leape'd  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  a 
burglar.  He  gi-abbed  his  revolver  from 
behind  the  counter,  and  fired  point 
blank  at  the  stranger.  Five  times  he 
puHed  the  trigger,  but  only  one  cart- 
ridge exploded.  After  jthe  shot  the 
man  staggered  into  the  rear  room  and 
fell  down  beneath  the  billiard  table. 

Horrified  at  the  thought  that  he  had 
killed  a  man,  even  in  what  he  supposed 
wa.s  self-defense,  Mr.  Johnson  rushed  to 
a  telephone  and  called  up  the  police  de- 
partment. 

"I  have  killed  a  man  out  here,"  he 
told  the  operator  at  headejuarters,  who 
had  already  learned  of  the  shooting 
from  the  men  at  the  car  barns,  who 
had  telephone-d  the  station  that  a  shot 
had  been  fired  across  the  road. 

Sergeant  Gillen  and  Officer  tfass  were 
sent  to  the  scene,  and  on  arriving  at 
the  store  they  found  Johnson  pale,  and 
shaking  with  fear,  waiting  for  them. 
In  the  rear  room  tliey  found  a  man, 
named  William  Blair,  sprawled  on  the 
floor  beneath  the  billiard  table,  and 
Bleeping  oti  a  very  noticeable  jag.  He 
was  unharmed,  and  lying  beside  him 
was  a  leather  case  for  a  pipe,  which 
he  had  drawn  from  his  pocket  with  the 
intention  of  having  a  smc»ke,  just  as  he 
entered  the  store. 

Blair  had  been  around  the  store 
earlier  in  the  evening,  in  an  intoxicated 
condition,  and  Mr.  Johnson  had  put  him 
out.  He  had  come  back  just  as  Mr. 
Johnson  was  closing  up,  and  nothing 
but  a  miracle  saved  him  from  at  least 
a  serious  wound,  as  the  revolver  was 
fired  point  blank,  fi\)m  a  distance  of 
only  six  or  seven  feet.  That  Mr.  John- 
son happened  to  mi.ss  his  aim  at  that 
distance  seems  almost  Incredible,  and 
Blair  undoubtedly  owes  his  life  to  one 
oX  the  most  unusual  strokes  of  good 
fortime. 

Blair  was  placed  under  arrest  on  the 
charge  of  intoxication,  and  was  this 
morning  fined  $10  and  costi^  by  Judge 
Windom,  in  the  municipal  court. 

What  would  have  been  done  with  Mr. 
Johnse.n  if  his  shot  had  taken  effect  is 
a  matter  of  doubt,  but  thanks  to  his 
lucky  mlas.  he  was  not  even  placed 
under  arrest.  He  was  completely  un- 
nerved by  the  incident,  and  was  shak- 
ing and  shivering  like  a  leaf  when  he 
I  told  his  story  to  the  police.

"There  is  no  question  but  that  many 
small  dairymen  have  a  very  hard  tin;'.' 
of  it  just  now.  Owners  of  larger  herds 
are  under  a  great  expense,  too.  Many 
of  them  do  not  have  any  land  under 
cultivation  to  furnish  them  with  feed 
for  their  herds,  and  as  a  result,  tney 
have  a  hard  time  making  both  ends 
meet.  They  buy  their  feed,  and  there  is 
the  dealer's  profit  to  be  reckoned  oi:. 

"In  older  communities,  farther  south, 
all  the  dairymen  raise  their  own  fodd«.r, 
and  it  can  be  ted  to  the  cattle  at  coit. 
Fodder  corn  can  be  raised  successfully  I 
in    this   part   of   the    country,    and    the; 
thing    for   dairymen    to   do   is    to    grow: 
some,  wherever  they  can,  and  establish  i 
silos  to  keep  the  product  of  their  fields  | 
green  and  nourishing  to  the  cattle  dur- 
ing the  cold,  winter  months.    The  cattle 
become   very    fond    of   the   green    stuTt 
which   has   been   kept   in   the   silo,    and 
not  oniy  that,  but  cows  flourish  on  it. 

"Cattle  must  be  carefully  looked  al- 
ter, if  they  are  to  be  made  a  profita'olei 
investment.  Dairymen  must  exerciso  a 
great  deal  of  care  over  their  herds,  for 
when  the  rnilk  they  sell  becomes  poor, 
their  customers  drop  them  and  seek 
other  dealers.  The  silo  certainly  goea 
a  great  way  toward  keeping  the  cov/s 
in  good  condition  and,  once  erected, 
there  is  little  expense  attached  to  it. 

"As  soon  as  I  can  make  arrange- 
ments, it  is  my  intention  to  build  a 
silo  on  my  place.  I  am  contemplating 
crther  improvements,  which  I  shall  let 
other  cattle  fanciers  know  about  in  duo 
time."

ASSIGNED  HIS 
FIRE  INSURANCE 

Local  Concern  Sues  Com- 
pany That  Insured 
a  Debtor. 

Whether  a  fire  insurance  company 
has  a  legal  right  to  go  ahead  and  make 
a  settlement  with  a  policyholder  J'.i 
event  of  a  loss,  when  the  policyholder 
has  assigned  all  rights  and  claims  to  a 
third  party,  Is  a  question  that  will  come 
up  for  the  courts  to  decide  In  the  ac- 
tion brought  today  by  the  Wright- 
Clarkson  Mercantile  company  against 
the  Springfield  Fire  and  Marine  Insur- 
ance company  of  Springfield,  Mass. 

According  to  the  complaint  filed  for 
the  local  concern  by  W.  J.  Stevenson, 
its  attorney,  J.  W.  Clark  executed  to 
Harvey  Wing,  July  2,  \Wt,  a  promissory 
note  for  $21:5,  payable  in  a  year  at  7 
per  cent  interest.  It  is  claimed  tiiat 
Mr.  Wing  assigned  the  note  to  ihe 
Wright-Clarkson  Mercantile  company, 
and  that  Clark  never  paid  more  than 
$100  on  the  note. 

It  is  further  claimed  that  Clark  in- 
sured his  stock  of  merchandise  at  Mc- 
Gregor for  $1,500  with  the  Springlieid 
insurance  company  heretofore  mention- 
ed, under  the  form  known  as  the  "Min- 
nesota Standard  Policy." 

The  stook  of  merchandise  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  Jan.  28,  1905,  and  Clark 
is  .said  to  have  furnished  ail  the  proi>er 
proofs  to  the  insurance  company5»  out 
had  effected  no  settlement  when,  to  se- 
cure the  note  held  by  the  Wright- 
Clarkson  company,  he  assigned  to  that 
concern  all  his  rights  and  claims  under 
the  policy,  for  a  valuable  consideration. 
The  Wright-Clarkson  company  claims 
that  Feb.  2,  1J»05,  before  any  settlement 
had  been  attempted,  it  notified  the  in- 
surance company  of  the  assignment  by 
Mr.  Clark,  but  that  at  a  subsequent 
date  11  went  ahead  and  settled  with 
Clark  for  $1,200,  although  the  loss  wa.? 
more  than  $1,500.  Th#  mercantile  com- 
pany claims  that  it  has  demanded  pay- 
ment of  the  fire  loss  under  the  assign- 
ment of  the  policy,  but  that  it  has  been 
refused  and  has  never  been  able  to  col- 
lect on  its  collateral  security.

Since  that  time  he  has  been  quieter, 
but  his  actions  clearly  indicate  that  he 
is  suJTering  from  some  derangement. 

From   80]ne  Of  Herle's  acquaintances 
at   Hibbing,   portions  of   the  boy's  his- 
tory were  gathered   by   the  authorities, 
and  there  is  believed  to  be  enough  e\i-] 
donee  to  warrant  the  county  authorities! 
in  calling  on  the  United  States  officials  I 
to  deport  Herle  as  an  alien. 

According  to  the  story  told,  young 
Herle  iias  been  in  this  country  only  » 
few  weeks.  He  went  to  Hibbing  direct 
from  New  York,  and  was  employed  in 
the  construction  of  a  schoolhouse  wnen 
he  contracted  a  heavy  cold  that  broug-lit 
on  his  sickness. 

It  is  said  that  Herle  left  his  father's 
home  in  Austria  last  spring  to  assist 
some  deserters  from  the  Austrian  army 
to  reach  a  port  from  which  they  could 
ship  for  America.  When  he  left  home 
he  had  only  a  dollar  in  his  pocket,  and 
had  no  intention  of  going  away,  but  the 
desertens  induced  him  to  cast  his  let 
with  them,  and  they  either  paid  his 
fare  over,  or  in  some  way  sm.uggled 
him  over  on  the  steamship  Philadelphia. 

Unable  to  speak  or  understand  Eng- 
lish, and  having  no  acquaintance  amonj; 
his  own  countrymen,  the  Austrian  boy, 
as  soon  as  he  became  sick,  became  de- 
spondent, and  brooded  over  his  troubles 
until  his  mind  became  affected. 

Unless  an  insane  person  has  resided 
within  the  state  a  year,  neither  tht» 
state  nor  the  county  authorities  are 
com.pelled  to  take  care  of  him.  Under 
the  laws  the  United  States  government 
Is  required  to  take  charge  and  deport 
all  Insane  or  diseased  aliens,  and  it  Is 
likely  that  Herle  will  be  taken  to  Nev; 
York,  and  the  same  steamship  company 
that  brought  him  to  this  country  will 
have  to  take  him  back  to  the  port  hi; 
left  In  Europe.

Koschman  vs.  Charles 

R.  Ash. 

St.  Paul,  June  15.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  supreme  court  today  re- 
versed the  finding  of  the  lower  court  in 
St.  Louis  county  In  the  case  of  Julius 
Koschman  vs.  Charles  R.  Ash„  In  which 
the  plaintiff  was  given  a  verdict  for 
injuries.

IS  ARRESTED 
IN  NEW  YORK 

Washingtonian  Goes  to 

Gotham  and  Lands  in 

Prison  Cell. 

Friends  Exaggerate  Story 

to  Humiliation  of 

the  Victim 


Washington.  June  15.— There  is  a  clti- 
xen  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  man 
of  more  than  average  good  behavior, 
who  is  going  about  declaring  that  he  is 
firmly  resolved" upon  two  tilings,  namely, 
that  he  will  never  again,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, visit  New  York  city,  and 
that  he  will  never  again  drink  anything 
Btroiiger  than   unfermented  grape  juice.

PESSIMISM 
PROFOUND 

Situation   in  Russia  Is 

Strained  to  the  Break* 

Ing  Point. 

Agitation  Among  Work- 
men is  Increasing 
Everywhere. 


St.  Petersburg.  June  15.— The  press 
Is  unanimous  in  its  profound  pessimism 
over  yesterday's  events  in  the  lower 
house  of  parliament.  The  situation  is 
strained  to  the  breaking  point.  The 
attempt  of  the  military  procurator. 
Gen.  Pavloff,  in  behalf  of  War  Minis- 
ter Rudiger  to  shift  the  responsibility 
for  the  military  executions  to  the 
minister  of  the  Interior  is  a  palpable 
evasion  of  the  Lssue  raised  by  the 
house  and  has  echoed  '  throughout  the 
country.  The  result  is  that  a  storm  of 
Indignation  has  bt.-en  aroused  and  Is 
being  augmented  by  a  cool  attempt  of 
tho?  government  and  Its  demand  for 
the  expulsion  of  MuHanoff.  Whether 
the  government  dareS  follow  up  legal- 
ly the  refusal  of  the  house  to  expel  M. 
Ulianoft'  and  its  flaunting  of  Procurator 
Pavloff  is  now  the  question.  Unless 
the  government  Is  definitely  resolved 
to  give  battle,  the  Goremykln  minis- 
try must  fall  into  the  chasm  between 
it  and  parliameijt,  which  is  now  un- 
bridgeable. M.  Alladln.  leader  of  the 
peasant  workmen  group,  openly  boast- 
ed from  the  rostrum  yesterday  that 
the  death  of  the  ministTy  would  be  the 
country's  reminder  of  the  government's 
refusal  to  abolish  the  death     penalty. 


Some  of  the  papers  believe  that  yester- 
day's events  foreshadow  the  govern- 
ment's Intention  to  dissolve  parlia- 
ment and  they  emphasize  the  military 
conspiracy  of  the  officers  of  the  guard 
regiments,  which  is  progressing  un- 
checked before  everybody's  eyes,  at  the 
capital.  It  is  significant  that  the  No- 
jvoe  Vreyma  hitherto  a  thick  and  thin 
I  supporter  of  the  government,  is  silent 
today.  The  Rech  and  the  Strana, 
which  of  the  liberal  papers,  best  keep 
their  heads  in  times  of  stress,  sadly 
comment  on  rapidly  waning  chances  of 
Jan  understanding  being  arrived  at  be- 
tween the  emperor  and  parliament. 
They  consider  that  the  only  hope  now 
lies  in  the  emperor  discarding  his  evil 
advisers  immediately  and  trying  the 
experiment  of  surrounding  himself 
with  representatives  of  the  people. 

The  agitation  among  the  workmen 
here  is  increasing,  and  several  strikes 
are  already  in  operation.  At  a  meeting 
of  5,000  Social  Democratic  workmen 
last  night,  It  was  declared  that  parlia- 
ment had  engaged  in  futile  talk  for  a 
month,  and  had  done  nothing,  and  thut 
the  workmen  must  have  recourse  to  a 
general  strike.  Representatives  of  the 
bakers  announced  that  bakeries  would 
be  closed  in  a  few  days,  and  that  'the 
city  would  be  without  bread. 

The  trial  of  fifty-two  deputies  and 
workmen  charged  with  attempting  to 
set  up  a  republic  during  the  disturban- 
ces of  last  fall,  has  been  fixed  for 
Aug.  1. 

Tula,  Russia,  June  15.— The  llpur 
mills  and  grain  warehouses  here  are 
burning. 


Moscow,  June  15.— The  agitation 
among  the  workmen  here  is  general, 
and  the  strike  is  in  full  progress.  Large- 
ly attended  meetings  of  a  revolutionary 
character  are  held  nightly  in  the  indu3- 
trial  sections,  and  big  demonstrations 
are  made  in  front  of  the  prisons.  In 
the  resolutions  adopted,  support  Is 
pledged  to  parliament  only  so  long  as 
it  persists  in  its  fight  against  the  bu  • 
reauocracy.

districts  near  here  where  the  peasa-its, 
losing  patience  at  the  inaction  of  par- 
liament, are  taking  possession  of  lands. 

Mohllev,  Russia,  June  15.— The  pro- 
prietor of  an  estate  in  this  vicinity,  wno 
refused  to  distribute  his  land  to  ihe 
peasants,  has  been  killed.

Capt.  Bernard  Gliboy's 
Ship  May  be  Earth- 
quake Victim. 

Biifalo.  N.  Y.,  June  15.— Relatives  of 
Capt.  Bernard  Gilboy.  bith  in  this  city 
and  Oakland,  Cal..  are  greatly  dis- 
turbed at  the  mysterious  absence  of 
the  captain  and  the  ship  of  which  he 
was  in  command  when  last  heard  from. 
Capt.  Gilboy  is  a  native  of  this  city, 
although  he  has  been  here  at  short 
Intervals  only  since  he  was  quite 
young.  He  was  a  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
William   Gilboy. 

Hankering  after  a  life  on  the  sea, 
Bernard  Gilboy  left  Buffalo  when 
about  17  years  old,  and  he  has  since 
been  sailing  the  oceans,  most  of  the 
time  making  long  voyages  in  the  Pa- 
cific and  to  the  Orient.  He  is  now  SO 
years  old.  and  is  widely  known  on  the 
Pa'^lflc  coast  as  a  sailor  of  ability,  and 
lii.s  failure  to  reach  Oakland  and  the 
fact  that  his  vessel  is  long  overdue 
have  given  rise  to  the  fear  tliat  his 
Bhip  and  its  crow  may  have  been  lost 
a.s  the  result  of  earthquake  or  other 
disaster. 

For  several  years  Capt.  Gilboy  has 
been  in  command  of  a  steamship  own- 
ed by  the  Charles  Nelson  company  of 
San  Francisco.  The  vessel  is  325  feet 
long.  35  fiet  beam  and  has  but  13  fe-it 
depth  of  hold,  consequently  in  a  severe 
hurrl'-ane  or  upheaval  of  the  water  she 
would  more  easily  be  a  prey  to  the  ele- 
ments. Capt.  Gilboy  and  his  steam- 
ship, the  Centennial,  left  Muroran,  Ja- 
pan, on  February  24,  with  a  cargo  of 
1,50<)  tons  of  sulphur  bound  for  3an 
Francisco.  Under  ordinary  condltion.«», 
the  vessel  should  have  reached  San 
Fnii'^iisco    on    March   15. 

Nothing  has  been  heard  of  the  Cen- 
tennial, and  a  steamer  was  sent  out 
two  weeks  ago  in  search  of  the  ship. 
She  Is  now  nearly  three  months  over- 
due. The  officers  of  the  company 
think  that  possibly  her  engines  became 
dijiabled  and  that  Capt.  Gilboy  undor 
sail  may  have  reached  some  out  of  the 
•way  port  to  make  repairs.  He  must 
be  at  some  port,  however,  where  there 
Is  no  telegraphic  communication  with 
the  Pacific  coa.'st  or  he  would  have  un- 
doubtedly have  notified  the  company 
and  his  family  at  Oakland  of  his 
6af.?ty. 

Last  Septembor.  Capt.  Gilboy.  sever- 
al times  ran  thv>  Spanish  blockade  with 
supplies    for    the    Rus-slans,    but      was 


finally  captured  by  the  Japanese,  while 
trying  to  get  into  Vladivostok.  After 
considerable  delay,  the  war  having 
ended,   his  steamship  was  released. 

The  first  time  he  left  Buffalo  as  a 
youth,  Capt.  Gilboy  remained  away 
ten  years.  He  has  now  been  on  the 
coast  for  twenty-three  years,  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  brief  visits  to 
this  city.  He  has  a  family  consisting 
of  four  sons  and  a  daughter  residing 
In  Oakland.

Dublin.    June    15.— At    the    last    meeting 

of    the   couni'll    of    the    Dublin    Industrial 

Development  association  W.   J.   Braugan. 

the  secretary.   Informed  the  council  that 

he  had  a  commimicatlon  from  William 
Hayden.  who  has  been  commissioned  by 
Mr.  H»^s:arty  of  Boston  to  form  a  com- 
pany for  the  e.stabltshment  of  a  boot 
factory  on  American  lines  in  Dublin. 
Mr.  Hayden  Informed  him  that  he  had 
already  secured  substantial  support  from 
many  people,  and  he  had  not  the  least 
doubt  that  It  would  be  successful.  The 
council  expressed  the  opinion  and  the 
hope  that  th»»  Industry,  when  started, 
would  be  su'.ce.ssful. 

In  a  rf>tum  Just  issued  by  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture  and  technical  Instruc- 
tion for  Ireland  some  Interesting  statis- 
tics concerning  l>anking  and  railways  In 
Ireland  are  given.

The  accumulation  of 
deposits  In  the  postoffice  savings  bank 
show  a  steady  increase  tn  eacR  half 
year. 

In  each  year  since  1884  there  has  been 
an  Increase  and  the  balance  In  savings 
bank.s  on  D-c.  31,  1906/-  was  nearly  treble 
th*>  amount  to  the  credit  of  depositors  at 
the  close  of  the  year  1885— the  first  yiar 
for  which  statistics  are  given.  The  total 
of  the  balances  In  the  savings  banks  Is 
the  highe.^t  amount  of  which  th^-re  Is  a 
record.  Th»'  number  of  depositors  had 
more  than  trebled  in  the  course  of  twenty 
vears.

Washington.  June  15.— The  last  Indian 
lands  of  great  Importance  and  value 
will  be  thrown  open  to  white  settlement 
this  summer.  Uncle  Sam  Is  to  give  away 
something  more  than  2,000.000  acres  of 
land  belonging  to  the  Crow.  Siioshone 
and  Flathead  tribes,  as  announced  pre- 
viously In  these  columns.  When  these 
rich  lands  have  been  distributed  among 
the  lucky  winners  of  the  gigantic  land 
lotteries  the  glories  of  the  Indians  as 
extensive  land  owners  will  have  departed, 

for  there  will  be  little  more  property  in 
their  hands  worth  the  white  man's  trouble 
to  appropriate. 

About  1,000.000  acres  will  be  thrown 
open  In  the  Crow  reservation  in  Southern 
Montana  and  the  same  amount  in  the 
Shoshone,  or  Wind  River,  reservation  in 
Wyoming;  several  hundred  thousand  acres 
will  be  opened  In  the  Flathead  reserva- 
tion, near  Missoula,  Mont.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  from  one-half  to  two-thirds 
of  the  acreage  will  offer  opportunities 
for  Irrigation  and  the  rest  will  be  avail- 
able   for   grazing    purposes. 

Of  course  irrigation  works  willhave  to  be 
course  Irrigation  works  will  have  to  be 
constructed,  but  all  three  reservations  are 
well  watered,  and  the  government  has 
begun  extensive  irrigation  projects  which 
will  reclaim  a  large  portion  of  the  land 
not  irrigable  at  the  present  time. 
The  largest  of  these  government  pro- 
jects on  the  reservations  is  at  Huntley, 
on  the  ceded  strip  in  the  Crow  reserva- 
tion. Here  the  government  has  been  at 
work  for  a  year  or  more,  and  thou.sands 
of  acres  of  the  lands  to  be  thrown  open 
will  be  converted  into  productive  ranches 
Within  a  few  months  from  the  time  of  the 
opening. 

The  land  that  is  reclaimed  by  the  gov- 
ernment will  have  the  actual  cost  of  the 
reclamation  work  added  to  the  amount 
paid  by  each  homesteader.  This  charge 
Will  be  comparatively  small,  the  home- 
steader gots  his  land  practically  free  and 
pays  a  nominal  sum  for  a  perpetual 
water  right  ow  a  government  canal. 

The  Shoshone  reservation  will  doubt- 
less be  the  first  to  be  opened.  It  was 
to  hav^!  been  thrown  open  for  settlement 
on  June  15.  but  congress  postponed  the 
opening  until  August.  This  was  done  for 
the  better  accommodation  of  honieseek- 
ers.  as  It  would  allow  time  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  branch  of  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  railroad  from  Casper  to 
Lander.   Wyo. 

Lander  Is  the  point  nearest  the  reser- 
vation, and  will  make  the  best  point  of 
registration.  Work  is  being  rushed  on 
the  railroad,  and  It  will  be  completed 
In  time  to  accommodate  the  thousaads 
who  will  rush  to  got  the  valuable  prizes 
In   the  great   land   lottery. 

The  Shoshone  reserve  Is  one  of  the 
largest  in  the  country,  containing  near- 
ly 3,500  .Hc^uare  miles.  It  ifi  surrounded 
by  mountain  ranges,  which  shelter  the 
reservation  from  severe  storms.  It  is 
one  of  the  best  watered  reservations  In 
the  country. 

Nearly  all  the  land  In  Wyoming  is 
rich  and  needs  only  the  magic  touch  of 
water  to  make  it  bring  forth  Immense 
crops.  Wyoming  holds  the  world's  rec- 
ord for  the  largest  yield  of  potatoes  on 
one  acre,  and  of  late  sugar  beet  experts 
have  been  turning  to  the  state.  Tno 
soil  Is  the  same  as  that  of  Colorado, 
which  produces  the  finest  sugar  beets 
In  the  world. 

This  reservation  Is  In  charge  of  Su- 
perintendent H.  E.  Wadsworth.  The 
agency  Is  at  Fort  Washakie,  named  for 
the  greatest  chief  of  the  Shoshone  In- 
dians. 

There  are  about  1,500  Indians  on  the 
reservation,  equally  divided  between  the 
Arapahoe  and  Shoshone  tribes.  All  aro 
peaceable,  owing  to  the  work  of  Super- 
intendent Wadsworth  in  stamping  out 
whisky  trading. 

Only  a  few  days  after  Mr.  Wadsworth 
assumed  office  a  pitched  battle  with 
Ijootleggers  occurred  In  Fort  Washakii, 
resulting  in  the  death  of  two  whisky 
traders.  Since  then  there  has  been  lit- 
tle or  no  whisky  sold,  and  the  condition 
of  the  Indians  has  Improved. 

Most  of  the  lovvIand.s,  along  the  rlvor 
bottoms,  has  been  allotted  to  the  In- 
dians, each  member  of  the  tribe  having 
his  choice  of  a  homestead  before  the 
lands  ar«  thrown  open  to  the  w'utca. 
The  tablelands  are  the  best  for  agricul- 
tural purposes,  how.^ver,  the  Indian  in- 
variably selecting  natural  grass  land 
in  preference  to  a  homestead  that  re- 
quires Irrigation. 

R^"glstration  points  will  doubtless  be 
established  at  Lander  and  Shoshoni.  the 
latter  being  a  new  town  on  the  Chicago 
&  Northwestern's  new  line.  Shosaonl 
sprang  up  In  a  night,  but  uithln  a  few 
wt-eks  boasted  a  newspaper  and  three 
bank.s.  Other  registration  places  will 
be  established,  and  will  be  made  known 
by  presidential  proclamation  before  the 
lands  are  opened. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  at 
least  400.000  acres  of  good  farm  land 
available  for  settlement  In  the  Shoshone 
reservation.  The  climate  Is  Ideal,  tlie.e 
being  about  the  same  percentage  of 
sunshine  as  In  Colorado. 

The  Crow  reservation  in  Southern 
Montana  is  only  a  few  hundred  miles 
distant  from  Shoshone  reservation  and 
Is  just  such  a  land  of  promise.  It.  also, 
Is  splendidly  watered,  and  the  climate 
is  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  Sho- 
shone reserve. 

The  Crow  reservation  Is  under  Super- 
intendent C.  O.  Reynolds,  who  has 
brought  the  Crows  out  of  their  wild 
life  and  has  put  in  effect  a  farm  sys- 
te-m  which.  If  pursued  for  the  next  live 
years,  will  put  the  Crows  among  tlit^ 
self-supporting  and  wealthy  tribes.  Un- 
der the  direction  of  bo.ss  farmers  who 
are  assigned  to  different  districts,  tl.-'- 
Crows  have  made  progress  in  agricul- 
ture— so  much  so  that  for  two  years 
they  have  given  an  annual  fair  at  which 
the  dl.<?play  of  farm  pro<iucts  would  be 
a  credit  to  white  ranchers. 

The  Indians  have  demonstrated  what ! 
can  be  done  with  the  rich  lands  of  the! 
Crow  reservation.  Even  under  inexper-  j 
lence<l  hands  Immense  crops  are  grown.  | 
Under  systematic  cultivation  by  white-  j 
men  the  Crow  reservation  will  become 
one  of  the  great  agricultural  districts  i 
in  the  West. 

The  Flathead  agency  Is  near  Mis- 
soula, Mont..  Jocko  being  the  head- 
quarters of  the  agent.  W.  H.  Smead. 
The  lands  that  will  be  thrown  open  on 
this  reservation  are  particularly  well 
adapted  to  the  raising  of  hay,  wheat 
and  oats.  The  Indians  have  raised 
much  alfalfa.  This  reservation  Is  also 
the  center  of  the  Montana  fruit  belt. 
There  are  only  a  few  hundred  Flat- 
heads  and  the  tribe  Is  dwindling  rap- 
Idly. 

Xone  of  these  reservations  will  be 
opened  by  a  rush  for  the  choicest 
lands.  The  Injustice  of  this  system  was 
shown  In  the  opening  of  Oklahoma, 
when  "sooners"  got  much  of  the  best 


I  went 
ses. 

The  last  reservatiorvf>to  be  opened 
with  a  rush  was  the  Southern  Ute  res- 
ervation. In  Southwi^arB  Colorado,  in 
1899.  Since  then  thtf^Hvemment  has 
opened  all  reservatioiisf  under  a  system 
whloh  Is  a  lottery, -but  gives  all  an 
equal  chance.  ^ 

All  names  of  persils  properly  regis- 
tered aro  put  In  a  iMg^  box,  which  Is 
shaken  up  until  tlie|3UDS  of  paper  are 
well  mixed.  Then  aWSlMfolded  person 
— usually  a  child — dM'^-^  out  he  num- 
bers. The  registered  jHirson  who  has 
the  first  numl>er  get^NliSt  choice  of  the 
land,  and  so  on  untu  all  the  available 
homestead  sites  have  been  given  away. 

It  Is  estimated  that  the  first  choice 
on  any  one  of  the  three  reservations  to 
be  opened  this  year  wdll  be  worth  any- 
where from  $10,000  to  $20,000.  and  any 
of  the  numbers  In  the  first  new  hun- 
dreds will  be  worth  nearly  as  much. 
The  lottery  Is  under  direction  of  gov- 
ernment officials. 

In  order  to  keep  the  element  of  spec- 
ulation out  of  these  affairs  the  govern- 
ment has  decreed  that  no  transfers  of 
numbers  shall  be  made. 

The  homesteads  are  divided  into 
tracts  of  40.  80  or  160  acres,  according 
to  their  location  for  irrigation  pur- 
poses. Irrigated  land  requires  such 
care  that  not  so  much  of  it  can  be 
farmed  as  land  that  is  watered  by 
nature.  In  return,  however,  a  well  irri- 
gated tract  of  forty  acres  will  yield 
far  more  than  a  farm  of  four  times 
that  area  in  the  rain  belt,  and  there 
will  be  absolutely  no  chance  for  crop 
failure. 

The  rules  are  practically  the  seme  as 
those  which  have  always  applied  to 
homesteadlng.  The  .settler  can  prove 
up  on  his  claim  in  five  years,  thus  get- 
ting his  ranch  for  nothing  If  he  has 
made  his  residence  there  for  that  length 
of  time;  or  he  can  commute  or  buy  the 
property  at  the  end  of  fourteen  months' 
residence  for  $1.25  an  acre.  Exception 
Is  made  of  the  land  under  government 
irrigation  systems,  each  settler  paying 
his  pro  rata  of  the  actual  expense  of 
buUdlgn  the  canals,  dams.  etc.

Washington. 

Washington,  June  15.— An  airship,  under 
complete  control,  flying  over  Washing- 
ton, was  the  spectacle  witnessed  yester- 
day. Thousands  turned  out  to  see  the 
novel  sight  and  cheered  the  navigator 
as  ho  skilfully  directed  the  craft. 

The  sliip  started  from  a  point  three 
miles  from  Washington  on  the  Virginia 
side  and  was  steered  directly  for  the 
Washliigton  monument.  A  slight  mishap 
to  the  machinery  caused  the  navigator 
to  descend,  the  ship  being  safely  landed 
close  to  the  monument.  In  a  half  hour 
the  ship  again  wa.s  In  flight,  and  the  navi- 
gator, after  twice  circling  the  monu- 
ment at  a  distance  of  400  feet,  steered  for 
the  White  Hou.se.  He  landed  about  Rfty 
yards  from  the  south  portico.  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  was  at  the  window  when  the 
descent  wa."*  made  and  exhibited  great 
interost  tn  the  straunse-looking  structure. 
After  remaining  on  the  ground  for  a  short 
time,  the  navigator  raade  another  ascent, 
carrying  his  ship  over  the  three  news- 
paper offices,  nnd  then  took  a  straight 
course  down  Peniwylvania  avenue  to  the 
Capitol,  whpre  It  was  received  by  thou- 
sands of  people  and  also  by  senators  and 
representatives  nnd  the  employes  about 
the  building.  The  quorum  In  both  houses 
disappeared,  and  all  manifested  great 
interest  in  the  machine.  The  navigator 
passed  over  the  capltol  south  of  the 
great  dome  and  then  circled  around  and 
around  over  the  plaza  on  tlie  east  front 
of  the  navy  building,  bringing  his  ship  to 
the  earth  directly  In  front  of  the  middle 
steps  of  the  capltol.  The  large  crowd 
cheered  as  he  descend*"d.  showing  abso- 
lute control  of  the  machine.

The  Inheritance  Tax. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Now  that  the  two  great  political  par- 
ties are  about  to  appeal  to  the  gonerai 
public  for  suffrage,  would  It  not  be  well 
to  ask,  one  or  both  of  them,  to  insert  a 
plank  In  their  respective  platforms  prom- 
i.sing  the  sneedy  repeal  of  the  monstr  )us 
law,  known  as  the  lnher"^ance  tax  law. 
Of  all  the  vicious  and  unjust  laws  placed 
on  the  statute  books  of  the  state  of  M'n- 
ne-^ota.  there  is  no  iouiit  but  that  thi.s 
inheritance  tax  law  Is  the  worst.  It  is 
bad  becau.se  it  is  unju'^t;  it  is  bal  be- 
cau.se  It  is  avoided  b '  w'se  investors,  it 
is  bad  becau>5e  In  driv'ng  capital  away 
from  our  state,  it  less»  la  our  ability  to 
cope  with  other  states  ht-ving  no  .^uch 
law;  it  Is  bad  becau.sc  It  ha.s  enable.!  trust 
.ind  stock  companies  to  .secure  the  bo.«t 
property  in  our  cities  at  low  pric- .«;  !t  is 
bad  because  one  c.nnot  ln%'est  nl:?  sur- 
plus money  in  tin-  state  ol  Mirntsota 
for  the  benefit  of  his  heirs  without  the 
confiscation  of  a  percentage  of  It. 

It  has  depreciated  the  value  of  real 
estate  and  of  all  property  which  can  be 
levied  upon.  Capital  is  slow  in  going  in- 
to a  state  that  is  not  content  with  col- 
lecting taxes  for  legitimate  purposes  up- 
on all  taxable  property,  but  levies  a 
tribute  of  5  to  10  per  cent  on  prop- 
erty on  the  death  of  the  owner,  often  Im- 
posing   great    hardship    on    the    heirs. 

Hence  it  is  tharf  in  Wisconsin  and  Min- 
nesota, both  farm  land  and  city  property 
is  cheaper  than  It  is  in  Montana.  Wash- 
ington. Idaho,  California,  Illinois  or  Iowa. 
Here  in  Minnesota  farm  lands  and  city 
property  have  no  fixed  value,  and  one 
cannot  depend  on  any  given  price  pet- 
acre  Or  per  foot  for  city  property.  All 
seems  chance  work  as  to  whether  a  pur- 
chaser can  be  found  or  not.  And  why? 
Simplv  because  Minnesota  has  ceased  to 
be  attractive  to  outside  investors.  We 
offer  to  sell  you  some  farm  land  or  city 
property,  but  in  addition  to  paying  us 
what  the  property  is  worth,  you  wlH 
have  to  insure  your  life  or  make  other 
provisions  to  ralst>  money  to  pay  from 
5  to  10  per  cent  to  the  state  on  the  value 
of  your  property  at  your  (teath.  Thla 
is  to  be  paid  In  the  shape  of  an  Inherit- 


ance tax.  This  is  really  what  it  amounts 
to  and  outside  capital  does  not  come  in; 
the  real  estate  dealers  make  but  few 
sales;  Improvements  are  slow;  the  me- 
chanic is  forced  to  go  to  another  state 
and  the  property  owner  to  sell  cheap  and 
go    to    a   better   locality. 

And  who  buy.9?  It  Is  the  trust  and 
stock  companies.  Stock  companies  to- 
day own  nearly  all  the  best  properties  in 
our  large  cities  and  the  inheritance  tax 
laws  does  not  affect  them.  And  why? 
Simply  because  tlie  stock  is  transferable 
on  the  books  of  the  company,  which  are, 
perhaps,  kept  in  New  York;  perhaps  in 
Europe,  and  the  company  never  dies. 
Therefore  the  state,  of  Minnesota  gets 
nothing.  So  the  net  result  is  that  two 
pieces  of  property  next  door  to  one  an- 
other are  both  taxed  alike,  but  at  the 
death  of  the  Individual  owner  the  fam- 
ily pays  the  state  from  5  to  10  per  cent 
inheritance  tax  on  one.  but  the  company, 
which  never  dies,  pays  nothing  on  the 
other. 

This  law  was  put  through  the  state 
legislature  under  the  guise  of  labor  pro- 
tection as  against  the  rich,  and  tn  order 
to  pull  the  wool  over  the  eyes  of  the  peo- 
ple, an  exemption  of  $5,000  was  made  with 
the  supposition  that  labor  had  no  higher 
ambition,  but  labor  is  just  and  wi.se  and 
sees  the  injustice  of  the  case,  and  real- 
izes that  It  was  a  master-  stroke  on  the 
part  of  large  corporations  to  depreciate 
the  value  of  our  property.  Hence  it  Is 
that  the  value  of  the  best  business  prop- 
erty today  In  Minnesota,  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth.  is  about  $1,500  per  front  foot, 
while  in  Winnipeg,  Port  Arthur.  Van- 
couver. Victoria,  Seattle.  Spokane,  all 
over  the  coast  down  to  Denver.  Omaha. 
Sioux  City,  New  Orleans.  Detroit,  Cleve- 
land, Buffalo.  Toledo,  etc.,  the  value  of 
property  ranges  from  $1,000  to  $7,000  per 
front  foot,  where  building  and  other  im- 
provements are  going  on.  labor  gets  good 
prices  and  enjoys  gonerai  prosperity. 
Farm  land  In  this  state  as  well  as  in 
Wi.scon.sin,  is  cheaper  than  it  ought  to  be, 
compared  with  other  localities. 

To  Illustrate:  Farming  lands  in  Qelle- 
tin  valley  in  Montana  today  sells  up  to 
$100  an  acre;  in  the  Paloose  valley  in 
Washington,  up  to  $500  per  acre;  across 
the  Cascade  and  on  the  other  .side  of  the 
Rockies,  all  the  way  from  $300  to  JSO"- 
per  acre.  Illinoi*  Iowa.  Louisiana.  $100 
to  $500  p*»r  acre,  whereas  here  in  Minne- 
sota, the  so-called  granary  of  the  world, 
outside  of  city  limits.  $10  to  $50  per  acre. 
Now  at  this  moment  this  matter  Is  In  the 
hand-s  of  the  people.  The  politicians  are 
a  part  of  the  people,  but  unless  the  peo- 
ple as  a  whole  demand  justice,  the  poli- 
ticians can  and  will  do  nothing.  So  let 
this  be  the  by-word  of  all  voters:  "Do 
away  with  the  inheritance  tax  law  first, 
and   then   legislate  on  other   matters."

Pittsburg.  Pa..  June  15.— The  retirement 
of  Robert  Pitcairn  as  resident  as.sistant 
to  President  Cassatt  of  the  Pennsylvania 
recalls  the  fact  that  eSnator  C.  L.  Ma- 
gee  once  Introduced  Pitcairn  at  a  dinner 
as  a  man  who  had  worked  for  one  cor- 
poration all  his  life,  never,  at  that  time, 
at  a  salary  of  more  than  $5,000  a  year. 
Still,  in  that  period,  he  had  managed  to 
accumulate  property  whose  value  is  esti- 
mated at   $20,000.0'30. 

Pitcairn  Is  interested  in  many  corpora- 
tions, principally  mining  and  manufactur- 


ing, and  Is  said  to  be  the  largest  Indi- 
vidual stockholder  In  the  Westinghouse 
Airbrake  company,  outside  of  George 
Westinghouse. 

Ju.st  as  Mr.   Magee  said.   Mr.   Pitcairn' g 
salary,    until    four    years    ago,    was    not 
greater    than  $5,0o0.     At    that    time,    how- 
ever,   he   was   made   resident   assista^it  to 
President    Cassatt   at   $25,000    a   y<>ar.      He 
will    receive    half   of    tliat    sum    annually 
for    the    rest    of    his    life.      Pitcairn    en* 
tered  the  service  of  the  Pennsylvania  in 
i  July.    1856.    as    telegraph    operator.    In    AJ- 
I  toona.   after  having  served  as  a  messen- 
i  ger   boy   with   Andrew   Carnegie,    for    the 
I  old    Atlantic    and    Ohio    Telegraph    com- 
pany. 

From  the  position  of  operator  he  was 
appointed  ticket  agent  at  Altoona.  and 
then  acting  superintendent  of  the  middle 
division  of  the  Pennsylvania  ro.3xi.  and  in 
January,  1866.  he  succeeded  Andrew  Car- 
negie as  superintendent  of  the  Pittsburg 
division.  In  I9'J:J  he  was  miuio  resident 
assistant   to    President   Ca.ssatt. 

Pltcairn's  last  day  in  office  waus  spent 
In  receiving  friends.  Among  the  lettem 
was  one  from  Andrew  Carnegie.  Pitcairn 
said  it  was  lengthy,  and  contained  much 
I  personal  matter,  which  prevented  him 
making  its   content.s   public.

THE  POPCORN  TRADE. 

ndustry  Dating  From  the  Invention  of 
ttie  Corn  Popper. 

The  newest  of  the  many  forms  in 
which  popped  corn  is  now  put  up  for 
sale  18  an  ear  of  corn,  which  is  ma<'c 
up  In  a  miuhine  whose  or<-rulions  re- 
(li.lre.s  the  st^rvire  of  five  persons,  says 
the  New  York  Sun.  ,,   ^       „ 

The  popped  corn  is  flrPt  mould-jd  mto 
the  shape  of  an  ear  of  corn,  which  is 
covered  with  a  wrapping  of  waxed 
paper  Then  over  this  wiixei  paper 
cover  is  placed  a  wrapping  of  crepe 
paper  In  leaves,  in  color  and  shape  re- 
sembling corn  husks  and  covering  the 
ear  as  real  corn  huaks  cover  a  real 
ear  while  from  the  tip  of  this  popped 
corn  ear  extends  a  tassel  of  paper  for 
the  corn  silk. 

It  is  a  sightly  popped  corn  package, 
this  popped  corn  in  the  ear,  and  the 
manufacturer  says  of  it  that  here  is 
popped  corn  that  a  lady  wearing  kid 
gloves  can  eat  without  mussing  her 
fingers. 

One  wouldn't  have  to  be  as  old  as 
Methuselah  was  when  he  died  to  re- 
member a  time  when  corn  was  popped 
at  home  in  frying-pans,  then  more 
commonly  called  spiders,  with  a  tin  pot 
cover  over  the  spider  to  keep  the  pop- 
ping corn  from  flying  out;  and  then, 
because  with  that  cover  on  you  couldn't 
see  the  corn  and  because  you  didn't 
dare  to  take  the  cover  off  till  the 
poppinsr  was  all  over,  you  were  like- 
ly to  have  left  a  lot  of  unpopped  burn- 
ed  kernels. 

Then  some  able  genius  Invented  the 
wire  corn  popper,  now  made  in  vari- 
ous sizes,  for  commercial  as  w^ell  as 
for  domestic  use,  and  the  manner  of 
popping  corn  was  revolutionized  in 
a  jiffy,  and  with  this  new  popping  fa- 
cility popped  corn  became  more  popu- 
lar than  ever,  and  the  popping  of  It 
a  pastime  blessed  with  certainty  of 
results,  rather  than  a  trial,  with  possi- 
bly failure  at  the  end. 

Whereas  In  the  spider  days  the  corn 
had  to  be  popped  In  the  tt.ltchen  on  the 
kitchen  stove,  with  the  wire  popper  it 
could  be  popped  over  a  grate  fire,  or 
In  the  parlor  or  the  sitting  room.  In 
any  of  the  old  fashioned  cylinder 
stoves,  where  visitors,  as  well  as  the 
members  of  the  home  circle,  could  see 
and  perhaps  i)artlcipate  In  the  pop- 
ping, and  see  and  hear  the  corn  kernels 


pop  and  pop  until  the  corn  that  at 
first  had  formed  but  a  thin  layer  that 
Ju.st  covered  iv.3  bottom  had  popped 
into  a  fluffy,  fragrant  mass  of  tender 
popped  corn  that  filled  the  popper  com- 
pletely,   to   tJie   great   delight    of  all. 

It  is  probable  that  few  minor  Inven- 
tions have  contributed  more  to  the 
peace  and  happiness  and  innocent  en- 
joyment of  tiie  household  than  the  wire 
corn  popper;  and  from  its  invention 
reall--  dates  the  modern  popped  corn 
Industry,  the  greater  development  of 
which,  however,  has  come  within  years 
comparatively  recent. 

In    those    early    days    they    did    have. 
Indeed,  and  it  was  even  tfien  a  stand- 
ard   form    of    confection,    the    popcorn 
ball.      At  candy  stores  and  fruit  stores 
that     children     patronize     you     saw     a 
pile  of  oranges  and  a  pile  of  popcorn 
balls,  and  even  then  popcorn  balls  were 
I  more  or  less  an  article   of  special  sale 
I  on    festive    occasions    like    that,    when 
I  people,  as  It  were,  blew  themselves  off; 
;  pur«»ly  local  and  incidental  production, 
'  jurely   local  and   incidental   production, 
j  and    of   comparatively    small    consump- 
tlon,    and    the    farthest    they    ever    got 
I  with   it   in   the   way  of   variety  was  to 
j  make   some    of   the   corn    balls   pink   In 
I  color,   and   they  were   all    liable  to   get 
dusty    if    the    sale    was    slow    and    they 
were  long  exposed. 

Now  popcorn  is  an  article  of  factory 
production,  made  in  establi-shments 
devoted  to  popcorn  exclusively,  and 
turning  it  out  In  many  special  forms. 
In  brittles,  bars,  crispettes  and  pan- 
cakes, and  so  on,  culminating,  for  the 
moment,  at  least,  in  popcorn  by  the 
ear,  as  described.  Popcorn  is  now 
an  article  of  country  wide  sale,  at 
parks,  summer  resorts  and  carnivals, 
and  by  street  men.  and  at  theatre 
candy  stands  and  elsewhere,  and  Is 
sold  in  the  aggregate,  in  these  various 
forms.  In  enormous  quantities. 

To  the  vast  quantities  thus  sold  Is 
to  be  added  that  sold  by  the  popcorn 
privilege  men  at  summer  resorts  and 
fairs  who  pop  corn  and  mould  it  Into 
various  shapes  on  th"  spot.  The  lesser 
quantity,  but  by  no  means  less  Inter- 
esting popcorn  that  Is  In  these  days 
sold  by  popcorn  venders,  who  go  about 
the  streets  with  glass  sided  popcorn 
wagons  specially  designed  for  the  use. 
In  which  they  pop  and  from  which  they 
sell    nopcorn    to    the    passerby. 

..vnd  so  popcorn,  once  a  small  side 
issue  only,  has  come  to  be,  as  one 
manufacturer  put  It  an  article  as  stapl* 
as   flour.

St.  Petersburg,  June  16. — The  grav- 
ity of  the  general  situation  grows 
hourly.  The  Bourses  of  St.  Petersburg 
and  Moscow  are  in  a  panicky  condi- 
tion and  the  Social  Democrats  and  So- 
cial Revolutionists,  considering  parlia- 
ment to  be  a  negligible  quantity,  are 
pushing  their  campaign  for  an  armed 
uprising  v.ith  lncrea>ed  vigor.  Dem- 
onstrations are  daily  occunng  In  the 
streets  of  Moscow  in  favor  of  a  general 
strike  with  which  the  proletariat  lead- 
ers are  trying  to  precipitate  a  con- 
flict. .The  agitation  among  the  work- 
men here  has  reached  the  boiling 
point,  and  patrols  are  again  in  heavj- 
force  in  the  industrial  quarters.  In 
the  country  the  rural  guards  are 
throwing  in  their  lot  with  the  peasants, 
refusing  to  protect  the  landlords.  The 
progress  of  the  revolutionary  propa- 
ganda in  the  army  is  seriously  alarm- 
ing  the  government  and  to  add  to  the 
popular  excitement  comes  the  mas- 
sacre of  Jew.s  at  Bialystok. 

While  the  reports  conflict  as  to  the 
immediate  responsibility  for  the  out- 
break the  authorities  here  cannot  es- 
cape responsibility  for  the  provocative 
"Black  Hundred"  telegrams  which 
they  cau.«ed  to  be  printed  throughout 
Russia,  appealing  to  the  worst  passions 
of  the  mob  against  the  Jews  as  tlie 
enemies  of  the  country.  The  govern- 
ment is  undoubtedly  frightened  at 
what  has  occurred. 

Martial  law  has  been  declared  at 
Bialysiuk  and  troops  are  being  rushed 
to  the  scene,  but  according  to  the  la- 
test reports  the  hunting  down  of  un- 
fortunate Jews  continued  unabated 
yesterday  afternoon  and  night,  accom- 
panied by  indescribable  horrurs.  The 
commission  dispatched  to  Bialystok  by 
parliament  can  be  relied  upon  to  make 
a  pitiless  exposure  to  the  country,  of 
any    dereliction    of    the    authorities. 

"The  leaders  In  the  lower  house  of 
parliament  are  convinced  that  it  Is  the 
present  intention  of  the  government  to 
prevail  on  the  emperor  to  order  a  re- 
cess of  parliament  and  they  have  taken 
the  Important  resolution  not  to  obey 
the  imperial  order.  This  amounts  to 
open  defiance  and  is  a  purely,  revolu- 
tionary step.  The  plans  of  the  leaders 
were  secretly  formulated  but  it  is 
known  that  if  the  government  turns 
the  lower  house  out  e-f  Tauride  palace, 
the  leaders  contemplate  an  attempt  to 
continue  the  sittings  Independently. 
In  other  words  they  will  try  to  seize 
the  reins  of  power.  The  eternal  par- 
allel of  the  French  revolution  which 
keeps  recurring  is  thus  again  in  evid- 
ence. The  members  would  probably  be 
required  to  swear  as  did  those  of  the 
French  assembly  at  the  tennis  court, 
to  meet  whercTer  circumstances  re- 
quire it  until  a  constitution  is  estab- 
lished  on   a  solid  footing.

Warsaw,  June  16.— The  latest  mes- 
sages received  here  from  Bialystok,  .say 
the  looting  of  Jewish  houses  and  shopa 
accompanied  by  conflicts  in  the  streets 
between  the  mob  and  the  trqpps  con-, 
tinued  until  late  last  night.  Many 
Jews,  Poles  and  Russians,  civilians  and 
soldiers  were  killed  or  wounded.  Tne 
suburb  of  Beijary  was  totally  burned, 
and  eight  streets  at  Bialystok  were 
completely  sacked.  The  rioting  is  said 
to  have  extended  to  Lipy  station  on  Ih© 
St.  Petersburg  railroad,  and  to  Starc- 
siele  station  on  the  .Southwestern  rail- 
road. At  both  places  tJie  Jewish  shop* 
were  looted,  and  Jews  were  murdered 
or  beaten. 

A  mob  devastated  the  Jewish  shop* 
in  the  town  of  Chermayawlez,  the  lirst 
station  out  of  Bialystok,  on  the  line  t> 
Grodno. 

In  Moscow  two  police  sergeants  werer 
killed,  and  another  policeman  waS' 
wounded  by  terrorists,  and  a  policeman 
who  pursued  the  assassins  was  shoi 
and  killed  by  a  passing  woman.

Adams  says  he  thinks  should  be  adopt- 
ed are  adopted,  your  amendment  will 
become  as  good  as  the  Beveridge 
amendment— in  Mr.  McCabe's  opinion, 
somewhat  better  than  the  Beveridge 
amendment  is,  unchanged.

Penitentiary  Guard  C.  C.  Guant  of 
St.  Joseph.  Friday  shot  and  instantly 
killed  Richard  Smith,  a  negro  porter 
in  the  Pacific  house,  at  Jefferson  City, 
because  Smith  had  asked  Grant  to 
move,  in  order  that  he  might  sweep. 
Guant  was  arrested. 

Harry  Lewis  of  Philadelphia  and 
Joe  Gans  fought  a  fast  six  round  bout 
at  the  National  club  last  night, 
in  which  neither  man  had  the  ad- 
vantage. 

Private  William  F.  Colvln,  Com- 
pany C.  Eighteenth  Infantry,  whose 
home  is  in  Logansport,  Ind.,  was  ac- 
cidentlally  shot  and  killed  by  a  fellow 
sentry. at  Fort  Leavenworth  Friday. 

Two  distinct  earthquake  .shocKs  lu 
laoid  succession  were  felt  In  San  Fran- 
cLsco  and  Oakland  at  9:40  Friday 
night.  The  movement  seemed  to  be 
from  west  to  east  and  was  several 
seconds  in  duration.  No  damage  was 
done. 

Hiram  F.  Deukellng,  a  farmer  living 
one  mile  .south  of  Zion  City,  died  Fri- 
day, and  his  wife  and  daughter,  Hazel, 
aged  20  years,  are  seriously  III,  as  the 
result  of  eating  corn  meal  muffins. 
The  mother  and  daughter  will  recover. 
Indications  point  to  arsenical  poison- 
ing, but  how  the  poison  got  Into  the 
muffins  Is  a  mystery. 

"Dr."  Thomas  K.  White,  who  con- 
ducted a  so-called  "college"  in  Bal- 
timore In  which  he  sold  a  "higher 
correspondence  course"  in  spiritual- 
ism, magnetism,  hypnotism,  and  the 
"white  and  black  art,"  was  found 
guilty  Friday  by  a  jury  in  the  United 
States  district  court,  on  a  charge  of 
fraudulent  use  of  the  mails.  Sentence 
was  suspended  pending  a  motion  for 
a  new  trial.

Houghton — Tho  examination  of  Capt.

There,  the  evidence  shows,  he 
drank  considerable  beer,  and  four  men 
who  were  in  the  hotel  at  the  time  swear

The  work  of  the  societies  for  the  pre- 
vention of  tuberculosis  is  largely  edu- 
cational. They  undertake  to  di.sseml- 
nate  information  as  to  the  best  methoda 
to  check  the  disease  and  prevent  It* 
spread  In  every  locality.  They  also  co- 
operate with  public  authorities,  and  en- 
courage more  adequate  provision  for 
consumptives  in  the  way  of  hospitals, 
sanitariums,  etc.  Dr.  Bracken  will  di- 
rect the  organization  matters.

Detour.  Mich..  June  16.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  steamer  Grecian,  which  left 
here  yesterday  for  the  dry  dock  at  De- 
troit, foundered  in  Thunder  bay.  Lake 
Huron,  last  night.  The  crew  of  the  lost 
boat  wore  rescued  by  the  steamer  B-'Sse- 
mer.  which  left  for  Lake  Superior  at  7 
o'clock  this  morn:ng.  All  had  succeeded 
In  escaping  from  the  ship  before  it  went 
down. 

The  Grecian,  which  had  a  cargo  of 
coal  for  Detour,  stru.k  a  rock  a  few  days 
ago  wliile  trying  to  make  this  port  in  a 
fog,  and  sank  in  shallow  water.  The 
steamer  was  soon  raised  and  brought 
here,  where  temporary  repairs  wore  made, 
and  then  it  was  started  lor  Detroit.  Evi- 
dently some  of  the  temporary  work  gave 
way  on  Lake  Huron. 

The  lost  boat  belonged  to  the  United 
States  Steel  corp<jra'ion,  was  built  in 
Cleveland  in  1891.  and  measured  2,348  tons. 
A  sister  boat,  the  Norman,  was  lost  In 
nearly  the  same  spot  as  tlie  last   resting

BAD  TREATMENT 

Italian  Immigrants  Are 

Made  Slaves  by  the 

Padrones. 

New  York,  July  IG— The  Italian  immi- 
grants and  other  laborers  sent  to  the 
South  and  West  by  New  York  padrones 
are  the  victims  of  cruel  treatment  and 
repre.33ion.  is  one  of  the  statements  made 

by  License  Commissioner  John  N.  Bo- 
gart  in  his  annual  report  submitted  today 
to  Mayor  McGlelian.  Mr.  Bogart  re- 
ported: 

"The  padrone  has  practically  in.-?tituted 
the  slave  system  among  his  countrymen. 
He  hires  the  immigrants  by  the  hundreds 
to  go  out  of  the  city  to  work  on  con- 
tracts and"  obtains  from,  the  employing 
corporation  what  is  known  as  commissary 
privileges;  that  is,  he  furnishes  the  work- 
men with  food  and  lodging,  deducting  the 
cost  from  their  wages. 

"As    tho   padrone  is   the  sole  arbitrator 
of   the   cost    of    these   necessaries,    it   can 
be    imagined    how    much    the    immigrant 
gets   as    thi^   net    result    of    his   labor.     It 
•  was    recently    shown    that    hundreds    of 
I  Italian     immigrants     who     believe<i     they 
I  were  going  to  Philadelphia  or  Pittsburg. 
1  were    really     landed     in     the    swamps     of 
Florida  and  the  wilds  of  North  Carolina, 
where    they    were    kept    (»n    railroad   con- 
struction    work     until     they     became     too 
sick    to    be    of    value,     when    they    were 
turned   loo^e   to    make    their  way   back    to 
New  York  as  best  they  could."

In  the  examination  of  the  record  In 
this  ca.se  it  was  discovered  that,  in 
view  of  the  failune  of  the  tract  book  to 
show  the  pendency  of  the  townslte 
claim,  a  certain  feid  submitted  on  Nov. 
15,  1904,  by  the  St.  Louis  River  Log- 
ging company  for  timber  standing  up- 
on one  of  the  legral  subdivisions  em- 
braced in  the  townslte,  was  accepted 
i  by  the  department  on  Dec.  7,  1904.

So  Dowie  Tells  Court  at 

Hearing  on  Zion 

City. 

Chicago,  June  16.— John  Alexander 
Dowie,  on  the  witness  sUind  today  in  the 
United  States  district  court,  during  the 
hearing  of  the  Zion  City  controversy, 
was  asked: 

"Are  you  Elijah,   the  restorer?" 

"I   have  always   been." 

"When  did  you  first  become  conscious 
of   the   fact?" 

"It  gradually  grew.  I  resented  the 
revelation  as  it  were  and  for  years  was 
grieved  and  angry  if  anyone  su.^gestcMi 
that  I  was  Elijah.  I  am  not  a  visionary 
man.  The  first  time  it  came  to  my  at- 
tention was  In  Melbourne,  or  Sydney, 
Australia,  while  at  the  head  of  a  Bible 
society.  One  night  I  was  asked  to  preach 
a  sermon.  I  went  to  supper  and  ordered 
two  meals  which  I  forgot  to  eat.  I  had 
beerf  thinking  over  my  subject  and  could 
not  get  beyond  Elijah.  I  was  thinking 
of  ills  remarkable  aireer,  and  my  sup- 
per got  cold.  One  of  my  deacons  told  me 
I  had  a  message  from  God.  I  laughed 
and  said:  "You  go  away  and  let  me 
alone."  He  said:  "I  want  to  tell  you, 
you  are  Elijah."  He  said  that  three 
times  and  walked  away.  I  was  much 
distressed,  for  he  could  not  have  known 
I  had  been  thinking  of  Elijah  for  an 
hour.  I  spoke  and  my  last  idea  was  that 
I  was  Eliiah.  But,  as  God  is  my  judge, 
the  thought  that  I  was  the  second  em- 
bodiment never  entered  my  mind.  After 
the  sermon  one  member  said  to  me,  "I 
feel  like  saying  "You  arq  Elijah."  I 
said,  "I  am  not — don't  get  that  bee  In  my 
bonnet."  For  years  I  would  not  think  of 
it,  but  in  after  years  I  had  to  come  to 
It.  They  were  all  right.  The  first  open 
revelation   was  that   night."

The  1906  Republican  state  convention 
la  now  a  thing  of  the  past.  Satisfac- 
tion over  the  result!  appear  to  be  uni- 
versal, among  Republicans  and  Demo- 
crats alike.  Of  cours^  there  were 
some  disappointed  ^candidates.  With 
from  three  to  eight:-  candidates  In  the 
field  for  every  office,  this  was  to  be 
expected,  but  on  the  whole  there  Is 
a  greater  feeling  of  friendship  among 
the  defeated  for  the  victorious  than  is 
usually  the  case,  and  all  say  they  will 
turn  In  and  help  the  winners  in  their 
campaign  for  election. 

The  Democrats  are  not  at  all  fright- 
ened at  the  prospect  of  A.  L.  Cole  of 
Walker,  as  a  candidate  for  governor  in 
opposition  to  Governor  Johnson,  or 
don't  appear  to  be,  at  least.  They  are 
confident  thai  Johnson  will  be  the  next 
governor,  and  say  Senator  Cole  will  be 
as  easy  to  defeat  as  any  of  the  seven 
candidates  who  might  have  been  se- 
lected. The  advice  of  the  Republicans 
to  such  remarks  as  this  is  to  wait  and 
see,  but  few  of  the  latter  party  can 
be  found  who  are  not  willing  to  admit 
that  Governor  Johnson  is  a  hard  man 
for  any  one  to  beat  this  year,  with  his 
record  in  office  and  'his  great  personal 
popularity  to  back  him  up. 

It  was  not  very  many  days  ago  that 
Jacobson  backers  were  setting  up  the 
cry  that  if  their  candidate  were  defeat- 
ed in  trying  for  the  nomination  of  gov- 
ernor on  the  Republican  ticket,  it 
would  be  through  the  influence  of  the 
corporations.  They  said  nothing  but 
the  corporations  could  beat  him. 
Jacobson  was  defeated,  and  now  won- 
der is  being  expressed  as  to  whether 
the  many  Republicans  who  were  mak- 
ing the  cry  will  be  able  to  convince  the 
people,  for  whose  benefit  the  state- 
ments were  made,  that  there  was  no 
truth  to  them.  If  the  voters  really  be- 
lieved the  corporation  story  in  the  first 
place,  will  they  be^  open  to  conviction 
between  now  and  November  that  there 
was  nothing  to  it?

During  the  week  just  ended  the  an- 
nual convention  of  the  State  Federation 
Of  Labor  was  held  at  Stillwater,  and  a 
number  of  Important  matters  were  dis- 
cussed. Among  other  things  the  Union 
Labor  party  was  launched,  a  state  cen- 
tral committee  appointed,  which  will  in 
turn  appoint  county  committees,  these 
will  aj'point  city  and  town  committees, 
and  thus  the  machinery  of  the  party 
will  be  established.  It  is  proposed  to 
put  labor  candidates  in  the  field  for  the 
legrislature  this  year,  arid  gradually 
work  up  sentiment  for  the  party,  so 
that  they  can,  after  a  while,  put  full 
tickets  Into  the  field.  The  platform 
adopted  by  the  state  federation,  which 
the  party  is  to  stand  for,  declares  for 
an  extension  of  the  primary  election 
law  to  state  offices,  and  for  the  initia- 


tive, referendum  and  recall.  This  was 
made  a  particular  feature  of  the  plat- 
form. The  platform  also  declares  for  a 
compulsory  education  bill,  for  an  8- 
hour  work  day,  a  complete  and  proper 
inspection  of  sanitary  conditions  in 
workshops,  home  rule  for  local  govern- 
ments and  municipal  ownership  of  all 
public  monopolies,  a  division  of  labor 
in  state  penal  Institutions,  so  that  their 
product  shall  not  interfere  materially 
with  those  of  free  labor,  state  free 
labor  bureausi,  co-operation  of  union 
labor  and  fanners,  the  admission  of 
women  to  full  citizenship,  and  the  pass- 
age of  a  law  compelling  redress  from 
employers  for  accldeijt  to  employes,  re- 
gardless of  contributory  negligence  on 

the  part  of  fellow  employes.

PREVENTION  OF 
TUBERCULOSIS 

Steps  Taken  For  the  For- 
mation of  a  Minnesota 
Society. 

St.  Paul,  June  16.— Steps  were  taken 
at  a  dinner  at  the  Minnesota  club  yes- 
terday, given  in  honor  of  Dr.  Living3- 
ton  Farrand  of  New  York,  by  Dr.  C.  L. 
Green   of  St.   Paul,   toward   the   forma- 
tion of  a  Minnesota  society  for  the  pre- 
vention of  tuberculosis.    It  is  the  inten- 
tion to  become  in  time  a  branch  of  the 
national    society    which    has    done      fo 
much  in  the  past  in  securing  a  rational 
view  of  tuberculosis  on  the  part  of  the 
laymen  and  In  bringing  about  many  of 
the  ideas  now  in  vogue  relative  to  the 
manner   In    which    it   ought    to    be   re- 
istricted.     Dr.    Farrand    left   for   Duluth 
'last  evening  with   Dr.   H.   M.   Bracken, 
'secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health, 
land  a  director  of  the  national  associa- 
j  tlon.    It  is   the  intention   to  start     the 
I  movement  in  Duluth  and  also  In  Min- 
neapolis,  so  that  at  some  date  in   the 
near   future,    representatives   from    the 
various  cities  can  get  together  on  per- 
manent  orKanlzation. 

J.  H.  Skinner  of  St.  Paul,  was  named 
a.s  chairman  with  authority  to  appoint 
!  a  committee  of  five  to  meet  with  other 
similar  committees  through  the  state 
'  to  perfect  a  state  association.  There 
,  were  more  laymen  at  the  dinner  than 
j  doctors,  as  It  is  the  desire  to  interest 
'as  many  non -professional  men  as  pos- 
'  slble,  for  upon  them  will  devolve  the 
'  carrying  into  effect  the  object  of  the 
I  association. 

The  work  of  the  state  association  will 
be  largely  educational.     The  dissemina- 
tion   of   information   concerning   tuber- 
culosis and   to   start  investigations   In- 
to   the    prevalence   of   the   disease   will 
;  be  a  part  of  the  work.    The  members 
'will  also  attempt   to   secure  legislation 
!  for  the  relief  and  prevention  of  tuber- 
culosis.   They  will  co-operate  with  pub- 
'  lie  authorities  and  will  encourage  more 
adequate   provisions   for  consumptives, 
such  as   the  establishment  of  sanator- 
;  iums,   hospitals,   and   dispensaries.    Dr. 
1  Bracken,   who    has   been   interested     in 
the    work   for   many  years,   will   direct 
the  organization  of  the  state  organiza- 
tion.

The  delegates  were  satisfied  with  the 

results,  and  they  were  delighted  with 
Duluth  as  a  convention  city.  For  a 
few  days,  Duluth,  always  busy  and  ac- 
tive, took  on  the  appearance  of  another 
city,  so  far  as  the  people  to.  be  seen 
on  the  streets  were  concerned.  In  the 
neighborhood  o(.

Rufus  Lester  of  Georgia 

Goes  Througli  Skylight 

In  Hotel. 

Washington,  June  16.— Repi  esenta- 
tive  Rufus  E.  Lester,  was  last  night 
seriously,  and  probably  fatally  Injured 

by  falling  through  the  skylight  of  the 
Cairo  apartment  house,  on  Q  street, 
between  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth 
streets  northwest,  where  he  has  apart- 
ments. Mr.  Lester  had  gone  to  the  roof 
of  the  building  shortly  after  8  o'clock 
to  look  for  his  two  young  cJilldren,  and 
apparently  missed  his  footing,  falling 
through  the  skylight,  about  thirty  feet 
to  the  eleventh  floor.  In  the  fall  he 
sustained  internal  injuries,  and  both 
legs  were  broken,  his  right  leg  being 
crushed  fearfully.  He  was  picked  up 
by  those  who  rushed  to  where  he  lay 
when  they  heard  him  fall,  and  carried 
him  to  his  rooms.  There  was  a  consul- 
tation of  physicians,  and  It  was  admit- 
ted that  there  was  very  little  chance  of 
his  recovery.  The  doctors  stated  tliai 
it  might  be  twenty-four  hours  before 
the  outcome  could  be  determined. 

Mr.  Lester  has  not  been  in  good 
health  for  some  time.  He  was  partially 
paralyzed  several  years  ago.  Mr.  Les- 
ter is  68  years  old.  He  has  represented 
the  Savannah  district  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Fifty-first  congress,  serving 
through  most  of  this  time  "as  one  of  the 
IDemocratic  members  of  the  rivers*  and 
harbors  commission.  He  Is  a  Confeder- 
ate veteran,  and  had  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Georgia  state  senate,  and 
as  mayor  of  Savannah.

The  fire  insurance  companies  have  been  laying 
much  stress  upon  their  losses  in  San  Francisco» 
and  much  talk  has  been  heard  about  their  inten- 
tion to  increase  rates  to  reimburse  them  for  these 
extraordinary    drains    upon    their    resources.

blaze  in  a  very  large  proportion  of  cases.  Of 
course  the  most  recent  large  conflagration,  that 
of  San  Francisco,  cannot  be  attributed  to  any- 
body's carelessness,  but  in  that  respect  it  is  a 
Conspicuous  exception. 

Figures  recently  issued  showing  the  number 
of  fires  in  New  York  city  last  year  prove  this 
pretty  clearly.  In  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan, 
Bronx  and  Richmond  there  were  7.750  fires  last 
year,  with  a  total  loss  of  more  than  $5,250,600. 
This  was  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of 
201  in  number  and  in  the  average  loss  of  $80. 
While  the  causes  of  these  fires  are  not  fully  traced 
in  the  statistics,  here  are  the  causes  of  about  half 
of  them:  Carelessness  with  matches,  757;  children 
playing  with  matches,  244;  carelessness  with 
lighted  cigars,  etc.,  404;  overheated  stoves,  stove- 
pipes, etc.,  444;  chimney  fires  and  defective  flues, 
439;  bonfires  and  brush  fires.  476;  carelessness  in 
the  use  of  candles,  etc.,  256;  gaslights  in  contact 
with  curtains,  217;  explosions  of  kerosene   lamps, 

165. 

Of  course  this  leaves  a  lot  of  fires  unexplained, 
but  probably  a  majority  of  these  could  be  traced 
to  carelessness,  since  very  often  the  cause  of  a 
fire  is  covered  up  in  the  destruction  it  creates,  and 


are  enabled  to  outfit  themsjelve^  attractivly  it  is  a 
pretty  certain  thing  that  at  least  75  per  cent  of 
them  will  find  husbands  quj/cklyj. 

There  is  something  inherently  fair  about  the 
bachelor  tax,  whether  it  is  vcfl[lintary  or  involun- 
tary.

It  must  be  remembered  that  with 
the  exception  of  one  or  two  big  fires,  they  have 
got  off  pretty  easily  in  past  years,  and  that  there 
should  be  some  resources  arising  from  their  profits 
to  enable  them  to  withstand  the  loses  at  San 
Francisco.

Next  to  a  winner,  the  world  loves  a  good  loser. 
Nothing  succeeds  like  success,  it  is  true,  but  noth- 
ing falls  flatter  than  a  whining  failure.

CIVIL  SERVICE  PENSIONS. 

The  plan  proposed  for  retiring  and  pensioning 
superannuated  government  employes  in  the  bill 
by  Representative  Fowler,  rcently  introduced  in 
the  house,  is  the  only  proper  way  of  solving  this 
problem.  That  it  is  a  problem,  urgently  calling 
for  solution,  there  can  be  no  p'jssible  doubt.  In 
the  government  employ  are  many  ancient  servitors, 
bowed  with  years  but  still  working  and  drawing 
pay.  While  up  to  a  certain  point  the  long  experi- 
ence of  these  men — and  women — makes  them 
valuable,  beyond  that  their  value  decreases  with 
great  rapidity,  until  finally  they  become  mere 
pensioners.  Harsh  as  it  seems  to  say  it,  they  are 
not  worth  their  hire  to  the  government,  and  the 
service  would  be  better  if  their  places  were  filled 


Don't  you  realize  how  true  that  is?  If  you 
analyze  the  successes  you  have  known,  and  that 
you  have  thoughtlessly  and  perhaps  bitterly  attri- 
buted to  what  you  call  "bullheadcd  luck",  you 
will  find  that  most  of  them  were  due  to  hnrd  work, 
to  close  application,  to  superior  knowledge,  to 
preparedness,  or  to  some  other  equipment  or 
quality  that  is  the  result  of  real  work,  high  purpose 
and  the  faculty  of  keeping  everlastingly  at  it. 

As  a  rule  it  is  the  failure  who  talks  about  luck. 
It  is  pretty  hard  to  make  the  man  who  has  failed 
believe  that  it  is  due  to  anything  but  pure  luck. 
He  thinks  he  had  bad  luck,  and  that  the  other 
fellow  has  had  good  luck.  Well,  that  is  a  salve 
to  his  bruised  soul,  and  it  might  be  cruel  to  take 
it  away  from  him,  but  just  the  same  hard  work, 
persistence  and  that  capacity  for  infinite  pains 
which  is  geniu."?  can  be  matched  against  any  kind  of 
good  luck  and  it  will  win  out  in  the  end  every 
time. 

There  may  be  such  a  thing  as  luck;  in  fact 
there  are  very  often  cases  that  seem  to  prove  that 
there  is.  But  while  the  world,  that  guesses  at 
nearly  everything  it  thinks  it  knows,  jumps  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  pure  luck,  it  may  be  nothing 
but  a  faculty  for  seeing  an  opportunity  and  the 
possession  of  enterprise  enough  to  seize  it.  Oppor- 
tunity comes  to  every  man.  Even  the  failures  in 
life  can  look  back  at  times  when,  as  they  can  see 
clearly  in  the  light  of  subsequent  events,  the  door  of 
opportunity  stood  wide  open  to  them,  and  they 
did  not  enter. 

It  is  as  true  in  the  real  business  of  life  as  it  is 
in  tennis  or  baseball  or  any  other  game,  that  "luck 
always  goes  to  the  better  player."     The  player  that

The  bill  provides  for  withholding  5  per  cent 
of  the  pay  of  each  government  employ  in  the 
classified  or  civil  service  list.  Retirements  are 
to  begin  three  years  after  the  first  deductions  are 
made,  and  the  age  limit  is  fixed  at  70.  when  em- 
ployes are  to  go  upon  the  retired  li^t.  Retire- 
ment, after  ten  years  of  service,  either  con- 
tinuous or  cumulative,  is  provided  for  when  the 
employ  becomes  incapacitated,  men':ally  or  physic- 
ally, from  performing  his  duties.

THE  BACHELOR  TAX.

to  the  extent  that  some  wired  that  It 
was  cinched  for  Jacobson.  One  repre- 
sentative was  so  smitten  with  the  ap- 
parent zeal  of  Jacobson's  foes  and 
friends  that  he  announced  that  Jake 
would  win,  and  that  the  combinations 
hinging,  it  was  believed,  on  his  nomina- 
tion, would  land  Halden  and  Lemon. 

Jake  was  serenaded  by  Halden's 
Norske  singers,  and  while  Jacoboou 
stood  In  their  midst  and  h^rd  tl.e 
songs  of  the  land  of  his  nati\nty,  there 
was  cheering  for  "Jake."  He  had  the 
best  quarters  in  the  Spalding,  the  big- 
gest crowd  of  admirers,  and  the  loude.st 
noise  issued  from  his  headquarters. 
While  "Jake"  was  having  sand  thrown 
in  his  eyes  by  the  effusiveness  of  his 
pretended  friends,  combinations  were 
busy  at  work.  Jacobson,  sure  of  his 
nomination,  disdained  to  combine  with 
anyone.  He  wanted  to  land  at  tl.e 
head  of  the  ticket  on  one  wave  of  har- 
mony and  free  himself  of  any  combina- 
tions that  might  embarrass  him  after 
nomination.  He  had  the  nomination 
"cinched,"  according  to  the  statement 
of  his  friends  and' foes.  Why  should 
he  fear?  He  went  to  bed  quite  early  on 
that  evening,  while  Alvah  Eastman 
presided  over  his  headquarters  and  fig- 
ured out  how  It  was  a  landslide  fcr 
"Jake." 

Not  so  with  Cole,  Far  from  the  pop- 
ular eye  he  was  busy  closeted  with  Qls 
leaders.  Rumors  were  floating  about 
the  rotunda  that  he  had  decided  to 
withdraw.  Jacobson  admitted  a  few 
hours  before  retiring  on  the  night 
before  the  convention,  that  he  had 
heard  that  two  or  three  candidates 
were  about  to  withdraw.  Reports  were 
brought  to  him  from  what  appeared  to 
be  authentic  sources.  He  had  good 
reason  to  believe  them.  It  was  the  sec- 
ond chapter  In  the  drama.  After  bol- 
stering him  up  with  false  hopes,  they 
began  to  strengthen  thetn  more  by 
bringing  reports  that  several  candidates 
were  on  their  way  to  secure  front  seats 
in  the  Lac  qui  Parle  band  wagon  be- 
fore the  option  ran  too  high.  Jacob84>n 
was  wafted  to  sleep  by  the  sweet 
strains  of  that  Madison  band  whlcTi 
was  to  have  blown  forth  through  the 
streets  of  Duluth  the  clarion  notes  of 
victory. 

Dunn  predicted  a  landslide  for  Jacob  • 
son.  Grimshaw,  usually  opposite  In  all 
things  political  to  the  Mille  Lacs  man, 
seconded  the  prediction,  although  the 
unanimity  on  Jacobson  did  not  make 
the  two  men  any  the  more  friendly.  No 
one  could  see  that  it  served  to  reconcile 
them.

Cole  worked  on.  while  stories  were 
circulated  at  every  Juncture  disparag- 
ing his  chances.  He  was  the  candidate 
without  a  following  among  those  ore- 
convention  prcgnostlcators  who  have 
the  slate  all  drawn  In  advance.  If  ru- 
mor can  be  believed,  a  conditional  com- 
bination was  framed  up  between  Cole 
and  Block,  in  which  It  was  decided 
that  Hennepin,  marshaled  by  Grim- 
shaw, should  hide  the  hand  of  that 
delegation  by  voting  solid  for  Block. 
When  the  time  was  ripe  Block's  sup- 
porters were  to  get  busy  and  turn  the 
day,  for  Cole  if  he  developed  more 
strength  than  Block  and  vice  versa  if 
the  trick  turned  in  favor  of  Block. 
Either  combination   to  beat   Jacobson. 

The  federal  machine,  headed  by 
Grimshaw.  and  aided  by  the  Hennepin 
county  delegation  which  was  out  to 
beat  "Jake;"  joined  in  a  common  cause 
and  started  the  break  for  Cole  as  has 
already  been  chronicled.  Washington 
county,  headed  by  George  Sullivan,  at- 
torney at  Stillwater  for  the  Lowry  in- 
terests, started  the  rush  for  the  band- 
wagon which  was  well  in  progress, 
when  Blue  Earth  threw  what  was  an 
orderly  procession  to  the  band-wagon 
into  a  stampede  for  that  vehicle. 

Jacobson  spumed  combinations 
which  might  have  saved  the  day  for 
him  and  proved  to  be  true,  the  reports 
brought  In  to  him  on  all  sides.  Every- 
one during  the  week  has  advanced  a 
theory  for  his  defeat,  and  after  weigh- 
ing the  facts  here  reviewed  in  the  light 
of  the  past,  the  prevalent  opinion  is, 
that   he   was   "Jobbed."

In  Most  Cases  tlie  Ap- 
pointments Are  Pro- 
motions. 

Washington,  June  16.— The  president 
yesterday  sent  to  the  senate  the  nomi- 
nations of  61  consular  officers, 
probably  the  largest  number  of  such 
nominations  ever  submitted  in  one  day. 
The  list  was  the  result  of  many  weeks' 
work  by  Secretary  Root  and  Wilbur 
Carr,  chief  of  the  consular  bureau,  up- 
on the  general  proposition  to  provide 
by  executive  action  against  the  failure 
of  congress  when  it  enacted  the  con- 
sular reorganization  bill  to  provide  for 
a  regular  system  for  promotion  In  the 
service.  Therefore  nearly  all  of  the 
nominations  of  yesterday  are  really 
promotions. 

All  of  these  promotions  were  made 
upon  the  effiency  record  of  the  consuls, 
thereby  carrying  out  Secretary  Root's 
original  idea  that  the  higher  places  in 
the  consular  service  should  be  re- 
served for  the  reward  of  consuls  in  the 
lower  grades  who  had  proved  their 
merit. 

In  the  case  of  the  list  submitted,  it 
happens  that  there  are  but  two  origi- 
nal appointments.  Mr.  Haywood  nomi- 
nated to  be  consul  general  at  Seoul, 
Korea,  was  a  confidential  clerk  In  the 
j  state  department,  and  afterwards  con- 
|sul  general  at  Honolulu.  Because  of 
the  tact  which  he  exhibited  in  dealing 
with  certain  delicate  diplomatic  ques- 
tions connected  with  the  treatment  of 
Japanese  In  Hawaii  and  Seoul,  where 
the  Japanese  are  practically  In  control. 

Chapman  Coleman,  named  to  be  con- 
sul at  Roubaix,  France,  was  formerly 
secretary  of  legation  at  Constantinople, 
and  has  rendered  much  valuable  ser- 
vice recently  as  head  of  the  recipro- 
city bureau  of  the  state  department. 

Another  class  of  nominations  Is  that 
of  officers  whose  places  were  abolished 
by  the  reorganization  act.

VIRGINIA  ^'SLIVER"  CASE. 

Argued  Before  the  State  Supreme  Court 
and  Submitted. 

St.  Paul,  June  15.— The  famous  Vliw 
ginia  "sliver"  mining  case.  In  which  \M 
Involved  the  title  to  Iron  oro  on  state 
lands  now  under  lease,  the  value  of 
which  Is  estimated  at  $100,000,000,  wa« 
yesterday  argued  and  submitted  to  Ih* 
state  supreme  court. 

The   attorneys    for    the   state   argueft 

against  the  constitutionality  of  the  law 
authorizing  the  private  Kasing  of  sta.t9 
ore  lands,  under  which  a  state  contract 
was  given  to  Mabel  Evans  for  th* 
$1,000.0«.K)  "Silver"  tract  in  St.  Louts 
county. 

The  state  constitution  requires  that 
all  hinds  be  sold  at  public  auction.  The 
state's  attorney  yesterday  argued  that 
tlie  granting  of  a  private  lease  was  not 
a  public  auction,  and  therefore  uncon- 
stitutional. The  attorneys  for  the  lease- 
holders replied  that  the  granting  of  tli» 
lease  is  not  a  sale  of  state  land,  in  that 
it  only  gives  the  right  to  remove  the 
ore  on  a  royalty  payment,  with  the  title 
to  the  tract  mined  always  remaining 
with  the  state.  Hence  the  basic  ques- 
tion for  the  court  to  decide  is.  Is  the 
sale  of  ore  at  twenty-five  cents  a  toa 
from  state  property  a  sale  of  state 
land? 

If  the  court  holds  that  it  Is,  then  all 
the  lease-held  mines  of  the  great  Stool 
corporation  must  again  revert  to  tli« 
state,  and  be  redlsposed  of  at  publlo 
auction.

hmmCPi'S  DEBT  TO 
MUSICAL  GERMANY 

Something  About  Dr.  Karl  Muck,  Whom  the  Kaiser 

Has  Lent  for  a  Year  to  the  Boston  Symphony 

Orchestra— Many  Eminent  Germans  Have 

Assisted  the  Cause  of  Good  Music 

in  This  Country. 
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Boston,  June  16.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  next  office  in  importance  to 
the  presidency  of  the  United  Slates,  In 
the  view  of  many  Bostonians,  is  the  di- 
rectorship of  the  Boston  Symphony  or- 
chestra, and  there  are  some  Americans 
of  musical  tastes  In  other  cities  who 
feel  much  the  same  way.  Among  these 
folk  there  is  now  great  rejoicing  because 
Germany,  this  time  In  the  person  of  Its 
strenuous  kaiser,  has  once  more  put  musi- 
cal America  in  its  debt  and  will  very 
shortly  send  to  these  shose  on  one  year's 
If-ave  of  absence.  Dr.  Karl  Muck,  con- 
ductor of  the  Royal  Opera  in  Berlin, 
who  will  for  a  time  direct  the  concerts 
of  the  most  celebrated  American  musi- 
cal organization.  For  some  months  past 
a  representative  of  the  Boston  banker, 
Maj.  Henry  L.  Higginson,  who  has  done 
so  much  to  promote  the  cause  of  good 
music  In  the  United  States,  has  been  look- 
ing over  the  musical  field  of  Europe  for 
just  the  right  man  and  he  finally  fas- 
tened  upon   Dr.    Muck. 

This  selection  of  a  German  is  strictly 
In  accordance  with  American  musical  his- 
tory. Other  nations  have  helped  the 
cause  of  harmony  in  this  country— Italy 
with  its  opera.  Great  Britain  with  lis 
hymns  and  cantatas,  the  modern  French- 
men with  their  highly  colored  tone  poems. 
But  Germany— Lleber  Gott!— that's  where 
the  bulk  of  our  music  has  come  from, 
after  all.  The  students  in  our  best  music 
schools  are  trained  for  the  most  part  by 
German  methods,  and  so  effectively  that 
the  younger  generation  no  longer  has  to 
go  to  Germany  to  study.  The  Father- 
land has  taught  us  the  game.  Even  the 
little  German  bands  that  perambulate  our 
streets  deal  out  a  superior  order  of  tech- 
r.ical  performance.  Even  "Yankee  Doodle" 
is  said  to  have  been  based  upon  an  old 
German  song.  "To  Thee,  Oh  Country." 
was  of  Teutonic  origin,  and  the  music  of 
"Hail,  Columbia"  waa  written  by  a  Ger- 
man American. 

It's  a  very  long  story  of  Indebtedness 
all  the  way  through.  The  whole  hearted 
Teuton  has  always  stood  ready  to  help 
the  new  Anglo-Saxon  land  to  appreci- 
ation of  the  music  in  which  modern 
Europe  has  expressed  its  complex  feel- 
ings. Did  not  Beethoven  himself  readily 
agree  in  1823  to  write  an  oratorio  for 
the  Handel  and  Haydn  society  of  Bos- 
ton? True,  he  never  did  write  It.  But 
he  intended  to  do  so;  only  financial  dif- 
ficulties   held   him   back. 

Of  more  direct  assistance  were  German 
musicians  who  early  settled  In  this  coun- 
try, and  taught  a  nation  that  had  here- 
tofore expended  all  Its  energies  on  nasal 
psalm  singing  to  understand  tlie  Teutonic 
classics.  Thus  there  was  Gottlieb  Graup- 
ner,  expert  oboe  player  of  Hanover,  who 
came  to  Boston  about  1800,  founded  the 
first  orchestra  in  this  country  and  for 
many  years  gave  all  the  time  he  could 
spare  from  running  a  little  music  store 
in  Franklin  street  to  generous  promotion 
of  the  musical  arts  in  his  adopted  coun- 
try. Most  of  the  organizations  whoso 
history  dates  back  beyond  the  middle  of 
the  nineteenth  century  present  long  series 
of  German  names.  Such  is  New  York's 
Philharmonic  society,  founded  in  1842  and 
directed  successively  by  Theodor  Reis- 
feld,  Carl  Bergmann,  Dr.  Leopold  Dam- 
rosch,  Theodore  Thomas.  Adolph  Neuen- 
dorff.  Anton  Seidl.  Walter  Damrosch  and 
Emil  Paur.  Again.  Boston's  Germanla 
orchestra,  conducted  in  its  early  days  by 
Carl  Lenschow  and  Carl  Bergmann.  was 
young  musicians  who  fled  from  the  Fath- 
erland after  the  revolution  of  1848,  and 
who  sought  to  make  a  living  In  the  nfew 
country  by  giving  concerts.  What  such 
a.ssociations  were  up  against  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  of  1850  appears  in  the  well 
known  story  of  another  association  of 
German  players  In  New  York  who  were 
pplted  wtih  eggs  because  they  insisted  on 
rendering  selections  from  Haydn  when 
the  audience  wanted  "Yankee  Dopdle" 
with   variations.  ,  ^     , 

The  Harvard  Musical  association,  out 
of  which  the  present  Boston  Symphony 
orchestra  grew,  was  composed  originally 
of  German  radicals  who  felt  it  was  a 
pity  that  the  public  should  be  devoted  so 
entirely  to  the  ancient  classics  and  should 
hear  so  little  of  the  really  great  music 
that  was  being  produced  in  the  nineteenth 
century  In  Germany  and  other  countries. 
The  Boston  Symphony,  which  MaJ.  Hig- 
ginson founded  in  1881,  has  always  been 
composed  in  the  main  of  German  trained 
players,  though  there  are  a  number  of 
French  men  among  the  brass-wind  and 
wood-wind  performers.  The  directors 
have  been  successively  Georg  Henschel. 
Wilhelm  Geircke,  Arthur  Nikisch.  Emil 
Uaur.  Wilhelm  Geircke,  for  the  second 
time,   and   now   Dr.    Karl   Muck. 

Similarly  in  every  American  city  Ger- 
manic names  predominate  in  the  musical 
organizations,   as  in  Chicago,  where  The- 


odore Thomas  built  upon  on©  of  the  finest 
of  modern  musical  societies;  in  Cincinnati, 
where  Franz  Van  der  Stucken  has  for 
years  exerted  a  truly  national  influence 
and  In  Philadelphia,  the  residence  of  Fritz 
Scheel,  who  in  face  of  some  adverse  cir- 
cumstances has  done  remarkable  things 
with  the  Philadelphia  Symphony  orches- 
tra. In  all  the  smaller  cities,  too,  wher- 
ever there  Is  a  German  population,  there 
is   found   good   music. 

Above  all,  the  native  Americans  who 
have  taken  up  music  professionally  and 
become  performers  and  teachers  ac- 
knowledge a  common  indebtedness  to 
the  Germans,  Just  as  nearly  all  painters 
and  sculptors  acknowledge  their  Indebt- 
edness to  the  French.  The  older  men 
studied  in  Germany,  the  younger  ones, 
some  of  whom  have  been  able  to  com- 
plete their  education  on  this  side  of  the 
water,  since  our  conservatories  have  be- 
come as  strong  and  well  equipped  as 
any  in  the  Fatherland,  still  accept  Ger- 
man traditions  and  methods.  For  many 
years  Prof.  J.  K.  Paine,  a  pioneer  among 
the  Americans  who.  In  the  middle  of  the 
last  century,  studied  German  conserva- 
tory methods  under  Kotzschmar,  Haupt. 
Wieprecht  and  Teschner,  made  of  his 
department  at  Harvard  university  a  little 
seminary  of  German  musical  scholarship, 
and  the  lines  laid  down  by  Prof.  Paine 
are  now  being  carried  on  by  his  succes- 
sors in  the  department  which  has  lately 
become  afTIlIated  with  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  and  has  acquired 
a  unique  position  among  college  musical 
courses  through  Its  combination  of  theo- 
retical   and    practical    Instruction. 

Again,  the  director  of  Boston's  famous 
conservator>',  George  W.  Chadwick,  who 
ranks  as  one  of  tlie  three  foremost  Amer- 
ican composers,  was  a  pupil  of  Jadas- 
sohn at  Leipsic  and  Rhelnberger  at 
Munoch.  He  has  kept  In  constant  touch 
with  the  most  recent  musical  happenings 
of  the  land  of  the  kaiser,  and  has  lately 
been  Invited  to  superintend  productions 
of  his  own  work  In  Germany.  At  least 
a  doz^  of  his  associates  In  the  faculty  of 
the  conservatory  have  German  names, 
and  of  the  Americans  a  large  proportion 
were  trained  In  Germany  in  the  days  be- 
fore American  musical  Institutions  had 
been  brought  to  Its   present  high  plane. 

Under  Rhelnbergtr  at  Munich,  whither 
they  were  sent  bv  their  American  teach- 
er, Mr.  Chadwick.  a  number  of  other 
American  composers  have  studied, 
amongst  them  Horatio  W.  Parker  of  New 
Haven,  author  of  the  celebrated  "Hora 
Novlsslma;"  Frederick  S.  Converse,  as- 
sistant professor  of  music  at  Harvard 
and  Instructor  at  the  New  England  con- 
servatory, and  one  of  the  most  talented 
of  the  younger  men;  Wallace  Goodrich, 
who  has  lately  Introduced  an  entirely  new 
spirit  Into  American  organ  music. 

So  that  among  the  large  class  of  per- 
sons who  are  specially  Interested  in 
music,  the  choice  of  director  of  an  or- 
ganization like  the  Boston  Symphony  or- 
chestra has  naturally  been  a  matter  of 
more  than  passing  interest.  Under  Wil- 
helm Gerlcke  the  big  organization  has 
been  so  well  drilled  that  it  has  generally 
been  pronounced  the  most  perfect  in  the 
world.  To  the  18,000  or  more  students  of 
music  who  find  In  Boston  advantages  that 
r.o  other  city  offer.s,  the  Symphony  Is 
more  important  than  the  United  States 
senate  or  the  Interstate  commerce  com- 
mission. Out  of  its  ranks  come  a  number 
of  their  teachers  who  give  instruction  at 
the  conservatory,  and  who, play  In  com- 
pany with  their  young  associates  in  the 
conservatory  orchestra.  Above  all,  the 
Symphony  performances,  year  after  year, 
embracing  everything  that  is  interesting 
in  modern  and  classic  music,  constitute 
one  of  the  most  essential  features  of  the 
students'  musical  education.  No  portion 
of  the  American  public  will  give  Dr. 
Muck  such  close  attention  or  will  get  so 
much  from  whatever  excellencies  of  con- 
ducting he  has  to  show,  as  will  the  young 
people  who  expect  to  make  music  their 
profession. 

Dr.  Muck,  by  virtue  of  his  standing  in 
the  quartet  of  the  world's  most  famous 
conductors— the  others  being  Weingart- 
ner,  Mottl  and  Niklsoh— will  next  year 
be  by  fax  tbe  most  impressive  musical 
figure  in  the  United  States.  He  is  a 
man  of  47  years  of  age,  and  got  his  start 
as  conductor  of  an  orchestra  in  Prague. 
His  first  appearance  In  Berlin  \vas  In 
1S91.  when  he  was  "guest"  conductor 
at  Lessing  theater,  and  when  he  made 
so  deep  an  Impression  that  he  received 
forthwith  an  offer  of  the  conductorship 
of  the  Royal  Opefa.  In  that  post  his 
colleagues  have  been  Richard  Strauss 
and  Felix  Weingartner.  In  recent  years 
he  has  conducted  special  symphony  con- 
c(*rts  In  London.  Paris,  St.  Petersburg, 
M0.SC0W.  Brussels  and  Madrid,  and  has 
conducting  the  Philharmonic  concerts  In 
Vienna.  He  Is  given  one  year's  leave  of 
absence  by  the  German  emperor,  during 
which  he  will  be,  so  to  speak,  much  In 
the  public  ear.

WILL  TRAIN  STUDENTS 
IN  NE  WSPAPER  WORK 

Wisconsin  State  University  Gives  New  Course  in 
Preparation  for  Journalism—Practical  Training 
for  Newspaper  Reporters—Special  Lec- 
tures by  Prominent  Editors. 


The  second  year  of  the  cultivation  of 
school  gardens  hits  been  inaugurated  In 
Duluth  by  the  Women's  Council  of  the 
city,  and  by  the  enthusiasm  which  has 
been  shown,  tho  gardens  will  be  even 
more  helpful  and  successful  than  those 
of  last  year.  School  gardens  conducted, 
during  the  summer  for  the  boys  of 
school  age  who  are  unoccupied  during 
the  vacation  months  have  been  estab- 
lished in  Eastern  communities,  where 
the  keenest  thought  Is  given  for  the 
protection  of  these  young  citizens,  who 
might  otherwise  get  Into  mischief 
through  the  long  known,  but  ever  new, 

condition  of  idle  hamds. 

Last  year  when  the  summer  cooking 
school  for  girls  was  established  by  the 
Council,  provision  for  the  boys  was 
made  by  school  gardens.    The  right  to 


written    to   the   appearance   of   the   com- 
plete paper. 

An  important  part  of  the  course  in 
newspaper  writing  has  been  a  series  of 
special  lectures  by  practical  newspaper 
men.  Among  them  were  Malcolm  C. 
Douglas,  managing  editor  of  tlie  Milwau- 
kee Sentinel,  who  spoke  on  "The  Begin- 
ner in  Newspaper  Work;"  Henry  C 
Cf.mpbell,  managing  editor  of  the  Mil- 
waukee Journal,  on  "What  Is  Required 
of  the  Newspaper  Reporter;"  Henry  E. 
Legler,  on  "Election  Night  in  a  Newspa- 
per Office;"  Col.  William  J.  Anderson, 
Madison,  on  "The  Ethics  of  the  Profes- 
sion;" Frank  W.  Skinner,  New  York, 
editor  of  Engineering  News,  on  "Techni- 
cal Journalism,"  and  William  J.  Wiedlg 
formerly  of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner, 
on  "Getting  a  Position  as  Reporter."  The 
list  of  special  lectures  for  next  year, 
which  Is  now  being  prepared,  includes  a 
number  of  editors  of  national  prominence. 

The  new  course  which  has  been  out- 
lined for  students  preparing  for  journal- 
ism includes  both  this  technical  training 
in  methods  of  practical  Journalism,  In 
connection  with  the  work  in  news- 
paper writing,  and  also  Instruction  in 
political  science,  political  economy,  sociol- 
ogy, history,  philosophy,  psychology,  and 
literature.  Although,  in  accordance  with 
the  elective  system  of  the  university  stu- 
dents preparing  for  Journalism  are  not 
restricted  to  a  fixed  course  of  study,  but 
are  permitted  to  elect  any  studies  which 
they  are  qualified  to  pursue,  a  course  has 
been  arranged  containing  these  studies 
which  bear  most  directly  on  Journalistic 
work.  In  political  science  there  are 
courses  in  government  and  politics  in  the 
United  States  and  administrative  prob- 
lems; International  government  In  the 
United  States  and  Europe;  the  law  of 
the  press;   international   politics;   and   In- 


Madison,  Wis.,  June  16.— The  training 
of  students  for  newspaper  work  is  a  new 
field  of  activity  which  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  has  entered  upon  during  the 
past  year,  and  which  Is  to  be  developed 
and  extended  next  year.  While  there  have 
always  been  a  number  of  students  in  the 
university  preparing  for  Journalistic  work 
no  particular  provision  has  been  made 
for  giving  them  practical  training  In 
the  details   of  newspaper  work  until   the 

begrlnning  of  the  present  year.  At  that 
time  a  course  In  newspaper  writing  was 
olfercd  in  the  English  department,  and 
was  elected  by  some  thirty  students  in- 
terested In  journalism.  As  a  result  of 
the  enthusiasm  manifested  by  the  stu- 
dents In  this  new  work,  a  University 
Press  club  was  organized  with  a  member- 
ship of  fifty.  For  netx  year  a  four  years' 
course  has  been  outlined  for  students 
preparing  themselves  for  a  journalistic 
career. 

The  course  in  newspaper  writing  offered 
this  year  by  Prof.  Willard  G.  Beyer, 
who  has  had  experience  in  newspaper 
work,  has  been  designed  to  give  the  stu- 
dents practical  training  In  reporting.  The 
members  of  the  class  have  been  assigned 
to  "cover"  local  events  of  various  kinds 
and  have  turned  in  the  reports  to  the 
Instructor  to  be  edited  and  criticized. 
The  students  have  been  given  practice 
in  reporting  everything  from  football 
games  to  political  speeches,  and  from 
weddings  to  fires.  The  members  of  the 
class  were  required  to  interview  student 
members  of  the  faculty,  and  alumni  on 
such  timely  topics  as  the  football  situ- 
ation and  the  honor  svstem  at  Wis- 
consin, and  to  prepare  these  interviews  for 
publication. 

The  news  reports  of  Interest  were  pub- 
lished from  time  to  tin.e  in  the  Daily 
(Cardinal  and  local  papers.  The  course 
also  Included  the  preparation  of  special 
articles  on  interesting  subjects  connected 
with  university  life,  suitable  for  publi- 
cation m  magazine  sections  of  newspa- 
pers.    After    the   best   of    these    "feature 


stories"  had  been  criticized  and  revised, 
the  students  submitted  them  to  the  edi- 
tors of  daily  papers  of  the  state,  and  a 
number  of  them  were  publislicd,  some 
with  illustrations  made  from  photographs 
secured  by  the  student  reporters.  By 
these  means  all  the  aspiring  student  jour- 
nalists were  able  to  see  som  of  their  best 
work  In  print. 

In  order  to  give  the  students  insight 
Into  the  workings  of  a  newspaper  office, 
the  class  was  organized  as  the  staff  of  a 
daily  newspaper  in  the  fall,  and  pre- 
pared for  publication  a  four-page  paper 
with  ten  columns  of  reading  matter.  One 
of  tlie  students  acting  as  city  editor, 
made  the  assignments  on  the  preceding 
day.  and  the  reporters  a-^neared  at  the 
office  with  the  material  for  their  stories 
at  9  o'clock  the  following  morning.  After 
each  reporter  had  been  told  by  the  edi- 
tors how  much  of  a  report  was  desired 
on  the  topic  to  which  he  had  been  as- 
signed, he  proceeded  to  prepare  his 
"story."  These  reports  were  edited  by 
the  copy-readers,  who  wroce  headlines, 
and  prepared  them  for  puoiicatlon.  At 
noon  all  necessary  copy  had  been  set  up, 
and  the  managing  editor  and  his  assist- 
ants proceeded  to  make  up  the  paper, 
"The  University  of  Wisconsin  News,"  as 
it  was  called,  which,  in  addition  to  news 
reports  and  several  editorials,  contained 
a   cartoon. 

A  numbers  of  the  seniors  in  the  course 

who  graduate  next  week,  have  secured 
positions  on  newspapers  in  this  and  neigh- 
boring states,  while  other  students  who 
have  not  completed  their  course  have 
found  places  on  newspapers  for  the  three 
months  of  the  summer  vacation.  During 
the  college  year. several  of  the  members 
of  the  class  In  newspaper  writing  have 
been  employed  as  university  correspond- 
ents for  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  Madi- 
son and  Wisconsin  papers,  and  others 
have  been  engaged  as  editors  and  re- 
porters on  the  Dally  Cardinal  with  view 
to  giving  all  members  of  the  class  an 
opportut>iiy  to  become  thoroughly  fa- 
mllliar  with  al  Ithe  details  of  newspaper 
making  from   the  Umf  that   the  copy  Is 


use  vacant  lots  adjoining  the  Emerson, 
Washington,  Franklin  and  Longfellow 
schools  was  secured,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  last  named  school,  the 
gardens  will  be  continued  this  year. 
The  Avork  will  be  easier  than  the  first 
year,  as  the  ground  has  been  prepared 
by  one  year's  cultivation,  and  the  boys 
are  most  enthusiastic  over  the  work. 

The  gardener  in  charge  this  year  is 
William  Elliot,  a  high  school  student 
who  has  had  years  of  practical  experi- 
ence on  a  farm,  and  who  is  devoting 
his  entire  time  during  the  summer  to 
the  instruciton  and  help  of  the  young 
boys.  Nearly  100  boys  were  engaged  in 
the  gardening  last  year,  but  the  list 
will  be  less  this  year,  because  of  the 
smaller  number  of  schools.  In  addition, 
to  the  boys  who  are  actively  engaged 
In  the  work  of  the  gardens,  there  is  a 
waiting  list  of  boys  who  are  anxious 
to  work.     At  the  signs  of  lagging  in- 


ternational law.  The  work  in  political 
economy  embraces  labor  problems;  social 
and  economic  statistics;  Industrial  evolu- 
tion and  its  problems;  transportation; 
problems  in  taxation;  the  elemens  of 
public  finance;  money  and  banking;  finan- 
cial history  of  the  United  States;  and 
charities  and  corrections.  The  students 
are  given  thorough  training  in  American 
history.  Including  the  Jilstory  of  the 
South,  of  the  West,  of  New  England, 
and  of  the  diplomatic  relations  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  courses  in  Eng- 
lish, mediaeval,  and  modern  European 
history.  Social  and  political  ethics,  his- 
tory of  modern  philosophy,  and  general 
and  abnormal  psychology  constitute  an- 
other Interesting  group  of  studies. 

Before  taking  up  the  work  in  news- 
paper writing  the  students  study  the  prin- 
ciples of  compositon  and  help  their  ap- 
plication and  analyze  the  eelments  of 
good  prose  style,  accompanied  by  much 
practice  in  writing.  In  literature  the 
course  Includes  surveys  of  the  history  of 
English  and  American  literature,  a  study 
of  the  English  essayists,  and  a  consider- 
ation of  the  history  and  development  of 
the   drama,    novel,    and    short    story.

IN  THE  LAND  OF  ROMANCE 

The  Sentimental  Side  of  the  Jamestown  Exposition"- 
Canoe  Trail  and  Lovers'  Lane  Are  Features.

Norfolk,  Va.,  June  16. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Sentiment  will  play  an 
Important  part  in  the  Jamestown  Ex- 
position and  comerciallsm  will  not  be 
as  prominent  as  at  former  expositions. 
As  a  great  milltarj-  celebration  of  the 
three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
first  permanent  English  settlement  In 
America,  this  exposition  will  be  pos- 
sessed of  many  historic  and  romantic 
features  that  appeal  more  to  the 
heart  and  the  ^ye  than  to  the  purse. 
There  will  be  Industrial  features, 
showing  the  progress  of  the  world 
during  the  past  three  centuries,  but 
soldiers  antf  sdilors,  great  warships, 
guns  and  banners,  marching  armies, 
gaudy  uniforms,  glittering  gold  lace 
and  brass  buttons  will  occupy  the 
center  of  thl  st^ge  at  the  Jamestown 
Exposition.    '       . 

The  very  foundation  of  the  first 
English  settlement  at  Jamestown  in 
1607  had  11^  Bfntimental  side  and  a 
pretty  romance  was  connected  with 
the  little  Incident  in  which  figured 
Capt.  John  Smjih,  the  rugged  English 
adventurer,  ana  Pocahontas,  the  In- 
dian maiden©  who  saved  his  life  by  her 
passionate  plea  to  Chief  Powhatan, 
the  powerful  Indian  ruler  of  the  vast 
territory  of  ^  Virginia.  The  romantic 
Infatuation  of  Pocahontas  for  Capt. 
Smith  saved  the  colony  from  destruc- 


tion, for  the  death  of  Capt.  Smith,  the 
dauntles  leader  of  the  colony,  would 
have  meant  the  complete  annihilation 
of  the  entire  party  or  their  abandon- 
ment of  the  settlement  and  return  to 
England  disheartened^     • 

Passing  on  through  years  of  trial, 
hardship  and  anger,  to  the  revolu- 
tionary period,  sentiment,  patriotism 
and  valor  played  their  part  In  Vir- 
ginia until  the  surrender  of  Lord 
Cornwallis  and  Great  Briton's  aband- 
onment of  the  field  to  the  colonist. 
During  the  war  betWeen  the  states, 
nearly  a  century  later,  sentiment  again 
played  a  prominent  part  In  making 
history  at  the  Interesting  point  where 
the  Jamestown  Exposition  is  to  be 
held  next  year. 

With  the  army  and  navy  there  is 
always  a  chivalrous  sentiment,  and 
at  the  Jamestown  Exposition  the 
armies  and  navies  of  the  great  na- 
tions of  the  world  will  be  very  much 
in  evidence.  The  finest  ships  and  sol- 
diers of  the  age  will  be  present,  to 
participate  In  the  exposition  manue- 
vers,  and  the  best  bands  In  Europe 
and  America  will  furnish  music  for 
the  occasion.  A  thirty-acre  drill  plain 
has  been  prepared  for  the  military 
movements  and  the  warships  will  have 
the  waters  of  Hampton  Roads  for 
their  naval  manuevers. 

Just  beyond  the  big  drill  ground, 
where-  the  pride  of  the  world's  great 
armioi  will  be  on  dress  parade,  are  tlie 


terest  or  neglect,  a  successor  is  ap- 
pointed for  the  one  whose  interest  and 
energy  is  on  the  wane.  This  will  insure 
well  kept  gardens,  and  will  stimulate 
the  Interest  and  attention  which  is 
given  them. 

Each  boy  has  a  good-sized  garden 
bed  for  his  own,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  cases  where  brothers  work  to- 
gether.

center,  the  school  garden  is  an  Im- 
provement that  might  be  welcomed  in 
any  neighborhood. 

The  committee  of  the  Council  in 
charge  of   this   work  consists   of   Mrs. 


little  gardens  of  a  hundred  school 
children,  where  the  products  of  life  are 
peacefully  growing,  from  seeds  planted 
by  these  children  under  the  guidance 
of  their  teachers,  to  Instruct  them 
along  the  lines  of  practical  gardening. 
Still  further  on  stands  a  historic  old 
live  oak  tree  which  has  stood  the 
storms  of  several  centuries.  It  Is  sup- 
posed to  be  nearly  one  thousand  years 
old.  It  was  a  large  tree  when  the 
great  Indian  chief,  Powhatan,  used  it 
as  a  shelter  from  sun  and  rain  three 
hundred  years  ago.  Now,  three  cen- 
turies later,  when  America  has  be- 
come famous,  and  an  International  ex- 
position is  held  to  commemorate  the 
events  of  three  centuries  progress  and 
advancement,  this  old  oak  still  stands 
like  a  majestic  sentinel,  to  welcome 
visitors  to  the  exposition. 

A  winding  trail  through  the  exposi- 
tion grounds  is  called  "Lovers'  Lane," 
or  "Flirtation  Walk."  It  passes  through 
shady  glens  and  pretty  groves,  an 
Ideal  place  for  sweet  sentimentality. 
I  Near  this  inviting  walk  runs  a  water- 
way, called  the  Canoe  Trail,  where 
small  boats  may  sail  or  steam  into  the 
grounds  from  the  bay.  Many  boats 
will  ply  this  stream  and  many  a  sweet 
sentiment  will  doubtless  be  Inspired 
■  along  its  tortuous  course.  A  million 
i  pretty  flowers  and  shrubs  scattered 
over  the  grounds,  furnish  beauty  and 
fragrance  to  Inspire  more  sentiment. 

Near  the  exposition  grounds,  just  be- 
yond Pine  Beach  and  six  milea  from 
Norfolk  is  the  scene  of  the  great  naval 
battle  between  the  Monitor  and  the 
Merrlmac  during  the  Civil  war,  when 
Iron  clads  first  met  in  deadly  encoun- 
ter. ,    ^ 

The  buildings  to  be  constructed  by 
the  various  states  of  the  Union  at  the 
Jamestown  exposition,  along  the  sea- 
shore, will  contain  many  cherished  rel- 
ics and  souvenirs  of  old  colonial  days 
to  which  cling  sentimental  memories 
of  bygone  days.  The  exposition  will 
bring  together  the  things  of  three  cen- 
turies and  show  the  progress  which 
time  has  wrought.  The  industrial  fea- 
tures of  the  past  and  present  will  con- 
stitute the  only  semblance  of  commer- 
cialism at  the  Jamestown  exposition: 
everything  else  will  be  based  upon  sen- 
timent.

This  attitude  is  not  pro- 
nounced in  the  industrial  world,  prep- 
arations for  fail  and  winter  distribu- 
tion being  on  an  unprecedented  scale, 
and  several  leading  producers  announce 
that  the  customary  summer  shut  down 
will  be  entirely  omitted  or  curtailed  to 
the  extent  necessitated  by  repairs.  The 
heavy  movement  of  merchandise  Is  at- 
tested by  an  increase  in  railway  eam-

"Thaf.s  ahout  as  good  an  alibi  as  a 
man  could  have,  unle.s.s  it  could  bo 
proved  he  was  dead,"  said  Judge  Win- 
dom  this  morning,  when  Lawrence 
Cannon,  alals  "Chicago  Red,"  stated 
that  he  was  serving  a  sentence  In 
Stillwater  at  the  time  the  theft  of  a 
watch,  with  which  he  was  charged,  was 
committed. 

One  year  ago  last  October,  Cannon 
was  arrested  on  a  grand  larceny  charge 
for  an  offense  committed  at  Chisholm 
and  given  a  term  of  fifteen  months  in 
Stillwater.  He  was  given  a  maximum 
allowance  for  good  behavior,  amount- 
ing to  about  eighty  days,  and  was  re- 
leased last  December. 

The  offense  for  which  he  was  arrest 
ed    In   the   present    instance   was      the 
charge   of  stealing  a   watch   from   the 
bartender   at      the      Metropole      hotel, 
which  was  committed  last  August. 

Cannon  denied  all  knowledge  of  the 
crime,  but  the  evidence  was  sutliclont 
to  cause  his  arrest  and  arraignment 
for  a  preliminary  examination  on  the 
charge  of  grand   larceny. 

County  Attorney  McCUntock  pro- 
duced sufflcknt  evidence  against  Can- 
non to  warrant  binding  him  over  to 
the  grand  jury.  If  It  were  not  con- 
troverted, and  It  looked  as  If  the 
young  man  was  due  for  another  trip 
over  the  road. 

"I  don't  need  to  take  the  stand." 
said  Cameron,  after  he  had  been 
placed  undt-r  oath.  "All  I  have  got  to 
say  is  that  I  was  serving  time  in 
Stillwater  when  the  watch  was 
stolen." 

The  announcement  came  as  a  sur- 
prise to  the  prosecuting  attorney,  who 
had  In  some  manner  overlooked  this 
fact,  and  the  records  were  looked  up. 
Cameron".'^  statement  was  found  to  be 
true  and  the  case  against  him  was 
promptly  dismissed. 

"I  haven't  been  getting  mixed  up 
-since  I  got  out,"  said  Cannon.  "I've 
been  working  up  on  the  range." 

The  evidence  again.st  Cannon  wa.s 
that  he  had  pawned  the  watch,  which 
he  stated  he  had  secured  from  a  wom- 
an friend,  to  whom  he  had  applied 
for  a  lo.'tn  of  some  money  one  day 
when  he  was  broke.  When  he  placed 
the  watch  In  pawn,  the  poli<^  discov- 
ered that  It  had  been  stolen  and 
traced  it  to  him.

Chicago,  June     16. — John      Alexander 
Dowle,  testifying  in  the  hearing  of  the 
Zion  City  controversy  in  Judge  Landls' 
court,    yesterday  afternoon,    told   of  an 
instance  when  his  bodyand  soul  became 
separated,  and  in  his  spiritual  being  he 
distinctly  saw  his  own  dead  body  lying 
beneath  a  shoud.     It  occurred,  he  said, 
while  he  was  fighting  the  liquor  traffic 
in  Melbourne,  and  was  regarded  by  him 
as  a  divine  warning  that  he  was  about 
I  to   die.     At   another   time,    the   witness 
j  asserted,   his  spirit  left   his  body,   and 
'  the  angel  Gabriel  and  the  Virgin  Mary 
;  were  present  in  the  realm  visited  by  his 
'  spirit.     The  queer  narration  of  life  and 
'death    was    brought    out    by    Attorney 
r  Newman    during    cross-examination   of 
Dowic.     Following  the  vision,  the  wit- 
ness     continued,     two      acquaintances 
came    to   him  'and    told    him    they   had 
,  dreamed  that  he  was  to  be  assassinat- 
i  ed.     Then,    while   alone   in    that    taber- 
t  nacle,    came   a   voice,    warning    him    to 
I   'arise  and  go." 

I  "I  went,"  said  Dowie,  "and  while  on 
my  way  home  I  heard  an  explosion. 
;  The  next  day  I  found  that  my  enemies 
i  had  tried  to  kill  me  with  dynamite. 
I  The  back  of  the  tabernacle  had  been 
I  wrecked.'' 

I  Dowie  denied  that  he  had  ever  repre- 
sented himself  as  Elijah,  the  restorer, 
subsequently  qualifying  the  statement 
by  saying  that  he  told  his  people  that 
he  "came  in  the  spirit  and  power  of 
Elijah." 

(.m  Sept.  18.  1904,  he  said,  he  pro- 
claimed himself  the  "first  apostle,"  but 
when  pressed  for  an  explanation  as  to 
how  he  received  the  commission,  he  re- 
plied, "I  can't  tell  you.  " 

Dowie  declared  that  he  had  received 
a  direct  command  from  God,  on  an 
occasion  when  he  held  a  meeting  of 
4,000  persons,  who  had  been  cured  of 
disease.  A  voice  repeated  three  times 
the  words,  "Go  forward."

During  the  last  few  years  of 
Victoria's  life  her  grown  up  family  and 
their  relatives  were  constantly  com- 
plaining of  the  inconvenient  accommo- 
dation on  the  royal  yacht;  and  at  lengtii 
the  queen  reluctantly  consented  to  tho 
building  of  the  present  vessel.  Never- 
theless Queen  Victoria  never  so  much 
as  went  on  board,  for  all  her  affections 
were  centred  on  the  old  fashioned  yacht 
—which,  by  the  way  was  finally  broken 
up  in  tlie  Portsmouth  dockyard  last 
year. 

ROYAL  SON  S  DEBTS. 
Kansas  City  Journal:  Tne  main  pull 
on  the  Emperor  of  Austria's  resources 
came  when  els  son  died  and  he  had  to 
settle  Rudolph's  debts,  to  the  extent  of 
some  £400,000.  The  empress  was  also 
very  extravagant  and  spent  money 
pro-usely  on  whims  after  the  style  of 
hf>r  kinsman.

Warmly    Criticised    by 

Senator  Patterson  When 

Bill  Came  Up. 

Says  That  the  Great  Steel 
Companies  Are  Behind 

It. 


Washington.  June  16.— Senator  Pat- 
terson today  found  in  the  bill  incoi-por- 
ating  the  Lake  Erie  9c  Ohio  River  ship 
canal,  an  encouragement  to  the  advc- 
cates  of  the  ownership  of  the  public 
utilities.  He  spoke  on  the  measure 
eooa  after  the  senate  convened,  and 
quoted  a  pamphlet  issued  by  the  conr.- 
pany  as  giving  an  explanation  for  ask- 
ing a  congressional  charter,  the  fact 
that  the  government  might  ultimately 
become  the  owner  of  the  propoaoJ 
canal.  He  expressed  confidence  that 
the  bill  would  become  a  law.  and  ^aii 
that  such  a  step  would  be  a  declaraiii.>n 
that  the  gos-ernment  might  at  no  dis- 
tant day  own  and  opera t^^  the  canal  lor 
the  benefit  of  the  country,  and  he  de- 
clared that  It  was  nut  a  great  stride 
from  tne  ownership  of  a  canal  to  the 
ownership  of  a  railroad.  Patterson  did 
not.  however,  regard  this  as  thy  rea^ 
reason  for  coming  to  congress  for  a 
charier.  He  found  on  the  contrary  that 
there  was  a  financial  reason  for  the 
move.  They  were  preparing  to  go  "wilii 
catting"  in  the  "jungle."  and  the  sen- 
ator predicted  that  in  view  of  the 
transaction  in  the  Unired  States  Stetl 
corporation,  the  Pittsburg  men  said  to 
be  behind  the  company  would  not  entir 
It  with  a  prospect  of  securing  less  thaa 
four  to  one. 

Thi.s  statement  aroused  Senator 
Knox,  who  said  that  the  Pittsburg 
people  had  not  bet-n  responsible  for 
the  steel  companies  sale. 

"I  understand  that  the  idea  was 
conceived  by  eminent  financiers  of 
New  Yurk."  he  .said,  'and  the  people 
of  Pittsburg  were  not  foolish  enough 
to   take   less  than   tney  could   get." 

Mr.  Patterson  contended,  however, 
that  'the  millionaires  of  Pittsburg  had 
been  partlceps  crimlnis  with  those 
of  NVw  York  in  the  origin  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  con- 
spiracy." 

He  added  that  they  had  succeeded 
In  selling  for  a  billion  dollars  prop- 
erty worth  not  more  than  $250,000,000. 
The  remaining  $750,000,000  rt^pre- 
senting  wind  and   nothing  more." 

He  expressed  the  opinion  that  .steel 
companies  were  behind  tiie  entt^rprise; 
that  their  object  to  secure  Iron  ore 
cheiiper  than  before  and  by  means 
of  th-  tariff  keep  prices  up  and  main- 
tain their  monopoly.

QUEER  BASEBALL  FOLKS. 

Professionals  Who  Have  Achieved  Fame 
Noted  for  Eccentricity. 

Baseball  as  a  profession  develops  more 
queer  characters  than  any  other  sport, 
says  the  Baltimore  Sun.  In  the  first 
place,  it  brings  a  great  crowd  of  half- 
developed  men  into  the  limelight  of, pub- 
licity and  affords  the  best  opportunity 
to  develop  their  cranks  and  conceits.  Be- 
sides, they  have  plenty  of  spare  time  to 
accentuate    their    peculiarities. 

It  seems  to  me  sometimes  that  the  day 
of  the  "character"  is  pa.st,  and  that  never 
again  will  the  game  reproduce  the  unique 
figures  that  are  historic.  We  have  now 
no  Mike  Kelleys,  no  Brudder  Bill  Glea- 
sons,  no  Dan  Clarkes.  One-Armed  Dalys, 
Gladiator  Brownings— or  that  kind  of  fel- 
lows. True,  we  have  Rube  Waddell— but 
where  can  the  present  game  find  the  dup- 
licate of  Pat  Tebeau,  Bill  Joyce,  Bad 
BUI  Egan.  Tony  Mullane,  his  catcher.  Kid 
Bald'win,  Tacky  Tom  Parrott,  Dave  Orr, 
Scissors  Foutz,  or  Cherokee  Fisher?  In 
those  days  it  seemed  as  If  every  player 
wa.s  an  individual  character,  known  both 
on  and  off  the  field,  while  nowadays  a 
ball  player  is  much  like  any  other  work- 
er. He  plays  the  gaae,  doffs  his  uniform, 
and  little  more  is  known  of  him  until  the 
next  day. 

Tacky  Tom  Parrott  was  one  of  the 
greatest  characters  that  ever  broke  into 
the  game.  He  could  pitch  some,  and 
wlien  he  landed  on  the  ball  he  ticketed  it 
for  the  fence.  One  day  in  Cincinnati 
Tom  caught  a  fast  straight  one  on  the 
piccolo  and  sent  it  into  the  corner  of  the 
lot  for  a  home  run.  He  completed  the 
circuit  of  the  bases  before  the  ball  came 
back  into  the  field,  but  instead  of  stop- 
ping he  started  for  first  again,  and  .still 
going  at  top  speed  went  around  the  bases 
again.  The  crowd  was  howling  when  he 
finished  the  second  circuit,  so  Tom  start- 
ed around  again.  Four  times  lie  raced 
around  the  bases,  and  then  one  of  his 
teammates  caught  him  and  led  him  to  the 
l)ench. 

Tom  was  a  cornet  player— and  a  good 
one.  When  he  was  pitching  for  St.  Louis 
one  afternoon.  Von  der  Ahe  employed  a 
female  band  to  discourse  .sweet  mu.slc  be- 
tween Innings,  and  the  plan  made  a  hit 
with  Tom.  He  would  pitch  the  inning; 
then,  after  retiring  his  opponents,  he 
would  climb  up  in  front  of  the  stand, 
take  his  place  In  the  band,  and  play  a 
cornet  solo,  after  which  he  would  go  out 
and  pitch  some  more. 

One  night— at  2  a.  m.— we  were  In  the 
Gait  house,  in  Louisville,  when  I  was 
awakened  by  a  great  uproar.  Curses, 
yells  and  imprecations  filled  the  air,  and 
above  the  curses  rose  the  notes  of  a 
cornet.  Tom's  room  connected  with  mine, 
and,  rushing  into  his  room,  I  found  him 
in  his  nightshirt,  with  his  bare  feet  in  the 
window  and  a  cornet  to  his  lips,  playing 
away  for  dear  life. 

"What  in  thunder  do  you  mean,  wak- 
ing up  everj'body  in  the  hotel?"  I  de- 
manded. 

"I  just  remembered  a  tune  I  hadn't 
thought  of  for  years,  "  said  Tom,  "and 
I  was  fixing  it  In  my  mind. 

Scissors  Foutz  was  another  odd  one. 
He  drank  ^ome,  and  also  he  played 
poker,  and  on  one  occasion  this  com- 
bination beat  a  crowd  of  San  Francisco 
sports  out  of  a  big  bunch  of  money. 
Scissors  was  pitching  for  a  LouisvLle 
agregation  wintering  on  the  coast  .and 
he  was  carded  to  pitch  against  Chi- 
cago on  the  following  day  in  Central 
Park.  He  got  drunk  during  the  after- 
noon  and  sat  in  a  poker  g^me  that 
evening  In  the  Baldwin  hotel.  He  was 
still  drinking,  and  late  in  the  evening 
the  story  got  out  among  the  sports 
that  Foutz  was  drunk  and  playing 
poker.  So  they  began  to  bet  heavily 
that  Chicag')  would  win,  qualifying  the 
bet  with  "if  Foutz  pitches  for  Louis- 
ville." As  he  was  the  star  pitcher, 
many  of  the  bets  were  snapped  up. 

At  7  o'clock  the  next  morning  Foun*z 
still  was  plavlng  poker  and  drinHJng, 
and  the  betting  was  lively.  The  game 
broke  up  shortlv  before  1(T  o'clock  in 
the  morning.  Thi>  batting  then  was 
3  to  1.  Foutz  went  to  bed.  slept  two 
hours,  .Tnd  that  afternoon  let  Chicago 
down  with  two  hits. 

One-Armed  Daly  was  a  real  charac- 
ter. His  left  arm  was  cut  off  just 
above  the  elbow,  and  he  wore  a  leather 
pad  hollo«ved  a  bit,  on  the  stump,  and 
with  it  and  his  good  hand  he  could 
catch  fly  balls  and  field  grounders 
excellently.  He  was  the  greatest  hitter 
that  ever  happened  In  th^  South  dur- 
ing training  .seasons,  and  the  negroes 
would  go  for  miles  to  .see  the  one- 
armed  man  pitch  and  field. 

The  trouble  was  that  the  stump  on 
his  arms  was  tender,  and  he  hated  to 
catch  thrown  balls,  which  was  a  source 
of  constant  trouble  between  him  and 
his  catcher.  Tom  Deasley,  who  always 
returned    the    b.all    hard. 

"Areh  "em.  Tom;  arch  "em."  pleaded 
Daly,  but  Deasley  continued  to  put  on 
the  speed  until  one  Jay  Daly  called  him 
down  Into  the  diamond  and  swung  the 
stump  of  his  arm  against  Deasley's 
Jaw.  dropping  him  to  the  ground,  and 
remarking,    "Now   will   ye  arch   'em?" 

There  are  a  million— more  or  less- 
Mike  Kelly  stories,  but  one  that  Frank 
Banf^roft,  tells  Is  new.  One  day  dur- 
ing the  relprn  of  Kelly's  Killers  In 
Pendleton.  Kel  was  catching  and  porrr 
old  Yank  Robinson  was  at  short,  so 
shaky  from  a  long  spree  that  he  was 
on  the  verge  of  collapse.  Bounder 
after  bounder  went  toward  short,  and 
Robby  kicked  every  one  of  them,  mess- 
ed over  them,  and  gave  the  most  hor- 
rible exhibition  of  fielding  even  3e«n. 
He  made  six  errors  and  was  so  bad 
the  crowd  was  howling.  Then  some 
one  drove  a  fierce  liner  straight  over 
second.  Robby  saw  it.  made  a  short 
run,  leaped,  stuck  out  one  hand,  slid 
on  his  side  across  the  base,  and  speared 
the  ball  -with  one  extended  hand,  roll- 
ing over  and  over,  but  banging  to  the 
ball. 

In  a  flash  Kel's  mask  and  mitt  were 
offand  he  was  raemg  down  through 
the  diamond.  He  grasped  Robb>''s 
hand,  shook  It  again  and  again,  and 
said  loudly:  "Good  boy,  Mr.  Robin- 
son. You  always  could  play  this 
game." 

Piotro  Gladiator  Browning  was  one 
of  the  greatest  characters  that  ever 
broke  into  baseball,  and  his  last  pro- 
fessional engagement  terminated  in  his 
release  for  the  oddest  reason  ever 
assigned.

Ever  since  he  came  prominently  be- 
fore the  public  he  has  been  a  paradox, 
unmistakably,  and  in  following  him, 
watfhing  for  his  next  move,  the  public 
has  taken  the  keenest  sort  of  pleas- 
ure At  all  times  It  has  counted  on 
Oscar  to  add  to  Its  gayety.  Therefore. 
It  is  gleefully  anticipating  a  whole  lot 
of  fun  when  he  begins  the  ticklish  Job 
of  handling  a  batch  of  imported  con- 
tinental grand  opera  singers.  Phleg- 
mantic  men  have  succumbed  to  the 
rigors  of  such  a  Job  ere  now— and  no 
one  who  has  ever  seen  Oscar  in  ac- 
tion on  any  of  the  various  little  stages 
on  which  he  plays  his  comedies  would 
set    him    down    as   phlegmatic. 

From  a  tobacco  factory  i)ench  to  Amer- 
ican impresario  Is  extremity,  indeed.  It 
was  as  a  clgarmaker  that  Oscar  began 
his  career  in  this  country.     That  was  in 
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Itch  cured  in  30  minutes  by  Woolford's 
Sanitary  Lotion.

I  'G3.  when  a  mere  boy,  he  had  just  landed, 
:  having  emigrated  from  Germany. 
;  In  several  months  he  was  earning  good 
wages.  A  little  while  later  he  was  in- 
venting his  first  labor-saving  de\nce  for 
the  cigar  industry.  During  the  first  few 
years  he  patented  numerous  inventions, 
nearly  all  of  which,  with  .some  improve- 
ments, are  in  use  in  cigar  factories  tlic 
world  over.  Chief  among  these  was  a 
device  that  spreads  and  shapes  by  air 
suction  the  tender  tobacco  leaf  without 
tearing  it.  Formerly  this  had  to  be  done 
by  hand,  and  only  the  most  delicate  work- 
manship prevented  the  leaf  from  being 
torn.  "The  money  that  Oscar  made  out  ol 
ills  inventions  put  him  in  possession  of  a 
tobacco  trade  paper,  and  the  profits  from 
both  It  and  his  inventions  enabled  him  to 
embark  in  the  theater-building  business 
and  as  a  manager  on  a  large  scale. 

Several  years  before  he  was  able  to  take 
a  commanding  position  in  the  amusement 
world  Oscar  had  made  his  debut  as  a 
playwright  and  composer.  In  the  late 
r)Cs  he  wrote  the  words  and  music  of 
three  one-act  comedies  for  the  manager 
of  a  German  theater  m  New  York.  His 
success  In  this  line  inspired  him  to  be- 
come himself  a  manager  of  a  German 
theater,  and  a  year  or  two  later  he  leased 
a  playhouse. 

Here  it  was  that  Oscar  experienced 
his  first  theatrical  failure.  He  has 
vividly  described  this  incident  in  his 
life: 

"I  purchased  the  American  rights  of 
"Der  Geschundene  Raubrltter,"  a  farce  on 
knight  errantry  which  had  made  a  furore 
in  Germany.  In  one  of  the  acts  a  knight 
who  is  condemned  to  die  of  starvation 
and  is  Incarcerated  in  a  tower,  begs  for 
food.  My  craze  for  introducing  some 
novel  effect  took  pos.sesslon  of  me  at 
that  early  day.  and  as  the  piece  was  a 
farce  I  thought  it  would  add  to  the  sport 
to  have  food  pelted  at  him  from  one  of 
the  boxes. 

""So  I  gathered  In  a  forlorn  Individual 
from  the  Bowery  and  stationed  him  in  an 
upper  box  with  a  basket  of  oranges, 
bananas  and  carrots.  The  critical  moment 
came,  the  knight  begged  plteously  for 
food.  It  was  time  for  the  bananas, 
oranges  and  carrots— the  produce  of  my 
geniu.s— to  fly.  But  they  didn't.  1 
rushed  up  Into  the  box  and  found  that  the 
forlorn  individual  had  eaten  up  everything 
himself." 

Oscar  has  given  the  American  stage 
many  novel  things  since  the  day  of  this 
failure.  He  was  the  leading  exploiter  of 
living  pictures  on  a  big  scale,  and  when 
people  saw  them  they  gasped.  Not  a  few 
of  the  Parisian  and  Viennese  actresses 
that  also  made  the  country  gasp  a  de- 
cade or  so  ago  were  brought  over  Ijy  him. 
His  was  the  genius  that  gave  New  York 
Its  Koster  &  Bial's  modeled  after  the 
English  music  halls,  and  for  the  location 
of  which  strangers  still  Inquire,  though 
the  playhouse  has  been  leveled  some 
years  now. 

The  theater  which  housed  Koster  & 
Bial'a  was  built  by  Hammersteln.  It  was 
his  first  downtown  enterprise,  and  his 
first  Manhattan  opera  house,  and  his  idea 
was  to  dedicate  th«  place  to  grand  opera. 
If  his  plans  had  gone  right,  Melba.  sup- 
ported by  an  Italian  company,  would  have 
been  heard  there  for  the  first  time  in  this 
country.  But  there  occurred  one  of  those 
numerous  slips  that  have  generally  punc- 
tuated. Oscar's  theatrical  career,  and 
shortly  after  Oscar  tried  grand  opera  on 


his  own  hook  at  popular  prices.  Tts« 
venture  was  a  failure,  and  then  he  gav« 
to  New  York  his  novelty  in  the  shape  of 
a  music  hall  along  English  lines— Koster 
&   Bial's. 

Oscar's  first  attempt  to  obtaia  a  secure 
feotlng  in  the  grand  opera  field  was  mad« 
when  he  was  running  the  Harlem  opera 
house.  He  put  forward  Lili  Lehman, 
among  other  well  known  operatic  stars, 
but  notwithstanding  ail  the  talent  and  the 
extraordinary  publicity  dodges  Oscar 
could  work,  Harlem  did  not  look  with 
favor   upon    the   classic    performances, 

Oscar  had  his  heart  set  on  giving 
grand  opera,  so  he  tried  it  in  English  at 
popular  prices.  "I  brought  out  Caval- 
leria  Rusticana,'  "  he  said,  "but  the  Har- 
lemltes  evidently  thought  that  a  landscape 
compohed  of  rocks  and  goats  was  rustic- 
ana  enough  for  them,  and  I  lost  so  much 
money  on  the  production  that  I  rechris- 
tcned.the  piece   'Cavalleria   Busticana.' " 

Oscar  has  always  a  cheerful  way  ot 
describing  his  experiences,  even  those  that 
have   been  failures. 

Referring  to  his  troubles  with  the  Man- 
hattan opera  house,  which  became  fa- 
mous as  Koster  A  Boal's  after  Mrs.  Ber- 
nard Beere  had  failed  to  make  good  there, 
and  grand  opera  had  done  the  same,  h« 
said: 

"I  may  sum  up  my  connection  with  this 
beautiful  house  by  saying  that  I  began 
with  Bernard  Beere,  continued  with  M^- 
erbeer,   and   ended   with   lager   beer." 

It  is  doubtful  whether  Oscar  him.self 
can  remember  the  numerous  times  he  has 
been  mixed  up  with  the  law  or  Us  repre- 
sentatives. For  the  better  part  of  six 
months  he  was  engaged  in  squabble  after 
squabble  with  the  authorities  about  the 
matter  of  a  license  for  the  Harlem  opera 
house.  In  the  end  he  got  what  he  waa 
after— not  only  the  license,  but  a  lot  of 
advertising,  as  well.  Incidentally,  the 
town  then  learned  lo  smile  at  and  with 
Mr.    Hammersteln. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  In  Harlem, 
while  he  was  busy  losing  several  thousand 
dollars  daily,  Oscar  was  arrested  by  Po- 
lice Captain  Hooker  on  the  charge  of  run- 
ning a  playhouse  without  a  license.  Oscar 
promptly  came  back  with  the  statement 
that  his  arrest  had  resulted  because  the 
captain  had  not  been  furnished  with  com- 
plimentary tickets  to  a  performance  at 
which  Lill  Lehmann  was  to  appear.  The 
doughty  manager  carried  the  fight  before 
the  police  commissioners,  where  he 
proved  his  charges,  with  a  marvelous 
display  of  linguistic  pyrotechnics,  and 
Hooker  came  within  an  ace  of  being  dis- 
missed from  the  force.  He  was  trans- 
ferred   and    heavily    fined. 

Early  in  his  various  clashes  in  and  out 
of  court  Oscar  took  to  writing  open  let- 
ters to  his  opponents.  They  have  prob- 
ably afiforded  as  much  amusement  as  his 
spoken  words.  Oscar  is  the  possessor  of 
a  trenchant  style,  and  hi.s  pen  Is  as  ready 
to  write  wliat  its  mater  thinks  as  his 
tongue   is  to  speak  It. 

The  last  person  to  date  to  receive  one 
of  tliose  epistles— or  rather  a  series  of 
them— is  District  Attorney  Jerome.  The 
latter  had  several  subordinates  looking 
about  for  violations  of  the  theater  safety 
law.  They  stepp;^  into  Oscar's  play- 
ho;i?e,  th^  Victoria,  and  hence  the  epia- 
loiary  vitriol. 

Perhaps  the  circumstance  that  he 
failed  to  get  a  "rise"  out  of  Jerome  is  ro- 
si  onsible  for  the  dearth  of  Hammerstein 
letters  since  then.  Previou.sly  Oscar's 
epistolary  efforts  had  nee\T^iled  to  draw 
replies,  and  he  secured  a  great  deal  of 
inward  satisfaction  in  «#^erving  that  his 
wordy  shots  had  hit.  But  from  Jerome 
he  drew  not  even  a  peep  one  way  or  an- 
other. 0.scar  was  much  grieved  thereat, 
and  so  angered  that  he  went  so  far  as  to 
liireaten  to  make  mincemeat,  or  some- 
ihine  of  ihe  sort,  of  the  district  attorney 
shnuld   be  put   foot   inside   the   Victoria. 

A  smile  and  laugh  provoking  man  In 
many  ways  is  Baron  Oscar  Hammer- 
steln. And  yet  for  all  that  he  Is  an 
amusing  little  cu.ss;  he  is  a  man  of 
wonderfuh  talent  and  ability.  Perhaps 
no  man  now  living  has  recovered  from 
so  many  failures  as  he.  When  his  big 
Olyinbpus  theater  was  taken  away  from 
hlni  in  the  late  Ms,  thereby  causing  him 
the  loss  of  a  million  dollars,  even  his 
best  friends  doubted  that  he  would  rise 
from  so  crushing  a  blow.  But  it  was 
only  a  matter  of  months  before  he  had 
built  his  Victoria,  and  on  the  opening 
night  was  gleefully  receiving  the  plaudits 
of   a  crowded   house  of   admirers. 

This  rapid  recoverj'  is  the  most  spec- 
tacular thing  in  his  whole  career.  Next 
comes  his  feat  of  conceiving  the  plot, 
writing  the  words  and  music  and  design- 
ing the  scenery  of  one-act,  three-scene 
operetta  in  forty-eight  hours.  This  he 
undertook  to  do  on  a  wager.  The  sub- 
ject was  furnished  by  the  other  fellow. 
Oscar  was  locked  in  a  room  and  kept  un- 
der guard  while  accomplishing  the  un- 
paralleled task.  It  has  been  asserted 
that  he  did  not  enter  into  the  contest  for 
advertising  purposes,  but  it  gave  him 
a  gieat  deal  of  publicity  just  the  same, 
and  served,  more  tlian  anything  he  had 
done  up  to  that  time,  to  direct  the  pub- 
lic's attention  to  the  mans  astonishing 
versatility. 

Cigar  manufacturer,  inventor  of  cigar- 
making  and  theatrical  devices,  play- 
wright, composer,  capitalist,  theater 
builder,  theatrical  and  music  hall  mana- 
ger, architect,  publicity  expert,  scenic 
and  costume  designer,  novelty  Introducer, 
architect  of  his  own  theaters  and  for- 
tunes—where is  a  man  more  versatile? 
Now  he  aims  to  become  an  impre.sario  on 
a  grand  scale.  One  of  his  song  birds 
will  be  Melba,  whom  he  vainly  endeavored 
to  .secure  when  he  longed  to  be  an  Im- 
presario on  a  much  smaller  scale. 

DR.    CALDWELL   FOUND   DEAD. 

Des  Moines.  June  10.— Dr.  T.  J.  Cald- 
well, a  millionaire  and  physician  was 
found  dead  in  bed  at  his  hotel  at  Adel 
eaily  today.  Dr.  Caldwell  was  promi- 
nent in  Iowa  politics,  having  represent- 
ed his  county  In  both  the  house  and 
senate  at  different  times.  Death  was 
due  to  old  age.

THE  LAKE  COPPER  MINES 

Calumef  &  Hecia  Starfs  Another  Shaft  on  Superior 

Mine—Victoria's  Stamp  Nearly  Completed— 

Lake  Company's  Shaft  Down  400  Feet. 


Calumet,  Mich.,  June  16.— Work  on 
another  shaft  was  started  at  the  Su- 
perior mine  this  week  by  the  Calu- 
met &  Hecia  Mining  company,  which 
has  an  option  on  the  controlling  in- 
terest. The  new  shaft  Is  located 
2,400  feet  south  of  the  first  shaft, 
whi'.h  le«vts  about  2.400  feet  inter- 
vening  betv.'een   the   site   of   the   new 

shaft  and  the  boundary  line  between 
the  Superior  and  the  Atlantic  Mining 
company's  Section  16.  The  Superior 
carries  the  Baltic  lode  to  a  total 
length  of  6,000  feet,  there  being  1,000 
feet  of  the  formation  on  its  lands  to 
the  northeast  of  the  first  shaft.  As 
the  overburden  of  the  Superior  is 
shallow,  it  is  nbt  expected  that  there 
will  be  any  difficulty  in  starting  the 
new  shaft,  and  sinking  should  pene- 
trate the  ledge  within  a  very  short 
time.  All  the  necessary  machinery 
and  equipment  will  be  provided  at 
once. 

In  No.  1  shaft  sinking  in  the  foot 
wail  section  of  the  lode  has  reached 
a  point  seventy-five  feet  below  the 
third  level.  As  soon  as  an  additional 
depth  of  twenty-five  feet  has  been 
established  and  a  croscut  extended  to 
tap  the  Baltic  lode,  which  is  forty 
feet  distant.

mond drills  on  another  portion  of  its 
property. 

Warren  has  had  some  delay  In  securing 
all  patents  to  the  ground  acquired  by 
purchase  and  otherwise,  but  it  is  stated 
on  good  authority  that  all  patents  have 
been  issued  by  the  land  office  department 
at  Waslilngton,  noiwltlistanding  the 
efforts  of  a  few  individuals  to  delay  and 
obstruct  matters. 

In  the  general  offices  of  the  company  at 
Warren  the  ground  has  already  been 
platted  an*  mapped,  showing  streets,  lets 
and  blocks,  awaiting  the  word  from  the 
president  of  the  company  .to  offer  the  lots 
to  the  public.

One  of  the  men  high  In  official  circles 
of  the  Warren  denies  the  report  that  ore 
has  been  struck,  or  even  any  indication  of 
mineralized  formation.  Notwithstanding 
this  statement,  however,  those  who  think 
they  have  the  "straight  tip"  cling  to  the 
belief  that  mineral  in  a  greater  or  a  less 
degree  has  been  encountered.  Confirma- 
tion on  this  point  can  not  be  obtained 
from  the  company,  however.

BUTTE  MINING  DISTRICT 


Some  of  the  New  Companies  Attaining  Great  Depth 

in  Shaft—Annual  Meetings  of  Reins 

and  Raven  Companies. 


Butte,  Mont.,  June  16.— Some  of  the  new 
companies  operating  In  the  Butte  district 
are  doing  remarkable  work  and  intend  to 
continue  until  the  ore  bodies  they  are 
after  are  opened  up.  On  the  Six  O'clock 
group,  controlled  by  the  Butte  Copper 
Exploration  company,  the  three-compart- 
ment shaft  has  attained  a  depth  of  at)OUt 
635  feet  and  there  is  to  be  no  cessation 
of  the  rapid  work  until  the  1,000-foot 
mark  is  reached,  provided  the  vein  of  the 
Golden  Chief  is  not  encountered  before 
that  point  is  touched.  The  vein  is  one  of 
the  large  ones  traversing  the  group,  and 
should  it  be  lapped,  which  Is  hardly  like- 
ly, progress  for  a  few  feet  might  be 
somewhat  slow  by  reason  of  the  possi- 
bility of  a  heavier  flew  of  water.  At 
present  the  flow  does  not  call  for  much 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  pumps. 

At  the  Bullwhacker  property  sinking 
is  progressing  rapidly,  the  bottom  of  the 
shaft  having  reached  a  depth  of  more 
than  300  feet.  Tliis  is  another  property 
on  v.hich  splendid  work  has  been  done. 

The  Butte  &  Bacorn  company  is  now 
in  shape  to  prosecute  deevlopment  much 
faster  than  heretofore.  This  company. 
however,  is  sinking  three  shafts  and  is 
using  steam  at  each  of  them.  Reports 
from  the  property  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  ground  in  two  of  the  shafts  is  look- 
ing good,  having  all  the  earmarks  of 
mineral  in  commercial  quantities  below.

The  Pol- 
lock is  one  of  the  old  producers  of  the 
northern  section  and  is  in  lien  for  great- 
er production. 

The   3,fe00-foot    crosscut   which    is    to   be 


driven  from  the  l.fOO-foot  level  of  the 
Original  mine  for  the  Davis-Daly  Es- 
tates Mining  company  will  be  one  o^ 
the  greatest  undertakings  in  th,e  develop- 
ment of  the  ore  bodies  In  Butte.  The 
work  will  not  be  begun  until  pumps 
for  handling  the  water  are  available,  for 
it  is  likely  that  some  moisture  will  be 
encountered  when  the  veins  are  intersect- 
ed. Arrangements  for  the  pumps  have 
bee  m.ade  and  they  will  be  delivered  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  cave  of  ground  that  occurred  in 
the  Bertha  claim  about  two  weeks  age 
has  been  caught  up  and  mining  is  again 
in  progress  In  the  vein.  The  cave  ex- 
tended from  the  surface  to  the  drift  from 
the  bottom  ot  the  45-foot  winze  in  the 
tunnel.  The  Bertha  is  located  a  short 
distance  northeast  of  the  Bullwhacker 
and  has  been  yielding  a  large  quantity 
of  commercial  copper  ore  during  the  last 
three  months.

NEW  GOLD  STRIKE  IS  MADE 

Ore  Averaging  $500  a  Ton  Is  Found  at  Phillipsburg, 
Nev. —Mohawk  Development  Still  the 
.      -  Feature  at  Goldfield. 


Goldfield,  Nev.,  June  16.— For  days 
th»  re  has  been  a  genuine  rush  on  for 
the  new  camp  of  Phillipsburg,  fourteen 
milts  northwesterly  from  here.  Ail  the 
livery  rigs,  automobiles  and  private 
conveyances  in  town  have  been  pressed 
into  service,  and  returning  pilgrims  re- 
port that  the  country  is  being  staked 
for  miles  around  the  point  of  the  or- 
iginal discovery,  which  has  been  incor- 
porated as  the  Goldfield  Copperopolis 
con.pany.  While  the  company  has  re- 
served that  portion  of  the  gremnd  in 
which  the  first  strike  was  made,  eight 
leases  have  been  given  to  Goldfieltl  men 
on  other  parts  of  the  ground,  Harry 
irtimler,  the  discoverer  of  Goldfield, 
getting  the  first  one.  The  camp  is  only 
five  miles  from  the  line  of  the  Tonopah 
railro.ad.  Tiie  ore  in  the  main  vein, 
which  is  reported  to  be  seven  feet  wide, 
does  not  show  copper  values,  as  at  first 
rei>orted.  The  ore  carries  one  part  of 
goid  to  two  of  silver,  and  the  rock  be- 
liig  sacked  is  counted  upon  to  average 
|500  a  ton.  The  nev;  district  is  expected 
to  prove  an  important  one. 

Here  at  Goldfield  the  sensation  of  the 
hour  continues  to  be  the  phenomenal 
development  of  the  Mohawk.  On  the 
150-foot  level  the  vein  has  teen  opened 
up  for  a  width  of  nearly  1(X)  feet,  and 
there  is  no  decre-ase  in  the  values,  the 
120  to  140  tons  of  ore  a  day  that  is  be- 
ing taken  out  averaging  $110  a  ton  in 
gold.  The  Great  Bend  is  also  giving  a 
gfod  account  of  itself,  as  is  the  Red 
Top  and  several  other  mines  of  the 
district. 

In  the  country  to  the  north  Round 
Mountain  is  forging  to  the  front  at  such 
a  pace  that  Manhattan  has  been  com- 
pelled, temporarily  at  least,  to  take  a 
back  seat.  Sensational  developments 
ar.d  daily  strikes  are  reported  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  early  discoveries,  and 
for  past  ten  days  the  road  to  camp  has 
been  kept  hot  by  mining  men  from  all 
parts  e  f  the  country.  The  town  of  Gor- 
don is  building  up  rapidly,  and  it  is 
announced  that  water  will  be  piped  In 
during  the  next  week  or  two.  Fully 
IOC'  m.en  went  in  from  Manhattan  dur- 
ing the  week,  and  the  report  is  that 
every  one  of  them  Immediately  found 
work  in  the  mines. 

Manhattan  is  steadying  dov.n,  and 
the  mines  of  the  district  are  demon- 
strating their  worth.  It  Is  now  conced- 
ed that  Manhattan  is  not  gc>ing  to  be 
famous  as  a  high  grade  camp.  Rather, 
development  is  proving  that  the  veins 
will  carry  hc-avy  tonnages  of  fine  mill- 


ing ore,  ore  having  an  average  value  of 
$20  to  $5'  a  ton. 

News  from  Falrview  is  to  the  effect 
that  there  is  excitement  there  over 
discoveries  at  Camp  Wonder,  about 
seventeen  miles  northeasterly  from 
Fairview.  Ore  carrying  high  values  I'n 
gold  and  silver,  with  some  copper,  have 
been  brought  into  the  latter  camp,  and 
"all  hands  and  the  cook"  have  pulled 
out  for  the  diggings.  The  district  has 
been  attrajctlng  attention  fe)r  several 
weeks,  and  the  neports  now  coming  in 
indicate  that  several  ledges  are  showing 
fine  shipping  ore,  worth  from  $120  to 
j  $60C  a  ton.

MAGNETITE  CAN  BE  SMELTED 

Experiments  Recently  Conducted  at  the  Canadian  Soo 

Were  Successful—Cost  of  Production  of 

Pig  Iron  by  Electric  Process.

LAKE  SUPERIOR^ IRON  RANGES 

New  Mininy  District  Located  North  of  Village  of  Iron  River- 
Mineral  Mining  Company  Responsible  for  the  Dis- 
covery — Lamont  Mine  Near  Its  End. 


Iron  Mountain,  Mich.,  June  16.— 
(Special  to  The  Herald.)— The  fact  is 
only  now  becoming  public  that  in  con- 
sequence of  discoveries  in  diamond 
drill  exploration  conducted  in  the  field 
directly  north  of  the  village  of  Iron 
River,  in  the  western  portion  of  Ircm 
county,  a  new  mining  district  has  bein 
located  which  gives  promise  of  rivaling 
the  Stambaugh  valley,  to  the  south- 
cast,  as  an  Important  source  of  ore 
supply.  It  Is  in  the  Stambaugh  field 
that  all  the  operating  mines  ot  the 
Iron  River  district,  so-called,  are  sritu- 
ated.  and  the  deposits  now  being  devel- 
oped there  are  of  very  large  extent, 
notably  the  ore  bodies  at  Pickands, 
Mather  &  Co.'s  Caspian  prc.perty,  yet 
the  claim  is  made  that  if  the  future 
developments  in  the  valley  north  of 
Iron  Rivtr  continue  on  the  par  estab- 
lished by  the  showing  thus  far  dis- 
closed In  the  territetry  the  new  district 
will  become  a  strong  candidate  for 
Menominee   rangs  honors. 

News  of  the  ore  discoveries  has  been 
withheld,  the  intt-rest  chiefly  concerned 
taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
to  add  m.aterially  to  its  acreage,  but 
lecently  the  dissemination  of  inform- 
ation relative  to  the  district  has  oc- 
casioned a  rush  for  holdings  In  the 
mineralized  zone  and  lands  have  been 
taken  over  under  option  as  far  dis- 
tant as  the  vicinity  of  Atkinson,  on 
the  Paint  river,  ten  miles  to  the  north. 
The  ore  formation  seems  to  follow  a 
big  ravine  that  closely  resembles  the 
old  be-d  of  a  river.  This  ravine,  it  is 
believed,  outlines  a  draw  in  the  for- 
mation; and  the  experience  through- 
out the  Iron  River — Stambaugh  county 
has  been  that  ore  deposits  are  to  be 
looked  for  when  this  geological  feature 
is  noted.

Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich.,  June  16.— 
(Special  to  the  He-^'-.)— That  magne- 
tite, which  is  the  chief  ere  of  Canada, 
can  be  as  economically  smelted  by  the 
electro-thermic  process  as  hematite 
ores  of  high  sulphur  content,  not  con- 
taining manganese  can  be  made  Into 
pig  iron  containing  only  a  few  thous- 
andths of  one  per  cent,  of  sulphur,  is 
held  by  Dr.  Haanel,  superintendent  of 
mines,  to  have  been  demonstrated  I'y 
the  experiments  .  conducted  recently 
under  government  auspices  at  the 
Canadian  Soo.  A  preliminary  report 
prepared  by  Dr.  Haanel  shows  that 
the  silicon  content  can  be  varied  as 
required  for  the  class  of  pig  to  be  pro- 
duced; charcoal,  which  can  be  cheap- 
ly produced  from  mill  refuse  or  wood 
which  could  not  be  otherwise  be  utiliz- 
ed, can  be  substituted  for  coke  as  a 
reducing  agent  without  being  briquet- 
ted  with  the  ore;  and  a  ferro-nickel  pig 
can  be  produced  practically  free  from 
sulphur  and  a  fine  quality,  from  roast- 
ed nickeliferous  pyrrhotite.  The  ex- 
perminet  made  with  a  titaniferous  ore 
containing  17.82  per  cent,  of  titanic  acid 
Is  declared  to  permt  the  conclusion 
that  titaniferous  ores  up  to  perhaps 
five  per  cent,  titanic  acid,  can  be  suc- 
cessfully treated  by  the  electro  process. 

The  report  gives  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion per  ton  of  pig  iron  by  the  electric 
process  at  $10.69,  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  a  10,000  horse  power  plant  pro- 
ducing 120  tons  of  pig  iron  per  day  of 
J24  hours  as  $700,000.  Probably  the 
the  largest  unit  which  at  present  can 
be  constructed  on  the  model  of  the  ex- 
perimental furnace.  Dr.  Haanel  states, 
iwill  not  exceed  1,500  horse  power.  The 
j  construction  of  the  furnace  would 
I  therefore  be  required  to  be  modified 
ito  provide  for  the  collection  and  utiliza- 
Itlon  of  the  carbon  monoxide  produced 
iby  the  reduction  of  the  ore.  The  latter 
'also  involves  the  production  of  the 
I  charcoal  for  a  charge  from  combus- 
tion .on  the  top  of  a  furnace. 

The  greater  capacity,  which  insures 
less  loss  of  heat  by  radiation,  and  mod- 
ification of  the  furnace  to  permit  of  the 
utilization  of  the  carbort  monoxide  will 
materially  Increase  the  output  beyond 
that  ascertained  by  the  experimental 
furnace.  Dr.  Haanel  says:  The  ex- 
periments indicated  that  under  normal 
conditions  about  11.5  tons  were  produc- 
ed by  an  expenditure  of  1,000  E.  H.  P. 
days.  Dr.  Haanel  also  expresses  the 
opinion  that  "on  account  of  the  Value 
'of  the  product  the  smelting  of  roasted 
!  nickeliferous  pyrrhotite  by  the  electro- 
thermic  process  as  carried  out  by  -the 


government  experimental  plaint  admits 
of  immediate  con.mercial  application 
without  other  modification  of  the  fur- 
nace than  increase  of  its  capacity." 

The  fact  that  it  has  been  demon- 
strated that  titaniferous  ores  con- 
taining up  to  5  per  cent  titanic  acid 
can  be  economically  and  successfully 
treated  by  the  electrical  method  is  not 
only  of  great  importance  to  ('anada, 
but  to  Minnesota  as  well.  Aside  from 
the  Mesaba  and  Vermilion  iron  ranges, 
both  of  which  are  located  entirely, 
within  the  Gopher  commonwealth, 
there  is  another  Minnesota  range  that 
is  rich  in  iron,  but  cursed  with  a  trace 
of  titanic  acid  in  every  deposit.  The 
chemists  know  all  about  titanium,  as 
far  as  the  metal  and  its  compounds 
are  concerned,  but  what  the  iron  men 
want  to  know — and  what  the  chemists 
cannot  explain— is  why  a  mere  trace 
of  titanium  is  a  hoodoo  to  iron.  Ore 
containing  titanium  will  make  just  as 
good  iron  for  practically  every  pur- 
pose as  If  there  were  none  of  the  ele* 
mcnt  there,  but  the  iron  founder 
throws  up  both  hands  In  its  presence. 
An  iron  ore  containing  titanium  «e- 
qulres  about  50  per  cent  more  fuel  to 
smelt,  in  blast  furnace  practice,  than 
if  the  obnoxious  element  were  miss- 
ing. The  percentage  of  the  element 
seems  of  little  importance.  A  grain 
of  arsenic  will  embitter  ten  thou.sand 
times  its  own  bulk  of  water,  and 
titanium  seems  to  be  equally  effective 
with  iron  ore. 

No  end  of  experimenting  has  been 
done  with  this  ore,  and  while  it  has 
been  considered  that  eventually  the 
scientist  would  conquer  In  the  fight— 
for  all  treasures  ef  nature's  store- 
house must  finally  come  under  man's 
domlnion-the  problem  has  all  along 
apparantently  been  as  far  from  solu- 
tion as  when  first  approached  by  the 
unsuspecting  founder  and  the  over- 
confident metallurgi.st.  John  T. 
Jones  of  Iron  Mountain,  Menominee 
range,  whose  life  has  been  spent  in 
foundries?,  mines  and  drills,  and  who 
is  noted  for  original  and  effective  re- 
search and  methods,  has  conduct td 
many  experiments  with  tiitanlc  ore  In 
the  foundry  mixture,  but  notwithstand- 
ing this  the  extra  50  per  cent  of  fuel 
was  required  to  bring  the  ore  to  the 
smelting  point.  In  his  last  effort  with 
this  most  refractory  of  raw  materiaJj^ 
but  a  single  barrowful  of  iron  ore 
talnte-d  with  titanium  was  dumped  Into 
the  furnace,  and  that  was  thrown  on 
lop  of  the  charge.  Inasmuch  as  the 
charge  required  as  much  fuel  to  smelt 
as  any  of  Its  predeces.sors.  containing 
even  one-half  titanic  ore,  Mr.  Jones 
dropped  the  experiment. 


NEVADA  STOCK  SITUATION 

Slump  Which  Followed  San  Francisco  Disaster  Creat- 
ing No  Consternation—Large  Capitalists 
Are  Buying  at  the  Decline.

Goldfield,  Nev.,  June  16.— There  is  a 
certain  humor  in  the  stock  situation 
here  these  days.  The  slump  in  mining 
stocks  which  followed  the  San  Francis- 
co disaster  is  creating  no  consternation. 
In  fact,  it  seems  to  have  caused  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  joy  which  bubbles  up 
in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of  the  joyous 
ones  to  keep  a  sober  and  mournful 
mien.  They  are  going  about  with  eyes 
aMght  and  flnger»6n  their  lips,  and 
buying,  buying,  buying.  Among  those 
that  have  thus  swallowed  huge  blocks 
are  such  men  as  John  Cook,  the  bank- 
er, Frank  Golden,  president  of  the  Nye 
&  Ormsby  County  bank,  L.  M.  Sulli- 
van, of  the  L.  M.  Sullivan  Trust  com- 
pany; and  Dr.  Ward,  brother-in-law  of 
steel  magnate  Schwab,  here  on  a  visit 
a  few  days  ago. 

A  great  part  of  that  buying  is  of 
Manhattan  stocks,  which  suffered  most 
from  the  effects  of  the  earthquake 
shock.  The  searching  of  the  reasons 
for  the  depreciation  In  Manhattans 
make  a  rather  interesting  little  disser- 
atlon   in  economies. 

In  the  first  place,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered tht  Manhattan  Is  a  young  camp, 
even  in  this  region  of  baby  metropo- 


lises. Roughly  speaking,  Tonopah  tfl 
five  years  old,  Goldfield,  two  and  a 
half,  while  Manhattan  counts  only  six 
months. 

Now  enters  Mr.  San  Francisco  In- 
vestor in  the  problem.  When,  five 
years  ago.  Tonopah  sprang  up  full- 
fledged  and  panoplied  in  her  golden 
armor,  Mr.  San  Francisco  Inventor  was 
in  a  skeptical  mood.  Even  with  tho 
gccds  under  his  eyes,  he  shook  his 
head  and  smiled  a  gentle,  sad  smile. 
He  passed  up  Tonopah,  and  it  was  the 
East  that  got  in  on  the  good  thing. 
Two  years  and  a  half  afterwards  came 
the  great  Goldfield  strikes.  Again  the 
excitement  found  Mr.  San  Francisco, 
blase  and  Indifferent,  and  again  the 
East  jumped  in  and  took  the  gold  right 
from  under  his  nose.

Another  departure  this  year  is  In  the 
choice  of  flowers  that  the  bridesmaids 
carry.  For  instead  of  selecting  blos- 
soms that  are  of  different  varieties 
from  the  ones  worn  by  the  bride.  It  is 
correct  now  to  have  at  least  part  of  the 
blooms  correspond  in  color  as  well  as  in 
kind  to  those  used  In  the  bridal  bou- 
quet.

Coats  on  the  Empire  and  box  modes 
should  be  chosen  in  preference  to  those 
of  severely  tailored  style,  while  half 
and  three  quartered  leiigths  will  b© 
better  than  either  the  very  short,  or 
the  full  length. 

Coming  to  the  short,  thin  girl.  It  Is 
not  only  necessary  to  give  her  breadth, 
but  I  suggest  height  as  v.ell.  As  a 
means  her  frocks  must  le  as  long  as 
comfort  v.ill  allow;  an  inch  off  the  bot- 
tom of  the  skirt  will  detract  two 
inches,  apparently,  from  the  height 
of  the  wearer,  and  the  trimming.  If 
any.  must  be  vertical.  Supposing  the 
skirt  trinmiing  covers  all  seams,  it  will 
be  better  to  have  the  strappings  start 
from  just  below  the  hips,  giving  the 
latter  all  the  prominence  possible,  yet 
suggesting  length  at  the  same  time  by 
the  long  lines.

That  section  of  society 
which  winters  at  Aiken  and  summers  In 
easy  reach  of  Meadowbrook  and  Ccdar- 
hurst.  they  are  the  most  enthusiastic 
cross-saddle  riders;  and  on  their  regular 
and  periodical  visits  to  the  bunting  cen- 
t»-rs  of  England  and  Ireland  the  cross 
saddle  and  the  divided  skirt  are  so  lo- 
tegroi  part  of  the  equipment. 

Physicians  nnqnalifiedly  indorse  the 
cross  saddle  as  both  more  healthful,  less 
turmfuU   and    far    less   liable  to  accident 
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than  the  old-time  side  saddle;  and  all  of 
the  youngsters  today  who  arc  being 
taught  to  ride  are  following  this  much 
more  sensible  style. 

Those  skirts  are  so  fashioned  that  when 
one  Is  on  the  ground  there  is  very  little, 
If  Indeed  any,  perceptible  difTertnce  l>e- 
tween  the  "Stride"  skirt— as  they  term 
It— and  the  usual  short  walking  skirt. 
A  smart  little  coat,  usually  of  the  semi- 
fitted  order,  and  with  a  velvet  collar  and 
cuff  to  lessi-n  the  severity,  completes  the 
costume.

Description     of     Illustra- 
tions. 

A    TTPe    of    the    Outdoor    Girl. 

The  breeey,  wholesome  outdoor  glri 
dresses  the  part  today  to  perfection.  Her 
blouse  Is  full  and  plain,  lacking  alto- 
gether the  frills  and  fusslness  wherewith 
she  dignifies  her  more  formal  toilettes. 
Skirts  clear  the  ground  comfortably;  shoes 
have  a  trig  heel  and  a  well  arched  instep 
to  support  the  natural  arch  of  the  foot, 
and  the  hair  is  encased  In  one  of  those 
Invisible  hair  net*  that  defy  detection— in 
all  but  their  results.  The  new  season's 
shlrtwaisjs  conform  strictly  to  the  plain 
and  severe  tailor-made  styles.  The  backs 
are  more  usually  finished  with  a  sblrt- 
maker's  yoke,  the  better  to  stand  the 
strain  which  a  free  use  of  the  arms  and 
shoulders  Inevitably  brings  upon  the  back 
of  the  blouse.  The  fronts  are  deeply 
tucked   to  the  shoulder  seam,   bringing  a 


fnlness  of  material  where  it  Is  needed, 
over  the  chest.  In  order  to  diminish  the 
bulk  at  the  waistline  the  material  Is  laid 
In  deep  pleats  close  to  either  side  of  the 
front  fastpnlng,  and  then  uit  rway  be- 
neath, the  seam  resulting  being  "bagged" 
after  the  French  fashion.  The  shaped 
belt  Is  one  of  those  clever  suggestions  that 
lengthen  and,  apparently  at  any  rate, 
make  the  waistline  more  rounded  and 
slender.  Like  so  many  of  the  season's 
successful  ccintures  this  one  fastens  In 
the  back. 

The  high  stock,  with  Its  smart  iscot  or 
four-ln-band  tie.  Is  returning  to  marked 
favor.  In  Its  later  appearances  It  Is 
worn  unstarched,  hut  made  of  piques, 
mjWras,  or  some  one  or  another  of  the 
cotton  shirtings  with  sufficient  l>ody  to 
maintain  the  shape  without  undue  wrink- 
ling. It  is  far  cooler  and  ^ora  comfort- 
able done  up  in  this  unstlffened  style. 

The  'Stride  Rldlnv  Hahlt. 

The  fashion  of  cross-saddle  riding  Is  one 
thnt  the  American  girl  can  well  lay  claim 
to  Introducing  abroad.  At  the  hunts  at 
Pan.  Dtnard  and  other  resorts  In  the 
South  of  France,  to  say  nothing  of  those 
centering  around  .Melton  Mowbray,  In 
England,  and  the  Curragh  Camp,  in  Ire- 
land, the  American  girl  has  always  been 
In  the  very  first  flight,  has  met  with  fewer 
accidents  and  has  had  more  fun  generally 
than  her  French  and  British  cousins,  who 
follow  the  older  custom  of  the  side  sad- 
dle. At  first  there  was  considerable  preju- 
dice against  the  cross  saddle,  but  It  has 
steadily  gained  ground  on  both  sides  of 
the  Atlantic,  and  nowadays  all  the  Ju- 
veniles are  taught  to   follow   this  style. 

The  very  cleverly  designed  habits  suit- 
ed for  this  recent  style,  too,  have  con- 
tributed In  no  little  measure  to  its  suc- 
cess. A  charming  Illustration  is  that  pic- 
tured, wherein  a  skirt  designed  exclu- 
sively for  cross-saddle  riding  is  shown. 
The  clever  part  Is  thnt  It  Is  in  no  wise  a 
bloomer  or  divided  skirt  when  the  wearer 
is  on  the  ground,  the  front  breadth,  or 
oprou,  to  speak  by  the  book,  fastening 
over  with  a  row  of  self-covered  buttons, 
that  add  much  to  the  smart  effect.  The 
coat  Is  one  of  those  fitted  back  and  side 
designs,  the  fronts  furnished  with  a  single 
dart  either  side  of  the  fly  fastening,  the 
dart  running  up  to  the  shoulder  seams. 
A  brown  velvet  collar  lendr  softening 
touch  to  the  tan  griffonette  c.'oth,  the 
plain  coat  sleeve  being  a  trifle  full  at  the 
top  to  accord  the  better  with  present 
styles.  The  hat  Is  the  trlcome,  done  In 
straw,  a  shape  that  has  almost  entirely 
replaced  the  derby,  which  was  formerly 
the  only  correct  headgear  for  equestri- 
ennes,   but   which   proved   far  too   trying 


for  the  many  to  remain  a  popular  favorite. 

The  Bathlnv  Girl  1006  Appearance. 

Gray  Las  crept  Into  the  bathing  field 
as  we  nay  use  this  term)  as  well  as  Into 
the  street  and  dress  wear  of  womankind, 
and  lustrous  grny  molialr  trimmed  with 
white  or  bright  colors  will  grace  many 
of  the  fashionable  beaches  this  Bnmmer. 
The  gored  or  pleated  skirt  Is  replacing 
the  circular  skirt  In  batbiiig  suits,  as  the 
former  hold  their  shape  oetter  and  give 
better  lines  to  the  uncorseted  figure.

The  hand-made  sweater 
has  a  smoothness  and  an  elasticity,  a  bet- 
ter fit  and  snugness  without  tightness 
which  the  machine-made  article,  l>e  It  ever 
BO  well  manufactured,  can  never  hope  to 
possess,  added  to  which  It  Is  easy  to  tell 
at  the  very  tlrst  glance  whether  the 
sweater  Is  the  product  of  nimble  fingers 
and  knitting  needles,  or  whether  It  is 
merely  a  machine  production,  turned  out 
by  the  hundred.  Tbe  fancy  work  and 
knitting  books  are  rich  In  designs  and  pat- 
terns for  sweaters  this  year,  and  the  in- 
structions are  so  clearly  given  that  even 
a  novice  with  the  needles  can  hardly  fall 
to  accomplish  tbe  desired  result.  The 
stitch  must  not  be  too  loose  nor  yet  too 
tight,  as  either  extreme  Is  lacking  In  that 
elasticity  which  should  characterize  a 
knitted  piece.  The  coat  shape  has  made 
quite  a  furore  for  itself  In  smart  circles, 
and  certainly  It  has  much  to  commend  It 
over  the  blouse  shape.  For  outdoor  and 
athletic  use  one  can  make  it  take  the 
place  of  a  coat,  and  being  delightfully 
elastic,  It  will  yield  to  every  motion  of  the 
body  Id  golf,  tennis,  rowing,  fencing  or 
what  not. 

Some  smart  girls  are  making  theirs  with 
a  high  collar  that  will  turn  up  to  the 
throat,  this  to  be  rolled  back  In  little 
revers  when  It  Is  not  desired  to  cover  the 
neck.

For  cer- 
tain forms  of  dyspepsia  the  pnre  virgin 
olive  oil  Is  considered  a  specific  by  Italinn 
physicians,  the  dose  being  a  teaspoonfal 
before  meals  and  a  tahlespoonful  after- 
wards. Where  the  body  Is  unduly  thin 
nnd  the  body  weight  below  the  normal  a 
course  of  olive  oil.  taken  before,  during 
auJ  after  each  meal  In  small  split  doses 
has  been  found  to  work  wonders.  While 
for  the  girl  who  la  ambitious  to  have  a 
perfectly  rounded  neck  and  throat,  fill  ip 
those  "salt  cellars"  in  the  shouldem. 
louud  out  and  plump  the  arms  and  hands, 
nightly  Inunctions  of  olive  oil,  taken  after 
a  quick,  warm  sponging,  will  bring  about 
nil  the  plumpness  that  she  so  luucb  de- 
sires. 

In  the  kitchen,  too,  olive  oil  will  prove 
far  better  than  lard  for  frying  purposes, 
in  tbe  Bummerthne,  when  the  kitchen  fire 
is  dispensed  with,  chops,  steak,  rechauffes 
and  such  fried  Iu  olive  oil  will  not  prove 
grcusy,  nnd  will  have  a  far  more  delicate 
llavor  than  If  cooked  In  lard  or  cottolene. 
The  oil  can  be  used  time  and  again,  a 
slice  of  raw  potato  thrown  luto  the  hot 
oil  jibsorbing  every  flavor;  or  a  thick 
crust  of  stale  bread  will  do  fully  as  well, 
so  that  the  oil  Is  read.v  for  tbe  next  lime 
without  biluifing  to  mlud  the  udors  of 
many  dinners  ccvtked  In  the  heretofore. 

Summer  curluius  ond  draperies  may  be 
j  made  fully  tlrepruof  by  dipping  In  • 
btruug  solution  of  alum.  Put  the  alum 
in  the  puii  or  washlub,  according'  to  the 
tilze  and  number  of  pieces  tu  be  fire- 
proof ed;  pour  ou  boiling  water  Just  sulll- 
cieut  to  dissolve  the  alum  and  let  it  get 
cold.  If  there  Is  any  sediment  of  aluin 
at  the  bottom,  add  some  more  hot  water^ 
Just  what  you  think  will  be  sutScicnt  to 
dissolve  tne  remuiniug  crystals.  Wash 
tbe  draperies  In  the  usual  way,  blue  them 
where  necessary,  and  then  rinse  them  well 
through  the  alum  water  for  the  final 
process.  If  they  are  to  be  dampened  and 
Ironed,  use  the  alum  water  to  sprinkle. 
Curtains  and  hangings  prepared  In  this 
way  will  not  take  fire  readily.  Itathcr 
will  the  cotton  fiber  smoke  In  a  gaa  or 
candle  dame  and  singe  slowly,  the  smell 
of  burning  fabric  Iu  the  meuuttme  de- 
claring iiiielf  sirungly  and  givlug  notice 
of  the  danger.

DRAMATISTHRS  CHANCE 

Spring  the  Time  to  Produce  Plays— Theaters  and 

Actors  Both  Cheap  Now  —  Second-hand 

Scenery  for  Storage. 


New  York,  June  16.— If  you  have  written 
a  play  that  no  manager  will  accept  and 
have  confidence  in  your  own  talents,  to- 
gether with  a  few  hundred  dollars,  there 
is  no  reason  why  you  shouldn't  take  a 
little  theatrical  flier  and  j^oduce  your 
play  on  vour  own  account. 

Broadway  theaters  come  cheap  at  this 
season  of  the  year,  actors  can  be  had  for 
low  salaries,  there  Is  plenty  of  scenery 
rotting  away  in  storehouses  available 
to  the  first  man  who  will  pay  the  charges 
that  have  accumulated— and.  behold,  the 
unacted  playwright  can  get  a  hearing  in 
New  York  Several  have  tried  it  this 
spring  as  they  do  nearly  every  spring, 
and  though  such  productions  seldom  cause 
a  ripple  along  Broadway,  they  satisfy 
the  cravings  of  unknown  authors  to  see 
their  plays  acted. 

In  nearly  every  case  the  productions 
have  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  regular 
managers  In  rejecting  these  delicate  flow- 
ers of  fancy,  but  your  enthusiastic  author 
will  always  find  excuses  for  his  failures. 
If  nothing  else  can  be  thought  of  as  an 
excuse  for  faiiure,  Aa  can  always  exclaim 

^'•^'Ah^ifs  th*  sytidlcate  trying  to  crush 
out  all  opposition.  How  can  one  man 
buck  against  the  big  managers.  My  play 
would  have  been  ft  great  success  if— 

However,  the  great  Joy  of  the  unacted 
dramatist  is  in  getting  acted,  and  the 
fact  remains  that  In  the  sprmgtime  is  the 
happy    buddin*   season     for     new     play- 

^^The   averaige   manager   of   a   theater   is 


quite  ready  to  close  his  house  bv  May  1. 
His  regular  season  is  over,  his  rent  for 
the  year  is  presumably  paid,  and  he  is 
unwilling  to  risk  his  own  money  on  new 
,  productions  after  that  date.  Here  Is  the 
great  opportunity  of  the  unacted  drama- 
tist. 

"It  costs  you  almost  nothing  to  run 
your  theater,"  he  tells  the  manager.  "Cut 
down  the  orchestra  by  half,  let  me  pro- 
duce my  play  with  simple  scenery  that 
requires  only  a  few  stage  hands  and  your 
expenses  will  be  much  less  than  at  any 
time   during   the  winter. 

-It  Isn't  fair  of  you  to  charge  me 
with  rent,  for  your  annual  rent  Is  sup- 
posed to  be  paid  by  this  seasoa  of  the 
year,  and,  l>esides,  if  you  don't  let  me 
have  your  theater  it  would  be  closed 
anyhow,  and  you  would  get  nothing  from 
it.  On  the  other  hand,  if  you  will  do 
this  for  me  and  my  play  makes  a  hit,  I 
will   give  you  an  option   on  It   for   next

*^The  manager  of  the  theater  suggested 
that  I  engage  one  who  could  also  look 
after  the  press  work,  that  is,  write 
advance  notices,  send  out  paragraphs 
and  incite  public  Interest  In  my  play. 
I  found  such  a  man.  In  fact.  Broad- 
way seemed  full  of  them  the  moment 
I  let  It  be  Jtnown  that  I  was  looking 
for  a  manager,  and  soon  Items  began 
to  appear  In  the  papers  about  the  new 
play  about  Miss  Hermione  Hazelton, 
the  leading  lady,  etc.,  and  her  wonder- 
ful adventures  In  Central  park  while 
driving,   etc.      I   pald   my   manager  $75 


a  week,  which  brought  my  salary  list 
up    to   $583. 

••The  furniture  and  properties  for  the 
new  play  were  borrowed  by  the  prop- 
erty man,  passes  being  given  in  ex- 
change for  the  courtesy.  As  the  play 
was  a  modern  comedy,  the  play^-rs  had 
to  furnish  their  own  costumes,  so  I 
had  no  extra  expense  of  that  nature 
whatever.  In  fact,  I  had  carefully  con- 
trived my  play  so  that  it  could  be 
easily  and  cheaply   produced. 

"My  total  expenses  before  the  curtain 
went  up  were:  Scenery,  $400;  extra  ad- 
vertising, $1«3;  one  week's  salary  of 
my  manager  In  advance,  $75;  printing, 
for  three-sheet  billboards  only,  $12;  type 
writing.  $22;  electric  light  bills  at  re- 
hearsal. $11,  and  pay  of  .stage  hands  at 
dress   rehearsal,  $38.       Total,  $721. 

•In  addition  to  this  actual  outlay  of 
cash,  I  had  to  furnish  a  bond  to  guar- 
antee the  theater  Its  $1,000  a  week,  for 
three  weeks,  but  I  was  able  to  do  that 
without  putting  up  the  actual  cash. 

••The  receipts  of  the  first  night  were 
$307.  The  critics  had  lots  of  fun  with 
the  play,  many  of  tnem  roasting  It, 
but  a  few  of  th^m  praising  the  actors. 
The  second  night  we  had  $270  in  the 
house,  and  I  was  heartbroken. 

"But  the  third  night  was  cool  and 
we  had  $341,  with  a  midweek  matinee 
of  $190,  so  that  on  half  the  week  we  had 
$1,108,  with  the  certainty  that  the  Satur- 
day night's  receipts  would  be  bigger 
than  any  otner  night.  This  Indicated  a 
profit  for  all  concerned  and  we  were 
Jubilant. 

"The  week's  receipts  were  actually 
$2  3tJ4.75.  which  gave  me  as  my  share. 
$1 182  37.  There  were  some  extra  bills 
tliat  week  for  Incidentals,  calcium 
lights,  advertising,  etc.,  so  that  my 
exepenses  footed  up  to  over  $/25  but 
even  at  that  I  had  cleared  a  profit  of 
$477    on  the  first  week. 

"I  thought  I  was  surely  on  the  road 
to  becoming  a  millionaire,  and  I  In- 
stantly figured  up  that  a  5  per  cent 
royalty  on  the  week's  receipts  would 
amount  to  $118.22,  so  I  determined,  as 
manager,  to  p^y  myself  the  royalty  and 
keep  my  managerial  account  separate 
from  my  accounts  as  author.  This 
reduced  my  profit  as  manager  to  only 
$359  25;    but    1    was  happy. 

"The  second  week  we  encountered  a 
pell  of  warm  weatner.  and  the  week's 
receipts  dropped  to  $1,763.  This  gavs 
me  only  $881.50  as  my  share,  hut  as  my 
expenses  were  less  than  the  first  week 
I  cleared   a  profit  of  $218.  ,  ,     ^  ^ 

"To  offset  this,  however,  I  had  to  pay 
the  theater  a  deficit  of  $118.50  due  on  ac- 
count of  my  guarantee,  so  that  I  had  only 
an  apparent  profit  of  $99.50.  If  I  had  paid 
myself  my  royalty  as  author  I  would 
have  wiped  out  this  profit,  almost,  so  I 
determined  to  pool  my  fortunes  as  man- 
ager and  as  author,   and  restored  to  my

by  the  incident,  he  sat  down  and  wr-te 
an  account  of  it.  and  though  badly 
bruised  himself,  paying  no  attention 
whatever  to  the  threaLs  of  vlolcnc^i 
made  by  some  of  those  responsible  for 
the  wreck. 

For  years  he  has  had  the  confidence 
of  Andrew  Carnegie,  and  once  was  paid 
$5,0Wi  by  him  for  a  verbal  opinion,  givt  n 
In  a  five-minute  visit  to  the  steel  man 
In  Pittsburg.  The  fee  wouldn't  ha\e 
been  so  large,  probably,  had  Dill  not 
had  to  travel  all  the  way  from  New 
York  In  a  special  train,  which  left  after 
9  p.  m..  and  be  on  the  return  journey 
all  next  day  in  order  to  fill  an  engage- 
ment in  the  evening. 

Dill's  greatest  hobby,  long-distance 
automobiling  through  little  known 
England  regions,  has  iieen  widely  ex- 
ploited. In  New  Jersey— he  has  lived 
for  twenty  years  in  East  Orange — he 
is  known  as  a  scorcher.  He  was  once 
arrested  for  fast  driving  in  Montclair 
and  fined.  After  tiie  trial  he  asked  the 
Chief  of  Police  to  take  a  spin  with 
him  and  drove  down  the  main  street 
of  the  town  at  a  forty-mile  clip  with 
the  chief  In  the  car.  The  chief  prompt- 
ly iir rested  Dill  ag;xin,and  he  was  again 
fined.  He  threatened  to  appeal,  but 
didn't.  Neither,  since  then,  has  he  ever 
driven  beyond  the  legal  speed  limit  In 
Montclair. 

His  acceptance  of  the  Jersey  Judge- 
slilp  was  rather  spectacular,  too.  His 
practice  is  supp<33ed  to  be  worth  about 
jaW'OOO  a  year,  uhile  his  salary  as 
judge  is  only  J3.000.  It  was  ttgur^d  out 
that  in  taking  the  job  he  had  sacrificed 
99  per  cent,  of  his  income,  and  this  was 
thought  to  be  a  great  sacrifice,  despite 
the  fact  that  he  is  rated  as  a  two  and 
a  half   or   three   millionaire  at   least. 

But  it  ha.«n't  turned  out  that  way. 
Tl»e  court  has  to  sit  only  a  small  part 
of  the  week,  and  Dill  retains  his  law 
office  in  the  heart  of  New  York's  linan- 
clal  district 

Dill's  most  noteworthy  achievement 
to  date  was  .settling  the  row  between 
Carnegie  and  Frick  six  years  ago.  It 
was  followed  by  the  formation  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation.  The 
story  of  that  little  piece  of  work  has 
been  told  and  retold  in  print;  It  result- 
ed in  a  fee  of  a  million  at  least  for 
Dill,  the  largest  ever  received  by  a 
lawyer  in  this  or  any  other  country 
down  to  that  time,  though  It  Is  said 
to  have  been  excell-d  since  then.  • 
Cromwell,  the  Panama  Canal  Man. 
William  Nelson  Cromwell  has  been 
the  most  talked  of  lawyer  in  the  United 
States  for  the  last  two  or  three  years. 
His  sale  of  the  Panama  Canal  prop- 
erty t.3  the  United  States  has  been 
more  responsible  than  anything  else 
for  his  great  vogue.  Undoubtedly  he 
has  received  a  great  deal  of  money 
from  his  connection  with  the  canal, 
probably  all  of  $2,000,000,  though  It  has 
been  dented  that  he  got  that  vast  sum 
as  a  single  fee  for  effecting  the  sale. 
However,  his  fee  was  probably  the 
greatest  ever  received  by  a  lewyer, 
though  neither  he  nor  the  canal  people 
have  ever  made  explicit  statements  re- 
garding it.  He  has  been  called  the 
richest  and  most  successful  practicing 
lawyer  in  the  world. 

Hf»  was  In  the  same  Columbia  Law 
school  class  as  William  B.  Hornblower, 
and.  like  him.  has  been  much  mixed 
up  in  the  life  insurance  troubles,  be- 
ing selected  about  a  year  ago  to  act  as 
peacemaker  between  the  Hyde  and 
Alexander  factions  in  the  Equitable,  a 
job  which  even  he  was  not  able  to  com- 
pass, 

Cromwell's  fame  as  the  man  of  the 
biggest  fees  Is  no  new  thing.  Fifteen 
years  ago.  In  1891,  when  he  was  three 
years  under  40,  he  was  awarded  a  fee 
of  $260,000  by  the  court  as  receiver  of 
the  great  firm  of  Decker,  Howell  &  Co. 
This  was  then  the  biggest  legal  fee 
on  record,  topping  John  E.  Parsons 
fee  of  $250,000  for  organizing  the  Sugar 
Trust,  and  It  made  Cromwell   famous 


deal  is  the  inonumental  climax  of  his 
caiecr  to  date. 

Cremwell  •>ecame  counsel  of  the' 
French  Panama  Canal  company  ten 
years  ag<J.  and  it  took  him  eight  years 
to  work  out  its  salvation  by  selling  the 
property  to  Uncle  Sam. 

It  Is  possible  that  he  never  could 
liave   done   It    but   for    the   eruption    .of 


San  Domingo  and  the  United  States 
have  had  their  share  in  keeping  Crom- 
well's name  at  the  top  of  the  news 
columns,  but  have  apparently  occu- 
pied little  of  her  personal  attention, 
the  Panama  complications  being  quite 
enough  for  even  a  Cromwell  to  worry 
about. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  negotia- 
tions Panama  has  cost  him  a  lot  of 
personal  discomfort,  and  the  way  Mor- 
gan of  Alabama  has  roasted  him  before 
the  senate  committee  has  certainly  not 
been  pleasant,  but  Cromwell  doesn't 
need  any  sympathy.  His  unprectdent- 
ed  fees  have  been  so  big  that  he  can 
afford  to  smile,  alike  at  adver.se  criti- 
cisms and  Morgan's  interminable  and 
rasping  cross-questionings. 

Mr.  Cromwell  Is  a  small,  pale,  slen- 
der man,  of  a  nervous  temperament, 
and  at  r)2  his  hair  and  mustache  are 
pure  white.  He  Is  one  of  the  quickest 
men  who  ever  stood  before  judge  or 
jury,    though    he    rarely     appears      In

He  couldn't  manage  a  college  cour.se, 
and  at  sixteen  began  running  errand.s 
for  the  law  firm  of  Blatchford,  Seward 
Griswold  and  Da  Costa,  Clarence  Sew- 
ard being  a  partner.  Guthrie  acted  as 
stenographer,  then  clerk  and  then  went 
to  law  school.  He  was  admitted  In 
1880,  at  24.  was  made  a  member  of  the 
firm',  which  became  Seward.  Guthrie  & 
Morawetz.  Later  it  was  Guthrie.  Cra- 
vath &  Henderson,  the  late  David 
Bremner  Henderson  joining  it  after 
leaving  the  speaker's  chair. 

Notwithstanding  his  close  connection 
with  great  corporations— various  Eni;- 
lish  syndicates,  among  other-s- Mr. 
Guthrie  prefers  to  be  known  as  a  con- 


standing  when  the  others  were  begin- 
ners; both  have  had  charge  of  litigation 
involvhi!?  millions  every  year  since,  and 
so  both  have  received  much  newspaper 
attention,  but  neither  has  ever  courted 
it  and  few  personal  sketches  of  either 
have  ever  been  printed;  none  with  their 
concurrence.

Thirty  years  ago  this  spring  the  year- 
lings at  Duerana  stock  farm  were  being 
put  through  their  early  paces.  The  late 
MaJ.  B.  G.  Thomas,  former  soldier,  citi- 
zen and  breeder  of  the  high  mettled  thor- 
oughbred, was  inspecting  the  royally  bred 
youngsters  with  a  keen  eye  to  the  point;

But  as  so  frequently  happens  in  racing, 
the  accident  came  and  Himyar  in  the 
derby  was  virtually  left  at  the  post.  But 
it  was  more  the  fault  of  his  owner  than 
the  starter.  John  F.  Robinson.  The  boy 
Clay  on  Himyar  hung  back  a  bit  partly 
because  the  colt  did  not  want  to  join  his 
horses  and  partly  because  the  big  bunch 
of  sixteen  3-year-olds  had  no  attraction 
also  for  his  jockey. 

Finally,  when  it  looked  like  a  delay. 
Major  Thomas,  who  was  tliere  at  the 
post,  said  to  the  starter:  "General,  don't 
pay  any  more  attention  to  my  colt,  as 
long  as  his  head  is  turned  the  right  way." 
So  Gen.  Robinson  at  the  next  break  sent 
the  field  off  with  Himyar  a  dozen  lengths 
behind  the  last  horse.  And  twenty 
lengths  behind  the  leader,  Day  Star,  as 
the  bunch   straightened  out  for  the  race. 

iThen  began  a  stern  chase  that  would 
have  been  a  successful  one  had  the  other 
jockeys  in  the  race  given  Himyar  fair 
play.  In  a  furlong  the  colt  reached  the 
rearguard  and,  passing  the  stand  ending 
the  first  half,  Himyar  w,as  in  the  bunch, 
but  in  close  quarters,  unable  to  get 
through.  Meanwhile,  Day  Star,  the  lead- 
er, was  sifting  along  in  front. 

At  the  first  turn  Clay  pulled  Himyar 
round  and  his  horse  started  to  go  through 
an  opening.  But  some  of  the  other  boys 
called  to  each  other.  "Here  he  comes. 
Don't  let  him  through."  And  they  didn't. 
The  same  thing  occurred  on  the  back- 
stretch  and  finally  Clay  had  to  pull  out 
and  go  clean  around  his  horses.  At  the 
far  turn  Day  Star  led  Himyar  six  lengths. 
F,ut  then  the  latter  closed  in  a  long 
drive  and  Day  Star  only  beat  him  a 
head.  In  another  jump  Himyar  would 
have  won. 

Himyar.  as  a  3-year-old.  swept  the 
racing  boards  in  Kentucky.  Tennessee 
and  Missouri.  But.  strange  to  say.  Maj. 
Thomas  never  brought  him  East.  Per- 
haps it  was  because  he  babied  the  horse 
a  bit,  as-  he  intended  him  for  a  progenitor 
of  great  horses  at  Duerana  when  through 

racing.  ,      ^  ,.• 

As  a  4-year-old,  Himyar  kept  up  his 
successes,  showing  what  few  of  the 
alarms  had  shown,  staying  powers  over  a 
distance  of  ground.  That  fall  at  Ix)uis- 
ville  he  met  another  4-year-old.  Dave 
Moore,  by  Longfellow-Slipper,  afterward 
called  Long  Tom,  and  a  successful  sire 
at   Charles   Reed's  Fairview  farm. 

Dave  Moore  was  a  good  horse,  especi- 
ally over  a  route,  and  the  Louisville 
Jockey  club  arranged  a  special  race 
for  four-year-olds  at  two  miles,  which, 
by  the  conditions,  was  framed  for  Him- 
yar and  Moore.  The  Austides-Ten 
Broeck  and  Ten  Broeck-Molly  Mc- 
Carthy races  were  still  topics  of  recent 
discussion,  and  almost  as  much  inter- 
est was  gotten  in  the  Himyar-Moore 
race  as  in  either  of  the  famous  races 
J^oted.  ^      _,        .  ... 

A  great  crowd  was  at  Churchill 
Downs  to  see  the  race  and  pool  selling 
was  very  heavy.  Hln^yar  was  the 
choice  at  $100  to  $50,  but  as  the  selling 
progressed,  Dave  Moore  stock  improv- 
ed a  well-known  Chicagoan  buying 
every  pool  sold  on  the  latter,  and  soon 
he  was  tan-ing  Dave  Moore  at  $S0O  to 
Himyar  at  $l,OtK). 

Soon  the  two  horses  were  selling 
even  up  and  then  Dave  Moore  was 
taken  as  first  choice.  Auctioneer  Rob- 
ert Cathcart  selling  him  to  the  Chicago 
man  aforesaid.  Then  one  of  Major 
Thomas'  friends  hurried  over  to  the 
stable    to    tell    Hlmyar's    owner    what 


think  everything  is  not  all  right,  some- 
body is  going  to  get  nhurt." 

Tlie  tw^o  horses  were%arinly  greeted 
as  iiu  \  eaiiie  on  the  track.  Himyar.  a 
big,  rangy,  sixreen-hand  bay.  sliowing 
quality  all  over,  while  Dave  Moore, 
built  on  a  sturdier  scale,  was  also  a 
fine  individual.  The  two  lined  up  op- 
posite the  stand  and  at  the  tap  of  the 
drum  went  away  as  one  horse. 

As  was  expected,  Dave  Moore  set  the 
pace  and  he  set  it  pretty  lively  for  a 
race  at  two  miles,  the  first  mile  in  1:47. 
Himyar  a  length  ba(  k  under  a  wrap.  In 
the  run  to  the  quarter  Walker  gave 
Himyar  more  rein  :tnd  the  miglity  bay 
drew  gradually  up  to  the  other's  flank, 
then  his  saddle  and,  passing  the  h:ilf- 
mile  pole,  Moore  only  led  by  a  neck  and 
Grim,  his  jockey,  was  at  work. 

But  the  resistless  bay  shadow  at  hi.s 
head,  like  a  Nemesis  that  would  not  be 
denied,  drew  up  on  even  terms  with 
Moore  and  at  the  far  turn  a  mighty 
shout  from  the  crowd  showed  the  ex- 
citing nature  of  the  struggle.  Reaciiing 
the  home  run  Himyar  on  the  outside 
showed  his  head  in  front,  but  Moore, 
under  pressure,  hung  on  so  well  that 
the  two  reached  the  straight  virtually 
on   even   terms. 

Now  the  horses  were  dashing  toward 
the  goal  and  the  10,000  spectators  were 
In  a  ferment.  If  you  want  to  see  the 
emotions  and  frenzied  demeanor  ofgji 
great  crowd  of  race-goers  when  a  big 
race  is  on.  go  in  the  infield.  There  you 
will  witness  sights  that  you  will  never 
forget  of  the  strained  and  tense  mass 
of  faces  in  your  front.  While  the  race 
of  the  crowd  as  the  horses  drew  near 
and  pass  is  like  the  pulsations  of  the 
sea  beating  on  ocean  shores! 

At  the  eighth  pole  in  the  grass,  close 
to  the  fence,  stood  the  bearded  major 
and  his  tiainer.  Himyar  looked  to  iiold 
the  race  safe  as  Walker  still  had  a 
wrap  on  his  horse,  wiiile  Simnis  on 
Moore  was  working  hard  with  him. 
Major  Thomas  accordingly  was  saying 
to  his  trainer.  "Himyar  wins  easily  " 
when  suddenly  Simms,  with  wiiip  and 
spur,  drew  up  even  with  Himyar,  tlie 
crowd  shouting,  "Moore  wins." 

In  an  instant  the  major  turned  to  see 
the  cause  of  these  shouts.  The  two 
horses  were  within  fifty  yards  of 
wiiere  he  stpod  and  were  on  even  terms 
with  the  difference.  Walker,  on  Hini- 
y.ar,  was  grinning  at  Simm's  efforts  on 
Moore  and  could  clearly  go  away  at  any 
moment. 

With  Major  Thomas  this  dallying  with 
his  horse  could  not  be  brooked  and  tlie 
old  soldier's  countenance  changed  from 
contentment  to  wrtith.  Pulling  out  liis 
big  revolver  he  waited  till  the  two 
horses  were  abreast  of  him  and  then 
let  out  at  his  jockey  "Walker  go  on 
with  that  horse,  you  know  me!" 

The  setting  sun  glistened  on  the  pol- 
ished barrel  of  the  excited  majors 
weapon  and  the  glint  struck  Walktr's 
eye  simultaneously  with  the  sound  of 
his  employer's  wrathy  tones  of  coui- 
mand.  Bending  forward  in  his  saddfe 
he  let  Himyars  head   free. 

In  one  jump  he  led  half  a  length,  in 
another  he  drew  clear  and  left  his  op- 
ponent struggling  in  the  rear  like  a 
waterlogged  ship.  Himyar  won  in  a 
gallop  by  two  lengths,  amid  shouts  that 
made   the   welkin    ring. 

After  the  race  Walker  explalne<l  to 
Major  Thomas  that  he  was  trying  to 
draw  .a  fine  finish  and  meant  to  win 
by  only  a  neck  or  half  a  length.  To 
which  his  employer  answered:  "That's 
all  right,  Mr.  Billy;  but  let  me  give  you 
a  word  of  advice.  Don't  ever  draw  any 
fine  finishes  when  you  are  riding  a 
a  horse  worthy  a  Kentucky  sheriff  with 
a  gun."  It  was  Himyars  last  race  for 
he  went  to  the  stud  the  next  year. 

There  never  was  a  more  esteemed  and 
respected  character  than  the  late  turf- 
man, whose  death  last  week  leaves  a 
place  not  easily  filled.  At  his  farm 
Duerana,  his  gateway  bears  the  uni- 
que sign: 

"The  Home  of  Himyar. 

"All  visitors  welcome  except  book 
agents  and  llghtnlng-rod  men." 

Major  Thomas  was  80  years  old  at  the 
time  of  his  death  and  the  oldest  of 
American  turfmen,  save  John  Davis 
Messown,  who  trained  for  the  O'Fal- 
lons,  Harneys  and  others.

San  Francisco,  June  16.— Alas!  How 
easy  things  go  wrong! 

A  few  short  weeks  ago  the  end  of  the 
pugilist  rainbow  appeared  to  rest  in  New 
York.    Boxers  and  their  managers  hurried 

thither  with   the   indecent   haste  that  at- 
taches  to  a  Klondike  rush. 

The  San  P'rancisco  lislic  talent  seemed 
to  vanish  In  a  body  in  the  direction  of  the 
new  land  of  promise.  Kig'ht  now  you 
might  walk  the  ruin  fringed  streets  of 
this  city  all  day  without  seeing  a  cauli- 
flower   ear    or    a    deflected    noise. 

But  the  boom  died  a-bornln.  Governor 
Higgins  proved  hard  hearted  and  pad- 
locks grace  the  outer  doors  of  the  Gotham 
clubs. 

Even  some  of  the  Western  refugees  are 
telling  in  letters  that  they  only  intended 
to  remain  a  short  time,  anyhow,  and  that 
they  will  be  at  home  in  plenty  of  time 
to  attend  the  opening  card  in  San  Fran- 
cisco's  new    boxing   season    in   September. 

In  a  general  way  we  of  the  West  under- 
stand what  caused  the  stoppage  of  ring 
sport  in  New  York.

The  last  named  two  were  Cin- 
derella and  Sarentella,  the  latter  him- 
self the  dam  of  ten  winners.  Both 
were  purchased  shortly  after  their  ar- 
rival in  Lexington  by  Dr.  Neet,  he  pay- 
ing $500  for  Cinderella  and  $400  for  the 
dam  of  Handsel.  Cinderella  was  brok- 
en and  handled  by  John  Clay  in  the 
training  stable  of  the  late  Major  B.  G. 
Thomas,  and  showed  to  have  much 
speed  In  her  work.  Dr.  Neet,  however, 
had  bought  her  for  a  brood  mare  and 
would  not  permit  her  to  race.  As  a 
result  she  never  faced  the  starter's 
fiag. 

None  of  her  daughters  as  yet  are  old 
enough  In  the  stud  to  have  representa- 
tives on  the  turf.  Glass  Slipper  now 
has  at  Kindergarten  Stud,  a  suckling 
bay  colt  by  Dom  De  Oro,  and  East  In- 
dia has  at  her  side  a  bay  colt  by  Ethel- 
bert.  Dr.  Neet  bred  Glass  Slipper  this 
season  to  the  latter  horse,  while  he 
mated  East  India  to  imp.  Star  Shoot. 
He  has  ten  foals  by  Cinderella's  son, 
Handsome,  this  year. 

Cinderella  was  of  double  parentage, 
being  sired  by  Blue  Ruin  or  Tomma- 
hawk,  while  her  dam  Hanna  was  a 
daughter  of  Brown  Bread.  She  belongs 
to  the  No.  21  family  of  the  Bruce  Lowe 
figure  system.  What  Pocahontas  and 
(iueen  Mary  were  in  England,  Cinder- 
elia  -was  in  this  country,  and  she  has 
left  an  Impress  an  racing  in  America 
as  lasting  as  time  Itself. 

The  monument  Dr.  Neet  will  erect 
to  perpetuate  her  memory  will  be 
mounted  with  a  pedestal  in  bronze,  a 
reproduction  of  the  famous  mare  In 
life,  taken  from  the  last  photograph 
made  of  her  in  her  paddock  at  Kinder- 
garten Farm.

Outlaws  Making  Trouble 

for  Promoters  of  Or* 

ganized  Baseball 

Tim  Nurnane  Advises  a 

Raid  on  the  Tri-State 

League. 


Bostdn,  June  IG.— Word  comes  from 
the  Pennsylvania  outlaw  baocball 
league  of  six  clubs,  to  the  effect  that 
they  have  once  more  put  on  the  war 
paint  and  have  taken  the  road  to  make 
trouble  for  the  thirty-six  leagues  un- 
der organized  baseball.  While  organ- 
ized ball  remained  on  the  defensive  it 
rather  pleased  the  independent  clubs, 
but  once  the  major  leagues  decided  to 
go  after  the  outlaws  it  soon  became 
a  different  proposition. 

Tlie  Hayden  case  is  a  part  of  base- 
ball history.  This  player  was  anions 
those  to  be  blacklisted  for  JuniiJins 
contracts.  The  player  at  once  appealed 
to  the  national  commission  for  a  iiear- 
ing,  and  showed  that  the  Brooklyn  club 
for  several  years  farmed  him  out 
against  his  will  when  several  major 
league  clubs  were  willing  to  give  him 
a  chance.  Then,  too,  farming  was 
against  the  law,  and  in  several  ways 
Hayden  made  it  plain  that  he  had  been 
treated  badly  and  jumped  after  giving 
the  Baltimore  club  fair  warning.  The 
commission  turned  down  all  other  ap- 
plicants for  a  hearing  and  asked  Hay- 
den to  rest  his  case  for  one  year,  when 
there  is  little  doubt  but  that  he  will  bo 
reinstated. 

Hayden  went  back  to  the  outlaws, 
but  was  not  in  good  standing,  as  the 
backers  of  that  league  knew  the  play- 
er's feelings  in  the  matter  and  were 
confident  he  would  join  organized  ball 
at  the  first  opportunity.  The  player  ad- 
dressed a  letter  some  time  ago  to 
Chairman  Herrmann,  saying  that  un- 
less the  commission  allowed  him  to  re- 
turn to  organized  baseball  the  chances 
were  that  he  would  have  to  retire  from 
the  business,  as  he  found  himself  handi- 
capped  among   the   outlaws. 

Hayden  is  the  only  man  who  jumped  a 
contract  to  be  considered  \\y  those  look- 
ing for  talent  among  the  outlaws.  Flay- 
ers under  reservation  are  considered 
the  property  of  organized  ball.  The  men 
who  jump  reservation  are  not  black- 
listed and  can  come  back.  Many  of 
these  players  come  from  minor  league 
clubs,  who  are  willing  to  sell  their 
claims  to  major  league  clubs,  who  aro 
better  able  to  fight  it  out  with  the 
Pennsylvania  league,  and  this  is  what 
bothers  the  outlaws,  for  now,  instead  of 
having  the  minors  for  opponents,  they 
must  go  against  the  powerful  major 
league  clubs.  As  the  gate  money  will 
fall  far  short  of  meeting  expenses  the 
barkers  of  the  clubs  will  not  only  have 
to  keep  handing  out  money,  but  they 
will  never  be  sure  of  a  ball  team. 

Under  organized  ball  this  league 
would  be  a  sueess.  They  would  furnish 
better  ball  where  the  players  could  be 
held  in  check,  and  the  gate  money  pay 
the    running   expenses. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  bring  out- 
laws to  tinre.  and  tliat  is  to  keep  right 
after  them  good  and  hard  with  agents 
right  In  their  camps  every  moment, 
for  any  ball  player  that  will  jump  to 
that  country  will  be  anxious  to  jump 
back  after  a  month's  sojourn 

OrganlziHl  ball  should  go  further  and 
make  a  mark  of  two  or  three  of  those 
Pennsylvania  clubs,  those  clubs  backed 
by  wealthy  boy.s,  just  to  see  how  long 
they  wi.r  stand  the  back  wash  when  their 
teams  are  not  winning.  That's  what  hurts 
—a  lo.ser— and  by  picking  off  the  good  ones 
it  is  certain  to  bother  the  dude  backers 
of  the  game. 

The  queer  thing  about  -baseball  this 
year  is  the  way  the  pitchers  are  being  hit 
and  yet  the  poor  batting  averages  of  the 
players.  There  Is  not  a  pitcher  in  eitlior 
league  but  what  is  getting  his  bumps  this 
season.  Men  tliat  were  practically  invin- 
cible last  season  are  in  and  outers  this 
year.  Speedy  pitching  counts  for  very 
little  in  the  game  any  longer.  Those 
pitchers  with  a  cross  fire  have  botliered 
the  batsmen  most,  but  this  style  of  work, 
like  the  spit  ball,  soon  wears  a  man  out 
until  he  is  of  little  use  to  his  team.

Even  then  it  might 
not  have  don©  so  If  the  local  Tonopah, 
Goldfield,  Bullfrog  and  Manhattan  cap- 
italists had  been  able  to  buy.  They 
wanted  to,  bad  enough.  But  unhappily 
the  San  Francisco  banks  were  tied  up, 
and  the  mining  camps  here  bank 
largely  at  San  Francisco.

How  Old  Do  Animals  Get  ? 

"How  old  do  animals  get  to  be?"  Is  a 
question  many  little  folk,  as  well  as  their 
elders,  ask.  And  yon  may  marvel  at  a 
part  of  the  answer,  when  I  say  that  size 
(contrary  lo  most  ideas)  does  not  denote 
the  length  of  animal  life.  For  example, 
the  beaver,  a  comparatively  small  animal, 
lives  twice  the  number  of  years  that 
marks  the  age  of  the  huge  rhinoceros. 

Many  naturalists  who  have  made  the 
age  of  animals,  reptiles  and  birds  a  study 
tell  us  that  the  whale  is  the  lougest- 
llved  mammal,  reaching  the  extreme  age 
of  some  two  or  three  hundred  years.  In- 
deed one  noted  French  naturalist  asserts 
i-hat'a  whale  may   live  to  be  1,000  years 

old. 

The  elephant  Is  doubtless  the  longest- 
lived  animal,  his  age  averaging  about  150 

years. 

Early  development  does  not  govern 
longevity.  For  example,  we  have  the  cat, 
full  grown  at  nine  months  of  age  and  liv- 
ing to  the  good  old  age  of  20  years.

New  York,  June  18.— The  attempt  of 
an  Italian  brigand  to  rob  a  woman  of 
a  pair  of  diamond  eaiTings  nearly  cost 
two  lives,  early  today.  The  would-be 
robber's  victim  was  terribly  cut  about 
the  face  and  head  by  a  keen-edged 
knife,  with  which  the  thief  attempted 
to  cut  the  jewels  from  the  woman's 
ears,  and  scarcely  five  minutes  later 
the  robber  himself,  and  the  policeman 
who  arrested  him,  were  fighting  for  his 
life  against  a  crowd  of  hundreds  of 
Hebrews,  who  sought  to  avenge  the 
assault.

Joseph  Carpaccla.  He  is  23  years  of 
age,  and  has  been  In  this  country  only 
about  four  months.  Mrs.  Kupfer  is  24 
years  old.  She  had  been  calling  on 
friends  last  night,  and  was  returning 
through  Houston  street  to  her  home, 
early  this  morning,  when  Carpaccla  al- 
attacked  her.

It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  authorities  will  not  allow 
any  dispatches  to  be  sent  from  the 
terror  stricken  town,  which  is  regarded 
as  ample  proof  of  the  horror  of  the 
situation.  The  last  telegram  known  to 
have  been  received  here  reached  M. 
Ostrogorski,  a  member  of  the  lower 
house  of  parliament,  from  Grodno  yes- 
terday.   It  was  as  follows: 

"The  Jewish  outrage  at  Bialystok 
was  produced  by  provocation.  The  po- 
lice participated  In  it,  and  the  troops 
actively  supported  the  rioters.  The 
military  authorities  now  have  full  con- 
trol. The  governor  general  has  left  the 
city.  Persons  who  tried  to  leave  Bialy- 
stok were  killed  at  the  railroad  station, 
and  others  who  succeeded  in  reaching 
the  open  fields  outside  the  town  were 
run  down  by  dragoons.  There  seems 
no  hope  of  stopping  the  attacks.  The 
number  of  victims  Is  large.  While  this 
appeal  for  the  immediate  assistance  is 
being  written,  we  hear  about  us  the 
sound  of  volleys."

ACCUSED  OF  SELLING 

MILITARY  SECRETS. 


Leipzig,  June  18. — The  imperial  court 
has  commenced  the  trial  of  an  ex- 
Government  official  named  SeufTtleben, 
and  a  fitter  named  Konrad,  and  a 
commercial  traveler  named  Lucke,  who 
are  charged  with  betraying  military 
secrets.  Konrad  is  alleged  to  have 
made  a  model  of  a  sea  mine  with  an- 
choring apparatus  at  the  request  cf 
Seufftleben,  in  whose  office  he  worked. 

The  model  was  subsequently  handed 
to  the  American  minister  at  Brus.sels, 
and  sketches  were  also  given  to  the 
French  minister  there. 

Seufftleben  and  Lucke  received  $500 
from-  the  French  government  and  the 
expenses  Incurred  for  the  construction 
of  the  model.  Lucke  also  got  $1,000  In 
Paris  for  showing  how  the  anchoring 
apparatus   was   contrived. 

The  prisoners  are  also  accused  of 
sending  sketches  to  Russia  and  the 
United  States.  Konrad  admitted  mak- 
ing the  model,  but  disclaimed  all 
knowledge  of  its  having  been  shown  to 
foreign  legations.

County  Board  Likely  to, 

Increase  Next  Road 

Levy. 

County  road  improvement  work  Is 
under  way  on  a  large  scale  In  five 
commissioner  districts  at  the  present 
time.  The  roads  are  getting  pretty 
well  dried  out,  following  the  rains  of 
last  month  and  the  county  commis- 
sioners are  spending  the  appropria- 
tions allotted  them  from  the  county 
road  fund  and  special  fund  In  fixing 
up  the  worst  places  in  the  highways 
and  in  repairing  culverts  and  bridges. 
Several  large  crews  are  at  work  In 
various  localities  in  Commissioner 
Kauppi's  district  where  road  making 
is  going  forward  at  a  great  rate.  Most 
of  the  labor  is  done  by  the  farmers 
along  the  route  who  make  good  wages 
with  their  own  labor  and  that  of  their 
teams.  The  improvement  work  will  be 
carried  on  as  long  as  the  funds  are 
available  for  each  road  district.  There 
is  a  strong  sentiment  on  the  county 
board  toward  increasing  the  county 
road  levT  for  next  year.  The  last  levy 
was  $65,000,  or  an  increase  over  that 
of  the  preceding  year.  Under  the  pres- 
ent valuation  St.  Louis  county  may 
levy  as  high  as  $100,000  for  its  roads 
and  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  com- 
missioners will  go  much  nearer  that 
mark  when  the  new  levy  is  made.

That  portion  of  the  lime  which  Is  too 
coarse  to  pass  through  the  screen  is 
carried  to  an  elevator  by  which  It  Is 
conveyed  to  bins.  From  these  bins  It 
passes  through  a  spout  to  a  second  and 
smaller  grinder,  from  which  it  again 
goes  to  the  screen,  the  process  being 
repeated  until  all  the  lime  has  been  re- 
duced to  the  required  degree  of  fine- 
ness. The  finished  product  Is  very  fins 
and  white,  and  Is  proof  against  air 
slacking.  The  capacity  of  the  plant  IS 
thirty  tons  a  day.  It  is  the  fourth  suo- 
cessful  plant  In  commission,  and  the 
first  in  Michigan. 


CROPS  IN  EUROPE 

Greatly  Retarded  By  Uiiseasonable  Cold 
and  Gloomy  Weather. 

Washington,  Juno  IS.— The  Europeaa 
crop  situation  is  told  In  the  following 
June  summary  of  conditions  abro6ul  Is- 
sued by  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture: 

•'Unseasonably  cold,  gloomy  weather 
has  prevailed  In  Northwestern  Eur- 
ope, especially  In  Great  Britain  and 
France,  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
May.

DETAILS  OF 

THE  UPRISING 

Which  Occurred  at  Can- 
anea Given  the  Govern- 
ment by  Col  Greene. 

Washington.  June  18.— In  a  letter  re- 
ceived at  tho  state  department  and 
dated  at  Cananea,  Sonora,  Mexico. 
June  11.  W.  VV.  Greene,  president  of  the 
copper  company,  at  whose  mines  the 
rioting  occurred,  early  this  mouth, 
charges  that  agitators  had  been 
through  the  mines  Inciting  the  Mexi- 
cans, and  tells  how  he  was  warned  of 
the  plot  to  dynamite  the  bank  and  to 
Inaugurate  a  revolution  against  Presi- 
dent Diaz.  He  reviews  details  already 
published  and  says,  among  other 
things: 

"On  the  night  of  May  31,  I  was  in- 
formed by  a  man  working  in  the  Colore 
Grande  that  a  Mexican  working  there 
had  told  him  that  trouble  was  going 
to  start  In  Cananea  in  the  morning  of 
June  1  at  5  o'clock,  that  a  Socialist 
club  had  held  throe  meetings  at  mid- 
night on  the  night  of  May  30,  at  which 
a  large  number  of  agitators  of  Social- 
istic tendencies  were  present;  that  agi- 
tators of  the  Western  Federation  had 
been  through  the  mines,  inciting  the 
Mexicans  and  that  they  had  been  fur- 
nished money  for  the  Socialistic  club 
that  had  been  established  at  Cananea. 
He  also  gave  us  a  couple  of  copies  of 
a  revolulonary  circular  that  had  been 
widely  distributed  together  with  a 
number  of  other  details.  While  It  loolt- 
ed  ridiculous  to  me  that  anything  of 
the  kind  could  happeo,  their  program 
Included  dynamiting  the  bank  where 
we  had  $40,000  deposited,  breaking  op.Mi 
the  store  room  to  secure  dynamite  and 
ammunition  to  start  a  revolution 
against  Diaz.  I  soon  after  saw  a  Mex- 
ican In  whom  I  had  confidence,  md 
upon  as'King  I  found  he  had  heard  the 
same  rumors,  he  giving  the  further 
detail  that  agitators  had  stolen,  a  few 
nights  before,  a  few  boxes  of  powder, 
which  I  knew  to  be  the  truth." 

Mr.  Greene  adds  that  all  federation 
agitators  were  ordered  out  of  town, 
and.  "I  think  there  are  about  eighty- 
s*!ven  of  the  agitators  (Mexican)  now, 
In  jail,  that  many  of  them  were  de-^ 
ported  from  Mexico  and  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, who  have  previously  taken  part 
in  labor  troubles  and  that  all  of  the 
revolutionary  clubs  that  stirred  up  -he 
feeling  escaped  across  the  line  the  first 
night.  He  says  there  will  b^a  perma- 
nent garrison  of  several  hundred  tnen 
kept  there;  that  complaints  of  murder 
have  been  made  against  a  number  of 
employes  as  well  as  himself,  but  the 
authorities  have  taken  the  ground  that 
the  employes  acted  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.  He  estimates  that  "about 
twenty  Mexicans  were  killed  for  each 
white  man."

Lumber  shipments 
continue  to  run  ahead  of  those  for  a 
corresponding  period  of  time  last  year, 
in  fact  the  lumber  is  being  moved  for- 
ward Just  as  fast  as  it  is  dried  out. 
From  the  interior  mllj  points  in  North- 
ern Minnesota  it  is  reporter  that  some 
shipments  are  being  made  by  rail 
while  the  lunjber  is  still  green. 

The  heavy  rains  In  May  gave  the 
summer  logging  business  a  setback 
from  which  it  has  not  recovered.  Al- 
though the  ground  seems  to  have  ab- 
sorbed the  moisture  and  the  streams 
Into  Lake  Superior  are  reported  down 
to  thtir  usual  stage  again,  there 
seems  to  be  no  disposition  on  the  part 
of  the  large  lumber  concerns  to  start 
operations  In  the  woods  for  the  sum- 
mer. They  attempted  to  run  their 
camps  for  several  weeks  wiTh  the  men 
working  in  the  water  most  of  the  time 
and  tinaliy  gave  up  the  proposition. 
It  is  claimed  that  the  abandonment  of 
summer  logging  operations  by  the  lar- 
ger companies  will  mean  an  earlier 
start  next  faH  of  the  winter  operations 
In  Northern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin. 

The  report  of  the  Lake  Superior  Car 
Service  association  for  May  showed 
4,3:i3  cars  of  lumber  and  forest  pro- 
ducts handled  at  this  point.  This  was 
about  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
of  cars  handled  by  the  association.  In 
addition  to  the  forest  products  tiiere 
were  ten  cars  cf  lumbermens'  outfits 
handled  by  the  association. 

Inability  to  get  western  coast  ftr 
timber,  because  cf  a  car  shortage  In 
the  west,  has  delayed  the  construction 
work  of  the  Missabe  ore  dock.  Tlie 
work  requires  an  Immense  amount  of 
timber  and  it  usually  takes  ninety  days 
for  the  fir  pieces  to  get  here  after  Ihe 
order  is  placed.  Sometimes  a  few  car- 
loads get  through  inside  of  thirty  days. 

The  Duluth  Log  company  has  made  a 
number  of  Improvements  on  its  shin- 
gle mill  at  Aitkin.  Minn.  The  company 
has  installed  a  rotary  saw  with  edgers 
and  trimmers  and  a  lath  saw.  The 
plant  is  turning  out  20,000  feet  of  lum- 
ber dally  besides  50.000  shingles,  20,000 
lath  and  several  hundred  railroad  lies.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  18. — The 
American  Society  of  Equity,  an  or- 
ganization of  farmers  whose  head- 
quarters is  in  this  city,  and  pretends 
to  have  a  membership  of  200,000  in 
the  Northwest,  is  organizing  the  great- 
est trust  the  country  has  ever  known. 
If  it  succeeds  In  accomplishing  its 
purpose  the  prices  of  potatoes  and 
other  vegetables,  poultry  and  dairy 
products,  will  soar. 

The  scheme  of  the  society  is  to 
organize  among  its  members  and  all 
other  farmers  who  will  enter  it,  a 
marketing  association.  It  is  expected 
to  have  the  new  association  organized 
and  at  work  by  September. 

It  is  denied  that  the  society  aims  to 
get  more  than  a  fair  price  for  the 
products  which  it  is  designed  to  con- 
trol. It  gives  a  number  of  in.«tances  in 
which  the  large  growers  could  control 
the  market.     Here  is  a  sample: 

"The  total  production  of  potatoes 
In  the  year  of  the  last  census  was  332,- 
000,000  bushels.  Of  these,  26,000,000 
bushels  were  raised  In  twelve  counties. 

"Aroostook  county.  Me.,  produced 
6,466,189;  Wild  county,  Colo.,  2,821,- 
285;  Steuben  county,  N.  Y.,  2,702.304; 
Portage  county.  Wis.,  1,978,344;  Wau- 
shara county.  Wis.,  1,906,737;  Monroe 
county,  N.  Y.,  1,946.843;  Montcalm 
county,  Mich.,  1,408,333;  Kent  county, 
Mich.,  1,513476;  Erie  county,  N.  Y.. 
1.903,947;  Oakland  county,  Mich.,  1,- 
351,160;  Waupaucco  county.  Wis.,  1,- 
572,544;  Ontario  county.  New  York, 
1,274,242. 

"We  believe  it  safe  to  say  that  half 
of  the  total  crop  Is  raised  by  small 
producers  and  is  consumed  by  the 
family  or  sold  in  the  local  markets 
only.  This  would  leave  the  twelve 
counties  producting  more  than  25  per 
cent  of  the  shipping  potatoes  of  the 
country. 

"What  would  be  the  result  If  the 
growers  of  these  twelve  counties  would 
set  prices  on  their  crops  and  refuse  to 
sell  a  bushel  for  less?  It  would  re- 
sult In  a  temporary  shortage  of  25 
per  cent  in  the  shipping  supply. 

"The  price  of  potatoes  can  thus  be 
made  unlfoi-m  throughout  the  country; 
not  30  cents  in  the  great  centers  of  pro- 
duction; 60  cents  in  central  markets 
and  $1  in  the  South.  But  by  a  compre- 
hensive system  of  marketing,  such 
products  all  markets  will  be  supplied 
with  all  they  need  at  faij^  prices  and  a 
greatly  increased  consumption  will  re- 
sult." 

lender  the  plan  proposed  by  the  so- 
ciety there  will  be  organizations  in 
each  state,  and  these  will  be  officered 
by  farmers,  who  will  be  In  touch  the 
year  round  with  tho  supply  and  de- 
mand, and  the  producers  will  be  di- 
rected when  to  place  their  products  on 
the  market  and  just  how  much  to  sell. 
It  is  not  proposed  to  do  away  with  the 
middlemen,  but  to  limit  the  amount  of 
fruits,  vegetabl?s,  butter,  eggs,  poul- 
try and  the  like  that  he  may  have  on 
hand  at  once. 

The  call  for  the  Chicago  meeting 
gives  Instances  to  show  that  cold  stor- 
age plants  are  crowded  with  farm 
products  in  the  low-price  season,  and 
these  are  put  on  the  market  at  high 
prices  after  a  scarcity  Is  thus  created, 
and  the  object  of  the  marketing  asso- 
ciation is  to  "eliminate  the  individual 
as  a  marketer  of  his  shipping  surplus 
and  take  the  distribution  of  these  crops 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  thousands  of 
speculators  who  exploit  both  the  pro- 
ducer and  consumer  for  their  own  sel- 
fish ends." 

Yet  the  marketing  association  does 
not  expect  to  deal  directly  with  individ- 
ual consumers,  but  to  regulate  the 
amount  of  farm  products  that  is  on  the 
market  and  supply  the  middlemen  only 
as   the   demand   requires. 

The  American  Society  of  Equity  re- 
cently advised  its  members  to  hold  their 
wheat  for  $1  a  bushel,  and  it  is  assert- 
ed that  wheat  has  been  steadily  ad- 
vancing ever  since  the  200,000  members 
began  to  resist  the  arts  of  the  buyer. 
In  the  call  for  the  meeting,  at  which  It 
is  proposed  to  organize  the  marketing 
association,  reference  is  made  to  the 
good  results  of  organization,  and  It  Is 

said: 

"The  organized  members  of  the 
American  Society  of  Equity  In  Wls- 
con'^ln  produce  three-fourths  of  the 
potatoes  of  that  state.

Former   Duluth  Couple 

Figure  In  St  Paul  Court 

Proceedings. 

St.  Paul,  June  18. — The  divorce  case 
of  Mrs.  Orophino  Wilson  Wishart 
Wood  against  William  Albert  Wood, 
came  before  Judge  Bunn  Saturday  on 
an  order  to  show  cause  why  a  restrain- 
ing order  should  not  be  made  forbid- 
ding the  defendant  from  meddling  with 
the  18-months-old  child  of  the  parties. 
There  was  a  continuance  of  two  weeks, 
as  the  defendant  wished  to  reply  to 
the  many  affidavits  filed  by  the  plain- 
tiff. 

The  complaint  says  they  married 
Jan.  27,  1904.  and  lived  together  until 
May  26,  190^,  when  she  left  him  be- 
cause of  his  aggravated  cruelty  and 
took  refuge  with  her  father  and 
mother  at  400  Iglehart  street.  Her 
father,  she  says,  is  a  traveling  man 
and  has  one-eighth  interest  in  an  es- 
tate of  $70,000.  This  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  that  he  can  care  for  her 
and  the  child. 

The  plaintiff  and  defendant  lived  In 
Duluth.  In  July,  1906,  the  defendant 
began,  she  says,  to  be  cruel.  Her  hus- 
band would  fall  Into  paroxysms  of 
rage  and  fury,  apply  blistering  names 
to  her  and  on  several  occasions  as- 
saulted her  with  cruel  vehemence. 

She  could  not  endure  the  torture  of 
.such  n  life  and  so  separated  herself 
from  the  man  in  fear  for  her  life. 

She  charges  that  the  defendant 
tried  to  take  the  Infant  by  force,  not- 
withstanding Its  tender  age  and  its 
need  for  a  mother's  care. 

The  plaintiff  is  23  years  old  and  the 
defendant  2  8.     He  is  a  bpokkeeper  and 
lis  paid  $125  a  month. 
I      One  of  the  many  affidavits  filed     Is 
j  from   E.   H.   Morphy,  the  attorney  for 
I  the    plaintiff.      The    defendant   wished 
j  to  see  the  child  and     called     at     the 
;  lawyer's  house.    He  was  told  that     he 
might  see  the  child  at  the  law  oflUce  If 
he    would    promise    not    to    take    him 
away.     To  this  he  agreed,  and  in  the 
office  took  the  child  in  his  arms,  went 
into  a  private  office,  and  then  almost 
immediately  came     out     and     started 
along  the  corridor.    Mr.  Morphy  stop- 
ped him  and  .secured  the  baby. 

It  is  stated  In  one  or  more  affidavits 


that  he  had  a  cab  waiting  below,  and 
Intended  to  take  the  child  to  Duluth 
and  then  to  Wisconsin. 

Mrs.  Ella  Wishart,  mother  of  the 
plaintiff,  In  her  aflidavlt,  says  that 
she  does  not  think  the  mother  of  the 
husband  Is  a  proper  person  to  care  for 
the  child,  as  she  separated  from  her 
husband  and  has  no  religious  faith, 
while  as  to  her  own  family  they  are  of 
the  Episcopalian  church. 

Some  of  the  affidavits  go  to  the  man- 
ner of  life  of  the  parties  when  they 
lived  in  Duluth  and  touch  upon  the 
conduct  of  the  defendant,  who  Insist- 
ed that  she  nurse  the  baby,  although 
she  was  by  no  means  able  to  do  so. 

A  temporary  restraining  order  is  in 
effect.

THREE  EXAMINATIONS. 

Uncie  Sam  Wants  Assistants  in  Three  De- 
partments Right  Away. 

One  more  examination  in  Uncle  Sam's 
civil  service  branch  Is  scheduled  for  j 
this  month,  and  July  opens  up  with  twoj 
boing  slated.  The  one  which  will  take  | 
place  this  month  will  be  on  the  27 th 
and  28th,  and  Is  for  the  position  of 
topographic  draftsman  for  the  Panama 
service  in  the  department  of  construc- 
tion and  engineering.  The  examination 
was  to  have  been  held  on  June  6  and  7, 
but  was  postponed.  The  usual  entrance 
salary  is  $100  a  month,  and  the  salary 
paid  Is  as  high  as  $125  a  month.  The 
age  limits  for  this  position  are  20  and 
45  years. 

On  July  5,  an  examination  will  be 
held  for  the  position  of  pumping  en- 
gineer In  the  quartermaster's  depart- 
ment at  large.  Fort  McPherson,  Ga. 
The  salary  to  be  paid  Is  $1,200  per  an- 
num, and  the  minimum  age  limit  la  -0 
years. 

On  July  11  and  12  positions  for  sur- 
veyor In  the  Philippine  service  will  take 
place.  There  are  at  least  eighteen  va- 
cancies in  this  service,  and  the  salary 
paid  is  $1,400  a  year.  The  departmet  t 
also  states  that  about  forty  additional 
surveyors  will  be  appointed  in  this  ser- 
vice in  the  near  future.  The  age  limit 
Is  18  to  40  years.

The  Situation  in  Russia 

Is  Rapidly  Growing 

Worse. 


St.  Petersburg,  June  18.— The  Consti- 
tutional Democrats  seem  almost  ready 
to  throw  in  their  lot  with  the  revolu- 
tionists. The  popular  agitation  Is  so 
great  that  at  a  caucus,  lasting  three 
mornings,  the  question  of  changing  the 
party's  tactics  and  abandoning  any 
further  attempt  to  postpone  an  open 
rupture  with  the  government,  was  seri- 
ously debated.  MM.  Roditcheff  and 
Naboukoff,  leaders  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Democrats  in  the  lower  house, 
led  the  radical  wing,  urging  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  keeping  pace  with  the 
revolutionary  movement,  and  Insisting 
that  unless  they  moved  forward  to 
battle  Immediately  they  would  be 
overwhelmed  and  left  stranded.  Prof. 
Milukoff,  M.  Vanever  and  others  coun- 
selled caution,  saying  It  was  not  yet 
time  to  bend  to  the  storm,  but  the 
Radicals  were  in  the  majority.  The 
Novoe  Vreyina  today  says  the  Consti- 
tutional Democrats  have  actually  re- 
solved to  break  with  the  government 
within  a  few  days,  but  M.  Struve.  edi- 
tor of  the  Osvobojdenie,  Informed  the 
Associated  Press  that  no  decision  had 
been  taken.  He  admitted,  however, 
that  the  leaders'  plans  were  secret. 
Many  of  the  Liberals  fear  a  rupture, 
and  regard  the  contemplated  step  as  a 
grave  error.  They  claim  that  the  Con- 
stitutional Democrats  cannot  hope  to 
keep  step  with  the  Advanced  Radicals, 
who,  at  meetings  held  in  the  suburbs 
of  St.  Petersburg,  last  night,  not  only 
condemned  the  lower  house  of  parlia- 
ment, and  characterized  the  £^onstltu- 
tional  Democrats  as  traitors,  but  even 
denounced  the  group  of  toll.  M.  Al- 
ladin  was  hissed  because  he  tried  to 
explain  the  absurdity  of  the  conten- 
tion that  the  house  must  demand  that 
the  emperor  summon  a  constituent  as- 
sembly. The  meeting  refused  to  listen 
to  his  statement  that  the  government 


could  not  be  asked  to  sign  its  own 
death  warrant.  Constituent  assemblies, 
he  said,  were  constituted  and  not  sum- 
moned by  the  government.  The  ora.- 
tors  at  the  meetings  glorified  the  com- 
ing dictatorship  of  the  proletariat,  ajid 
cheered  the  cries  of  "down  with  th» 
government  and  the  middle  classes." 

The  bakeries  continue  closed  today, 
the  strikers  threatening  to  wreck  tna 
shops  where  attempts  were  made  10 
bake  bread.  Little  hardship,  howexer^ 
I  has  thus  far  resulted.  The  lower  class- j 
I  es  were  warned,  and  supplied  them- 
selves with  biack  bread  in  advance; 
The  strike  cf  the  bakers  is  to  be  lol-i 
lowed  in  a  few  days  by  a  butohcraf 
strike.  - 

The  news  from  theinterlor  shows  that 
the  wave  cf  strikes  Is  spreading,  but  it' 
lb  too  early  to  tell  whether  this  movev 
ment,  which  seems  more  spontaneoua 
than  organized,  will  precipitate  a  crioisi 
New  strikes  are  reported  at  Yckaterinoi 
at  Saratoff,  and  at  the  collieries  of  Baiv- 
muth. 

The  usual  number  of  robberies  are  re- 
ported todaj',  emphasizing  the  growing 
lawlessness  and  anarchy  in  the  country. 
There  have  been  two  murderous  train 
robberies  in  the  Caucasus,  and  thieo 
stage  coaches  were  held  up  in  Poland. 
A  case  of  arms  and  5,000  cartridgtu 
have  been  confiscated  at  Riga  on  an  in- 
coming steamer. 

The  government  seems  to  fear  a  re- 
petition   of    the    November    mutiny    at 
Cronstadt    fortress,    where    the    sailora 
and  marines  and  the  soldiers  ar>d  workr 
men  are  reported  to  be  extremely  tur-* 
bulent.     Two  infantry   regiments   havo 
been    hastily    dispatched    to    Cronstadt 
from  Krasnoye-Selo,  and  two  batteries 
I  of  artillery  and  two  machine  gun   bat- 
I  teries  have  been  sent  there  from  Oran  • 
lenbaum.    The  streets  of  Cronstadt  are 
I  filled  with  troops,  and  the  well-to-do  in- 
j  habitants  are  hurriedly  leaving  the  ibi- 
and  on  which  the  town  Is  situated. 


SWAMPED  WITH  FREIGHT. 
Oakland,  Cal.,  June  18.— The  .Southern 
Pacific  companies.  West  Oakland  yards, 
are  swamped  with  freight.  More  than 
1,700  cars  loaded  with  all  sorts  of  mer- 
chandise stand  on  the  tracks.  The  de^ 
mand  for  wares  caused  by  the  dt-  ' 
struction  of  stocks  by  the  fire  in  San 
Francisco  on  April  18  accounts  for  the 
heavy  shipments  which  are  arriving.

The  Herald,  trusting  in  the  good  sense  and  patriotism 
and  devotion  to  the  interests  of  their  community  that 
it  knows  the  aldermen  possess  in  abundance,  believes 
that  that  ordinance  will  cither  be  withdrawn  tonight 
or  voted  down. 

There  can  hardly  be  any  valid  reason  for  passing 
such  an  ordinance,  and  there  are  many  very  good  ones 
why  it  should  not  be  passed.  Duluth  does  not  want  to 
discourage  farming  and  market-gardening  upon  tlie 
lands  around  here,  but  on  the  other  hand  sho^.tW 
encourage  such  industries  in  every  possible  way.  Duluth 
wants  to  be  a  manufacturing  center,  and  in  order  to 
accomplish  tltat  end  she  must  have  cheap  living.  One 
of  the  ve^  best  ways  to  get  that  is  to  have  as  large  a 
proportion  of  her  food  supplies  as  possible  raised  close 
to  the  city.

Violations  are 
subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $5,000  against  the  cor- 
poration offending,  and  not  to  excised  $1,000  against  the 
officer  or  director  who  consents  to  any  contribution  by 
the  corporation. 

This  is  as  far  as  congress  may  go  in  the  matter  of 
corporation  contributions.  It  prohibits  all  contributions 
where  the  corporations  are  formed  under  federal  laws, 
and  it  prohibits  all  contributions  to  federal  election 
campaign  funds. 

These  provisions  are  thoroughly  wholesome  and 
necessary,  and  it  is  certainly  to  be  hoped  that  the  house 
will  act  favorably  and  promptly  upon  the  measure.  A 
corporation,  as  The   Herald  has  often  pointed  out.  can    „_  ..

OSLER  AND  THE  SENATE. 

The  remark  that  made  Dr.  Osier  famous — which  he 
never  uttered,  by  the  way — is  made  ridiculous  by  a  look 
at  the  United  States  senate.  Some  of  its  most  active 
and  vigorous  men  are  niore  than  So  years  old.  and  the 
list  of  octogenarians  has  just  been  reinforced  by  the 
addition  of  William.  Pinkney  Whyte  of  Maryland,  who 
has  been  appointed  to  succeed  the  late  Arthur  Pue 
Gorman. 

The  new  senator  is  almost  82  years  old,  but  at  that  j 
he    is    not    the    oldest    man    in    the    senate.     Pettus    of  j 
Alabama  is  85.  and  Morgan  is  a  few  months  older  than 
Whyte.     All   three  of   these   men.   who  ought   to  be  so 
burdened  with  years  that  they  can  hardly  get  around, 
are  a  lot  more  spry  and  active,  mentally  and  physically, 
than  a  young  man  of  30  with  an  attack  of  indigestion. 
Senator   Whyte   is   not  a   new   senator.     This   is   his 
third  time  on  the  upper  branch  of  congress.     His  first 
appearance    was    forty    years    ago,    and    there    is    not   a 
single    survivor    in    office    of    his    first    senatorial    time. 
Most  of  them  are  dead,  and  the  few  survivors  have  long 
since  retired  to  private  life.     Senator  .Allison  is  the  dean 
of  the  senate,  but  he  did  not  take  his  seat   until   1873. 
though  he  was  a  member  oi  the  house  in  iS63.     General 
Ketcham  of   N'ew   York  is  the  only  other  house  mem- 
ber who  was  there  when  Senator  Whyte  took  his  seat 
for  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Wl-.yte  has  been  described  as  the  most  remark- 
able politician  in  the  country.  He  was  in  the  Maryland 
legislature  fifty  years  ago.  and  since  that  time  has  been 
governor  of  his  state  in  addition  to  holding  other  state 
and  federal  offices  and  the  mayoralty  of  Baltimore.  He 
was  overthrown  in  his  second  trip  to  the  senate  by 
Gorman,  whose  political  shoes  he  takes  now  that  their 
owner   is    dead. 

He  is  said  to  be  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  incor- 
ruptible and   clearheaded.     He  has  nearly  two  years  to  I

Popu- 
lar idols  of  today  may  become  the  popular  footballs  and 
doormats  of  tomorrow.  Calculations  ba.sed  upon  the 
present  attitude  and  standing  of  prospective  candidates 
might  be  wiped  out  in  a  moment  by  the  tricksy  whims 

of  fortune. 

But  whatev^er  happens,  and  whoever  the  candidates 
may  be.  this  country  is  growing  upward  politically  and 
socially,  and  the  reform  that  was  reviled  and  called  hard 
names  a  few  years  ago  is  the  popular  demand  today 
and  will  be  accomplished  tomorrow.  Progress,  though 
it  is  at  times  obscured  and  delayed,  is  as  inevitable  a 
law  of  nature  as  gravity.  Whether  it  is  through  Roose- 
velt or  Bryan  or  Taft  or  whatever  other  instrument  fate 
may  choose  for  her  use.  better  things  are  coming  soon, 
always  providing  that  we  do  not  delay  them  by  ceasing 
to  demand  them  insistently  and  persistently.

Herald.) — State  Fire  Marshal  Pater- 
Bon  made  an  inve-stigatton  of  the  Ryan 
Annex  fire  with  a  vley  of  discovering

The  150.000  damage  case  of  John  Mc- 
Alpine against  John  Mlllen  continues 
to  be  the  solo  topic  of  interest  among 
jthe  local  lumber  and  timber  men  and 
1  there  wer«  a  considerable  number  of 
;them  In  attendance  at  the  district 
I  court  this  morning  when  Mr.  Milieu 
j  began  his  defense. 

■  Mr.  McAlpine  bases  his  claim  on  the 
•overrun"  at  the  mill  of  the  lumber, 
from  the  timber  which  he  and  Mr.  Mll- 
len bought  from  Richardson  &.  Avery 
a   few   years  ago.     He  claims  that   the 

I  business  of  getting  the  timber  logged 
and  sawed  was  left  to  Mr.  Millen  and 
that  the  latter  got  a  profit  of  $15<).(KH} 
that  rightfully  belongs  to  the  plaUititt. 

I  Mr.  McAlpine  was  called  for  cross- 
examination  under  the  statutes  and  his 
pa.ssages  with  Mr.  Fryberger,  attorney 

'for    Mr.    Millen.    were    enlivening    fea- 

■  tures  of  the  morning  session.  Mr.  Mc- 
!  Alpine  demurred  at  answering  some  of 

the  (luestions  with  a  simple  affirmative 
'or  negative  reply,  claiming  he  would 
ihave  to  'explain"  a  little.  The  counsel 
I  for  Mr.  Millen  objected  to  having  any 
i  "explaining,"  but  Mr.  McAlpine  usually 
had  his  way  i£  he  answered  at  all. 

"Walt    a    minute."      Mr.      Fryberger 

would   call   out   as   he   started    to   head 

off   some    of   the  explanatory    remarks. 

but  Mr.  McAlpine  with  a  "wait  a  mln- 

;  ute    yourself,"      Insisted     on      finishing

A  general  laugh  was  caused  when, 
goaded  by  Mr.  Fryberger,  the  witness 
declared: 

"You  try  to  run  the  court  and  mc. 
too,  but  can't  do  it." 

Mr.  McAlpine  was  questioned  as  to 
his  experience  In  the  timber  business 
and  his  knowledge  of  logging  and  lutn- 
bering.  He  said  he  had  been  at  the 
busine.ss  ever  since  he  was  15  years  old. 
both  as  an  employe  and  an  employer 
and  was  familiar  with  all  timber  oper- 
ations except  the  sawmill  work.  His 
experience  was  gained  In  Wisconsin, 
California  and  In  this  state. 

The  wltne.ss  testified  that  he  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  busine.ss  of  gol- 
ting  the  Hlchard.son  &  Avery  timber 
purchase  manufactured  Into,  lumber, 
except  when  requested  to  look  after 
certain  matters  by  Mr.  Millen.  He  left 
everything  to  Mr.  Millen,  as  he  had 
more  than  enough  to  do  to  look  after 
his  own  business. 

The  entire  supervision  was  left  to 
Mr.  Millen.  the  witness  claimed,  until 
he  found  that  It  was  necessary  for 
him  to  protect  his  own  Interests. 

The  contract  made  by  Messrs.  Mc- 
Alpine and  Millen  with  Ab  Sndth.  who 
logged  some  of  the  timber  purchased, 
was  produced  In  evidence  by  the  de- 
ft^nse.  and  marked  as  an  exhibit.  Under 
the  term.^  of  the  agreement  Smith  was 
to  get  |l  per  thousand  for  the  logs, 
less  the  expense  of  labor  and  cost  of 
supplies.  Mr.  McAlpine  claimed  that 
Mr  Millen  negotiated  this  transaction, 
and  that  all  he  had  to  do  with  get- 
ling  Smith  on  the  contract  was  to  re- 
mark that  he  understood  that  Smith 
was  a  good  man. 

Another  contract  produced  by  ftir. 
Millt-n  was  that  made  with  the  St. 
Li>ui3  Lumber  company  to  saw  about 
30  0)0  (Km)  feet  of  the  logs  purcliased  by 
M'ill.n  &  McAlpine.  Mr.  McAlpine  said 
all  these  logs  were  to  have  been  sawed 
at  the  St.  Louis  mill,  but  he  under- 
stood that  some  were  not  sawed  there. 
The  second  exhibit  by  the  defense  was 
an  agreement  by  McAlpine  &  Millen  to 
sell  the  American  Lumber  company 
about  4b.000.0<)0  feet  of  the  timber  grad- 
ing No  :«  and  bettor  for  $18.2.>  per  thou- 
sand feet.  Mr.  McAlpine  presumed  this 
contract   referred  to  the  Richardson  & 

Avery  tract.  ^      ^,     ^ 

Another  agreement  to  trade  tlmDer 
tracts  between  Mr.  McAlpine  and  Alger, 
Smith  &  Co.  was  produced  in  evidence. 
Mr:  McAlpine  said  that  Mr.  Millen 
suggested  the  trade,  claiming  it  would 
be  of  advantage  to  both  Mr.  McAlpine 
and  the  lumber  company. 

Another  wltne.ss  to  give  testimony  of 
interest  was  W.  H.  C.»k,  president  of 
the  Duluth.  Virginia  &  Winnipeg  Rail- 
way company  and  secretary  of  the  \  ir- 
ginia  Luml>er  company.  Mr.  Cook  was 
called  by  Mr.  Millen  to  give  expert

Readjust  Western  Rates. 

The  Harriman  line.-},  the  Saute  Fe  and 
all  tributary  railroads  traversing  the 
states  of  California,  Nevada.  Arizona, 
New  Mexico.  Colorado  and  Utah,  are  to 
make  a  general  readjustment  of  passen- 
irer  rates.  It  is  expected  that  the  re- 
adju'^'ment  will  become  effective  early 
In  July. 

In  California,  where  a  fare  of  10  cents 
in  the  mountain  districts  is  legalized,  the 
majority  of  the  traffic  is  based  upon  thf 
3- cent  rate.

Two  Dulath  Coffee  Companies  In  Court 
Concerning  a  Label. 

The  Importers  Coffee  company  of 
Dululh  has  begun  suit  against  the 
Aroma  Coffee  company  of  this  city, 
charging  that  the  Utter  company  has 
"swiped"  a  trademark,  wording  and  all.

DOCK  WILL 
BE  REBUILT 

Duluth  &  Iron  Range 

Plans  Improvements  at 

Two  Harbors. 

No.  5  Vfill  Be  Remodeled 

and  Enlarged  Next 

Vfinter. 


In  addllion  to  tho  other  Improve- 
ments at  Two  Harbons.  the  Dululh  & 
Iron  Range  road  is  said  to  be  plaiuiing 
to  rebuild  ore  dock  No.  5  at  that  place, 
and  make  il  one  of  the  largest  docks 
on  the  lakes. 

Arrangements  are  already  being  made 
for  the  material,  and  It  l.^  expected 
that  the  work  of  remodeling  the  dock 
will  begin  Immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  shipping  season.  It  is  customary 
In  making  Improvements  for  the  road 
to  wait  until  after  the  contract  la  let 
before  securing  materials,  but  profiting 
bv  the  experience  of  the  Duluth,  Mis- 
sabe  &  Northern  and  Great  Northern 
reads  this  year,  the  Iron  Range  is  said 
to  be  ordering  the  timber  and  other 
materials  to  be  used,  now. 

The  extent  of  the  improvetijpnts  at 
the  dock  are  not  known.  Figures  have 
not  been  given  out  as  yet.  At  present 
the  dock  is  1.042  feet  long,  54  feet  high, 
49  feet  deep,  and  has  a  storage  capacity 
of  33,«;«J0  tons.  A  few  years  ago  it  waa 
considered  the  finest  dock  on  the  lakes, 
but  larger  and  better  ones  have  been 
built  since. 

It  Is  said  that  the  big  storm  of  la.«»t 
November  weakened  the  structure  con- 
.<i4derably. 

Tile  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  l.<»  also  to 
build  a  new  depot  at  Two  Harbors. 
This  is  a.ssured  for  the  near  future,  as 
plans  for  the  structure  have  already 
been  submitted  to  Thomas  Owvns,  su- 
perintendent of  the  line.  The  new 
structure  will  be  located  on  a  site  be- 
tween Poplar  street  and  tho  depot.

PAUL  HAS 
SERIOUS  FIRE 

Ryan  Annex  Building 

Completely  Gutted  By 

Flames  on  Saturday. 

St.  Paul.  June  1;*.— The  .six-.story 
Ryan  annex  building  wa.-j  completely 
gutted  by  fire  which  was  discovered 
shortly  after  S  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing, and  which  burned  fiercely  all  day. 
The  estimated  damage  to  the  building 
and  the  stocks  of  the  occupants  Is  be- 
tween   $450,000    and    $500,000. 

The  fire  originated  in  the  basement 
of  the  store  i»ccupied  by  the  Palace 
Clothing  company,  supposedly  from 
a  defective  electric  wire.  It  had  gained 
great  headway  when  the  fire  depart- 
ment reached  the  building,  but  prob- 
ably would  have  been  confined  to  the 
Im.sement  but  for  the  fact  that  a  series 
of  gas  explo.slons  prevented  the  fire- 
men from  getting  at  the  flames  >and 
caused  the  blaze  to  spread  throughout 
the  entire  structure. 

Several  firemen  were  badly  cut  by 
flying  pieces  of  glass  and  thirty-seven 
were  overcome  by  heat  and  smoke. 
Ten  of  lhe.se  were  taken  to  the  hos- 
pital and  the  rest  to  their  hom^.s.  All 
i>f  them  will  recover  with  the  po.sslble 
exception  of  Lieut.  W.  A.  Edwards  of 
Company  No.  3.  who  la.st  night  was 
reported  in  a  critical  condition. 

The  Ilyau  hotel  is  across  the  alley 
from  the  burned  structure,  but  it  waa 
not  damaged  and  there  was  no  alarm 
among  the  guests  at  the  hotel,  most  of 
whom  were  up  when  the  fire  was  dis- 
covered. 

The  lo!*s  on  the  building  Is  placed  at 
$100,000;  the  Palace  Clothing  com- 
panv's  10.SS  on  stock  at  $250,000:  R. 
N.  "Cardozo  &  Bro..  furniture  store. 
$30,000  and  the  balance  is  distributed 
among  forty  other  tenants  who  occu- 
pied the  upper  floors  of  the  building. 
The  insurance  is  said  to  nearly  cover 
the  loss.

CATCHING  FISH. 

Land  Lookers  Do  Not  Get  Land  But  Many 
Bites. 

A  party  of  West  Duluthians  went  to 
Ely  one  day  last  week  to  look  for  tim- 
ber claims.  The  party  comprised  Emil 
J.  Zauft,  Dr.  W.  J.  Works,  E.  G.  Kreid- 
icr.  J.  J.  Frey  and  James  Stickney. 
When  th?y  returned  on  Saturday  and 
went  to  the  land  office  to  file,  each, 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Frey.  found 
that  tlie  claim  he  had  picked  had  been 
tiled  on  the  day  previous.  Therefore. 
Mr.  Frey  was  the  only  one  who  filed. 
The  others,  of  course,  are  disappointed, 
but  not  so  much  as  they  mi^ht  have 
been,  because  during  their  absence 
they  had  exceptionally  good  fishing. 
Mr.  Frey.  in  telling  about  the  fishing, 
claims  that  it  is  at  Sand  lake,  .southeast 
of  Ely,  and  says  he  never  saw  such 
fish  in  his  life. 

"Why,"  said  he,  "those .  fish  simply 
crowded  each  other  out  of  the  way  to 
<jet  at  the  bait.  They  seemed  tired  of 
staying  in  the  water,  and  would  get  up 
on  the  beach  and  promenade.  You 
never  saw  such  fish  in  your  life.  I 
thrf^w  in  a  hook  and  trolling  line. 
rir.st  one  bit  the  hook  in  two.  and  as  I 
started  to  withdraw,  two  more  fish 
jumped  up  and  bit  the  line  off  in  two 
different  p'.ace.s.  Believe  me  or  not  as 
you  will— that  is  what  actually  hap- 
pened. One  does  not  need  bait  up 
there.  The  fish  will  bite  at  a  bare 
hook,  and  seemed  glad  when  you  pulled 
them  out.  Why.  we  caught  all  kinds 
of  fl.sh— a  great  deal  more  than  we 
needed.  We  caught  one  pickerel  which 
weighed  not  an  ounce  less  than  12  or 
13  pounds.  Of  course,  we  did  not  have 
a  .scale  with  us.  but  he  was  that  long." 

And  Mr.  Frey  stretched  out  his  arms 
to  dangerously  near  their  full  reach. 
While  the  actual  size  of  the  fish  was 
not  confirmed  by  the  others,  they  indi- 
cated that  it  was  a  monster,  and  that 
the  tishing  was  exceptionally  good.

Despite  the  statement  fo  Secretary  Wil- 
son of  the  Firemen's  Relief  association, 
that  such  a  thing  was  impossible  under 
the  laws,  many  of  the  aldermen  and  city 
officials  still  believe  that  it  would  be 
possible  to  divert  the  state  appropriation 
amounting  to  about  $10,000  from  the  relief 
association  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
fire  department. 

Following  is  a  copy  of  sections  1652  and 
1653  of   the  new  state  code: 

"At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  state 
auditor  shall  issue  and  deliver  to  the 
treasurer  of  every  such  municipality  his 
warrant  for  an  amount  equal  to  the  total 
amount  of  the  existing  two  per  cent  tax 
so  paid  upon  premiums  received  therein, 
and  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
general    revenue    fund. 

"Such  amount  shall  be  kept  as  a  special 
revenue  fund  and  disbursed  only  for  the 
following  purposes: 

"1  For  tlie  relief  of  sick,  injured  or 
disabled  members  of  such  fire  department, 
their  widows  and  orphans. 

"2.  For  the  equipment  and  mainten- 
ance  of    such   department. 

"But  if  there  shall  be  a  duly  incor- 
porated fire  department  relief  association 


in  such  municipality,  organized  with  con 
sent  of  the  governing  lK»dy  thereof,  such 
amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  relief  asaoclfition,  to  be  disbursed 
as  herein  above  prescribed  for  municipal- 
ities and  as  hereinafter  prescribed  for 
service    pensions." 

Under  the  law,  therefore,  the  money 
has  to  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  relief  association,  but  there  seems  to 
be  a  division  of  opinion  among  the  city 
officials  as  to  whether  the  treasurer  may 
use   It    for   maintenance   expenses   or   not. 

The  matter  will  bte  taken  up  by  the 
council  this  evening  artd  the  city  attor- 
ney may  be  requested  to  Irtterpret  the  law 
on   this  point.  '         ^  .    __

Instruction  in  tlousekeep- 
for  Girls  of  Train- 
ing School. 

Red  Wing,  Minn.,  June  19.— For  a  long 
tiriio  the  board  of  control  and  superin- 
tendent of  the  state  training  school  have 
planned  the  establislmitnt  of  a  co<.»king 
school  in  thf  girls'  department,  but  have 
been  seriously  handicapped  for  lack  of 
room.  It  Is  felt  that  the  girls  need  in- 
struction, not  only  in  cooking,  but  in 
general  housekeeping,  under  as  near  as 
possible  the  conditions  tliat  prevail  in 
the  ordinary  farm  home  or  the  home  of 
the  mechanic  or  laborer,  most  of  the  girls 
going  to  this  class  of  homes  when  i>a- 
roled. 

After  giving  the  matter  careful  con- 
sideration, the  management  of  the  train- 
ing school  has  decided  to  give  the  girls 
this  chance,  and  for  this  purpose  has  rent- 
ed the  Col.  Colvill  property,  consisting 
at  a  nine-room  house  and  about  eighteen 
acres  of  land. 

Here  they  propose  to  establish  a  model 
home  where  a  small  number  of  the  girls, 
under  the  care  and  direction  of  a  com- 
petent matron,  will  live  for  a  time  before 
their  release,  .and  receive  such  instruction 
In  housekeeping,  especially  in  cooking,  as 
near  the  conditions  that  prevail  in  the 
ordinary  home  as  possible. 

The  house  will  be  furnished  plainly,  but 
neatly,  and  made  as  homelike  as  possi- 
ble. It  will  be  under  the  general  direc- 
tion of  the  superintendent  and  the  matron 
of  the  girls'  department.  It  Is  not  un- 
lik'^ly  that,  besides  the  girls  who  live 
there,  a  class  of  the  girls  from  the  insti- 
tution Itself  may  go  there  daily  for  in- 
struction in  cooking. 

The  experiment  will  be  carefully 
■watched,  not  only  by  Minnesotans,  but 
by  similar  Institutions.  Its  success  or 
failure  will  depend  largely  upon  the  girla

Swedish  Lutheran  Aug- 

ustana  Synod  Draws 

Very  Large  Crowd. 

Nearly  Every  Elected  Dele- 
gate From  Minnesota 
is  Present. 


Denver,  Colo.,  June  19.— The  annual 
meeting  of  the  Swedish  Lutheran  Au- 
gustana  synod,  now  In  session  here, 
has  a  larger  attendance  of  delegates 
than  any  since  1894,  It  was  expected 
that  merely  a  handful  would  go  so  far 
West,  but  the  desire  to  see  the  great 
West  and  the  low  rates  on  all  roads  to 
Denver,  together  with  the  Interest  in 
the  questions  of  the  church,  have 
brought  an  unprecedented  number  of 
delegates  from  the  different  parts  of 
America.  Nearly  every  regularly  elect- 
ed delegate  from  Minnesota,  both  lay 
and  clerical  is  on  hand.  The  August- 
ana  synod  has  about  300,000  members, 
more  than  1,000  congregations  and  550 
pastors. 

Nothing  has  been  left  undone  by  the 
Denver  people  to  entertain  the  dele- 
gates. Their  homes  have  been  opened 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
seeing  the  beautiful  city  under  the 
most   pleasant   circumstances. 

Tlie  series  of  entertainments  will  end 
with  an  excursion  by  a  special  train 
over  the  famous  Georgetown  loop. 
Smaller  parties  will  later  go  to  Colora- 
do  Springs  and  Pike's  Peak. 

Dr.  G.  A.  Brondelle,  pastor  of  the 
congregation  entertaining  the  synod, 
occupies  one  of  the  most  prominent 
positions  among  the  Swedes  of  Colora- 
do, and  is  one  of  the  most  inlluential 
men  In  the  Augustana  synod. 

Politically  the  most  prominent  man 
in  Colorado  is  J.  A.  Holmberg.  state 
treasurer.  Another  prominent  Denver 
man  is  J.  E.  Holmberg,  former  sheriff 
of  Hennepin  county,  who  has  resided 
in  Denver  for  several  years  and  carries 
on  a  large  contracting  business  in 
house  building.  He  has  taken  a  promi- 
nent part  in  entertaining  the  delegates. 
The  large  Lutheran  congregation  of 
Denver  was  organized  in  1878  with  six 
charter  members,  of  whom  five  were 
women.  In  the  early  days  the  organi- 
zation bought  a  lot  in  what  is  now 
near  the  center  of  Denver.  Here  a 
modest  church  was  erected.  Later  this 
property  was  sold  at  a  profit  of  over 
$50,000  and  the  present  beautiful  struc- 
ture was  built  at  another  place  at  a 
cost  of  $65,000.  Dr.  M.  W^ahlstrom, 
the  former  president  of  Gustavus  Adol- 
phus  college,  St.  Peter,  Minn.,  was  the 
first  pastor  of  the  Denver  church,  and 
the  oldtimers  here  yet  remember  .'lis 
great  work.  This  was  in  1879  and 
1S80. 

Dr.  J.  Telleen,  at  present  professor 
in  the  Lutheran  seminary  at  Red 
Wing,    Minn.,    was    pastor    here    from

ing point,  and  has  been  skimmed,  add 
to  it  a  small  red  pepper,  minus  the 
seeds,  a  piece  ea«h  of  onion  and  car- 
rot a  small  bouquet  of  sov.p  greens  and 
a  spice  bag  of  Us  fyuivalent  ni  pow- 
dered sweet  basil,  "summer  savory  and 

marjoram.  •  ,j       ,..     , 

With  the  freshr  tongue  add  salt  also 
to  season.  When  at  last  the  tongue 
is  tender,  so  that  it  is  easily  pierced 
with  a  fork,  take  from  the  fire  and  let 
it  cool  in  the  water  in  which  it  is 
cooked.  Do  not  peel  until  ready  to  use. 
if  you  are  to  serve  it  whole,  glaze  and 
wind  a  paper  ruche  around  the  root, 
interspersed  with  sprigs  of  parsley.  If 
it  is  to  be  sHced  in  the  kitchen,  ar- 
range in  overlapping  circles  around  a 
platter,  pile  watercress  in  the  center, 
and  garnish  with  nasturtium  leaves,  or 
blossoms,  parsley  or  feathery  carrot 
tops.  Serve  with  a  sauce  tartare,  which 
is  simply  a  mayonnaise  with  chopped 
pickle  and  olives  added.  The  smoked 
tongue  is  delicious  served  in  aspic,  but 
the  fresh  tongue  is  apt  to  prove  insipid 
with  it.

To  ^fake  the  Aspic. 

Soak  one  box  gelatine  in  a  cup  of 
water  for  an  hour.  Put  into  a  sauce- 
pan one  quart  consomme  of  good  soup 
stock  with  a  stalk  of  celery,  a  couple 
slices  of  onion  and  carrot,  a  bay  leaf 
and  a  half  teaspoonful  French  spice 
salt.  Simmer  gently  ten  or  fifteen  min- 
utes. Season  with  salt  and  pepper  to 
taste,  add  the  soaked  gelatine,  stir  un- 
til dissolved,  strain  and,  having  laid 
the  tongue  whole  in  a  pan,  pour  the 
aspic  over  and  set  away  to  harden. 
If  you  prefer  to  have  the  tongue  sliced 
in  aspic  pour  a  layer  of  the  asplc  in  a 
large  round  mould  first  and  let  it  stif- 
fenT  Then  arrange  the  overlapping 
fclices  of  tongue  on  this  as  a  bed  and 
cover  with  the  rest  of  the  aspic.  If 
you  are  without  the  necessary  stock, 
and  are  in  a  hurry,  use  beef  extract 
dissolved  in  hot  water,  a  teaspoonful 
of  extract  to  each  pint  of  water,  then 
add  flavoring  vegetables  and  spices  and 
proceed  as  before.  A  little  lemon  juice 
or  wine  may  be  added  to  the  aspdc 
just  before  pouring  into  the  mould. 
If  you  desire  to  use  it  for  a  garnish, 
instead  of  moulding  with  the  meat, 
pour  Into  a  shallow  pan  and  when 
cold  cut  in  blocks.

Impressive  services  were  held  last 
night  in  memory  of  five  pastors  who 
died  during  the  year.  Among  these 
were  Rev.  C.  O.  Llndell  of  Vasa,  Minn., 
who  died  from  heart  failure  in  Red 
Wing  last  October,  and  Rev.  P.  Alin- 
gren,  stationed  on  the  mission  field  iu 
Colorado,  who  was  accidentally  killed 
last  February.  Dr.  G.  Rast  of  Red 
Wing  delivered  the  commemorative  ad- 
dress for  the  former,  and  Rev.  J.  A. 
Krantz  of  West  Duluth,  president  of  the 
Minnesota  conference,   for  the  latter. 

The  needs  of  the  vast  and  important 
mission  field  of  the  synod  were  taken 
up  yesterday.  The  mission  board  repoi  t- 
ed  through  its  secretary.  Dr.  C.  W.  Foss 
of  Rock  Island,  III.,  contributions  from 
the  congregations  exceeded  previous 
years,  but  fewer  donations  had  been 
received,  thus  increasing  the  deficit  In 
the  treasury,  which  is  now  $11,000.  An 
earnest  appeal  was  made  for  a  heroic 
effort  to  increase  the  financial  support 
to  home  missions,  and  it  was  pointed 
out  that  unless  this  is  done  the  work 
must  soon  be  seriously  hampered. 

The  total  contributions  of  the  year 
amounted  to  about  $14,000.  Each  con- 
ference, especially  Minnesota,  has  a 
vast  mission  field  of  its  own,  which 
does  not  enter  into  the  reports  of  the 
synod. 

The  synod's  mission  board  has  built 
a  church  on  Douglas  island,  Alaska,  at 
a  cost  of  $4,000,  which  Is  the  only  Lu- 
theran church  in  Alaska.     Three  mis- 


sionaries  have  labored  among  the  Mor- 
mons in  Utah,  but  progress  hae  been 
found  exceedingly  slow.  The  congre- 
gation in  Salt  Lake  City,  after  twenty- 
four  years'  existence,  has  only  eighty- 
five  members.  Several  new  mission 
places  were  established  in  Utah  during 
the  year. 

It  was  reported  that  the  greatest  and 
most  promising  mission  field  of  the  syn- 
od is  Montana,  where  several  pastors 
are  stationed.  A  separate  mission  dis- 
trict has  been  organized.

Those  intt'resttd  in  the  proposed  enter- 
prise are  all  local  men,  some  of  whom 
are  farmers.  All  the  details  of  the  new 
road  have  been  completed  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  motive  power  to  b#  used. 
Tile  plans  include  the  construction  of  a 
track  some  ten  miles  from  the  city,  the 
direction  to  be  determined  by  the  farm- 
ers, from  wliom  right  of  way  privileges 
will  be  required.  At  the  temporary  ter- 
minus a  signal  station  will  be  established 
and  from  that  point  the  tracks  will  ex- 
tend into  the  country  as  the  demand  re- 
quires. 

The  syndicate  ptomises  to  haul  grain 
to  this  city  for  three  cents  a  bushel  and 
cost  of  elevator  storage.  A  central  bureau 
will  be  established  through  which  farm- 
ers can  order  supplies  and  have  them  de- 
livered without  having  to  come  here  to 
purchase  them.

Council  Before  Monday 

Night 


Duluth  will  have  a  firecrackerless 
Fourth  unless  the  dealers  take  prompt 
steps  to  secure  their  licenses. 

Under  the  city  ordinance  no  person  is 
allowed  to  dispose  of  fireworks  of  any 
kind,  without  first  securing  a  license 
from  the  city  council.  Up  to  the  present 
time  only  three  applications  have  been 
rtceived  for  licenses,  and  next  Monday 
is  the  last  meeting  of  the  council  before 
the  Fourth,  at  which  licenses  can  be 
granted  and  be  of  any  value.  The  deal- 
ers who  have  not  put  in  their  applica- 
tions before  next  Monday  night,  cannot 
secure  licenses  before  Tuesday,  July  3, 
and  by  that  time  they  will  be  of  little  us-\ 

The  license  fee  is  nominal,  being  but  50 
cents,  the  object  of  the  ordinance  being 
merely  to  keep  control  over  the  dealers, 
and  see  that  they  do  not  violate  the 
other  provisions  of  the  law. 

The  ordinance  fixes  a  maximum  size 
for  cannon  cmckers,  and  absolutely  pro- 
hibits the  use  of  dynamite  canes.  Any 
person  using  or  selling  canes  with  dyna- 
mite cartridges,  or  cannon  crackers  larger 
than  the  size  prescribed,  i.s  liable  to  ar- 
rest and  a  fine  or  Imprisonment. 

There  are  generally  about  100  dealers  in 
fireworks  In  the  city,  tand  all  of  them 
have  to  have  their  applications  in  to  the 
ccuncil  before  next  Monday  night,  or  be 
prohibited  from  selling  fireworks  until 
Tuesday,  July  3.

Red  Wing,  Minn.,  June  19.— Undoubtedly 
the  most  valuable  fresh  water  pearl  In 
the  world  today  has  been  found  by  a 
clamflsher,  William  Bates,  In  the  Wiscon- 
•feln  channel  opposite  this  city.  It  is  large 
as  a  good-sized  marble,  perfectly  round 
and  without  a  flaw,  and  with  a  luster 
rarely    equalled    even    in    small    gems. 

The  pearl  is  translucent,  and  almost 
transparent,  and  when  exposed  to  a  light 
glistens  with  marvelous  coloring.  Its 
weight  is  eighty-five  grains,  diamond 
weight. 

A  pearl  smaller  than  this  and  less  per- 
fect sold  for  $70.0C©.  It  Is  impossible  to 
estimate  the  true  value  of  this  gem,  per- 
haps $10,000,  perhaps  $100,000.  depending 
upon  the  rivalry  between  wealthy  gem 
collectors.  Bates  says  he  will  give  $1,000 
to  the  one  giving  the  nearest  correst  esti- 
mate of  its  value. 

Bates  and  his  wife,  who  are  among  the 
few  remaining  clamflshers  here,  had  been 
working  hard  in  a  scorching  sun  with 
little  reward  and  decided  to  make  one 
more  drag.  Mrs.  Bates  examined  the 
clams  and  found  this  fortune  hidden  In 
one  of  them.  She  was  almost  overcome 
with  joy,  knowing  they  had  stepped  in 
one  moment  from  poverty  to  riches.

tion  of  the  great  life  insurance  companies  and  a  clean- 
ing of  the  Augean  stables  at  Chicago  to  restore  European 
belief  in  American  honesty  and  fair  dealing.

SHOWS  GOOD  SENSE. 

The  city  council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  good 
sense  it  has  shown  in  quietly  laying  away  for  keeps  the 
piece  of  legislation  designed  to  make  farmers  that  wish 
to  sell  their  produce  in  Duluth  take  out  peddlers'  licenses. 

This  means  that  Duluth  wishes  to  encourage  such 
industries,  not  to  discourage  and  annoy  them.  It  means 
that  hereafter,  as  heretofore,  the  streets  are  free  to 
farmers  and  gardeners  of  this  vicinity  who  wish  to  bring 
thir  stuff  to  market  and  peddle  it  from  door  to  door. 
It  means  that  in  doing  this  they  will  not  be  hampered 
by  the  expense  and  trouble  of  procuring  peddlers' 
licenses. 

While  it  is  possible  that  in  leaving  the  way  open  to 
actual  raisers  of  garden  products  it  has  also  been  left 
open  to  some  peddlers  that  really  ought  to  be  required 
to  pay  licenses,  still  it  is  much  better  as  it  is.  It  would 
be  a  very  serious  matter  indeed,  when  Duluth  is  trying 
her  best  to  settle  up  the  vacant  farm  lands  of  North- 
eastern Minnesota,  if  the  news  went  forth  that  the  city 
was  to  class  farmers  and  market  gardeners  with  vagrant 
peddlers,  and  to  compel  them  to  take  out  licenses. 

It  is  possible  that  licenses  should  be  required  of  those 
who  buy  produce  at  wholesale,  from  the  regular  com- 
mission houses,  and  then  hawk  it  upon  the  streets,  but  a 
distinction  should  be  clearly  made  between  such  huck- 
sters and  those  who  are  actually  tilling  the  soil.  The

a  very  decided  public  opinion,  and  that  can  be  made 
manifest  only  by  a  terrific  uproar  that  makes  the  awe- 
stricken  Europeans  think  we  are  the  most  corrupt  people 
on  earth,  Wc  are  not,  but  we  are  the  frankest,  and  we 
do  an  amount  of  talking  about  our  own  defects  that 
would  make  us  fighting  mad  if  anybody  else  said  it. 

But  nevertheless  there  is  a  good  deal  of  graft  and 
dishonesty  and  corruption,  and  the  only  thing  that  will 
stop  it  is  a  revival  of  old  fashioned  honesty,  the  kind 
that  does  not  ask  "Is  it  unlawful?"  but  "Is  it  right?" 
There  is  too  much  of  the  kind  of  honesty  that  is  honest 
because  it  has  to  be,  and  not  enough  of  the  kind  that  is 
honest  because  it  wants  to  be  and  because  that  is  the 
only  truly  successful  way  to  be. 

GAMBLING. 

Canficld,  the  famous  New  York  gambler  who  has 
come  into  more  notoriety,  perhaps,  than  any  other 
American  gamester  of  recent  years,  has  given  the  public 
a  few  sentences  of  his  views  on  the  pursuit  to  which 
he  has  devoted  his  life— that  of  other  men's  money. 
Said  he: 

Life   is   a   gamble.    Man  is  a  born  gambler.    Adam 

and    Eve    were    the    first    gamblers.        The      gambler 

wins    and    the    suckor    loses. 

All  of  which  is  unquestionably  true,  though  it  is  not 
the  whole  truth.  The  most  truthful  part  of  it  is  the 
last  sentence:  "The  gambler  wins  and  the  sucker  loses." 
And  while  most  of  us  think  we  are  gamblers,  as  a  matter 
of  fact  we  are  suckers,  and  we  continually  contribute 
with  more  or  less  grace  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
gamblers. 

Life  is  a  gamble  to  those  that  make  it  so.  It  is  a 
gamble  with  those  that  do  little  thinking,  but  chance 
their  ventures  upon  the  hazard  of  pure  luck.  To  those 
that  think,  that  study  out  their  moves  and  base  them 
upon  thorough  investigation  and  deepest  consideration. 


this  section  of  it  with  every  spadeful  of  earth  they  turn, 
wl.ile  those  who  simply  peddle  what  other  people  raise 
add  nothing  whatever  to  any  wealth  but  their  own. 

The  incident,  in  view  of  the  attitude  taken  toward 
the  measure  by  the  council  last  night,  can  now  be  con- 
sidered closed,  and  it  is  well  closed  and  well  out  of  the 
way.  It  should  be  stated  that  the  object  of  the  amend- 
ment was  to  cure  a  supposed  constitutional  defect  in 
the  present  peddlers'  license  ordinance,  due  to  the  belief 
that  to  except  farmers  would  be  to  make  it  class  legis- 
lation. 

The  Herald  does  not  set  itself  up  as  an  authority  on 
law,  but  in  its  opinion  there  is  nothing  to  this  point, 
and  a  distinction  drawn  between  peddlers  of  farm  pro- 
duce that  they  have  raised  themselves,  and  peddlers  of 
goods  bought  in  the  open  market,  would  not  only  be 
wholesome  but  entirely  lawful  and  constitutional.  It 
would  be  a  distinction  founded  upon  good  reason  and 
sound  public  policy,  and  it  should  by  all  means  be  made. 


THE  POLITICAL  TENDENCY. 

The  Chicago  Journal  recently  made  an  interesting 
canvass  of  the  political  sentiments  of  the  country  editors 
gathered  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  Edi- 
torial  association. 

This  association  is  composed  almost  entirely  of 
editors  of  country  papers — with  small  dailies  and  a  few  I  to  lose,  and  the  gambler  is  sure  to  win 


city  dailies  included.  The  country  paper  is  perhaps  on 
the  average  closer  to  public  sentiment  than  the  city 
paper.  The  editor  of  the  country  paper  knows  prac- 
tically all  of  the  people  of  his  community,  and  most 
of  those  in  surrounding  territory.  He  talks  with  them 
daily,  and  knows  what  they  are  thinking  about  the 
political  issues  of  the  day.  The  editor  of  the  city  paper 
meets,  necessarily,  only  a  limited  number  of  the  people 
of  his  community,  and  while  nobody  in  his  community 
has  a  better  chance  of  sounding  public  sentiment  than 
he,  yet  it  is  true  that  nobody  in  a  city  can  have  as 
complete  knowledge  of  public  sentiment  as  is  possible 
in  a  smaller  city  or  village. 

Therefore  the  views  of  these  country  editors  mean 
something.     They  are  quite  clear  and  well  defined. 

It  was  shown  that  William  Jennings  Bryan  is  the 
unanimous  choice  of  the  Democratic  editors  for  the 
presidency.    . 

It  was  shown  that  the  Republicans  are  almost  as 
enthusiastic  and  as  unanimous  for  President  Roosevelt 
if  he  will   run  again. 

The    Democratic    editors   are    for   tariff   revision    and 
'legislation    to    curb    the    trusts — "the    platform    of    1900 
without  free  silver",  as  some  of  them  expressed  it. 

Also,  it  was  shown  that  a  large  number  of  Republi* 
cans  also  want  revision  of  the  tariff  and  curbing  of  the 
trusts.  In  short,  there  is  very  little  difference  between 
the  principal  demands  of  the  Democrats  and  those  of 
the  Republicans.  Incidentally,  it  was  shown  that  the 
so-called  Gold  Democrats  are  returning  to  the  fold  of 
the  party  organization. 

The  demand  for  curbing  of  the  trusts  and  a  distribu- 
tion of  the  profits  and  savings  arising  from  the  elimina- 
tion of  competition  and  useless  friction  is  not  confined 
to  any  party.  It  is  an  outspoken  demand  of  the  people, 
regardless  of  party.  And  in  seeking  to  secure  this 
reform  the  people  are  likely  to  be  rather  nonpartisan. 
They  will  vote  for  the  man  that  they  believe  will  do 
what  he  can  to  bring  it  about,  no  matter  under  what 
party  banner  his  candidacy  may  be  traveling. 


coldblooded,  straightforward  proposition,  and  they  are 
inciting  their  money  upon  a  sure  thing  and  sweeping  in 
the  stakes  of  those  that  venture  their  investments  upon 
chance. 

As  ^to  downright  gambling,  the  kind  Canfield  talks 
about,  he  told  the  people  something  about  that,  too.  He 
said,  candidly  enough,  that  whenever  you  go  against  a 
gambler's  game,  you  are  giving  him  odds.  His  wheel 
and  his  cards  are  all  doctored  that  way,  against  you  and 
in  fa\or  of  the  house. 

He  said  that  the  house  bets  $90  against  your  $100, 
which  is  a  very  modest  percentage  in  favor  of  the  house. 
If  you  insist  upon  gambling,  you  are  very  lucky  indeed 
if  you  do  not  encounter  a  percentage  even  greater  than 
that  against  you.  So  long  as  the  gambler  arranges 
that  the  odds  shall  favor  him,  nothing  but  his  own 
modesty  prevents  him  from  making  the  odds  2  to  i 
instead  of  10  to  9.  You,  poor  innocent  lamb  bringing 
your  fleece  eagerly  to  the  shearer,  will  never  know  the 
difference.  When  he  gets  your  money  you  will  curse 
the  luck,  and  never  give  a  thought  to  the  gambler's 
skill. 

In  short,  when  you  go  against  another  man's  game 
it  is  not  gambling  at  all,  because  gambling  necessarily 
involves  the  element  of  chance.  There  is  none  here. 
You  have  no  chance  at  all.     If  you  keep  at  it  you  are  sure

The  gambler  is  not  in  business  to  provide  you  with 
pleasure  and  profit,  nor  for  his  own  healtl^  He  is  in 
business  for  your  money,  and  if  you  venture  it  with 
him,  he  gets  it. 

And  gamDling  palaces  like  Canfield's  are  not  the 
only  ones  where  games  of  chance  are  carried  on.

Tke  story  is  about 
tlm  fish,  and  probably  wuldn't  be  going 
the  rounds  now  if  it  hain't  t>een  for  the 
generosity  of  the  city  father  la  giving 
several  of  them  to  a  St.  Paul  friend. 

The  hotel  man  llHes  to  fish,  but  he 
never  had  an  opportunity  until  recently 
of  enJo>-lng  the  sport  along  a  trout 
stream.  The  guests  arid  others  of  his 
Iriends  have  been  sayiiiK  so  much  about 
the  fun  that  was  to  he  (Jerlved  from  fol- 
lowing a  trout  stream  through  the  sun 
and  mosquitoes  that  he  determined  to 
try  It  himself.  In  compaJiy  with  a  bosom 
friend  who  was  equally  green  at  the  bus- 
int  ss,  he  boarded  a  train  and  arrived  in 
due  time  at  Sucker  river,  which  has  gain- 
ed quite  a  reputation  among  local  fisher- 
men. 

The  two  amateur  enthusiasts  were  well 
si:pplied  with  rods,  lines  and  flies,  and 
witli  experience  in  handling  them,  and  a 
good  stream  to  fish  in,  they  should  have 
had  little  trouble  in  filling  their  creels. 
They  thought  they  had  struck  the  right 
stream,  all  right,  for  the  natives  told 
them  of  numerous  big  catches  that  had 
been  made  this  year,  as  natives  in  the 
fiahing  regions  have  a  habit  of  doing. 
With  these  stories  came  plenty  of  advice, 
and  with  the  latter  was  the  suggestion, 
if  the  trout  didn't  take  to  the  flies  well, 
worms  be  used  Instead.  Followers  of  the 
trout  say  the  fish  often  will  bite  on 
worms  when  they  refuse  flies.  It  is  gen- 
erally agreed  that  It  is  more  sportsman- 
like to  use  flies  than  any  other  kind  of 
bait,  but  under  certain  conditions  the 
change  from  the  most  approved  method 
la  understood  to  be  allowable.

He 
had  taken  the  precaution  to  provide  him- 
self with  a  small  can  of  them  before 
leaving  town,  so  as  to  be  prepared  lor 
Just  such  an  emergency.

It  is  a  hanging  bridge,  suspended 
on  high  girders,  and  wide  enough  to  per- 
mit  several   teams  to   stand   upon    It  and 
will  also  accommodate  100  people  on  one 
trip.      The    bridge    is    moved    back    and 
forth,  operated  by  electricity,  and  when- 
ever a  boat  passes,  simply  halts  until  the 
path  Is  clear.    It  is  a  marvelous  mechan- 
ical   contrivance,    but    the    results    more 
than    reward    the    expenditure.     The    en- 
trance   to    Milwaukee'    harbor    Is    a    busy 
place,    and   to   put   a   swing   bridge   down 
there  Is,  I  say.  quite  impos.sible.

New  York  World:  Just  at  the  moment 
when  tliCi  Chicago  packers'  scandal  has 
created  a  general  distaste  for  their  pro- 
ducts, the  department  of  agriculture  con- 
siderately Issues  a  pamphlet  on  the 
"Preparation  of  V'egetables  for  the 
Table,"  by  Mi.ss  Maria  Parloa.  A  truly 
benevolent  government  could  not 
decently  cut  off  a  people's  meat  diet 
and  leave  it  to  subsi.st  on  potatoes  and 
cabbage  without  offering  at  least  a  few 
words  of  timely  advice.  For  that  matter, 
bad  cooking  causes  more  real  suffering 
than  bad  trusts.  Some  day  we  may  have 
to  have  our  kitchen  ranges  regulated. 

The  plain,  everyday  housekeeper  may 
be  a  trifle  puzzled  when  she  reads: 
"Plants  are  made  up  of  innumerable  cella, 
each  consisting  of  a  thin  membranous 
^'all  inclosing  a  semi-fluid  mass.  In  which 
lies  the  nucleus  or  center  of  cell  activity 
and  minute  grains  of  starch  or  other 
material  which  the  plant  has  elaborated." 
That  Is  the  kind  of  thing  to  be  taken  on 
faith,  unless  the  cook  happens  to  have  a 
love  for  microscopic  studies  and  chemical 

What  to  have  for  dinner  "for  a  change" 
Is  the  Important  thing.  Potatoes  roast, 
baked,  fried,  boiled,  become  tiresome. 
Fortunately  the  Roosevelt  administration 
rushes  into  the  breach  with  Its  cook- 
book. It  declares  officially  that  there  are 
five  ways  to  use  a  cabbage— boiled,  with 
pork,  creamed,  with  sausage  and  In  a 
puree.  Thirteen  recipes  for  fresh  and 
dried  beans  are  authorized  as  a  relief 
measure.  Escalloped  potatoes  are  espe- 
cially recommended.  There  are  fourteen 
Varieties  of  soups  for  which  no  beef 
stock  Is  needed.  ^        ^  , 

The  pamphlet  should  be  placed  in  every 
cook's  hand.  It  is  a  pity  the  season  is 
so  far  advanced.  If  it  were  a  few  weeks 
earlier  a  package  of  free  seeds  might 
have  been  enclosed  with  each  free  recipe 
book.

L.  A.  Larsen  in  Bad  Shape 

— Paving  About 

Finished. 


During     the     past     few     days     quite     a 

numl>er  of  more  or  less  serious  accidents 

have    happened    folk.s    at    the    West    end. 

One  of  the  most  serious  was  that  which 

happened  to  L.  A.  Larsen,  chief  engineer 

of  the  city  schools,  and  who  lives  at  3931 

West    Sixth    street.      With    some    others. 

he  was  launclilng  a  small  gasoline  launch, 

and    while    doing    something    alK>ut    this 

work,   one  of  the   rollers   under  the   boat 

rolled  over  his  foot.  The  result  was  a 
broken  leg  and  a  dislocated  ankle. 

The  leg  is  broken  directly  above  the 
anlcle,  and  it  is  siiid  to  be  quite  a  dtlicalo 
break  and  no  ea.sy  one  to  knit.  Mr.  Lar- 
sen Is  likely  to  l>e  laid  up  for  some  time, 
and  is  also  likely  to  be  coraiieiled  to  have 
support  in  walking  for  a  long  lime. 

The  3-year-old  son  of  C.  Carlson  of 
2t>14  West  Third  street  broke  his  left 
thigh  bone  near  the  hip  a  day  or  two  ago 
In  a  rather  unusual  manner— for  a  child 
at  least.  He  was  playing  about  the  house, 
and  while  playi'ug  on  a  small  porch,  fell 
off.  His  drop  to  tlie  ground  was  less 
than  three  feet,  which  ordinarily  never 
matters  to  a  child,  but  would  Jar  a  big 
person.  It  is  not  Jcnown  if  he  got  his  leg 
under  him  or  how  it  happened  but  it  was 
found  that  the  thigh  bone  had  simply 
.><napped  off.  The  boy  is  getting  along 
as   well  as  can  be   expected.

Waxes  Very  Enthusiastic 
After  Visiting  the  Com- 
pany's Properties. 


George  L.  Walker,  the  copper  min- 
ing writer,  is  making  a  tour  of  the 
Southwestern  mines,  and  has  been  at 
Btebee  recently.  In  his  last  letter  he 
devotes  considerable  attention  to  the 
Calumet  &  Arizona  property.  His  state- 
ments are  as  enthusiastic  as  the  most 
ardent  stockholder  of  Calumet  &  Arl- 
Bona  could  wish.  Mr,  Walkers  views 
are  as  follows: 

**Calumet  &  Arizona's  value  has  not 
been  greatly  overstated  even  by  its 
most  enthusiastic  friends.  It  impresses 
me  as  being  every  inch  "as  big  and  rich 
as  advertised."  There  is  an  astonish- 
Ishingly  large  amount  of  ore  in  sight 
tn  its  two  mines,  and  I  believe  its  pres- 
ent phenomenal  record  of  production 
can  be  maintained  for  a  considerable 
period  of  years. 

••The  advance  In  its  dividend  rate  to 
\$3  quarterly  was  in  every  way  war- 
ranted by  the  strictest  interpretation 
©f  all  the  rules  of  conservatism.  Cur- 
rent net  earnings  are  at  the  rate  of 
more  than  J4,')00,(K)0  annually,  or  better 
than  $20  per  share  on  its  200,000 
ahares  of  stock;  and  its  surplus  now 
amounts  to  approximately  $3,000.(XK).  It 
Is  making  about  36.000,000  pounds  of 
copper  annually  from  its  own  ores  at  a 
gross  cost  of  6%  cents  or  less  per  pound.

Such  a  policy,  of 
course,  makes  for  permanency  and 
guarantees  the  continuance  of  the 
present  low  copper  cost  for  many  years. 


is  very  favorably  located  for  economic; 
work,  and  It  la  the  intention  of  the 
management  to  make  it  the  main  work- 
ing shaft  of  the  property.  A  steam 
turbine  and  electric  generator  have  been 
Installed  to  provide  underground  elec- 
tric haulage,  and  a  line  will  be  estab- 
lished immediately  to  handle  the  ore 
between  the  Irish  Mag  and  Oliver 
shafts.  It  Is  not  improbable  that  the 
Mag  sha.n  'will  eventually  discontinue 
hoisting  ore  altogether,  but  there  is  no 
imedlate  prospect  that  this  change  will 
be  made. 

•The   statement   In   the   consolidation 
circular.  Issued  recently,  that  the  other 
mines  in  this  district,  which  have  sub- 
stantially the  same  management  as  liie 
Calumet  &  Arizona,  will  soon  be  called 
upon    to  provide  smelting  facilities  for 
tholr  ores,  is  at  least  a  suggestion  that 
the  plan  is  to  have  Calumet  &  Arizona 
/utilize    the    full    capacity    of      its    own 
plant.     This  would  call  for  an  increase 
of  100  per  cent  in  its  ore  output,   ar-d 
make  its  annual  production  60,000,000  to 
75,000,000  pounds  of  fine  copper.     Such  a 
scale    of    operations    would,    of    course, 
hasten  the  exhaustion  of  the  company's 
ore   reserves,   but   it    would   meanwhile 
provide  for  greatly  increased  dividends. 
Some  high  authorities  believe  that  the 
greatest  economy  Is  obtained  by  taking 
ore  out  of  the  ground  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible and   turning  It  into  cash. 

"The  Calumet  &  Arizona  smelter  is 
located  at  Douglas,  twenty-eight  miles 
from  the  mine.  It  contains  five  blast 
furnaces,  one  of  which  is  just  bei'ig 
completed.  Each  Is  capable  of  smelting 
about  325  tons  of  ore  dally.  Three  fur- 
naces are  In  blast,  and  the  fourth  is 
held  in  reserve.  About  925  tons  of  ore 
is  being  smelted  dally,  of  which  650  tons 
come  from  its  own  mines.  There  are 
also  three  stands  of  converters,  a  bri- 
quettlng  machine,  etc.  The  management 
is  con.slderlng  the  advisability  of  build- 
ing a  reverberatory  furnace  to  smelt  Its 
flue  dust. 

"Viewed  from  an  Investment  stand- 
point, Calumet  &  Arizona  stock  cer 
tainly  looks  attractive.  Even  though  its 
properties  should  prove  short  lived.  It 
would  require  ten  or  a  dozen  years  for 
the  company  to  earn  and  distribute  in 
dividends  an  equal  amount  to  the  pres- 
ent selling  price  of  the  stock.  Th.-i 
chances  are  all  favorable,  however,  thca 
large  resources  will  be  developed  In  the 
south  workings  of  Its  mines,  and  also 
In  the  Hope  and  Wagner  claims.  There 
are  competent  authorities  who  believe 
that  ore  bodies  will  be  found,  also,  in 
the  upper  levels  of  the  mine,  where  lit- 
tle or  no  work  has  yet  been  done.  There 
is  at  least  one  point  on  which  stock- 
holders may  rest  assured— the  price  of 
copper    will    never    go    low    enough    to 


hearing  petitions,  passing  on  bills,  etc. 

At  the  semi-annual  meeting,  appro- 
priations are  made  to  pay  salaries  in 
the  same  offices  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year,  otherwise  the  business  dis- 
posed of  hardly  differs  from  the  rou- 
tine of  any  other  meeting. 

This  year,  however,  the  county  board 
will  have  some  business  to"  take  care  of 
at  its  seini-annual  meeting  that  is  a 
little  out  of  the  ordinary.

These  bonds  were  Issued  about  twenty 
years  ago  in  lieu  of  some  other  old 
railroad  bonds  Issued  some  years  prior 
to  that  time  aod  the  payment  to  be 
made  the  first  6f  the  coming  year  will 
be  the  clean-up  of  the  last  of  those 
outstanding  papers  against  trhe  county. 
The  bonds  have  been  drawing  a  much 
higher  rate  of  Interest  than  any  Issued 
In  recent  years  and,  from  th'^  stand- 
point of  an  investment,  have  been  a 
pretty  good  thing  for  the  people  hold- 
ing them. 

The  semi-annual  meeting  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  protacted  session  of  the 
commissioners  sitting  with  the  auditor 
as  the  county  board  of  equalization.  In 
such  capacity,  the  commissioners  are 
sometimes  in  session  anywhere  from  a 
week  to  three  weeks.

Los  Angeles,  June  19.— Leaning  with 
her  dimpled  chin  resting  In  the  up- 
turned palms  of  her  white  hands,  Flor- 
ence Hunter,  otherwise  known  as 
"Deaconess  Leighton,"  gazed  from  a 
cell  window  at  the  city  jail,  listless  and 
forlorn,  says  the  Los  Angeles,  Cal., 
Herald. 

In  her  deaconess  garb  Miss  Hunter 
played  an  emotional  role  that  opened 
hospitable  doors  to  her  in  Los  Angeles, 
and  afforded  opportunities  for  patty 
thefts.

It 
Is  said,  and  next  took  up  her  abode 
with  Mrs.  W.  H.  Packard,  No.  1914 
Twentieth  street. 

When  she  left  Mrs.  Packard  It  is 
claimed  that  she  took  with  her  a  purse 
containing  a  small  sum. 

Denounced  as  an  imposter  by  church 
people,  by  the  officials  of  the  Associa- 
ted Charities,  and  by  the  matron  of  the 
Deaconess'  home,  the  police  were  asked 
to  investigate  the  career  of  "Deacon- 
ess Leighton,"  and  the  investigation  re- 
sulted in  her  arrest  by  Sergeant  Craig 
while  the  floral  parade  was  winding  its 
way  down  Spring  street.

Mr.  Walker  says  of  the  copper  metal 
and  the  share  markets: 

"Copper  is  quiet,  but  continues  very 
strong.  Lake  is  held  at  18%  to  19  cents 
per  pound  for  August  and  September 
delivery;  electrolytic  for  nearby  deliv- 
ery is  18%  cents,  for  September  and 
October  delivery.  18»^  to  18%  cents; 
easting  Is  18'A  to  18%  cents.  There  is  a 
strong  demand  for  prime  grades  of  cast- 
ing copper.  The  domestic  situation  is 
quiet  at  the  moment,  and  without  spe- 
cial feature.  Demand  from  European 
consumers  continues  strong.  Tlhe  re- 
cent activity  of  the  foreign  buying 
shows  its  effect  in  the  copper  exports 
for  Europe,  which  are  Increasing  stead- 
ily. 

"Producers  generally  do  not  look  for 
a  very  large  Increase  this  year  over  the 
output  of  1905.  Meanwhile  the  metal  Is 
going  Into  consumption  as  rapidly  as  It 
can  be  produced,  and  there  are  many 
indications  that  this  condition  will  con- 
tinue for  several  months  to  come. 

"Some  activity  has  been  shown  In  a 
few  copper  stocks  during  the  past  week, 
but  It  did  not  last,  and  the  market  re- 
lapsed Into  dullness  and  weakness,  the 
latter  not  pronounced.  There  have  been 
no  important  developments.  The  fail- 
ure of  the  Utah  Consolidated  directors 
to  Increase  the  dividend  rate  has  occa- 
sioned some  unfavorable  comment,  and 
has  Induced  some  selling,  not  only  of 
that  stock,  but  of  other  coppers.  Amal- 
gamated has  moved  within  a  very  nar- 
row range,  and  has  attracted  very  little 
outside  buying.

in  the  hope  of  regaining  health.  How- 
ever, when  he  returned  he  was  still 
weak  and.  under  the  auJvlce  of  his  phy- 
sician, his  part  of  the'  Inauguration 
ceremonies  was  gone  ^[hrtHigh  with  the 
utmost  care.  '  ' 

The  severest  backset  dUrlng  his  ill- 
ness came  about  the  ^i(Mle  of  Marrfi, 
and  for  several  day^  h&  hovered  be- 
tween life  and  death.  *T)iying  this  time 
his  every  thought  seamed  to  be  on  a 
return  to  his  country 'hbihe  at  Mllford, 
and  as  soon  as  his  w^kfehed  condition 
permitted,  he  was  brtnight  to  Cincin- 
nati, spending  several  weeks  In  Christ 
hospital,  until  the  physicians  thdught 
him  ready  for  the  trtfJ'ta  his  country 
home.  One  week  a^o'  h«  seemed  to 
have  so  far  recovered  his  strength  that 
no  ill  effects  were  atitf6ipated  from 
the  trip  to  Mllford,  a.hd  a  special  elec- 
tric car  carried  him  to  within  a  short 
distance  of  his  home,  art  ambulance 
taking  him  the  balance  of  the  way. 
He  semed  benefited  by  the  trip  rather 
than  otherwise,  and  has  been  reported 
as  Fteadily  gaining  since  then. 

John  M.  Pattlson,  boy  soldier,  law- 
yer. Stat©  legislator,  member  of  con- 
gress and  governor  of  Ohio,  was  a  na- 
tive of  Clermont  county,  Ohio.

THE  CHICAGO  MARKET.

Interborough  Metropoli- 
tan stock,  whiclK  has  been  pegged  at  5C 
for  several  days  past  broke  with  a  de- 
cline of  3%  points  on  the  enormous  offer- 
ings.

Two  Agrcund  at  Lime  Kilns. 

Amherstburg,  June  19.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— While  trying  to  enter  Lime 
Kilns  crossing  during  the  heavy  fog,  the 
ore-laden  steamer  Amerika  backed  onto 
the  east  bank  and  is  out  eighteen  inches. 
Tugs  worked  all  morning  without  releas- 
ing the  stranded  steamer.  Part  of  the 
cargo  will  have  to  be  lightered. 

The  barge  Manda,  in  tow  of  the  steamer 
Rockefeller,  collided  with  an  unknown 
steamer  while  navigating  the  lower  Lime 
Kilns  In  the  fog  at  2  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. About  thirty  feet  of  the  rail  and 
bulwarks  were  Injured  and  the  vessel  was 
forced  aground.  The  tug  Home  Rule  Is 
working  on  the  boat,  but  it  is  thought  she 
will  have  to  be  lightered. 


Fog  Causes  Heavy  Losses. 
Chicago,  June  19.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—Dense  fogs  which  have  prevailed 
over  the  upper  lakes  for  a  fortnight  past 
are  adding  very  heavily  to  the  Insurance 
losses.  For  the  past  five  days  the  straits 
of  Mackinac,  the  Soo  passage  and  the 
Detroit  and  St.  Clair  rivers  have  been 
covered  by  dense  fog  banks  during  at 
least  a  portion  of  the  day.  Three  vessels 
were  reported  ashore  this  morning  on  ac- 
count of  the  fog.  The  most  serious  losses 
so  far  have  been  the  sinking  of  the 
steamer  John  Duncan  bv  the  Anchor 
liner  Lehigh  near  the  Manitous,  Lake 
Michigan,  and  the  collision  between  the 
steamers  Steel  King  and  Manchester  off 
Harbor  Beach,  Lake  Huron.  An  under- 
writer estimated  the  loss  directly  due  to 
fog  the  past  few  weeks  at  $250,000.

Druids,*  It  Is  claIme<Os  the  oldest  se- 
cret order  In  the  'vwrld,  not  barring 
even  the  Masons.  Itfct  claimed  to  have 
been  founded  fully  1^000  years  before 
Christ,  and  is  founded  |^n  the  rites  of 
the  Druid  priests  Mjf  ancient  times.  The 
legislators  and  priests  of  that  time 
formed  the  order,  whi^  waa  handed 
down,  and  was  well  known  among 
the  Britons  at  the  41me  the  Romans 
invaded  and  conquered  the  British 
L'-les.  The  Romans  ti^enl  stole  the  cere- 
monials, and  formewiari  order  of  their 
own.

Chicago.  June  20.— Wilbur  G.  VoUva, 
the  present  hejid  of  Zion  City,  who  suc- 
ceeded Dowie  as  manager  of  the  city 
and  its  proptrties,  was  the  first  witness 
today  for  the  defense  in  the  hearing 
now  going  on  before  Judge  Landis,  In 
the  federai  court,  to  determine  the 
rightful  manager  of  the  city  and  its  in- 
terests. Voiiva  testified  that  when  he 
assumed  control  of  Zion  City  he  found 
in  the  candy  industry  a  paid  up  stoclt 
of  $15o,00«»,  an  actual  investment  of 
$18,000  and  a  total  operating  loss,  up  to 
Jan.  31,  11«(»6,  of  $&3.<H.iO.  In  the  Supply 
Manufacturing  association,  invested  in 
stock,  $257,000;  amount  actually  invest- 
ed, $2::,000;  total  loss  in  operation,  $249,- 
000.  In  the  lace  Industry,  paid  on  the 
Btock.  $2,h24.fK)0;  actually  invested,  $415,- 
000;  operating  loss,  $1,200,000. 

Ltosses  on  the  other  industries  were, 
on  Jan.  31,  ll»06,  as  follows: 

Food  supply.  $27,(XM.i;  railway  con- 
struction. $4.iKH.';  printing  housts,  $4f<0,- 
000;  hotels,  $173,000;  transportation,  $11,- 
000. 

"Zion  City  bank,"  said  witness,  "has 
deposits  amounting  to  $500,000,  but  not 
one  dollar  In  the  bank  to  pay  any  of, 
the  $5(>0.(i00.

TKO-yEAR^OLD  iOARDS

EXPLOSION  OF  RESIN. 
Red  VViiig,  Minn.,  June  20. — A  pailful 
of  resin,  placed  on  a  stove  In  the  tin 
shop  in  the  third  story  of  Johns  & 
Augustine's  hardware  store,  exploded 
yesterday  morning.  The  walls  and  cell- 
ing were  demolished  by  the  force  of  the 
explosion.  Nobody  was  injured.  The 
firt  department  put  out  the  blaze. 


Grodno,  Russia.  June  20. — Owing  to 
the  refusal  of  the  censor  at  Bialystok 
to  permit  the  free  telegi-aphing  of    the 

result  of  the  Investigation  of  the  mas- 
sacre of  Jews  there,  the  correspondent 
of  the  .A..ssociated  Press  came  here.  The 
ant i- Jewish  rioting  at  Bialystok  is  now 
ended.  The  troops  are  in  full  control, 
and  in  view  of  the  outcry  rai.sed  it  is 
certain  that  he  authorities  will  not 
permit  a  renewal  of  the  horrors  recent- 
ly witiies.sej  at  Bialystok. 

This  entire  region  is  gi'eatly  excited 
owing  to  fear  that  the  Bialystok  mas- 
sacre was  only  the  signal  for  a  general 
attack  on  the  Jews  throughout  the 
pale  and  In  Poland,  but  if  ajiy  such 
conspiracy  existed  it  is  too  late  to  carry 
out  the  plans,  as  the  most  imperative 
orders  to  prevent  further  outbreaks 
l;ave  been  issued  to  the  governors  and 
governor  generals  from  St.  Petersburg. 

When  the  correspondent  arrived  at 
Bialystok.  Sunday  morning,  the  worst 
was  already  over,  but  on  all  sides  there 
was  revolting  evidence  of  .«avage  bes- 
tiality on  the  part  of  the  blood-drunken 
mobs,  wio  sacked  and  burned  the  Jew- 
ish houses,  shops  and  stores.  For  sev- 
enty-two hours,  with  a  slight  abate- 
ment during  the  day  time,  the  mad 
orgie  of  blood  and  pillage  went  on  un- 
checked. The  inhumanity  displayed 
would  have  done  credit  to  the  Mongol 
hordes  t>f  Genghis  Khan,  in  his  con- 
quests of  China  and  Central  Asia,  early 
in  the  thirteenth  century.  At  first  po- 
lice and  troops  urged  on  the  mob,  but 
finally,  when  dismayed  by  the  bloody 
deeas  accomplished,  they  reluctantly 
sought  to  obey  the  orders  of  their  su- 
periors to  put  an  end  to  the  work  of 
the  rapacious  bands  of  roughs  who 
were  se'  far  beyond  control  of  the  local 
forces  that  regiment  after  regiment  had 
to  be  thrown  into  the  city  before  order 
could  be  restored. 

Accoi-ding  to  the  investigation  of  the 
parliamentary  commission,  whose  mcui- 
bers  were  especially  anxious  to  eluci- 
date this  point,  M.  Schepkin  of  Odessi*. 
a  member  of  the  commission,  said: 

•We  wished  e.<»pecially  to  bring  home 
the  responsibility  to  the  government,  if 
the  massacre  was  organized  In  St.  Pet- 
ersburg. But  our  conclusions  are  that 
It  was  not  planned  in  St.  Petersbur,?. 
Neither  do  we  find  proof  that  Chief  of 
Police  Sherometieff  of  Bialystok  was  a 
party  to  the  plot.  However,  the  re.-pon- 
sibllity  of  his  subordinates,  together 
with  that  of  the  rank  and  file  of  tlio 
police,  and  some  of  the  military  oifl- 
cers  who  fondly  imagine  that  the  odius 
system  of  Von  Plehve  and  Ti-epofT  has 
not   ended,   is   clearly   proven. 

"We  have  failed  to  clear  up  whether 
a  policeman  or  an  anarchist  threw  the 
bomb.  Our  investigations  only  dem- 
onstrate that  the  real  cause  of  this  and 
similar  tragedies  is  the  position  of  the 
JevNS  which  makes  the  ignorant  Rus- 
sians consider  them  to  be  pariahs  out- 
side the  protection  of  the  law.  The  Jews 
everywhere  are  now  organizing  socie- 
ties for  self  defense,  and  as  soon  as 
they  show  the  slightest  resistance  to 
persecution  they  will  be  treated  by  l'»e 
troops  and  ignorant  populace  as  revolu- 
tionists for  whcmi  a  simple  death  is  too 
good.  Parliament  must  insist  on  the 
punishment  of   the  guilty." 

As  proof  of  the  charge  that  the  mas- 
sacre was  prepared  in  advance,  the 
Jews  claim  that  the  keepers  of  the 
government  wine  shops  received  notice 
the  day  before  the  outbreak  to  remove 
their  cash  from  the  shops  to  safer 
places. 

The  tales  of  atrftcltles  committed  are 
innumerable,  and  while  .some  of  them 
may  be  exaggerated,  enough  has  been 
established  to  make  almost  anything 
creditable. 

The  mob  seemed  to  delight  In  tortur- 
ing the  victims.  Strips  of  flesh  were 
cut  from  their  bodies,  children  were 
snatched  from  their  mother's  arms  and 
taken  by  the  legs  and  brained  on  the 
pavement  before  the  eyes  of  their  par- 
ents. An  old  Jew  was  beheaded,  and 
the  gha.stly  trophy  was  carried  all  day 
at  the  end  of  a  pike  through  the  strceis. 
In  many  cases  the  heads  of  victii.is 
were  beaten  to  a  Jelly  with  stones. 

At  the  Bialystok  railroad  station 
where  the  mob  searched  the  trains  f-r 
Jews,  a  rioter  seized  a  5-year-old  giii 
by  the  throat  and  held  her  at  arm's 
length  until   she  strangled   to  death. 

Little  children  seemed  to  take  pleas- 
ure in  pointing  out  the  hiding  places  of 
the  Jews,  Mutilated  corpses,  swarming 
with  flies,  were  left  lying  about  the 
streets  in  some  cases  for  days. 

A  badly  injured  Jewe.ss  in  the  hos- 
pital,  describing  the  scenes,  .said: 

"Hell  was  within  human  beings,  and 
they  enacted  the  role  of  demons,"  then 
the  woman  suddenly  went  into  convul- 
sions at  the  memory  of  the  horrors  .she 
witnessed.

Fargo,  N.  D.,  June  20.— More  complete 
returns  from  over  the  state  up  to  noon 
today  shows  that  the  regular  Republi- 
cans gained  a  greater  victory  at  yes- 
terday's primaries  than  was  estimated 
last  night.  The  certain  vote  for  the 
legulars  In  the  state  convention  Is  now 
placed  at  348  out  of  4€7.  The  anti- 
primary  estimate  was  300.  The  "Insur- 
gent" legislative  candidates  were  more 
successful    than    the    delegates    to    the 

convention,  and  a  factional  house  will 
be  more  evenly  divided,  with  the  regu- 
lars in  control.  As  a  result  of  done 
votes  in  some  counties  there  will  be 
split  delegations  in  the  state  conven- 
tion, July  12.  In  Fargo,  late  returns 
from  country  precincts  cut  down  the 
estimated  lead  of  600  to  200  for  dele- 
gates, and  the  legislative  candidates  in 
the  three  districts  of  the  county  are 
about  evenly  divided. 


REFUSES  WRIT  TO 
RICHARD  IVENS 


be  Hanged  on  Fri- 
day Unless  the  Gov- 
ernor Interferes. 

Springfield,  111..  June  20. — The  supreme 
court  today  denied  a  writ  of  superceiias 
to  Richard  Ivens,  sentenced  to  hang  in 
Chicago  next  Friday,  for  the  murder  of 
Mrs.  Franklin  C.  Hollister.  Chief  Jus- 
tice Scott  read  the  opinion  of  the  court. 
The  dcci.sion  reviewed  at  some  length 
the  testimony,  particularly  dwelling  on 
the  confessions  of  Ivens,  and  said  that 
there  was  nothing  to  show  that  Iven.s 
had  been  unduly  influenced  to  make 
the  confessions,  and  that  the  evidence 
warranted  the  verdict  of  the  jury. 
Ivens'  attorney  announced  an  intention 
to  take  the  case  to  Governor  Deneen 
anci  endeavgi-  to  secure  a  stay  of  exe- 
cution until  the  state  board  of  pardons 
can  hear  the  case. 


Chicago,  June  20.— When  told  that 
the  supreme  court  had  refused  him  a 
stay  of  execution,  Ivens  at  first  refused 
to  believe  it.  He  stood  with  hands 
tightly  clutching  the  bars  ftf  the  cell, 
and   was  apparently  very  nervous.

AMERICAN  FIRM 
HOLDS  CONTRACT 

To  Supply  Three  British 

Military     Stations 

With  Meat. 

London,  June  SO.— William  Field, 
member  of  parliament  for  the  St.-  Pat- 
rick's division  of  I^lklin  and  champion 
of  the  British  m^t  dealers  who  'has 
been  so  actively  (fuestloning  the  min- 
isters for  the  last  week,  In  reply  to  a 
further  question  In  the  house  today, 
elicited  the  information  from  War  Sec- 
retary Haldane  that  "an  American  firm 
long  established  in  the  London  meat 
market"  holds  contracts  to  supply 
meat  to  three  military  station^  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  These  contracts  do 
not  include  the  supply  of  canned  pro- 
visions, but  occasionally  preserved 
meat  Is  Issued  from  the  army  reserve 
stores  In  order  to  instire  a  turn  over 
of  the  stock.  The  proportion  of  frozen 
mutton  is  not  allowed  to  exceed  twj- 
sevenths  of  the  mut(on  supplied  to  the 
troops. 

The  interest  ofJWr.  Field  in  the  meat 
ouestion  is  undoirbtpdly  due  to  the  fact 
tnat  he  is  in  the  pi-bvislon  business.

LOSE  LIVES 

IN  JUNNEL 

Serious  Accident  in  Shield 

Under  New  York 

Harbor. 


Two  Men   Blown  Into 

River  and  Six  Severely 

Hurt 


New  York,  June  20. — Two  men  lost 
their  lives,  another  was  fatally  injured, 
and  six  more  were  severely  hurt  as  a 
result  of  an  ;^ccident  In  the  Penn.s>l- 
vania  tunnel  between  Thirty-fourlii 
street,  this  city,  and  Long  Island  City 
today.  Twenty-four  of  the  thlrty-liv^ 
men,  who  were  at  work  in  the  tunnei  at 
the  time  of  the  accident,  escaped  with- 
out serious  injury,  after  having  faced 
death  by  drowning. 

The  accident  was  caused  by  the  tre- 
mendous air  pressure  necessary  at  the 
head  of  the  tunnel  to  hold  back  the 
soft  mud  into  which  the  shield  is  forc- 
ed. The  mud  under  this  shield  wojs 
blown  out,  and  two  of  the  workmen, 
who  were  caught  in  the  flow  of  <tlr, 
were  swept  to  death  in  the  river.  When 
the  heading  was  emptied  of  air,  water 
rushed  in  through  the  opening  and 
threatened  to  drown  the  survivors.  In 
the  struggle  which  followed  between 
the  workmen  to  escape  from  the  cham- 
ber through  the  little  door  which  con- 
nects with  the  finished  part  of  the  tun- 
nel, several  of  them  were  severely  hurt. 
Finally,  however,  the  cooler  heads 
among  the  men  prevailed,  and  all  of  the 
survivors,  either  by  their  own  efforts 
or  the  assistance  of  others,  found  safe- 
ty in  the  completed  tunnel.  So  rapidly 
did  the  wafer  flow  into  the  unfinished 
compartment  that  before  the  last  man's 
turn  came  to  pass  through  the  little 
door  he  was  standing  neck  deep  in  the 
water.

EMBASSIES 
ARRIVING 

To  Attend  Coronation  of 

King  Haakon  at 

Trondhiem. 

Old  Norwegian  Capital 

is  Fast  Filling  With 

Visitors. 


Trondhjem,  Norway,  June  20. — The 
French  armored  cruiser  Admiral  Aube, 
carrying  the  special  French  embassy 
to  the  coronation  of  King  Haakon,  ar- 
rived here  this  morning.  Immediately 
after  she  reached  the  anchorage  special- 
ly selected  for  the  vessel,  her  guns 
awakened  ,the  echoes  of  the  Fiord  with 
a  salute.  She  then  "dressed  ship"  and 
the  Norwegian  men-of-war  and  shore 
batteries  answered  her  salute. 

A  spanking  breeze  swept  the  harbor, 
causing  the  flags  and  bunting  to  llulter 
in  a  lively  fashion  and  raising  a  sea  in 
which  the  launches  and  cutters  were 
tossed  about  like  corks.  But  in  spite  of 
the  breeze  a  dense  fog  prevailed  near 
the  entrance  of  the  Fiord  and  delayed 
the  arrival  <ff  the  other  warships  and 
steamers.  Including  the  British  roya: 
yacht  Victoria  and  Albert,  having  on 
board  the  prince  and  princess  of  Wales, 
and  convoyed  by  the  cruisers  Juno  and 
Talbot.  These  vessels  are  anchoretl 
outside  the  Fiord,  but  will  not  arrive  at 
Trondhjem  until  the  afternoon. 

The  members  of  the  French  embassy 
landed  at  11  o'clock  this  morning.  They 
were  received  by  officers  of  the  rojaJ 
household,  were  given  a  guard  of  honor 
and  were  driven  to  the  palace  where 
King  Haakon  received  the  embassy  and 
thanked  them  and  their  nation  for  their 
presence  here  on  the  occa.slon  of  hi'3 
coronation.  The  leading  members  of 
the  Norwegian  cabinet,  headed  uy 
Premier  Michelsen,  will  leave  Chris- 
tiania  today  lor  Tro»dhjem. 

Maj.  William    W.  Gibson,  the  Amer- 
jlcan  military  attache  at  St.  Petersburg, 
arrived  here  today  to  attend  the  coro- 
nation. 

I     Trondhjem  continues  to  fill  with  vlsit- 
jors,  and  crowds  throng  the  streets.

The  loss  of  the  Pulajanes  is  believed 
tc  be  great,  but  it  cannot  be  estimated, 
as  they  carried  off  their  dead  and 
wounded  after  the  fight. 

The  municipal  records  were  tak^n 
from  the  tribunal,  piled  in  the  strett, 
and  burned.  The  destruction  of  these 
papers  was  one  of  the  most  serious 
phases  of  the  raid,  as  they  Included 
deeds,  licenses,  receipts,  etc.  The  safo 
containing  the  town  funds  was  not  de- 
stroyed.

St.  Petersburgq,  June  20.— During  the 
rJots  the  Jews  were  hunted  down  by 
ferocious  pursuers,  who  were  not  con- 
tent with  killing  more  victims,  but  tore 
them  to  pieces,  like  wild  animals.  Anvl 
whale  this  was  In  progress,  the  troops 
slther  stood  idly  by.  or  as  was  more 
frequently  the  case,  fired  into  the 
houses  and  shops  with  their  guns  whert, 
Jews  were  concealed  under  the  pretext 
that  they  believed  them  to  be  revolu- 
tionii^ts,  but  really  to  make  way  for  the 
murderers  and  plunderers  who  followed 

in  the  soldiers"  wake. 

While  it  is  Impossible  to  give  the  ex- 
act figures,  the  visits  of  the  correo- 
pondent  to  the  hospital  and  cemeteries 
enables  him  to  approximate  the  kiil'?d 
at  100  Jews  and  20  Christians,  and  tijc 
wounded  at  IJO  Jews  and  7  Cnri.sliana. 

The  question  of  the  origin  of  tiie 
massacre  was  carefully  investigated. 
Although  many  of  the  Jews  denied  tii?.t 
a  bomb  was  thrown  at  the  Corpus 
Christi  procession  Thursday,  the  fact 
that  a  bomb  was  thrown  is  establislud 
t(  yond  a  doubt,  but  the  question  of  who 
tlirew  the  bomb  ren^ains  unsettled.  Tne 
accounts  of  Impartial  witnesses,  how- 
ever, demonstrate  that  an  insulting  try 
enraged  the  Jews,  who  attacked  the  re- 
ligious procession.  Then  from  one  end 
if  the  city  to  the  other  the  police 
spread  the  report  of  the  attack,  thus 
fanning  the  religious  fanaticism  of  the 
Chiistians.  and  setting  loose  the  worst 
elemcr.ts  upon  the  Jews,  on  whom  the 
crowds  watching  the  procession  had  al- 
ready turntd.  The  Jews  at  first  fought 
■with  revolvers  and  bombs,  and  v.  ith 
their  weapons  the  majority  of  ttie 
Christian  victims  were  lulled.  But  the 
Jews  were  soon  overwhelmed  and  fled 

J  or  shelter,  like  rabbits  to  warrens, 
nto  cellars  or  attics.  The  soldiers 
•watched  this  chase  and  butchery,  some- 
times laughing  with  indifference,  but 
ji^vtr  failing  to  fire  Into  the  houses 
where  Jews,  sometimes  to  the  number 
of  a  nundred,  were  making  a  stan(l 
against  their  assailants.  The  soldiers 
taid  the  Jews  were  revolutionists,  and 
that  was  their  excuse  for  firing  en 
them.  The  authorities  who  wanted  to 
do  something  to  stop  the  massacre 
were,  with  the  police  and  troops  in  open 
sympathy  with  the  mob,  utterly  power- 
less. 

Although  It  is  freely  charged  that  the 
higher  authorities  of  Bialystok  delib- 
erately organized  the  massacre,  or,  if 
this  was  not  the  case,  that  it  was  car- 
ried cut  under  orders  from  St.  Peters-

MANY  CENTURIES  OLD. 

Table  Service.  Dug   Up  Near  Naples. 
Given  to  Museum. 

Chicago.  June  20.— Mrs.  Chauncey  J. 
Blair  has  presented  to  the  Field  Colum- 
bian museum  a  set  of  early  Roman  sil- 
ver service  dug  up  recently  near  Naples 
and  believed  to  be  at  least  nineteen  cen- 
turies c«ld.  The  antiquities,  which  num- 
ber twenty  individual  pieces,  are  the  only 
silver   set    of    the    date    in    America   and 

are   valued  at  a   fabulous  sum. 
Recent  excavations  early  last  spring  at 

the    ancient    city    of    Tixoli,    now    known 

as  Tibur,  revealed,  among  other  Import- 
;  ant  discoveries,  this  service,  which  prob- 
,\ibly  is  intact,  with  the  exception  of  a 
;  small    spoon. 

!  Mrs.  Blair,  who  was  In  Italy  at  the 
I  time,  secured  the  entire  service,  and,  on 

account   of    its   great   importance    hlsiorl- 
'  cally.    decided    to    give    it    to    the    Field 
I  museum. 
I     The    silver,    which     arrived      yesterday 

from  Italy,  consists  of  the  following 
I  pieces: 

I  One  plate  fifteen  inches  in  diameter, 
I  decorated  on  the  edge;  three  plates  eight 
i  inches  in  diameter;  three  small,  round 
[dishes;  one  large  cup,  decorated  around 
I  the  top  and  bottom;  one  small,  shell- 
I  shaped  scoop;  six  large  spoons  and  five 
i  small  siK>ons.

RUINED  AND  DISGRACED. 

Former  Prosperous  Citizen  of  LaCrosse 
Takes  His  Own  Life. 

La  Crosse,  Wis.,  June  20.— Humiliated 
by  the  thought  of  his  own  condition, 
brooding  over  the  recent  death  of  his 
wife,  and  thinking  of  his  son's  disgrace, 
who  is  spending  his  time  in  the  peni- 
tentiary, Lorenz  Pepperi,  aged  78,  and 
at  one  time  a  prosperous  citizen  of  L.a 
Crosse,  committed  suicide  by  leaping 
from  a  fire  escape  landing  on  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  the  county  poor  house, 
Monday. 

Lorenz  Pepperl's  is  a  sad  story.  At 
one  time  he  was  considered  a  wealthy 
man,  but  as  he  grew  older  It  was  read- 
ily seen  that  his  son  was  fast  making 
ducks  and  drakes  of  the  property.  His 
affairs  passed  from  bad  to  worse,  and 
during  the  early  part  of  the  past  win- 
ter, young  i'epperi  was  arrested,  tried 
and  convicted  of  stealin^f  his  father's 
overcoat^  ^He  jvas  ser^tencta  lo  6n§ 
Vear  ui  the  penitentiary.  It  was  then 
discoverei  that  the  old  folks  had  no 
visible  means  of  support,  and  they 
were  taken  to  the  p66r  '  fat^.  *rhe 
mother  soon  sickehed  and  died,  and  now 
the  father  ends  bis  own  life,  leaving 
only  the  son,  whose  thefts  broke  up  this 
family,  serving  hla  sentence  at  Wau- 
paun. 


New  Bedford,  Mass.,  June  20.— 
Escaping  the  perils  of  being  crushed 
between  huge  Icebergs  and  being  blown 
ashore  on  the  inhospitable  coastk  of 
Kerguelon  island,  in  the  far  Southern 
ocean,  which  few  vessels  visit  in  the 
course  of  several  years,  the  staunch 
brig  Daisy,  Capt.  B.  D.  Cleveland,  sailed 
Into  port  here  and  dropped  her  anchor 
at  quarantine  after  an  absence  of 
eleven  months  and  eighteen  days. 

Snugly  stowed  in  her  lower  hold  la 
2,450  barrels  of  sea  elephant  oil.  This 
beats  Capt.  Cleveland's  trip  In  the  bark 
Swallow  to  the  same  place,  when  he 
was  gone  eleven  months  and  six  days, 
but  only  brought  back  1,800  barrels  of 
oil  that  trip.  The  Daisy  made  a  fine 
passage  out  and  a  quick  trip  home, 
and,  taken  altogether,  it  was  a  suc- 
cessful cruise. 

*'I  could  have  brought  home  600  bar- 
rels more  than  I  have  in  the  vessel," 
said  Capt.  Cleveland  to  a  reporter,  "but 
as  we  had  lost  one  of  our  anchors  in  a 
gale  and  the  season  was  getting  late.  I 
did  not  care  to  take  the  chances  of  try- 
ing to  hold  on  in  the  heavy  weather 
we  had  all  the  time  with  one  anchor. 
Blow!  We  had  the  worst  weather  I 
have  experienced  in  all  my  four  trips 
to  Desolation;  nothing  but  a  succession 
of  heavy  gales  all   the  time." 

The  Daisy  left  this  port  June  6,  last 
year,  and,  making  a  tiuick  run  across 
the  Atlantic  ocean  to  Cape  Verde 
Islands,  she  recruited  a  few  Cape  Ver- 
ders  and  then  started  on  her  long 
passage  to  Desolation,  and  made  a 
fairly  good  run  of  it  down  to  the 
island. 

She  arrived  at  Table  bay,  where  all  of 
her  hunting  for  the  sea  elephants  was 
done,  on  Sept.  17.  Capt.  Cleveland  is  a 
worker,  and  his  men  fell  into  the  spirit 
of  the  business  under  the  good  ex- 
ample set  by  their  commander,  and 
they  went  to  work  with  a  will. 

The  sea  elephants  were  found  In 
abundance,  and  it  was  no  trouble  in 
knocking  them  over  and  getting  a  fair 
catch  each  day.  The  officers  with  Capt. 
Cleveland  were  old  sea  elephant  hunt- 
ers, and  they  soon  coached  the  men 
how  to  do  the  work  of  killing  and 
skinning  and  cutting  up  the  blubber. 
The  work  was  new  to  many  of  the 
men,  who  had  been  on  sperm  whaling 
voyages  and  knew  all  about  getting 
blubber  from  the  whale,  but  had  to  be 
taught  to  get  the  sea  elephant  blub- 
ber. 

When  the  crew  shipped  at  this  port 
it  was  expected  that  the  heavy  work 
of  rowing  the  whaleboats  from  the 
vessel  to  and  from  the  elephant  ground, 
a  pull  of  some  ten  miles  or  more,  would 
be  done  away  with  by  the  use  of  a 
powerful  motor  boat  that  was  shipped 
on   the   Daisy. 

The  motor  boat  worked  all  right  whilo 
in  this  harbor  before  the  Daisy  sailed, 
and  an  engineer,  James  Parr,  was  ship- 
ped to  run  the  boat.  But  when  Iha 
boat  was  taken  out  on  the  arrival  of 
the  Daisy  at  Table  bay,  it  was  found 
that  the  engineer  could  not  get  the  mo- 
tor to  working,  and  as  nobody  el.-? 
on  the  vessel  knew  anything  about  mo- 
tor boats,  the  attempt  had  to  be  given 
up.  and  the  boat  was  not  used. 

The  men  had  the  same  old,  long,  tire- 
some pull  from  the  anchorage  ground 
of  the  brig  near  the  head  of  the  harbor 
to  the  end  every  day,  when  the  weather 
allowed.  Engineer  Parr  was  sick  aft»^r 
the  Daisy  arrived  in  Table  bay,  and  on 
Oct.  15  he  had  a  paralytic  stroke  and 
died  a  short  time  afterward,  and  was 
buried  ashore.  This  was  the  only  death 
during  the  cruise. 

The  Daisy  was  anchored  near  the 
head  of  the  harbor,  and,  while  Capt. 
Cleveland  felt  pretty  sure  of  his  an- 
chors, the  heavy  and  hard  weather 
made  him  take  all  the  precautions  pos- 
sible. Besides  his  two  large  anchors  he 
ran  four  heavy  lines  ashore  and  made 
them  fast  around  large  boulders,  but 
the  force  of  the  wind  was  so  strong 
that  all  the  lines  were  parted,  one  aftor 
the   other. 

The  Daisy  had  her  narrowest  escape 
on  Jan.  31.  On  the  morning  of  that  day 
the  wind  began  to  blow  early,  and  by 
7  a.  m.  it  was  fairly  howling.  All  the 
crews  were  on  deck,  expecting  that 
something  was  going  to  happen,  and  it 
did  shortly  after  the  gale  was  at  As 
height.  It  was  blowing  with  hurricand 
force,  and  the  force  of  the  wind  prove  J 
to  be  too  much  for  the  starboard  cable, 
which  parted  35  fathoms  from  the  an- 
chor. 

The  port  anchor  held  for  a  while,  and 
then  the  ship  began  to  drag  toward  the 
shore.  It  was  a  rocky  coast  line,  anl 
the  crew  all  knew  that  if  the  Daisy 
once  struck  she  would  be  ground  to 
pieces  like  so  much  kindling  wood.  Tn^ 
Daisy  surely,  but  slowly,  dragged  acros^i 
the  end  of  the  harbor,  the  anchor  allow- 
ing her  to  move  slowly,  but  not  bring- 
ing up.  It  was  a  terrible  half-hour  for 
the  crew,  with  their  vessel  seemingly 
being  blown  to  her  destruction,  but 
when  within  200  yards  of  the  rocks  on 
the  lee  .shore  the  Daisy  got  into  a  kelp 
bed,  and  the  port  anchor  brought  the 
vessel  up. 

On  Jan.  17.  the  Daisy  had  been 
threatened  with  destruction  of  another 
kind.  The  constant  and  hard  southwest 
winds  had  brought  a  quantity  of  ice- 
bergs up  from   the  south   into  the  wa-

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Early  in  the  season,  while  the  three 
boats  of  the  brig  were  bound  up  in 
the  harbor  to  the  grounds  where  the 
sea  elephants  pod,  M  sudden  gale  of 
wind  overtook  the  crlft,  and  all  had  to 
make  for  the  shor^  in  the  quickest  pos- 
sible time.  All  were  blown  up  on  the 
beach,  and  thfe  captain's  boat,  which 
was  In  charge  of  Boatsteerer  Briggs, 
was  badly  stoven.  The  crews  had  a 
hard  struggle  in  saving  the  other 
boats,  on  account  of  the  rocky  nature 
of  the  shore. 

Cap>,  Cleveland  saw  three  schools  of 
fcperni  whales  to  the  northward  of  the 
Gulf  stream  four  days  ago,  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Hatteras.  No  whalers  were 
in  sight,  probably  being  to  the  north- 
ward of  where  the  whales  were  sight- 
ed. 

Capt.  Cleveland  intended  to  visit 
some  of  the  other  harbors  at  Kergue- 
len  island  to  get  a  full  ship  toward  the 
end  of  the  summer  season  in  that  lati- 
tude, but  the  loss  of  his  anchor  made 
him  decide  to  remain  at  Table  bay  and 
take  what  he  could  in  the  time  he  had 
to  stay. 

All  the  men  are  high  in  the  praise  of 
Capt.  Cleveland  for  his  seamansbip, 
and  they  say  he  got  the  Daisy  out  of 
her  hard  stay  at  the  Island  In  first  ^ss 
condition  and  made  her  come  home 
in  short  time.  The  latter  part  of  the 
pas.sage  was  made  In  light  airs,  and 
considerable  head  wind  was  encoun- 
tered. 

An  interesting  incident  is  told  in 
connection  with  the  cruise  of  the  Daisy. 
A  week  or  two  ago  some  person  Inter- 
ested in  the  brig  went  to  a  fortune 
teller  and  asked  some  questions  about 
The  brig  and  the  crew.  The  fortune 
teller  said  that  the  Daisy  was  all  right, 
but  a  death  had  occurred  on  board. 
When  the  brig  arrived  it  was  found 
the  prediction  made  was  true. 

Kerguelen  or  Desolation  island  and 
Hoards  island  have  been  the  principal 
hunting  grounds  for  sea  elephants. 
From  these  two  islands  during  the  last 
fifty  years  American  sealing  vessels 
have  brought  home  some  250,000  barrels 
of  oil  and  a  considerable  number  of  fur 
seal  skins. 

The  sea  elephant  had  been  taken  for 
a  number  of  years  by  whalers  before 
the  vessels  .specially  fitted  for  the  work 
were  sent  out.  The  headquarters  of 
the  business  w^is  at  New  London, 
which  place  continued  In  the  business 
up  to  within  ten  yeairs,  when  it  was 
taken  up  by  New  Bedford  people. 

The  fishery  at  Desolation  was  begun 
by  the  Americans  in  earnest  in  1837. 
Prior  to  that  date  English  vessels  had 
taken  quantities  of  ,<M  of  that  seal, 
but  the  Americans  had  taken  no  ac- 
tive part  In  the  business. 

At  Heads  island  the  fishing  began  In 
1854.  The  two  Islands  were  usually 
worked  together.  Desolation  In  the 
colder  months  and  Heards  islands  for 
a  brief  period  in  the  Antarctic  sum- 
mer. 

The  islands  are  about  3^  miles  apart, 
in  the  .Southern  Indian^ean.  Kergue- 
len island  extends  frorn  lat.  48.39  to 
49.44  south,  and  from  long.  70.35  to  68.42 
east.  Heards  island  lies  to  the  south 
and  the  east  of  Kerguelen,  and  in  lat.

Some 
twenty-five  miles  to  the  westward  of 
Heards  Island,  upon  which  seals  are 
said  to  congregate  in  considerable 
numbers.  But  the  shores  are  so  pre- 
cipitious  that  boats  cannot  land. 

Kerguelen  island  was  discovered  in 
1772  by  M.  de  Kerguelen,  a  French  nav- 
igator. He  mistook  it  for  a  southern 
continent  and  so  reported  it  to  his  gov- 
ernment. A  further  examination  was 
made  in  1773  and  the  mistake  discover- 
ed. About  1770  Capt.  Cook  visited  the 
islands,  but  considered  them  of  such  lit- 
tle value  or  importance  that  he  named 
the  principal  one  of  the  group  the  "Isl- 
and of  Desolation." 

Snow  covers  all  of  the  higher  hills, 
against  which  the  abrupt  outlines  of 
their  dark  basaltic  ridges  are  clearly 
defined. 

Only  along  the  shore  is  a  narrow  belt 
of  herbage,  of  which  the  singular  Ker- 
guelen cabbage  is  at  once  the  largest 
and  most  conspicuous  component.  The 
weather  is  also  extremely  inciem'.nt. 
there  being  .scarcely  a  day  without  snoAV 
or  rain.  In  former  years  Kerguelen  has 
been  noted  as  a  famous  breeding  piace 
for  the  sea  elephants,  and  whalers  fre- 
quented it  on  account  of  the  great  se- 
curity of  Three  Island  harbor. 

The  sea  elephants  have  been  killed  off 
so  recklessly  year  after  year,  no  pre- 
cautions hai^gng  been  taken  to  secure 
the  preservation  of  the  species,  Irat 
they  have  become  very  rare. 

Probably    the    sea      elephants    would 


have  deserted  Kergutlen  long  ago  but 
for  the  fact  that  there  lis  one  inacsible 
stretch  of  beach  coast,  "Bonfire  Beach," 
where  they  still  "haul  up"  every  spring 
(October  and  November)  and  breed  in 
considerable  numbers.  The  beach  is 
limited  at  each  end  by  precipitous  cliffs, 
across  which  it  Is  quite  impossible  to 
transport  oil  in  casks,  iior  can  boats 
land  from  the  sea  or  vessels  lie  in  the 
offing,  from  the  fact  that  the  beach  Is 
on  the  west  or  v.indward  side  of  the  isl- 
and and  exposed  to  the  full  violence  of 
the  wind. 

The  increasing  scarcity  of  the  sea  ele- 
phant, and  consequent  uncertainty  in 
hunting  it,  together  with  the  limited 
demand  for  the  oil,  caused  a  great  fall- 
ing off  in  the  business  of  .sea  elephant 
hunting,  which  was  only  recently  reviv- 
ed by  Capt.  Cleveland. 


HARD  LUCKJUiTOR  SUED. 

Coart  Accepts  His  Excuses  for  Not  Pro- 
posing to  the  Widow. 

New  York,  June  20.— A  Vienr«t  cable 
to  the  Sun  says:  A  rich  widow  at 
Koloczvar  sued  a  wealthy  landowner, 
named  Szabo,  for  damaging  her  repu- 
tation by  a  long  courtship  without  pro- 
posing marriage.

with  Ave  cupfuls  milk,  a  pinch  of  salt 
and  an  inch  piece  stick  cinnamon. 

Put  a  half 
cup  sugar  in  a  saucepan  and  melt  over 
the  fire.  The  moment  it  is  liquid  (and 
it  must  be  closely  watched)  pour  into 
a  warm  mold  and  tip  up  and  down, 
letting  the  chocolate  run  so  as  to  coat 
it  all  over.  Toii  will  have  to  work 
quickly  as  In  cooling  the  sugar  hard- 
ens. As  soon  as  the  rice  is  tender  add 
two  well  beaten  eggs  and  a  saltspoon- 
ful  of  salt,  mix  well  and  turn  Into  the 
mould.  Cover,  stand  in  a  pan  of  hot 
water,  bake  half  an  hour,  take  out.  let 
it  stand  five  or  ten  minutes,  then  turn 
out  on  a  platter.

Melt  a  quarter  cup  sugar  In  a_pan 
until  liquid  and  richly  colored.  Have 
ready  one  cup  thin  cream  that  has 
been  brought  to  the  boiling  point,  stir 
into  it  the  hot  caramel,  add  a  salt- 
spoonful  salt,  a  teaspoonful  vanilla,  a 
quarter  cup  sugar  and  simmer  gently 
until  the  caramel  is  absorbed.  Cool, 
then  mix  with  the  well  beaten  yolks 
of  four  eggs.  Turn  Into  a  dish  for 
serving  cover  with  a  meringue  made 
by  beating  the  whites  of  the  eggs  until 
stiff  then  folding  in  four  tableSpoon- 
fuls'  powdered  sugar.  Flavor  slightly 
with  vanilla  and  caramel  and  spread 
over  the  top  of  the  custard.  Sprinkle 
with  fine  chopped  almonds  and  set  on 
a  board  in  a  cooUsh  dven  until  the 
meringue  rises,  becomes  firm  and  colors 
a  golden  brown.

This  will  be  the  most  interesting 
schedule  ever  arranged  by  the  club, 
and  all  races  will  no  doubt  be  keenly 
contested,  as  the  enthusiasm  among  the 
yachtsmen  is  at  high  pitch.

THE  NEW  STATE. 

The  new  state  Of  Oklahoma,  consisting  of  the  area 
forltierly  occupied  by  ^kl^oma  Territory  and  Indian 
Territory,  springs  into  the  condition  of  statehood  much 
farther  advanced  than  any  of  its  sisters  did.  It  will  take 
its  place  at  once  well  up  in  the  roll  of  states  in  agricul- 
ture, education,  wealth  and  commerce. 

At  once  a  constitutional  convention  will  be  called, 
consisting  of  .112  delegates,  which  will  frame  the  funda- 
mental law  of  the  new  states,  such  constitution  to  be 
ratified  by  the  voters  at  an  election  held  for  that

.radish  is  mixed  with  ground  turnip,  as  there  is  more 
profit  in  ground  turnip  than  in  ground  horse  radish. 
But.  he  added,  it  is  better  for  the  consumer  to  eat  horse 
radish  mi.xed  with  turnip  than  to  eat  pure  horse  radish.

The  interests  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  appear  to 
Ivave  been  sufficiently  safeguarded  by  the  compromise 
that  was  finally  agreed  upon.  They  need  not  accept 
joint  statehood  unless  they  wish  it,  and  the  people  of 
both  territories  will  have  to  agree  to  it  before  it  becomes 
effective.  It  will  not  be  possible  for  joint  statehood  to 
be  brought  about  by  a  number  of^affirmative  votes  in 
one  territory  sufficient  to  overcome  a  negative  majority 
in  the  other.

the  act.  The  state  would  be  called  Arizona,  and  the 
capital  would  be  at  Santa  Fe  until  1915,  when  it  could 
be  changed  by  popular  vote. 

Provisions  for  carrying  out  the  statehood  plan  arc 
as  nearly  the  same  in  both  cases  as  possible.  Proper 
provision  for  land  grants  are  made,  and  as  usual  5  per 
cent  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  public  lands  is  to  go 
into  the  state  school  funds.  Oklahoma  gets  two  sec- 
tions of  nonmineral  land  in  each  township,  and  Arizona, 


There  has  been  much  popular  misapprehension  as  to 
this  case,  and  doubtless   thousands   of   those   tliat   have 
signed  petitions  asking  for  Smoot's  removal  have  done 
it   bclii'ving    him    to    have    a    plurality    of    wives.     As    a 
matter  ot  fact  he  has  but  one,  and  never  had  more.     But 
in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  that  has 
been  investigating  his  case  he  "is  no  more  entitled  to  a 
scat  in  the  senate  than  he  would  be  if  he  were  associating 
in   polygamous   cohabitation   with   a  plurality  of  wives." 
The  main  point  against  Smoot  is  that  "he  is  an  insep- 
arable   part    of    the    governing    body    of    the    Mormoti 
church,  and  those  who  compose  that  organization  form 
a  unit,  and  whatever  is  d'>ne  by  that  organization  is  the 
act   of   each    and   every   member    thereof,   and   whatever 
policy  i>  adopted  and  pursued  by  the  body  which  con- 
trols   the    Mormon    church    Mr.    Smoot    must    be    held 
responsible  for  as  a  member  of  that  body."     This  might 
be  held  to  be  a  rather  strained  conclusion,  but  there  is 
another    and    a   better    reason    why   the    man    should   be 
put  out  of  the  legislative  body  to  which  his  people  sent 
him.     This  is  the  "oath  of  vengeance,"  administered  to 
those    who    go    through    ti.e    ceremony    known    as    the 
"taking  the  endowments."     The   committee  says  it  was 
proven  that  Smoot  took  this  oath: 

"You  and  each  of  you  do  convenant  and  promise  that 
you  will  pray  and  never  cease  to  pray  .\lmighty  God  to 
avenge  the  blood  of  the  prophets  upon  this  nation,  and 
that  you  will  teach  the  same  to  your  children  and  to 
your  children's  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  gen- 
eration." 

This  oath  of  vengeance  against  the  nation  is  clearly 
inconsistent  with  the  oatii  that  Smoot  must  have  taken 
when  he  assumed  his  seat  in  the  senate.     He  then  swore 
to  support  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  his  country, 
and    all    the    while    he    was    nursing    an    oath    to    take  ' 
vengeance     upon     the     nation     "for     the     blood     of    the  j 
prophets."     The  committee  points  out  that  it  is  difficult  i 
to  see  how  one  could  discharge  his  official  duties  and  j* 
promote-  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  United  State? 
while  at  the  same  time  he  was  calling  down  the  venge- 
ance of  heaven  on  his  nation  because  of  the  killing  of  the 
founders  of  the  Mormon  church  sixty. years  ago. 

So  while  Smoot  is  no  bigamist,  there  appears  to  be 
reason  enough  why  he  should  be  dropped  from  tlie  rolls 
of  the  United  States  senate  and  sent  back  to  Utah.

berger  Davis,  referee,  repcrteil  adverse- 
ly. The  application  was  filed  last  No- 
vember. It  was  signed  by  Josie  K. 
Fol9om-Stewart.  president;  Charles  W. 
Stewart,  secretary,  an-J  Phoebe  S. 
Wolf,  treasurer. 

Treasurer  Stewart  and  Mrs.  Josle  K. 


iFolsom.  now  Mrs.  Folsom-Stewart. 
were  expelled  from  the  State  Progr^'S- 
Isive  Spiritualists'  association  of  Mls- 
'pouri  in  June,  1905,  and  the  action  was 
i  upheld  by  the  national  body.  They 
1  then  decided  to  form  a  new  denomlna- 
1  tion. 

Their  application  states  that  "any 
person  of  good  moral  character  may 
become  a  member  of  the  society,  which 
is  formed  for  the  purpose  of  mutual 
helpfulness  of  persons  of  similar  re- 
ligious belief,  whose  faith  is  founded 
on  the  teachings  of  the  bible,  and  who 
accept  the  absolute  proof  of  immortal- 
ity based  on  the  ethical  and  scriptural 
principles  taught  In  the  revised  version 
of  the  New  Testament,  especially  in 
chapters  xii..  xili.,  xiv.  and  xv.  of 
Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians.

which  caused  her  to  doubt  the  sincer- 
ity of  her  teacher's  work.  Once,  she 
said,  Mrs.  Folsom  produced  several 
pictures  on  cards,  claiming  they  were 
from  friends  of  Miss  Gossman  in  the 
spirit  world.  Miss  Gossman  later  dis- 
covered, she  claims,  that  all  of  the 
pictures  had  been  traced  from  imprints 
in  newspapers,  one  from  a  patent  med- 
icine advertisement. 

Charley  W.  Stewart,  lecturer  for  the 
society,  was  the  first  witness  called 
for  the  plaintiff.  He  explained  that 
the  purpose  of  the  organization  was  to 
give  demonstrations  of  immortal  life; 
that  the  teachings  of  the  order  are  be- 
lieved by  eminent  m?n,  a  number  of 
whom  he  named,  including  physicians, 
to  whose  science  the  doctrine  of  the 
Spiritualist  is  closely  linked.  The  so- 
ciety has  branches  in  all  portions  of 
the  civilized  world,  he  said,  and  has  a 
membership  in  St.  Louis  of  about 
sixty.  More  than  300  persons  attended 
its  meetings  in  the  Masonic  Temple 
last  Sunday  afternoon.  The  only  qual- 
ification is  good  behavior.  There  is 
no  admittance  fee,  but  a  collection  is 
taken. 

Mrs.  Folsom-Stewart  testified  that 
the  society  was  maintained  through 
voluntary  contributions  and  funds 
raised  by  entertainments;  that  it  now 
has  a  fund  of  $030,  and  wishes  to  in- 
,  corporate  in  order  that  it  may  hold 
i  property,  and  some  day  be  able  to 
build  a  school  or  temple  for  religious 
teachings.  Regarding  her  own  pow- 
ers, she  said  she  was  never  in  a  nor- 
mal condition  when  successful  in  giv- 
ing manifestations  of  Spiritualism,  and 
that  she  was  not  aware  of  any  sensa- 
tion pas.sing  through  her.  She  was  not 
even  positive  that  she  could  hold  com- 
munication with  spirits,  but  relied  up- 
on the  testimony  of  others  for  the 
strength  of  her  powers.

New  York,  June  20.— For  eight  years 
the  persons  who  advocated  the  holding 
of  the  Philippines  on  the  grounds  that 
they  would  be  of  immense  value  to  us 
in  the  important  affair  of  Asiatic  com- 
merce have  had  to  trust  in  the  future 
for  the  proof  of  the  accuracy  of  their 
statements,  but  that  future  has  at  last 
become  the  present,  and  the  great  As- 
iatic purc'nasing  movement  is  now  fair- 
ly Inaugurated. 

China  seems  no  longer  hostile  to  cur 
trade  interests,  and  is  placing  large  or- 
ders for  materials  that  we  manufacture 
and  articles  that  w-e  produce. 

The  most  stubborn  opponents  of  mod- 
ern civilization  .and  modern  appliances 
and  methods  in  that  country  have  at 
last  yielded  to  the  inevitable,  and  tlie 
projected  steam  railway  lines  in  the 
empire  will  now  be  pushed  to  speedy 
completion  while  American  and  Europ- 
ean systems  of  electric  traction  and 
lighting  are  being  examined  and  stud- 
ied by  representatives  of  the  Emperor, 
who  has  instructed  them  to  report 
which  are  the  best  adapted  to  produce 
the  very  best  results. 

The  empress  has  ordered  a  private 
car  for  use  on  the  railways  of  the 
country,  which  is  being  fitted  up  wiih 
the  best  and  most  luxurious  equipments 
and  is  to  be  entirely  lighted  up  witli 
electricity. 

Nearly  every  article  which  we  pro- 
duce in  the  way  of  cereals  is  now  in 
good  demand  In  China,  and  that  de- 
mand is  steadily  increasing.  China  and 
India  are  the  ultimate  purchasers  of 
the  greater  part  of  the  millions  of 
ounces  of  silver  which  we  produce. 

United  States  Special  Agent  Burrill  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  La- 
bor, has  just  made  a  report  to  thai  de- 
partment showing  the  enormous  value 
of  the  shoe  trade  of  China  and  suggests 
to  our  shoe  manufacturers  that  they 
can  successfully  place  in  the  markets 
of»  China  shoes  of  such  kinds  as  the 
Chinese  wear  at  prices  that  will  defy 
competition  by  the  hand  labor  methods 
employed  at  present  by  the  native  man- 
ufacturers. Agent  Burrill  has  '•caught 
on"  to  one  great  reason  for  the  increas- 
ed trade  with  China,  and  uses  thcie 
words: 

"The  market  is  expanding  steadily 
because  of  the  constantly  increasing 
purchassing  power  of  the  Chinese," 
and  he  applies  this  to-<he  increased 
demand  for  shoes  for  the  400,000,000 
people  supposed  to  be  in  that  great 
hive  of  humanity.  Agent  Burrill  is 
absolutely  right.  It  is  the  increased 
purchasing  power  of  the  people  which 
sustains  the  demand  for  shoes,  and 
for  all  other  articles,  and  as  the  in- 
creased purchasing  power  increases 
the  business  in  all  lines  will  increase. 
The  building  of  the  railways  will  give 
employment  to  hundre,ds  of  thousands, 
the  transportation  of'  materials  for 
those  roads  will  give  work  to  other 
hundreds  of  thousands.  As  the  miles 
of*  the  lines  open  up  they  will  bring 
into  touch  with  the  outer  worM  mil- 
lions of  Industrious  workers  and  pro- 
ducers whose  earning  power  will  be 
increased  and  whose  demands  and 
needs  will  grow  with  their  earning 
power. 

So  it  will  be  with  the  electric  trac- 
tion and  lighting  systems  that  will 
soon  be  in  process  of  Installation  in 
the  cities  of  China.  These  systems 
will  not  be  for  sea  coast  and  nearby 
coast  cities  and  towns  alone.  In  less 
than  ten  years  from  now  they  will  be 
in  every  Important  city  and  town  from 
the  borders  of  Cochin  China  and  Thi- 
bet to  the  Siberian  line  and  from  Kur- 
distan to  the  coasts  of  the  China  Sea. 
There  are  men  living  who  remember 
distinctly  the  construction  of  the  first 
railway  line  In  the  United  States,  an-d 
from  the  15,000,000  or  20,000,000  of 
Inhabitants  we  then  had,  we  have  in- 
crea.sed  to  nearly  100,000,000  today. 

In  the  eighty  years  covered  since 
that  event  what  a  tremendous  com- 
merce has  grown  up,  promoted  by  the 
railways  directly,  created  by  them  and 
only  existing  because  they  exist  and 
operate.  It  has  taken  thousands  of 
millions  of  dollars  and  more  than 
three  score  years  to  enable  us  to  reach 
these  attainments. 

So  with  the  electric  traction^  electric 
lighting,  the  telephone  and  telegraph 
systems.  America  and  Europe  have 
perfected  them  after  many  years  of 
work,  and  what  millions  of  men  have 
now  Increased  earning  power  through 
these  marvels,  and  how  the  continents 
of  Europe  and  America  have  been 
transformed  by  them  in  every  way! 
The  earning  powers  of  millions  of  men 
employed  directly  upon  producing  the 
materials  entering  into  their  construc- 
tion has  been  Increased,  the  earning 
powers  of  the  millions  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  their  operation  has  been  In- 
crea.sed,  and  the  earning  powers  of 
nearly  every  human  being  who  has 
come  within  their  radius  of  action  has 
been  Increased.  These  have  all  added 
to  the  trade  of  the  world.  Now  let  us 
see  what  is  at  our  hand  today.  The 
millions  of  Inhabitants  of  the  Chinese 
empire  number  fully  as  many  as  the  in- 
habitants of  the  United  Staes.  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  France,  Germany, 
Holland.  Belgium,  Italy  and  Spain 
combined,  possibly  more. 

They  lack  all  of  the  wonedrful  appli- 
ances that  have  transformed,  enriched 
and  advanced  these  other  nations.  At 
last  they  are  willing,  eager  and  ready 
to  receive  them,  and  we  know  the  same 
results  will  follow  their  introduction 
in  China  as  has  followed  in  every  other 
country.  •*

SEHLES  TROUBLL 

Carpenters  at  Work  on  White  City  Have 
a  Little  Misunderstanding. 

G.  W.  Davis,  business  agent  of  the 
Carpenters'  union,  has  straightened 
out  a  little  trouble  which  existed  be- 
tween the  carpenters  and  the  super- 
intendent of  building  at  the  White 
City  on  Park  Point.  The  carpenters 
were  working  on  the  ordinary  scale 
of  eight  hours  a  day,  and  last  Satur- 
day Supt.  Ivy,  who  is  building  the 
White  City,  asked  them  to  work  nine 
hours  a  day.  There  was  some  mis- 
understanding and  16  of  the  men 
threatened  to  quit. 

The  matter  was  held  open  however 
until  Q.  W.  Davis,  business  agent  for. 
the  carpenters  investigated  and  found 
that  it  was  more  of  a  misunderstand- 
ing than  anything  else  and  straight- 
ened maters  out.  The  men  are  work- 
ing eight  hours  a  day  and  when  they 
work  nine  hours  will  get  over  time. 
This  is  the  straight  understanding  at 
present  and  there  will  likely  be  no 
more  trouble  from  either  side  while 
the  work  is  going  on. 


Count  Witte   Expresses 
Himself  on  the  Pre- 
vailing Situation. 


Vichy,  France,  June  20.— Count  Witte, 
the  former  premier  of  Russia,  who  came 
here  for  a  rest  and  to  take  the  cure,  his 
health  being  somewhat  Impaired  ty  the 
hard  work  and  worry  of  the  premlerebip, 
refuses  to  be  quoted  In  connection  with 
Russian  politics,  taking  the  ground  that 
It  would  be  not  only  against  his  own 
personal  Interest,  but  also  against  the  in- 
terests of  his  country.  On  this  condi- 
tion he  was  pleased  to  receive  a  cor- 
respondent of  the  Associated  Press  who 
had  known  him  at  the  Portsmouth  peace 
conference,  and  have  a  long,  Interesting 
conversation,  recalling  pleasantly  tlie 
time  .spent  together  at  the  Hotel  Went- 
worth. 

The  Russian  statesman  is  at  the  Hotel 
des  Ambassadeurs,  and  has  tlie  com- 
panionship of  his  wife  and  his  grandson, 
16  months  old,  to  whom  the  count  is  de- 
votedly attached.  The  boy  meets  his 
grandtathcr  when  the  latter  returns  from 
his  daily  walk  and  Is  carried  in  tlie 
statesman's  arms  up  to  his  apartment. 

Witte's  colossal  figure,  to  which  high 
boots  under  his  trousers  give  a  soldierly 
air,  now  bears  a  more  melancholy  air 
than  wiien  in  America,  as  though  many 
of  his  illusions  had  vanished.  In  one 
thing  he  is  entirely  unchanged— he  still 
constantly  smokes  cigarettes,  which  he 
puffs  from  his  customary  exaggeratedly 
long   holder. 

Faithful  to  the  promise  given  to  Count 
Witte,  the  correspondent  is  unable  to 
cable  a  direct  interview  with  him,  but 
can  give  the  following  brief  review  of  the 
situation  in  Russia  as  looked  on  possibly 
from  Wittes  point  of  view: 

"It  is  generally  known  that  Witte  is 
favorable  to  the  progressive  development 
of  Ru.ssian  institutions,  while  maintain- 
ing order.  Therefore  he  cannot  approve 
of  the  action  of  the  lower  house  of  parlia- 
ment, which,  according  to  the  count,  is 
doing  its  utmost  to  develop  into  a  revolu- 
tionary body,  and  not  only  delays  the  re- 
forms which  it  advocates,  but  contributes 
to  create  and  maintain  a  state  of  chaos 
resulting  from  the  conflict  L^etween  the 
legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the 
government.  Russia  needs  peace,  order 
and  confidence  in  the  men  who  earnestly 
desire  to  lieal  her  wounds,  and  to  enter 
upon  a  period  of  economic,  moral  and  in- 
tellectual resurrection.  Instead  of  this, 
the  revoluiionist.'s,  under  the  pretext  of 
patriotism,  which  really  is  false  patriot- 
ism, are  serving  the  interests  of  the 
foreign  enemies  of  their  countrj'  by 
transforming  Russia  into  the  powder 
magazine  of  Europe.  This  is  not  gener- 
ally known  abroad,  and  Is  especially  re- 
grettable with  regard  to  the  Americans, 
who  always  have  been  good  friends  of 
the  Russians.  The  two  countries  should 
know  each  other  better  to  their  reciprocal 
advantage. 

"It  is  also  known  that  Witte  is  per- 
sonally favorable  to  the  Hebrews  and 
their  desires,  as  contained  in  the  memo- 
randiim  presented  to  him  when  at  Ports- 
moi^h  by  the  committee  of  ^prominent 
American  Jews,  but  he  strongly  condemns 
the  attitude  which  the  Jews  are  assum- 
ing in  Russia  in  placing  themselves  at 
the  head  of  the  revolutionary  movement 
against  the  advice  of  their  enlightened 
leaders,  thus  making  it  impossible  for 
their  non-Jewish  friends  to  assist  them. 
Witte  thinks  the  Russian  Jews  wiio  are 
acting  in  this  manner  are  blin<i,  for  if 
they  are  defeated  they  will  be  more  op- 
pressed than  before,  whereas  if  success- 
ful the  remainder  of  the  population,  which 
is  more  anti-Semitic  than  in  any  other 
country,  will  oblige  them  to  fly  the  coun- 
try. 

"Rus.'^ian  aversion  to  Jewish  preponder- 
ance, the  former  premier  thinks,  should 
not  occasion  surprise  because  the  same 
feeling  exists  to  a  greater  or  less  degree 
in  all  countries,  including  the  United 
States,  where  some  ol  the  rules  regarding 
immigration  have  been  designed  chiefly 
to  exclude  Russian  Jews,  whose  num- 
bers especially  in  New  York,  Ameri- 
cans feel,  is  becoming  threatening.  The 
Jews  of  Russia  had  only  one  proper 
course  to  pursue,  and  tliat  was  to  insist 
that  all  rights  granted  other  races  be 
also  granted  to  them,  nothing  more  and 
nothing  loss.  Having  rt^sorted  to  violence, 
they  provoked  reprisals  and  reaction,  es- 
pecially from  the  conservative  elements, 
known  as  the  "Black  Hundred,"  which 
element  from  conservatism  has  become 
as  revolutionary  as  those  whom  they 
fight.  Count  Witie  explains  that  the  con- 
servatives originally  were  called  the 
"Black  Hundred'  in  derision.  Their  ris- 
ing has  shown  what  large  forces  they 
control  and  more  easily  a  struggle  be- 
tween two  parties  may  degenerate  into 
civil  war  and  anarchy.  The  troubles 
of  the  past  week  at  Bialystok  are  the 
best  illustration  of  the  situation,  as  thty 
were  caused  by  Jews,  who  killed  Chief 
of  Police  Derkatchoff,  who  happened  to 
be  an  exceptionally  conseravtice  official 
whose  entire  aim  was  to  maintain  order 
and  tranquility. 

"Count  Witte  thinks  that  under  such 
conditions  It  is  natural  that  the  Jewish 
question  in  Russia  cannot  be  solved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Jews  and  their 
friends. 

"Besides  the  Jewish  question,  there 
is  a  higher  and  greater  question  that 
the  whole  of  Russia  must  consider, 
namely,  the  nercssity  of  preventing  in- 
considerate action  by  revolutionists  of 
all  kinds  and  opinions,  endangering  re- 
form measures  already  put  in  effect  and 
threatening  the  future  program  of  tnc 
empire.  On  this.  Count  Witte  believes 
there  can  be  no  difference  of  opinion 
among  those  who  know  Russia.  The 
government  will  not  permit  any  consid- 
eration to  interfere  with  measures  it 
deems  necessary  to  be  adcpted  to  stop 
the  evils  mentioned.  In  these  days  of 
heated  discussions  about  the  possibility 
of  the  dissolution  of  parliament,  those 
who  oppose  such  action  and  claim  that 
it  would  be  a  coup  d'etat  forget  that 
parliament  is  not  the  only  power  in 
RussiiU  On  the  contrary,  it  is  subject 
as  are  all  representative  legislative 
chambers  in  Europe,  to  dissolution  on 
condition  that  a  new  parliament  be  con- 
voked with  in  six  months.  Those  who 
Ignore  all  this  seem  also  not  to  know 
Russia's  real  education  of  the  masses, 
the  political  education  of  the  masses, 
the  Illiteracy  of  her  people,  the  im- 
mensity of  her  territory  and  the  con- 
fiicling  Interests  of  the  different  pro- 
vinces which  make  it  difficult  for  any 
parliamentary  government  to  work  in 
harmony  as  It  may  in  other  smaller  and 
homogenous  countries. 

"Count  Witte's  daughter,  who  went  to 
St.  Petersburg  to  attend  the  funeral  of 
her  fatner-in-law,  is  expected  here  Jn  a 
few  days.  Count  Witte  will  remain  In 
Vichy  until  July  10  and  will  then  go 
to    Aix-Les-Baines,    where    he    will    re- 


main until  August  10.  After  that,  if  the 
weather  is  not  too  hot,  he  will  go  to 
Italy;  otherwise  he  will  go  to  Switzer- 
I  land  or  the  Tyrol  and  will  return  to 
Russia  In  October."

The  cele- 
bration will  take  four  days,  and  will  be 
in  observance  of  the  twentieth  anni- 
versary of  Swedish  Methodism  in  Du- 
luth. Elaborate  programs  have  been 
prepared  for  each  day,  and  it  is  expect- 
ed that  the  attendance  will  be  large 
right  up  to  the  close  of  the  affair  on 
Saturday  evening.

New  York,  June  20. — What  the  physi- 
cians at  the  Long  Island  college  hospital 
consider  to  be  a  practically  demonstra- 
ted cure  for  cerebro  spinal  meningitis, 
a  disease  which  is  fatal  In  from  70  to  75 
per  cent  of  the  cases,  is  being  employ- 
ed by  Dr.  Joseph  W.  Goldsmith,  of  the 
house  staff.  Dr.  Goldsmith  has  been  us- 
ing his  method  of  treatment  for  a  year, 
and  has  effected  cures  in  ten  out  of 
twelve  cases. 

In  describing  the  new  treatment,  Dr. 
Goldsmith  said  that,  heretofore,  opium 
or  some  derivative  of  opium  has  been 
used  to  relieve  the  congestion.  , 

His  method  is  to  employ  baths  of  110 
degrees  in  temperature  for  fifteen  min- 
utes at  a  time.  These  draw  the  blood 
away  from  the  internal  organs  to  the 
surface  and  relieve  the  congestion  and 
subject  the  blood  to  a  process  of  radia- 
tion. 

A  vigorous  rubbing  is  employed  dur- 
ing the  bath  to  relieve  its  depressing 
effect,  and  a  drug  treatment,  consisting 
of  secale  cornutum,  equalizes  the  circu- 
lation.

I  tomahawks,  the  Indians  made  a  forcl- 
jble  entry  into  the  home  of  the  Nebras- 
ka general.    But   Lost  Bird     was     not 
there.     Neither    was    Gen.    Colby.    The 
'  day  before  he  had  been  married  to  his 
I  second   wife  and   was  off  on  his    wed- 
jding  trip.    It  is  supposed   that  he  had 
received  warning  of  Little  Cloud's  in- 
tention. 

But  where  was  Lost  Bird?  The 
question  was  answered  by  officials  of 
the  United  States  Indian  bureau.  She 
Is  out  In  Oregon — nobody  could  re- 
member the  postoffice  address — with 
Mrs.  Clara  Bewick  Colby,  the  divorced 
wife  of  the  general,  whom  he  had 
married  in  1871.  When  Lost  Bird  was 
taken  from  the  Rosebud  agency  the 
Colbys  were  living  together.  In  addi- 
tion to  being  a  crtlzen-soldler  at  that 
time.  Gen.  Colby  was  an  assistant  at- 
torney general  of  the  United  States, 
stationed  in  Washington.  So  Lost 
Bird  was  brought  to  the  capital  by 
the  general  and  hla  wife. 

The  Colbys  remained  here  until  a 
change  of  administration  left  Gen.  Col- 
by without  an  office.  Then  they  went 
back  to  Beatrice  and  took  Lost  Bird 
with  them.  This  was  In  1893.  Sub- 
sequently Gen.  Colby  served  two  terms 
in  the  Nebraska  state  senate.  ^He  had 
been  in  the  Civil  war  when  a  mere 
boy  and  had  served  as  lieutenant,  cap- 
tain, colonel  and  brigadier-general  of 
the  Nebraska  state  troops.  It  was 
while  an  officer  of  the  Nebraska  mili- 
tia that  he  participated  in  the  Wound- 
ed Knee  campaign  and  found  Lost 
Bird.  In  the  Spanish-American  war 
President  McKlnley  commissioned  him 
a  brigadier-general  of  volunteers  In 
recognition  of  his  services  in  organiz- 
ing the  Cuban-American  Volunteer 
Legion.  From  1901  to  1903  he  was 
adjutant-general  of  Nebraska. 

Mrs.  Colby  was  also  prominent. 
She  toolc  a  deep  Interest  in  the  cause  of 
woman  suffrage  and  favored  dress  re- 
form.     At   one   of   the   congresses   of 


women's  organizations  here  .she  put 
forth  the  merits  of  Turkish  trou.sera 
as  a  garb  for  her  sex.  Domestic  diffi- 
culties between  the  Colbys  re.sulte<l 
in  a  divorce.  Gen.  Colby  remained  In 
Nebraska.  Mrs.  Colby  kept  Lost  Bird 
and  for  a  time  lived  in  W^ashlngton. 
Recently  she  wrote  to  the  Indian  bu- 
reau with  reference  to  an  application 
for  an  allotment  of  Indian  funds  for 
her  foster  child.  The  letter  was  sent 
from  Oregon,  where  the  Indian  bu- 
reau's officials  .say  that  she  and  Lost 
Bird  now  are.  No  appeal  has  been 
made  by  Little  Cloud  to  the  bureau 
to  help  him  secure  Lo.st  Bird.  It  la 
not  by  any  means  certain  that  tha 
Indian  maiden  Is  his  daughter.  There 
were  many  Indian  babies  deserted  after 
tho  Wounded  Knee  fight,  and  .soma 
of  these,  Lost  Bird  among  them,  were 
taken  away  by  the  soldiers.

Villages  and  School  Dis- 
tricts Absorb  All  the 
Available  Funds. 


"While  I  'have  no  doubt  in  the  ulti- 
mate success  cf  the  city  in  tloatingr  its 
$375,000  water  and  light  bonds  for  the 
new  improvements,  I  am  reasonably 
certain  that  the  state  of  Minnesota  will 
not  buy  the  bonds,"  said  one  of  the  St. 
Louis  county  officials  who  is  In  a  posi- 
tion to  get  pretty  accurate  information 
as  to  the  usual  action  of  the  state 
toard  of  investment,  today. 

"I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
saying  that  the  bonds  would  not  be  a 
good  investment  for  the  state  or  any- 
body else,  individual  or  corporation, 
but  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
slate  board  of  investment  has  not  fol- 
lowed the  practice  of  dipping  so  heav- 
ily Into  city  bonds  of  any  sort.  In  the 
first  place,  the  money  is  not  available 
from  the  school  and  university  fund, 
or  trust  fund  as  it  is  called,  and  if  it 
were,  the  investment  board  has  so 
many  urgent  calls  from  towns  and 
school  districts  lor  smaller  loans  than 
the  city  wishes  to  maice,  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  would  be  disposed  to 
heed  them  first.  The  cities  are  usually 
able  to  dispose  of  their  bonds  in  large 
amounts  in  the  Eastern  -inarkets  at  a 
greater  or  less  premium  while  the 
smaller  divisions,  such  as  villages  and 
school  districts  have  to  look  to  the 
state    as    their    money    lender. 

"The  state  investment  board  has  a 
big  demand  on  the  trust  fund  from  the 
villages  and  school  districts  which  can 
as  a  rule,  offer  the  very  best  of  secur- 
ity. The  amounts  asked  are  not  ';o 
very  large  and  the  investment  board 
limits  its  loan  to  a  cerain  percentage 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  cor- 
poration desiring  to  sell  bonds.  At  the 
present  time,  I  understand,  the  board 
has  more  applications  for  loans  than  it 
can  take  care  of  and  such  being  the 
case  the  city  of  .Duluth  can  hardly 
hope  to  receive  consideration. 

"Although  the  state  may  have  a  $20,- 
000,1)00  trust  fund  it  snould  be  remem- 
bered tliat  a  large  amount  of  this  is  al- 
ready out  on  t»ond3  and  is  not  available 
yet  for  new  k-ans.  The  money  is  gen- 
erally put  out  by  the  investment  board 
as  fast  as  it  comes  in  so  that  the 
state  is  continually  doing  a  big  loan 
business. 

"I  call  to  mind  one  instance  last 
5'ear  when  one  of  the  prosperous  range 
school  districts  wished  to  borrow  $2.'>,- 
00«)  from  the  state  and  ha^  the  best  se- 
curity, but  the  investment  board  could 
do  nothing  as  the  funds  were  low  at 
that  time.  The  state  auditor,  who  i^ 
a  member  of  the  Investment  t>oard 
wrote  a  letter  here  explaining  the  sit- 
uation. 

"There  are  a  surprisingly  large  num- 
ber of  towns  and  school  districts  over 
the  state  that  ixe  in  need  of  funds  for 
special  purpose,  usually  some  impor- 
tant Improvement  and  the  state  could 
undoubtedly  loan  out  twice  as  much  as 
it  does  if  it  had  the  available  funds. 
The  state  is  well  secured  on  the  val- 
uation for  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  bonds  is  placed  in  the  tax  levy 
and  if  the  taxes  are  not  met  the  realty 
under  as8e.ssment  is  sold  to  pay  the 
state  what  it  has  due." 


NEW  ARMY  RATIONS 
BEING  TURNED  OUT 

One  Tin  Contains  Day's 
Supply  for  Uncle  Sam's 

Soldiers. 

Leavenworth.  Kas..  June  20.— The  wur 
department  does  not  want  its  soldlt-rs 
to  eat  anything  they  do  not  know  the 
components  of,  but  because  all  of  the 
soldiers  at  Fort  Leavenworth  oould  not 
be  given  transportation  to  go  to  Kansas 
City  and  visit  one  of  the  packing  hou.ses 
where  the  new  army  ration  is  l>eing 
t>repared.  it  nent  to  that  place  a  delega- 
tion of  seventy-five  officers,  infantry 
and  cavalry  captains  and  lieutenants, 
members  of  the  infantry  and  cavalry 
achool.  staff  college  and  signal  school, 
to  make  an  investigation. 

Other  officers  in  charge  of  the  party 
swelled  the  number  to  eighty-six.  The 
latter  came  from  Fort  Riley.  3>a.n  An- 
tonio. Tex.,  and  some  from  as  far  away 
as  New  York. 

In    one   of     Kansas   City's     packing- 


houses the  government  is  having  pre- 
pared an  emergency  ration  for  troops 
In  the  field.  In  all  235,000  rations  are  to 
be  made. 

The  party  visited  a  building  in  which 
sixty  men  and  women  were  workiiig 
with  machinery  especially  designed  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  the  rations 
and  putting  them  in  long  tin  cans. 
Each  can  contains  three  cakes  of  bread- 
and-meat  component,  that  are  com- 
pressed under  a  weight  of  6.400  pounds; 
three  cakes  of  chocolate,  wrapped  in 
tinfoil;  three-fourths  of  an  ounce  of 
salt  and  a  gram  of  black  pepper  for 
seasoning. 

The  weight  of  the  can  when  filled  Is 
twenty-one  ounces,  and  Its  contents  are 
sufficient  to  supply  the  wants  of  a  sol- 
dier for  one  fuli  day.  The  rations  are 
being  put  up  at  the  rate  of  4.000  a  day. 
and  are  being  sent  to  the  different  army 
posts  throughout  the  United  States  and 
in   the  Philippines. 

The  government  has  been  experiment- 
ing for  years  with  an  emergency  ra- 
tion. But  a  few  years  ago  the  troops 
at  Fort  Leavenworth  were  forced  to 
subsist  on  hash  prepared  in  a  packing- 
house, and  the  cooks  were  furnlshtd 
wHh  receipts  for  putting  it  up  in  all 
kinds  of  ways  so  as  to  make  It  palata- 
ble for  the  men.  but  they  could  not  dis- 
guise the  fact  that  It  was  hash,  and  t.*^e 
soldier  did  not  take  to  It  at  all. 

Then  experiments  were  made  with 
chocolate  alone,  and  troops  made  forced 
marches  with  this  as  their  only  ration. 


While  It  did  them  no  great  harm,  it  was 
decided  to  give  them  something  besides 
the  chocolate,  and  for  this  reason  llio 
new  ration  is  being  tried. 

Officers  who  represented  the  United 
States  army  in  the  East  made  notes  on 
the  emergency  ration  carried  by  the 
Japanese  troops.  This  consisted  of  rice 
and  dried  fish.  But  an  officer  who  did 
duty  in  the  Orient  is  of  the  opinion  tliat 
this  newest  ration  will  be  in  general 
use,  referring  to  It  as  an  evolution  of 
the  Indian  ration  of  parched  corn  and 
buffalo  meat. 

Some  time  in  the  near  future  or  as 
soon  as  all  of  the  troops  are  supplit^d 
with  the  new  emergency  ration,  troops 
are  to  be  given  It  and  then  sent  out  on 
long  hikes.  It  is  not  Improbable  that 
they  will  use  it  on  their  long  marches, 
which  commence  July  15. 

On  that  date  the  order  Is  to  be  given 
by  the  president  for  the  concentration 
of  the  army  at  about  seven  different 
camps,  but  troops  at  the  different  post^ 
do  not  know  when  they  will  be  giver, 
the  order  or  where  they  will  go.  .. 

The  order  has  stated  that  nothing 
.shall  detain  them,  not  even  target 
I  practice,  at  which  most  of  the  army  i'i 
employed  during  June.  This  time  very 
little  money  Is  to  be  expended  for  rail- 
way transportation. 

The  troops  at  Fort  Leavenworth  will, 
it  is  thought,  go  to  Fort  Riley,  and  all 
will  be  required  to  cover  the  200  miles 
on  foot  or  horseback.

THE  CANANEA  TROUBLE, 

Not  Likely  a  Spread— {Mexican  Miners 
Generally  Well  Fixed. 

Mexico  City,  Mex.,  June  20.— The  labor 
troubled  in  the  Cananea  mining  district 
are  not  likely  to  spread  to  other  parts  of 
this  country.  The  strike  of  Mexican 
miners  and  smelter  employes  at  Cananea 
was  due  to  the  decrease  In  wage.s.  There 
has  been  a  general  increase  In  wages 
throughout  Mexico  during  the  past  few 
years.  At  Cananea  tho  rate  of  wages  has 
been  considered  exorbitant,  as  compared 
with  that  pair  to  miners  in  other  parts 
of  the  country. 

Tlie  wage  situation  is  satisfactory  to 
laborers  in  the  mining  camps.  On  tho 
ranches  and  farms  extremely  low  wages 
are  paid.  33  cents  per  day  being  prob- 
ably an  average  scale.  In  most  of  the 
mining  districts  of  Mexico  such  a  thing 
as  a  strike  is  unknown.  With  some  ex- 
ceptions, as  for  instance  the  important 
mining  camp  of  El  Oro.  the  schedule  for 
day  wages  is  practically  uniform.  The 
majority  of  the  mines  carry  on  their  un- 
derground work  in  two  ways,  that  is  to 
say,  by  contract  or  by  the  day. 

In  the  former  case  tlie  barretero.  or 
drill  man,  earns  an  average  of  Jl  a  da^-, 
or  pueblo,  as  It  is  called  among  tiiem, 
and  the  average  shift  is  five  or  six  hours. 
Ore  dressers,  or  pependadores,  earn  from 
50   to  75  cents,    accortllng  io   the   class   of

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ore  with  which  they  deal  and  their 
Itnowledge  of  the  worii.  Waste  men  or 
faineros  receive  about  the  same  amount. 
The  wages  of  cabos  and  sobrestantes 
vary,  and  expert  native  timbermen,  or 
ademadorcs,  earn  from  $1.50  to  J2.  This 
may  be  said  to  be  the  general  estimate  of 
wages  for  the  day  work,  though,  of 
course,  every  camp  varies. 

A  great  deal  of  the  woric  in  some  mines 
is  done  by  contract,  and  the  prices,  of 
course,  are  in  accordance  with  the  nature 
of  the  rocic,  depth  at  which  work  ia  being 
carried  on,  whether  there  is  water  In  the 
mine  or  not.  and  other  local  conditions. 
Mexican  miners  in  the  districts  alluded  to 
are  always  ready  to  take  up  these  con- 
tracts, or  destajos,  as  they  are  called. 
Throughout  the  state  of  Guerrero,  and 
particularly  in  the  Taxco  camp,  there 
are  men  who  have  by  long  practice  l>e- 
come  wonderfully  expert  in  estimating 
contract  work  of  all  kinds,  and  the  in- 
stances when  these  taxQuenos  have  taken 
sucli  work  and  made  good  profits  at  it 
are  numerous. 

As  a  general  rule  there  is  but  little 
friction  l>etween  mine  owners  and  opera- 
tives in  making  adjustments.  Day  work, 
as  already  mentioned,  is  generally  at  a 
fixed  rate  which  lias  been  in  force  for 
many  years,  and  such  a  thing  as  lower- 
ing the  scale  of  i>ayment  is  unknown. 
Should  such  action  be  taken  up  by  any 
particular  mine,  the  result  would  be  that 
the  operatives  would  lea%'e  peaceably  and 
in  a  body,  finding  work  almost  imme- 
diately in  any  other  of  the  surrounding 
mines. 


MUSIC.  LIKE  EATING,  IS 
ONE  OF  LIFE'S  PLEASURES. 

Providence,  R.  I.,  June  20.— A  most  re- 
markable schoo^l  report  has  reached  this 
city  from  the  town  of  Gloucester,  in 
which  the  superintendent.  Jesse  B. 
Mowry,  thus  expresses  himself  on  tlie 
subject  of  music; 

"Music  is  the  art  most  universally 
cultivated  by  the  mass  of  the  people, 
and  if  education  Is  viewed  as  a  means 
of  human  happiness,  this  subject  de- 
serves a  foremost  place  in  the  public 
schools.  No  other  thing^  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  conblning  so  much  pleasure 
with  great  cultural  value. 

"Every  child  has  some  mucical  talent, 
and  it  should  not  l>e  neglected.  It  is 
a  mistake  to  ignore  or  repress  a  child's 
interest  in  music  simply  because  he 
may  not  have  an  exceptionally  fine 
voice. 

Most  people  sing  because  they  know 
singing  to  be  like  eating,  one  of  the 
chief  joys  of  life  and  a  passport  to  so- 
cial privileges,  and  not  because  they  are 
afflicted  with  the  self-deception  that 
their  voices  are  very  musical.  Com- 
paratively few  vocalists  produce  a  wide 
compass  of  tones  which  are  decidedly 
pleasurable  to  an  impartial  critic. 

"Singin?  is.  in  Its  origin  and  basis, 
sexual— being  the  means  employed  by 
the  male  to  find  and  charm  his  mate, 
and  man  harks  back  to  the  lusty  sing- 
ing, crowing,  whistling,  cooing  and 
barking  of  the  lower  animals. 

"The  wild  gorilla  in  his  native  jungle 
shuffles  gleefully  to  the  rhythmic 
kh-ah!  koo-loo!  of  his  own  voice,  and 
we  all  like  to  holler  and  shout  and  sing 
and  the  resulting  psychological  and  an- 
atomical stimulus  is  profound,  every 
fibre  of  our  bodies  vibrating  with  a  sur- 
plusage of  life  and  a  sort  of  tintin- 
abulous  gusto. 

"Yes,  the  pleasure,  the  culture,  the 
moral  uplifting  of  singing  is  subjective 
as  well  as  abjective  and,  therefore, 
every  child  should  l>e  taught  to  sing.  I 
hope  that  it  may  be  possible  soon  to 
have  a  special  teacher  of  music,  or  to 
unite  with  some  other  town  in  the  em- 
ployment of  such  a  teacher."

EXCAVATORS  STRIKE. 

Nammotli  Cave  and  Subterranean  River, 
Witti  Indian  Relics. 

Knoxvllle,  Tenn..  June  20. — A  mam- 
moth cave  extending  some  miles  In 
leng-th  and  of  irregular  width  has  been 
accidentally  discovered  near  the  town 
of  Jellico,  on  the  Kentucky  border. 

The  Jellico  Water  company  has  a 
number  of  men  at  work  near  the  top  of 
Pine  Mountain,  exoavating  at  a  spring 
which  flows  from  the  side  of  the  moun- 
tain. In  followingr  the  chasm  they  cut 
into  a  wide  cavern  and  a  large  stream 
which  is  teeming  with  fish.

That  is  how  much  confidence  I 
have  in  justice  here!" 

The  remark  was  tailed  forth  by  the 
case  of  the  Innocent  convict  Loizemont, 
recently  liberated  conditionally  with  his 
guiltlessness  practically  established  and 
universally  admitted,  though  he  must  re- 
main disgraced  until  a  lengthy  process  of 
revision  has  cleared  his  character.  It 
might  have  applied  to  scores  of  cases  no 
less  strlklngr  no  le«s  deplorable,  if  per- 
haps less  notorious.  For  the  law  of 
France  still  holds  that  an  accused  man  is 
guilty  until  he  has  proven  his  innocence; 
none  except  the  man  s  vindictive  personal 
enemies  may  believe  him  guilty  of  the 
crime  with  which  he  is  chargea,  but  the 
accusation  once  brought,  he  falls  victim 
to  the  questionable  principle  of  presump- 
tive culpability.  The  supreme  safeguard 
of  the  Anglo-Saxons  liberty,  presumptive 
innocence,  is  thus  reversed  to  become  the 
most  serious  menace  to  the  Frenchman  s 
life  and  honor.  ^,„w.

I'aris,  June  30.— Forty-five  judges  of  the 
court  of  cassation,  sitting  In  camera, 
have  begun  the  second  revision  of  the 
L'leyfus  case.  The  general  belief  Is  that 
the  hearing  will  result  in  a  formal  declar- 
ation of  Capt.  Dreylus's  Innocence  of  the 
charge  of  treason.  The  hearings  are  se- 
cret. Procurator  General  Beaudoln  and 
Maitre  Mornas  respectively  summing  up 
the  arguments  against  and  for  re-trial, 
alter  which  the  public  arguments  will  be 
made.  A  decision  Is  expected  at  the  end 
of  the  month.  The  present  hearing  fol- 
lows the  decision  of  the  court  of  cas.sa- 
llon,  March  5,  1904,  favoring  an  investiga- 
tion, which  has  since  been  going  on. 

Stripped  of  the  entangling  yarn  of 
tragedy  and  comedy,  of  perjury,  forgeries 
and  muiders,  the  true  thread  of  the  Drey- 
fu.=?  story  is  not  difficult  to  trace.  In  the 
simmer  of  1894,  when  Gen.  Mercler  was 
minister  of  war,  a  member  of  the  FrencVi 
■•Contre-Espionage"  was  caught  near  the 
German  frontier  and  released  by  the 
minister's  order.  Mercier,  never  popular 
with  the  Liberal  press,  thereby  brought 
down  upon  his  head  a  heap  of  unjust, 
insulting  denunciations.  His  maligntrs 
could  not  know  the  true  character  of  the 
man  released.  An  opporiuniiy  was  of- 
fered Mercier  to  rehabilitate  himself, 
whe.n  a  bordereau,  or  list  enumerating 
articles  that  had  been  transmitted  to  a 
foreign  power,  was  intercepted  and  taken 
to  him.  The  character  of  the  contents 
showed  that  the  writer  was  a  treasonable 
member  of  the  French  general  staff.  If 
Mercier  could  detect  the  criminal  there 
would  be  no  more  cries  heard  from  the 
Liberal  press  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of 
frteing    traitors. 

Mercier  called  to  his  aid  one  Du  Paty 
de  Clam  and  ordered  him  lo  find  the 
author  of  the  bordereau  among  the  of- 
ficers of  the  various  bureaus.  The  haiul- 
wrltir^T  of  an  Alsatian  Jew,  Capt.  Drey- 
fus, resembled  that  In  the  bordereau.  Ex- 
perts were  of  various  opinions.  The  man 
vas  arrested  and  a  curious  "acte  d'ac- 
cusation"  or  indictment  was  drawn  up 
against  him  in  which  various  charges 
were  made  on  less  than  hearsay.  He  was 
tried  on  the  charge  of  having  communi- 
cated to  a  foreign  power— obviously  Ger- 
many—the documents  mentioneu  in  the 
bordereau.  From  the  very  beginning  the 
prisoner's  counsel,  Maitre  Deniange. 
swept  away  all  charges  with  the  excep- 
tion of  that  implicating  Dreyfus  as  the 
writer  of  the  bordereau.  The  court  re- 
tired to  deliberate  on  this  point.  A  hurry 
call  was  sent  for  Mercier  announcing  that 
the  prisoner  was  about  to  be  acquitted. 
Mercier  hurried  to  the  Ecole  Militaire 
and  entered  without  ceremony  the  se- 
cret chamber  of  the  court.  lie  said  he 
would  read  to  the  court  a  telegram  which 
had  been  intercepted  while  passing  from 
the  military  attache  of  one  embassy  to 
that  of  another.  This  docfiment.  he 
added,  was  in  cipher,  but  he  would  trans- 
late. He  read:  '•Decidedly  this  rascal 
Dreyfus  has  become  too  exacting."  The 
document  was  not  in  cipher  nor  did  it 
contain  the  name  of  Dreyfus— merely  the 
letter  D.  The  judges,  however,  never 
questioned  their  general's  word,  nor  did 
they  resent  being  made  his  criminal  part- 
ners by  accepting  evidence  which  was  In- 
troduced without  the  accused's  knowl- 
edge or  the  knowledge  of  his  counsel. 
"They  found  Dreyfus  guilty  and  sentenced 
him  to  death— a  sentence  later  changed 
to  imprisonment  for  life  on  Devil's  Isl- 
and. This  was  in  December,  1894,  and 
January.   1895. 

A   book    might    be   written— books   have 
been    written— showing    how    the    convic- 
tion  by    the  court-martial    had   been    ille- 
gal—how this  illegality  was  made  public. 
Emlle   Zola   and   a   host   of   others   should 
always  be  mentioned  In   the  story  which 
tells  of  the  three  years'  struggle  to  bring 
the  Illegality   to  the  attention  of  the  su- 
preme  court   of   appeal.     This    court    was 
finally    reached.      During    the    winter    of 
1898-1899    it    heard    witnesses,    and    finally 
gave    Its    opinion    that      Capt.      Dreyfus 
nilg.ht   bes   ent   before  the   Rennes   court- 
martial    to    be    tried    on    the    charge    of 
having    transmitted    to    a    foreign    power 
certain    documents    mentioned    In    a    list 
which,    it   (the   supreme   court   of   appeal) 
had    overwhelming    evidence,     had    been 
written  by  another  man.    As  the  proceed- 
ings  of    this    court    had    been    daily   pub- 
lished, there  was  no  doubt  as  to  who  the 
other   man    was.     He    was    the   notorious 
Esterhazy,  the  real  traitor.    The  supreme 
court,     it     will     be    seen,     thus    left    the 
Rennes  tribunal  an  ab.=  urdity  to  establish. 
At  Rennes,  however,  the  judges  utterly 
ignored  the  opinion  of  the  supreme  court 
(that  of  Itself  would  have   been   sufflcint 
to    h.ave    the    sentence    annulled    had    not 
the    agitated    state    of    the    country    pre- 
vented    the     supreme       court       exercis- 
ing   its    authority    In    this    instance)    and 
proceeded    to    try     Dreyfus    on     the    old 
charge,    with    al    It  he    old    paraphernalia, 
but    with    an    additional    witness    named 
Cernusky.  who  falsely  swore  that  he  had 
overheard    men    talking    about    Dreyfus' 
delinquencies.  And  the  Rennes  court-mar- 
tial   found    the   defendant    guilty   of    high 
treason,    but    "with    extenuating    clrcum- 

gtanccs  " 

The  news  of  this  absurd  sentence  had 
scarcely  reached  Paris  when  Dreyfus' 
brother,  Mathleu,  was  on  his  way  to 
Rennes  with  the  news  that  the  govern- 
ment desired  to  pardon  the  convict.  Drey- 
fus thought  of  hi.s  sufferings  at  Devil  s 
island,  of  his  long  separation  from  his 
family,  and  accepted  the  offer  By  this 
action,  however,  he  incurred  the  enmity 
of  some  of  his  most  ardent  defenders 
who  had  attempted  to  '"^^  his  case  a 
national  political  cause.

QUEER  JUSTICE 
IN  NEW  YORK 

Big   Tliief   Goes  Frcc; 

Homeless  Vagrant 

Gets  Six  Years. 

New  York,  June  20.— Freedom  for 
a  man  who  pleaded  guilty  to  selling 
merchandi.se  valued  at  nearly  $100,000 
which  did  not  belong  to  'him  and  ap- 
propriating the  money,  and  six  years 
in  prison  for  another  who  stole  25 
cents  were  the  potions  meted  out  to 
two  prisoners  yesterday.  Henry 
Hirschman  was  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Hirschman  Brothers,  jobbers  in 
men's  furnishings  in  1903  and  1904. 
It  was  alleged  that  the  firm  obtained 
a  high  commercial  rating  upon  the 
strength  of  which  they  bought  about 
$100,000  worth  of  goods  on  credit, 
disposed  of  them  on  a  forced  sale  for 
cash  and  invested  the  proceeds  in  real 
estate.     Then  they  sailed  for  Europe. 

Action  taken  by  the  creditors  forced 
the  firm  Into  bankruptcy,  and  last 
year  the  brothers  were  Indicted  for 
grand  larceny.  When  Henry  was  ar- 
raigned yesterday  and  entered  a  plea 
of  guilty,"  a  representative  of  the  cred- 
itors appeared  in  court  and  asked 
that  sentence  be  postponed,  as  Henry 
and  his  brother  had  made  partial  pay- 
ment and  promised  to  make  full  satis- 
faction. Henry's  brother  was  not 
brought  to  trial.

PICNIC  GROUND 

Jean  Du  Luth  Company 

Compelled  to  Adopt 

Stringent  Rules. 

Because  the  Jean  DuLuth  farm-,  on 
the  East  Duluth  and  Lester  river  road^ 
has  been  overrun  by  plc^nic  and  pleasure 
parties  and  people  fcom  the  city,  who 
have  not  used  the  judgment  that  might 
be  expected  of  visitors  Hvho  have  been 
treated  with  a  liberal  hbspitality,  C.  P. 
Craig  and  John  G;  Williams,  propriet- 
ors of  the  farm,  have  l?een  compiled 
to  i^rotect  their  interests  by  adopting 
some  stringent  rules  t,hat  will  here- 
after be  enforced  at  the  farm. 

Signs  are  being  pi^epared,  stating  that 
the  farm  is  a  prlvatfe  business  enter- 
prise, and  not  a  public  pleasure  resort; 
that  picnicking,  hunting,  and  lishing  on 
the  grounds  are  strictly^  forbidden,  and 
that  horses  will  not  cbe  sCabled  or  people 
fed  at  the  farm. 

Mr.  Craig  says  .tlje>'^  have  disliked 
very  much  to  take  a  step  of  this  nature, 
and  have  hesltated|-ui»t,ll  the  last  mo- 
ment. The  way  thf  ngs"  have  been  gA- 
ing  at  the  Jean  Du^uth#arm  this  sea- 
son, particularly  on'feunlays.  is  demor- 
alizing the  large  force  of  employes  on 
the  place  and  endangering  the  whole 
enterprise  from  a  business  standpoint. 

"It  is  not  that  we  wish  to  keep  peo- 
ple away,  or  that  we  do  not  welctmie 
persons  who  are  interested  in  slock 
farm  matters,"  says  Mr.  Craig,  "but 
things  have  come  to  such  a  pa.ss  that 
picnic  parties,  fishermen  and  pleasure 
seekers  seem  to  have  the  notion  that 
the  stock  farm  is  a  pleasure  resort,  and 
we  have  no  privacy  for  ourselves  or  our 
friends  when  we  'wish '  to  entertain 
them.  •  '  '

cross-examination  today  that  McAlpjne 
really  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the 
operations  of  the  partnership  in  the 
Richardson  &  Avery  timber,  and  that 
he  pretty  nearly  ran  the  logging  op- 
erations. 

With  this  end  in  view,  a  mass  of  Ict- 
ter^i,  orders,  and  papers  relating  to 
various  matters  pertaining  to  logging 
and  camps,  and  purported  to  be  signed 
by  Mr.  McAlpine,  were  presented  to 
him  by  L.  C.  Harris,  for  identification 
of  signature. 

Mr.  McAlpine,  following  his  tacUcs  of 
yesterday  afternoon,  was  very  cautious, 
and  refused  to  say  whether  it  was  his 
signature  or  not  until  he  had  the  pa- 
pers placed  in  his  hands  and  haJ  look- 
ed them  over.  He  identified  his  signa- 
ture on  some  of  the  papers,  .and  ex- 
pressed doubt  or  direct  denial  as  to  his* 
signature  on  other  papers,  even  thougn 
they  were  on  letter  heads  from  his  of- 
fice. Mr.  McAlpine  claimed  that  this 
latter  fact  signified  nothing,  as  some  of 
hi%  letterheads  were  kept  at  the  office 
of   the  McAlpine  Lumber  company. 

In  the  main  the  papers  Introduced  for 
the  identification  of  Mr.  McAlpines  sig- 
nature were  orders  directing  payment 
for  supplies,  for  services  rendered  by 
various  employes,  and  the  sending  of 
men  to  the  camps.  The  defense  claims 
to  have  a  large  amount  of  documentary 
evidence  of  similar  nature  with  a  vIl^w 
of  supporting  its  claim  that  Mr.  McAl- 
pine had  more  to  do  with  the  affairs 
of  the  McAlpine  Lumber  company  than 
he  at  first  admitted. 

Some  amusement  was  caused  this 
morning  by  Mr.  McAlpines  answer  to 
the  query  of  Mr.  Harris  relative  to  a 
telegram  that  he  sent  to  Elmer  Whytc, 
secretary  of  the  lumber  company.  Tae 
telegram  directed  the  forwarding  of 
Mr.  McAlpine's  mall  to  Caledonia 
Springs,  where  he  was  then  staying, 
and  ended  with  the  words  "how  is 
everything  going?"  After  attempting 
unsuccessfully  for  some  minutes  to  cor- 
ner the  witness  and  get  him  to  explain 
what  he  meant  by  the  words,  Mr.  Har- 
ris finally  asked:

Louis  Lumber  company,  which  sawed 
some  of  the  logs  owned  by  Mr.  McAl- 
pine and  Mr.  Millen,  was  called  as  a 
witness  for  Mr.  Millen,  and  produce  1 
the  books,  records,  etc..  showing  ihe 
business  transactions  of  the  mill  com- 
pany with  the  lumber  company.  Tiieiv 
was  a  lively  legal  sparring  match  be- 
tween the  attorneys  as  to  the  admid^'.rn 
of  the  documentary  evidence. 

About  the  most  interesting,  and  an 
amusing  feature,  brought  out  in  the 
proceedings  of  yesterday  afternoon  was 
the  disclosure  that  Patrick  Nester  of 
Baker  City.  Or.,  who  is  employed  by 
Mr.  Millen  to  look  up  timber  for  him  at 
the  coast,  and  who  Is  a  witness  for  Mr. 
Millen.  came  from  the  coast  to  Duluth 
on  transportation  bought  with  Mr.  Mc- 
Alpines money.  Mr.  McAlpine  had  sub- 
poenaed Mr.  Nester  as  his  own  witness, 
not  knowing  until  his  arrival  here  that 
he  was  employed  by   Mr.   Millen. 

Mr.  Nester's  testimony  related  to  I'.^e 
estimating,  buying  and  selling  of  tim- 
ber tracts,  and  was  based  on  his  thirty 
years'  experience.

OF  VERMONT 

Name  Senator  Proctor's 

Son  for  Governor  and 

Endorse  Roosevelt 

Montpelier,  Vt.,  June  20.— Fletcher  D. 
Proctor,  son  of  United  States  Senator 
Iledfield  Proctor,  was  nominated  by 
acclamation  for  governor  of  Vermont, 
at  the  Republican  convention  today. 

With  the  exception  of  two  planks  the 
platform  adopted  dealt  with  state  Is- 
sues. Of  the  exceptions,  one  was  the 
endorsement  of  President  Roosevelt, 
and  the  other  expressing  sympathy 
with  the  movement  against  discrimina- 
tion in  interstate  commerce.  The  res- 
olutions said  on  these  subjects: 

"We  heartily  and  cordially  endorse 
the  splendid  administration  of  Presi- 
dent Theodore  Roosevelt,  and  we  com- 
mend the  president  as  a  fearless  cham- 
pion of  the  welfare  of  the  people.  He 
has,  without  fear  or  favor,  uncovered 
and  punished  those  guilty  of  malfeas- 
ance In  public  service;  he  has  zealously 
assailed  the  violators  of  the  federal 
.statutes;  he  has  promoted  friendly  re- 
lations with  other  nations  of  the  earth 
and  gained  for  us  a  front  rank  in  the 
world's  diplomacy;  he  has  encouraged 
wise  and  helpful  legislation  and  has 
shown  his  determination  to  continue  to 
promote  protection  of  home  industries, 
commercial  expansion  and  other  na- 
tional policies  that  have  helped  the 
American  people  to  enjoy  prosperity 
and  progress  without  a  parallel  In  the 
annals  of   national   development. 

"We  are  In  hearty  sympathy  with 
the  great  battles  fought  by  the  Re- 
publican party  in  behalf  of  the  people 
against  the  evil  of  rebating,  favoritism 
and  discrimination  In  Interstate  com- 
merce.

■•Trains  will  not  be  running  in  Duluth 
or  Superior  over  the  Lake  Superior  & 
boutht-astern  road  before  the  fall  of 
im:.-  said  H.  F.  Balch  of  Minneapolis 
today.  Mr.  Balch,  who  has  the  contract 
fir  the  construction  of  the  new  line 
from  Ladysmith.  Wis.,  to  the  Head  of 
t^ie  L.akes.  a  distance  of  110  miles,  i3  in 
t\fe  city  today,  registered  at  the  Spald- 
ing. 

/'Work  on  the  road  is  progressing  in 
a.  manner  that  Is  entirely  satisfactory 
to  all  concerned,  and  no  criticism  is 
beiiig  offered  on  the  speed  with  which 
It  is  being  cairied  through.  We  have 
had  no  exptctations  at  any  time  of  be- 
ing able  to  complete  the  Southeastern 
until  next  year.  The  job  should  be 
finished  in  September,  1907,  and  trains 
will  probably  begin  running  very  soon 
thereafter. 
,  "Crews  of  men  and  construction  out- 
fits are  bu.<»y  all  the  way  from  the  Head 
of  the  L^kes  to  Ladysmith.  Probably 
not  more  than  2,OO0  men  are  employed 
altogi'iher,  however,  because  of  the 
fact  that  we  have  ten  steiam  shovels 
working.

A  national  pike  to  run  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  la  the  latest  proposition 
In  this  land  of  big  schemes. 

The    flr.st   stop    has    been    taken.     In    a 
1  sentence  almost   as  long  as  the  proposed 
pike    itself,     the     Washington    Post    an- 
nounces the  fact  thus: 

"The  creation  of  the  American  Applan 
Way,  beginning  at  Washington,  on  At- 
lantic tidewater,  following  the  trail  of 
the  historic  National  Pike  through  the 
passes  of  the  Appalacliians  and  across 
the  Ohio,  through  tho  great  Middle  West 
I  to  .St.  Louis,  and  then  in  two  great  boule- 
vards on  to  tlie  Pacific,  one  of  which  will 
cross  Montana  to  Puget  Sount  and  the 
other  through  Denver  and  Salt  Lake 
over  the  Rockela  and  Sierras  to  San 
Francisco, 

(Stop  hero  tor  rest  and  refreshment.) 
will  be  tho  magrnlflcent  fruition  cfl  plans 
the  first  tentative  steps  of  which  have 
been  taken  In  the  introduction  of  a  bill 
in  congress  by  Representative  Pearre  of 
Mar^-land  for  an  appropriation  for  the 
restoration  of  the  monuments  and  land- 
marks and  the  reconstruction  of  the  an- 
cient Cumberland  road  that  by  its  build- 
ing   made    an    empire    possible." 

•\utomobile  associations  and  good  roads 
folk  all  over  the  country  are  pledged  to 
the  support  of  the  bill.  "Honk!  Honk!" 
I3  the  war  cry  of  the  new  movement. 

Save  to  the  historian  and  those  who  live 
alons  the  dusty  thread  of  macadam  that 
binds  together  Washington  and  St.  Louis, 
the  story  of  the  old  National  Pike  is  an 
unknown  chapter. 

The  route  is  prehistoric.  Even  before 
Ih©  Indians  invaded  America  herds  of  buf- 
falo roamed  the  continent.  They  were 
America's  first  road  makers.  They  did 
their  work  so  well  that  a  map  of  their 
trails  and  "traces'  would  duplicate  the 
great  highway  and  railway  systems  of 
today. 

The  National  Pike,  or  the  Cumberland 
Road,  as  it  was  popularly  called,  was 
first  a  buffalo  trace  worn  deep  across 
the  Appalachians  by  the  pounding  hoofs 
of  millions  of  bisofn.  When  the  Indians 
came  they  followed  this  same  trail  In 
their  hunting  excursions  and  war  expe- 
ditions, retreating  over  it  to  the  West 
before  the  ever,  advaftcing,  relentless  fron- 
tier of  the  white  man. 

Over  this  patch  came  th©  Anglo-Saxon 
hunter  and  trapper,  followed  by  the  home 
maker,  until  at  last  the  tide  of  emi- 
gration poured  in  a  deluge  through  the 
mountain  passes  to  the  land  of  promise. 

To  supply  the  trade  demands  of  this 
growing  Western  population  In  the  early 
days,  long  trains  of  pack  ponies  picked 
their  way  to  and  fro  over  the  old  Cum- 
berland trail,  to  be  displaced  by  the  great 
Sonestoga  freight  wagons  and  speeding 
mail  coaches  of  the  early  days  of  the 
century,  they  In  turn  to  vanish  when  the 
steam  railroad  accomplished  the  sup- 
posedly impossible  feat  of  climbing  the 
mountains. 

Every  mile  of  the  old  Cumberland  Road 
Is  historic  ground.  Over  it  tolled  the 
young  surveyor,  Washington.  Later  the 
British  grenadier*  tramped  the  route,  led 


by  Braddock,  whose  grave  is  still  green 
beside  the  trail. 

Discontent  followed  the  settlement  of 
the  country  beyond  the  Appalachians. 
Despised  by  the  tidewater  patricians,  the 
Settlers  of  the  Western  valleys; turned  to 
ths;  support  of  the  Burr  conspiracy.  Just 
at  this  crisis  there  was  a  successful  de- 
nuind  for  a  great  road  .whicli  should  bind 
the  two  sections  together. 

In  1802  Jefferson  signed  a  bill  for  the 
survey  of  the  National  Pike.  The  first 
contract  was  awarded  In  ISll  and  the  road 
was  completed  in  1818.  In  1825  was  begun 
the  extension  of  the  National  Pike  from 
Wheeling  to  St.  Louis. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  old  national 
road  will  resurrect  in  a  measure  the  van- 
l.«hed  glories  of  the  famous  .stage  coach 
days.  Scattered  along  the  road  were  the 
old  taverns,  of  which  only  a  few  remain. 
It  is  expected  that  many  of  these  will  be 
rebuilt,  thus  restoring  the  most  pictu- 
resque feature  of  tho  old  turnpike. 

The  first  taverns  along  tlie  route  were 
built  of  logs,  and  consisted  of  only  two 
rof-ms  and  a  great  fireplace,  before  which 
the  tired  travellers  slept  in  their  blankets, 
curled  up  on  the  puncheon  floors.  They 
sported  such  names  as  Sign  of  the  Rising 
Sun,  Sign  of  the  Orange  Tree,  Temple 
of  June,  Six  Mile  House,  Sign  of  the  Gold- 
en Swan,  Sign  of  the  Indian  Queen,  Sign 
of  the  Green  Tree,  Sign  of  the  Cross  Keys. 

Around  the  blaze  gatl>ered  the  merry 
crowd  of  travellers,  and  it  was  a  gala 
event  for  the  inn  wtteri  the  central  figure 
of  the  group  would  be  Clay,  Jackson. 
Harrison,  Lincoln.  Douglas,  Ca.ss,  Dickens. 
Mrs.  Trollope,  Princ*'  M-aitlmllian  of  Weld. 
Rafjnesque  and  many  'Other  travellers 
from  Europe  were  guests  of  the  old  tav- 
erns and  left  enteVtalrifhg  accounts  of 
their  impressions.   .    >    1 

At  the  side  of  the  old  fireplace  hung 
the  flip  Iron  and  trie"  Huge  poker,  some- 
times seven  or  eigli*  feet  long..  Its  use 
was  Jealously  guarded  as  a  perogative  of 
the  tavern  landlord. 

Before  the  advent  -of  the  railroad  twen- 
ty speeding  coaches  In.  a  single  lino  made 
a  famlillar  speclac^fi,.  i^^wi  the  caravan 
of  huge  freighters,  each. wapon  carrying 
six  to  eight  thousand  botinds,  sometimes 
numbered  close  to  a  TiunQred. 

The  occasion  wheh  the  life  of  the  old 
highway  throbbed  in 'Its  greatest  Intensity 
was  when  a  president  «c  a  president-elect 
pa.saed  In  triumphant  profession  along  its 
dusty  stretches.  It  was  .the  gala  day  of 
the  "plkeboys."  All  the  taverns  and 
houses  along  the  route  were  bedecked 
In  the  welcome  and  cheering  crowds  from 
miles  around  thronged  the  stopping  places 
and  crossroads. 

The  finest  horses  and  the  most  gor- 
geous coach  procurable  were  assigned  to 
the  task,  and  the  proud  position  of  "ch^- 
loteer  to  the  president"  was  given  to  the 
pick  of  the  jehUs  on  the  llhe,  who  ever 
afterwafd  were  marked  and  noted.  Jack- 
son, V'th  Buren,  Monroe,  Harrison,  Polk 
and  Tyler  passed  over  .portions  of  the  old 
road  In  dignified,  presidential  pageant, 
like  the  triumphal  processions  of  the 
Roman   emperors. 

Clay,  the  great  champion  of  the  road, 
and  of  the  policy  of  internal  improve- 
ments, was  a  favorite  in  every  hamlet, 
and  In  the  records  of  those  old  days  along 
the  pike  occur  the  names  of  Benton,  Cass, 
Lafayette,  Santa  Ana.  Black  Hawk.  Jen- 
ny Lind,  Barnum,  John  Quincy  Adams 
and  a  host  of  others.    , 

The  first  steps  toward  renewing  the  life 
of  the  old  highways  are  being  taken. 

At  Its  session  Just  adjourned  the  Mary- 
land legislature  made  an  appropriation 
for  the  reconstruction  eis  a  boulevard  of 
the  road  between  Baltimore  and  Wash- 
ington, and  at  a  recent  convention  of  the 
Southern  automobile  associations  the 
plan  for  rebuilding  the  old  pike  from 
Washington  south  to  Jacksonville  took 
tangible   shape.

HOW  CONVICTS  KILL  TIME. 
London  Tlt-Blts:  The  convict  whoso 
Idle  hours  are  the  bitterest  of  his  term 
of  imprisonment,  must  kill  time  clan- 
destinely unless  the  governor  or  the 
chaplain  Is  willing  to  take  a  very,  broad 
view  of  the  regulations  in  order  to  help 
him.  Sometimes  a  skilled  workman  of 
an  industrious  turn  of  mind  will  appeal 
to  one  or  the  other  of  these  gentlemen 
to  find  Mm  some  employment  for  his 
spare  time.  Thus  a  clever  wood  carver 
mentioned  in  a  recent  report  of  tha 
prison  commissioners  was  able  to  pre- 
sent to  the  chapel  a  really  magfnlfl- 
cently  carved  eagle  lectern  In  oak,  en- 
tirely the  work  of  his  own  hands,  and 
done  in  hours  w4ilch  might  otherwise 
have  been  spent  in  solitude  and  idle- 
ness. 

An  ex-governor  of  a  great  prison  has 
in  his  possession  a  remarkably  hand- 
some sideboard  in  walnut,'  which  was 
made  for  him  by  a  convict  of  a  prison 
where  he  was  governor  for  some  ten 
years.  The  man  appealed  to  him  for 
some  means  of  killing  time,  and,  know- 
ing the  man  to  be  a  cabinetmaker,  he 
provided  him  with  wood  and  tools. 
The  sideboard  was  the  surprising  re- 
sult, and  in  consequence  of  it,  when 
the  convict  took  his  discharge,  there 
was  a  substantial  present  from  the 
governor  to  help  him  In  making  a  fresh 
start  In  life.  Moreover,  while  thus  em- 
ploj'ed  his  hand  was  not  losing  Its  cun- 
ning nor  his  mind  lying  fallow,  and  his 
chances  of  leading  an  hoest  life  there- 


after were  therefore  greatly  Increased. 
On    the    other    hand,    prisoners    havo 
been    known    to    kill    time    secretly    by 
.such    melancholy    devices    as    making 
I  mats  and  baskets  of  straw  taken  from 
;  their  beds,   rather  than  simply  sit  and 
•brood.     Others  have  set  themselves  to 
{count  the  number  of  times  certain  let- 
jters  occur  in  the  Bible,  with  a  copy  of 
•which   every   convict   Is   provided,    and 
j  It  is  quite  a  common  practice  tor  prls- 
I  oners  to  learn  whole  chapters,  gospels^ 
{and  epistles  by  heart.    A  certain  hard- 
ened   character    once      committed      to 
memory   the  whole  of   the  Old   Testa- 
ment,  but   the   moral   good   It   did   him 
could    not    have    been    very   great,    for 
two  days  after  his  release  he  corpmlt- 
ted  a  burglary,  for  which  he  was  sen- 
tenced  to  three  years'   Imprisonment. 

The  chaplain  of  a  prison  possesses 
considerable  powers  in  the  way  of  pro- 
viding convicts  with  spare  occupationa, 
and  with  his  co-operation  an  educated 
convict  will  sometimes  Indulge  In  such 
"literary  purposes"  as  Indicting  lila 
autoblorgraphy.  which  many  chaplains 
consider  an  oxcell-mt  method  for  get- 
ting a  prisoner  to  weigh  his  own  char- 
acter, though  they  are  often  disap- 
pointed by  the  measure  of.  hypocritical 
claptrap  such  autobiographies  con- 
tain.

COMMERCIAL  ACCOUNTS  RECEIVED  ON   MOST  FAVORABLE  TERMS. 


Washington,  June  26.— Senator  Proctor 
today  called  up  in  the  senate  the  agri- 
cultural appropriation  bill  and  made 
the  usual  motion  for  ugreement  to  the 
request  for  a  conference.  He  then 
made  a  staleraont  coQ^ecqing  the  house 
.substitute  for  the  ineail  Inspection  pro- 
vision saying  that  there  were  two  es- 
sential points  of  difference  between  the 
two  houses.  One  of  these,  he  said, 
was  the  omission  by  tne  hotise  of  the 
senate  provision  requiring  that  the 
date  of  inspection  be  placed  on  cans 
containing  meat  and  the  other  the 
transfer  of  the  cost  of  inspection  from 
the  packers  to  the  national  treasury. 
Speaking  of  the  latter  change  he  said 
that  It  was  radical  and  In  his  opinion, 
unwise  and  advised  that  the  house 
amendment  on  that  point  be  not  ac- 
cepted. The  packers  could,  he  declar- 
ed, afford  the  expense  as  an  advertise- 
ment, for,  looked  at  in  that  light,  the 
government  certificate  would  be  of 
Immense  benefits.  Mr.  Proctor  also 
charged  that  the  numerous  protests 
which  liave  been  coming  to  tlie  sen- 
ate on  tiiis  subject  have  a  common 
origin  in  Chicago  and  in  support  of 
his  statement  read  a  number  of  pro- 
tests to  show  the  language  to  be  prac- 
tically the  same  wherever  they  may 
be  dated. 

Senator  Beveridge,  agreed  with  Mr. 
Proctor  as  to  the  unwisdom  of  the 
house  changes  In  the  matters  of  date 
of  labels  and  cost  of  inspection,  but 
expressed  gratification  that  the  provis- 
ion for  night  surveillance  had  been  re- 
tained, 'i  he  two  essential  changes  he 
considered  as  most  important,  declar- 
ing that  If  the  date  is  not  to  be  used, 
it  will  be  possible  to  pass  off  as  fresh 
meat  that  which  may  have  been  in- 
spected five  years  ago.  He  said  that 
tae'  dutt  is  stamped  on  meat  shipped 
abroad  and  argued  that  the  same  plan 
should  be  pursued  with  reference  to 
meat  consumed  at  home.  Why,  he  ask- 
ed, should  the  people  pay  for  the  pack- 
ers" Inspection  and  not  the  packers 
themselves  and,  agreeing  with  Mr. 
Proctor,  said  the  government  stamp 
would  be  worth  $8,(Kw,000  or  $10,(lOO,tJOO  for 
advertising  purposes.  Looking  at  the 
matter  in  that  light  the  cost  of  in- 
spection would  not  be  a  burden  because 
the  inspection  would  be  a  great  bene- 
fit. The  cost  would  at  the  most  be 
irfinlicslmul,  8  cents  per  head  for  cattle 
and  5  cents  for  swine.  It  would  be 
iini.ossible  for  packers  to  increase  the 
i-nce  of  meat  or  decrease  that  of  stock 
on  {•<  count  of  this  slight  charge;  hence 
tae  alurm  on  this  act  was  groundless. 
'J'he  charge  should  be  paid  out  of  the 
I'lofitx  ot  the  packers  themselves,  and 
neitlier  by  the  government,  the  stock 
fiowcis  or  the  consumers.  He  predict- 
ed that  the  house  appropriation  would 
be  i;iacequate  to  meet  all  the  demands 
on  it,  while  the  fee  system  provided 
by  the  senate  would  adjust  Itself  to 
the  fiemands  upon  It.  He  pointed  out 
thut  national  banks  pay  for  their  in- 
spe^'cicr.  as  do  oleomargarine  manufac- 
turers and  even  immigrants  coming 
into  the  United  States.  Hence  the 
proposition  is  not  nov«l.  If,  he  said, 
tlu-  p'an  is  to  be  changed  there  will 
be  M  vast  drain  on  the  treasury  and 
predicted  that  |10,iiOO,000  a  year  would 
soon  be  required  for  meat  Inspection 
alone. 

Senator  Lodge  also  spoke  for  the  sen- 
ate provisions,  although  he  said  It 
might  be  considered  "audacious  to  do 
so  In  view  of  the  anouncement  that  the 
hou.se  had  perfected  the  measure  and 
the  president  had  accepted  it." 

He  pleaded  especially  for  the  dating 
of  labels,  because  the  public  has  the 
right  to  know  what  it  is  buying.  "If 
canned  meat  is  just  as  good,  five  years 
after  -canning  as  it  is  five  months  aft- 
erwards, why  It  can't  liurt  these  ten- 
der creatures,  the  packers,  to  have  the 
public  know  the  age  of  the  article,"  he 
said.  It  would  be  said,  of  course  that 
there  is  a  prejudice  and  he  would  ad- 
mit that  such  is  probably  the  case. 
Moreover,  he  considered  the  prejudice 
to  be  justified.  He  did  not  agree  that 
the  producers  and  theijcon»umers  would 
not  feel  the  effect  of  the  tax,  for  judg- 
ing the  future  by  the  past  the  packers 
would  find  In  a  tax  of.  a  few  mills  an 
excuse  for  an  increase  oft  several  cents 
a  pound  on  the  meat  they  sell  and  a 
similar  decreases  on.  stock  they  buy. 
Nevertheless  he  thought  the  packers 
should  pay  the  cost. 

He  charged  the  Chi^go:  packers  with 
trying  to  defeat  the  legislation.  The  at- 
tack from  Europe  did  n^t  alarm  Mr. 
Ledge  very  tnuch  for  ^e  said  that  prac- i 
tices  In  foreign  countries  are  no  whit  bet- 
ter than  our  own.  He  read  newspaper 
extracts  to  show  that^^li^  ^pgland  rotten 

.0»  »n 


eggs  are  used  for  making  pastry  and  fev- 
ered cattle  are  butchered  for  beef,  and 
also  quoted  an  article  from  an  English 
review  to  show  that  morals  in  that  coun- 
try are  not  all  they  should  be.  He 
brought  these  matters  in  only  to  show 
that  while  English  methods  are  different 
from  ours  the  English  are  not  better  than 
we  are.  They  cover  up  offenses  while  we 
exhibit  them  to  the  world.  He  believed 
the  American  people  to  be  honest  and 
this  was  the  reason  he  felt  so  keenly  the 
exceptional  conduct  of  the  Cliicago  pack- 
ers. They  had  undertaken  to  cover  up 
their  offenses  and  to  prevent  congression- 
al action.  He  defend^  the  in.spectlon  re- 
port of  Messrs.  Neill  and  Reynolds,  say- 
ing that  their  charges  had  been  justified 
by  the  orders  given  yesterday  by  the 
Chicago  city  government  for  greater 
cleanliness. 

Mr.  Lodge  declared  that  the  conditions 
described  by  JNeill  and  Reynolds  were 
true  at  the  time  they  were  written  and 
Mr.  Hansbrough  read  a  telegram  which 
said  the  writer  had  visited  one  of  the 
big  packing  houses  In  Chicago  and 
had  found  the  walls  of  the  killing  room 
covered  with  damp  kalsomine  showing 
that  an  attempt  had  been  made  re- 
cently to  clean  up. 

Discussing  tlie  group  of  men  In  con- 
trol of  the  packing  industry  Mr.  Lodge 
said  their  history  has  been  of  utter 
defiance  of  law  and  public  opinion.  He 
referred  to  a  recently  published  inter- 
view witii  Nelson  Morris  in  which  this 
great  packer  showed  contempt  for 
writers  of  books  and  the  Massachusetts 
senator  said  the  writing  of  a  book 
brought  about  the  present  situation  and 
it  may  occur  to  the  packers  that  "The 
writing  of  books  Is  not  so  contempt- 
ible." The  men  responsible  for  the 
meat  packing  and  Standard  Oil  monop- 
olies, said  Mr.  Lodge,  have  done  more 
to  advance  socialism,  anarchy,  unrest 
and  unwholesome  conditions  In  the 
United  States  than  all  of  the  socialists 
In    tlie   world.

Paris,  June  21. — The  foreign  office  has 
been  advised  that  China  yesterday 
signed  a  treaty  according  complete  sat- 
isfaction to  France  for  the  massacre 
of  six  French  Jesuit  missionaries  at 
Nan  Chang,  Kiang-Si  province,  in  Feb- 
ruary last.

Trondjem,  June  21.— The  Danish  roy- 
al yacht,  Danneborg,  with  Prince 
Christian  of  Denmark,  a  brother  of 
King  Haakon  on  board,  and  the  steam- 
er Tromp,  carrying  the  special  Dutch 
embassy  to  the  coronation  of  the  king 
of  Norway,  entered  the  harbor  early 
this  morining,  whereupon  another  loud 
cannonade  awoke  the  few  who  remafn- 
ed  asleep  in  the  city.  The  sky  wa« 
overcast  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
a  few  drops  of  rain  fell  at  intervals, 
the  scientifically  incline-d  insisted  that 
these  endless  artillery  salutes  are  prov- 
ing rainmakers  and  will  eventually 
spoil  all  the  pretty  diecorations  of 
Trondhjem. 

The  palace  was  astir  early  as  It  had 
been  planned  to  receive  there  the  spec- 
ial French,  American,  Italian,  Aus- 
trian and  Dutch  embassies  in  the  order 
named,  commencing  at  9:30  a.  m.,  be- 
fore the  king  proceeded  to  the  Danne- 
borg  to  greet    his   brother. 

The  special  American  ambassador, 
Charles  H.  Graves,  the  minister  of  the 
United  States  to  Sweden  supported  by 
Maj.  William  W.  Gibson,  military  at- 
tache at  St.  Petersburg  and  Lieut. 
Commander  John  H.  Gibbons,  naval 
attache  at  L<mdon,  and  attended  by 
the  Norwegian  oflicers  assigned  to  as- 
sist them,  drove  to  the  palace  shortly 
after  9.  After  a  brief  wait  Kinff 
Haakon  arrived  at  the  embassy  and 
gave  the  Americans  a  cordial  welcome, 
expressing  his  pleasure  at  their  pres- 
ence and  the  most  friendly  feeling  for 
the  United  States.

King  Haakon  escorted  Prince  Chris- 
tian and  his  suite  ashore,  where  a 
guard  of  honor  was  drawn  up,  after 
which  the  king  went  out  to  the  Prinze 
Adalbert,  which  fired  a  salute  in  his 
honor.  F'rlnce  Henry  received  the  kln^, 
and  they  remained  in  conversation  for

London  Importer  Warns 

American  Millers  to 

Watch  Out 

Milwaukee.  June  21.— At  the  forenoon 
session  of  the  millers'  national  conven- 
tion, under  the  auspices  of  the  Milierh* 
National  Federation,  today,  H.  B.  Tas- 
ker   a  Lrf>ndon  importer  and  representa- 
tive of  the  London  Flour  Trade  associa- 
tion,  urged   Uie   millers   to   the  exercise 
of  greater  energy  and  care  in  the  pres- 
ervation   of    their    foreign    trade.      He 
told   them   that  unless  they  made  ear- 
nest and  sustained  effort  their  trade  In 
the  United  Kingdom  would  be  placed  in 
greatest  peril  by  the  competition  of  the 
British    miller.     These    latter,    he   said, 
are  In  so  strong  a  position  and  so  alert 
in  taking  advantage  of  conditions,  that 
they  are  constantly  taking  trade   from 
American  mills.     He  divided  the  blame 
for    this    condition    of    things    between 
the   American   miller    and    the   railway 
and   steamship  lines,  the  former  some- 
times failing  to  keep  his  export  flour  at 
the  highest  standard  of  quality,  and  ihfa 
latter  taking  a  hundred  days  to  deliver 
flour  in  London  when  It  could  be  done 
In  forty.     Mr.  Tasker  .said  that  with  a 
maintained  high  quality  and  prompt  de- 
liveries. American  flour  would  cont.nue 
to  be  used  in  large  quantities  in  Great 
Britain.

Construction  of  Messen- 
ger Plant  Houses  to 
Start  Then. 

Emil  Zauft  Gets  Contract 
for  Work— Substan- 
tial Buildings. 


The  contract  has  been  let  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  buildings  of  the  new 
Wessinger  plant  at  West  Duluth,  and 
work  will  be  begun  on  Monday  morn- 
ing. Emil  Zauft  of  West  Duluth  has 
secured  the  contract,  and  will  at  once 
get  ready  to  start  building.  In  all,  the 
buildings  will  cost  In  the  neighborhood 
of  $18,000  to  $20,000,  exclusive  of  the 
office  building,  which  is  not  Included  in 
the  contract,  artd  which  will  be  con- 
structed later.  There  will  be  two  build- 
ings, the  main  one  to  contain  a  ma- 
chine shop,  a  blacksmith  shop  and  a 
carpenter  shop,  while  the  other  will 
be  the  engine  and  boiler  house. 

TJie  main  building  will  be  166  by  48 
feet,  the  front  part  to  be  22  feet  high, 
and  the  back  part  14  feet  high.  In 
general  it  will  have  a  brick  wall  inside, 
a  layer  of  wood  next,  and  outside  will 
be  covered  with  corrugated  iron.  The 
high  part  of  the  building  will  be  con- 
structed of  steel,  which  will  be  put 
in  by  the  company  itself.Mr.  Zauft  hav- 
ing nothing  to  do  with  that  part  c£ 
the  construction. 

The  engine  and  toller  house  will  be 
60  by  46  feet,  and  will  be  16  feet  high. 
It,  also,  will  be  constructed  of  brick, 
wood  and  corrugated  iron,  the  same  as 
the  other  house.  These  buildings  will 
be  located  on  the  property  recently 
acquired  at  the  corner  of  Fifty-third 
avenue  west  and  Folk  street.  An  im- 
.mensc  amount  of  machinery  will  be 
installed  in  the  buildings  as  s<x)n  as 
they  are  ready,  and  work  will  be  begun 
on  Mr.  Wessinger's  patents  this  sum- 
mer.

'  Harbors  -was  the  first  witness  called. 
He  testified  that  the  conductors'  dally 
log  train  reports  which  he  produced  had 
been  in  his  possession  ever  since  they 
were  turned  in  by  the  conductors,  and 
that  no  person  outside  the  railway  com- 
pany's office  had  seen  them. 

George  H.  McGreevy,  who  was  con- 
ductor on  the  trains  that  brought  the 
McAlpine-MUlen  logs  from  Mile  46  to 
Duluth  was  on  the  stand  the  greater 
part  of  the  morning  under  direct  ex- 
amination, and  it  was  expected  that  he 
would  be  subjected  to  cross-examina- 
tion nearly  all  the  afternoon  session. 

Conductor  McGreevy  was  asked  to 
explain  in  detail  the  reports  he  ha-a 
made  daily,  and  which  were  produced 
by  Dispatcher  Evans.  He  testified  that 
none  of  the  cars  of  logs  had  been  di- 
verted from  their  destination,  while  un- 
der his  charge,  and  from  the  rcpoits 
traced  the  different  trainloads  from 
Mile  46  to  Two  Harbors,  from  Two 
Harbors  to  Endion,  and  from  Endion  to 
the  mills.  The  reports  showed  the  time 
spent  at  each  place,  and  the  reason  for 
stopping,  whether  to  set  out  or  pick  up 
cars.  In  the  main  the  reports  showed 
the  number  of  carloads  of  logs  that 
started  from  Mile  46,  and  the  number  of 
loads  delivered  at  the  m.ills,  but  did  not 
give  the  number  of  cars.     The  counsel 


for  Mr.  McAlpine  attached  considerablo 
importance  to  this  fact,  as  shown  oy 
their  line  of  questioning  and  the  fact 
that  Mr.  McAlpine  produced  the  wit- 
nesses Thompson  and  Stetson,  who 
were  employed  to  check  the  car  num- 
bers from  Mile  46.  and  from  Endion, 
and  who  testified  in  that  respect. 

Yesterday  afternoon  ihterest  cer.tered 
in  the  testimony  of  Mr.  McAlpine,  under 
cross-examination  by  L.  C.  Harris,  for 
the  defense.  Mr.  McAlpine  admitted 
that  so  far  as  he  knew  the  logs  on  the 
Richardson  &  Avery  tract,  in  55-11, 
were  scaled  by  competent  and  honest 
men.  He  considered  Absalom  Smith, 
who  conducted  the  logging  operations, 
as  competent  and  trustworthy. 

The  witness  admitted  that  neither 
Absalom  Smith  nor  any  of  the  men 
connected  with  the  logging  op<ratlon8 
had  ever  informed  him  that  the  loga 
were  being  diverted.  Mr.  McAlpine 
knew  of  no  theft  of  the  logs  between 
Mile  46  and  their  arrival  at  the  booms 
at  the  mill.*:.  He  admitted  hearing  the 
teslimcny  of  the  witnesses,  Thompson 
and  Stetson,  that  some  of  the  train- 
loads  of  logs  had  gone  to  the  Alger- 
Smith  mill,  and  thai  he  had  employed 
them  to  trace  the  logs.  Stetcon's  testi- 
morv  was  that  some  of  the  logs  were 
unloaded  at  other  than  the  proper  des- 
tination. . 

Asked  by  Mr.  Hams  whether  he 
would  say  that  the  logs  were  stolen. 
Mv.  McAlpine  declined  to  use  so  strong 
an  expression. 

The  witness  further  testified  that 
when  he  discovered  the  logs  were  be- 
ing diverted,  that  he  said  nothing  to 
Mr  Millen.  but  on  the  advice  of  his 
attorney.  John  Savage,  kept  a  close 
watch  on  th^m. 

It  was  understood  this  noon  that  BM 
soon  as  the  cross-examination  of  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railway  com- 
pany's employes  was  completed,  em- 
ployes of  the  Northern  Pacific  company, 
over  whose  tracks  the  log  cars  were 
handled  from  Endion  station,  would  be 
called  to  produce  and  testify  as  to  their 
reports. 

HEINZE  DODGEdTuIT. 

His  Ore  Company,  However,  Is  Held  fn 
Heavy  Damages. 

Helena.  Mont..  June  21.-Twenty-flve 
thousand  dollars  damages  were  awarded 
Mrs.  Olsen  yesterday  in  her  suit  against 
F.  A.  Heinze  and  others  to  recover  for 
the  death  of  her  husband,  who  waa 
killed  in  the  Pennsylvania  mine  in  Jan- 
uary 1904,  when  a  b.attle  between  the 
Heinze  and  Amalgamated  forces  be- 
came strenuous,  and  it  is  alleged  that 
pieces  of  dynamite  were  thrown  Into 
the  mine   to  prevent  operations. 

The  killing  of  Olsen  and  another  min- 
er named  Drivel  was  most  atrocious. 
Both  were  employed  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania company  of  the  Amalgamated, 
which  was  In  dispute  with  Heinze  over 
the  ground  in  question.  Dynamite  was 
dropped  upon  the  men  and  it  expAodt-a 
with  fatal  results. 

Heinze  escaped  judgment  upon  a 
technicality,  but  the  Jury  found  the 
Montana  Ore  Purchasing  company,  in 
1  which  he  always  has  been  a  large  own- 
er,  responsible.

DLLlJTirMAKES 
STRONQ  PROTEST 

Against     New    Tariff 

Scliedules  Proposed  by 

State  Commission. 

St.  Paul,  June  21. — Duluth  was  add- 
ed yesterday  to  the  list  of  cities  pro- 
testing against  the  new  tariff  schedules 
which  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission  has  proposed  to  the  rail- 
roads as  a  substitute  for  the  merchan- 
dise tariffs  now  in  effect.  The  ship- 
pers' side  of  the  question  was  heard 
before  the  commission  all  day  and  the 
testimony  submitted  forms  a  part  of 
the  general  hearing  which  has  been  in 
progress  before  the  commission  inter- 
mittingly  for  three  months. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  hearing 
was  that  in  most  instances  the  com- 
plaints of  the  shippers  and  the  rail- 
roads seem  to  be  one,  and  that  is  that 
if  the  proposed  schedules  were  to  go 
into  effect  the  Minnesota  rates,  which 
have  been  in  process  of  building  up 
for  a  number  of  years,  would  be 
thrown  out  of  equilibrium,  and  while 
certain  localities  would  benefit 
through  the  action  of  the  proposed 
schedule,  the  benefit  by  no  means 
would  make  up  for  the  injury  done  to 
hundreds   of   other   shippers. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned  until 
June  30,  when  the  shippers  will  be 
given  another  opportunity  to  present 
testimony.  Mankato  will  be  heard  at 
that  ime.  The  citizens  of  that  city 
want  the  new  schedules  put  Into  ef- 
fect, declaring  that  it  will  enlarge  their 
market.  Following  this  hearing,  an- 
other date  will  be  set  for  the  railroads 
to  submit  additional  testimony,  and  at 
a  still  later  date  both  sides  will  be 
given  an  opportunity*  to  sum  up  the 
testimony  and  present  their  arguments. 
The  commission  will  then  take  the 
matter  under  consideration  and  make 
such  orders  as  the  members  see  fit. 

Representatives  of  the  Duluth  Com- 
mercial club  appeared  before  the  com- 
mission and  each  was  unanimous  In 
his  testimony  that  the  present  rates  In 
Minnesota,  so  far  as  Duluth  is  con- 
cerned, are  favorable  to  the  conditions 
of  trade  and  under  these  conditions 
Duluth,  as  well  as  the  entire  part  of 
Northern       Minnesota,     Is     gradually 


building  up  a  strong  and  vigorous 
trade. 

"Duluth."  said  Judge  R.  S.  Powell, 
who  appeared  as  attorney  for  the  Du- 
luth Interes'ts,  "would  be  driven  out  of 
the  market  in  many  of  the  towns  south 
of  the  Twin  Cities,  into  which  it  now 
enters  on  an  equal  or  almost  equal 
footing  with  Chicago  and  the  Twin 
Cities.  Duluth  is  as  much  Interested 
in  securing  a  reduction  of  rates  as  any 
other  city  in  the  state,  but  the  factor 
In  the  new  schedules,  which  the  Du- 
luth Interests  view  with  the  greatest 
apprehension  is  the  disturbance  in  the 
present  relation  of  rates  as  between 
the  great  jobbing  centers.  These  are 
thrown  out  of  equilibrium  under  the 
new  schedules,  in  such  a  way  as  to 
operate  directly  against  Duluth. 

"A  mere  glance  at  the  map  sho'ws 
how  a  dl.«5tance  tariff  would  operate 
against  Duluth.  Our  shippers  are  now 
operating  on  a  differential,  and  little 
by  little  are  reaching  out  successfully 
to  the  more  densely  populated  parts  of 
Minnesota,  as  well  as  to  other  neigh- 
boring states.  The  proposed  schedules 
tend  to  accenuate  and  increase  these 
Siifferentials,  amounting  In  some  In- 
stances to  an  Increase  in  the  ratee, 
which  represents  a  fair  profit  on  the 
goods  themselves.  If  a  reduction  of 
rates  is  the  only  thing  desired,  I  think 
probably  that  it  might  be  effected  by  a 
horiozntal  reduction,  without  disturb- 
ing the  equilibrium  in  the  relation  of 
rates  as  between  certain  points.  Such 
a  proposal  would  meet  with  our  ap- 
proval." 

C.  F.  Rowe,  traffic  manager  of  the 
Marshall-Wells  Hardware  company  of 
Duluth,  was  the  first  witness  called  by 
Judge  Powell.  He  testified  that  the  pro- 
posed schedule  would  work  a  detriment 
to  Duluth  shippers  and  prevent  them 
from  doing  business  at  all  points  on  the 
roads  south  of  the  Twin  Cities.  As  an 
Illustration,  he  took  the  shipment  of 
nails.  On  this  class,  he  stated,  the 
profit  is  small.  The  rate  Is  now  5  cents 
a  keg.  In  carload  lots,  and  10  cents  on 
less  than  carload  lots.  A  difference 
of  5  cents  a  hundred  against  Duluth  on 
this  product  would  eat  up  the  profits 
and  prevent  the  firm  from  doing  busi- 
ness in  that  line  of    goods.    Under  the 


proposed  schedules,  he  said,  there  would 
be  an  increased  differential  of  1  to  6 
cents  per  100  pounds.

J.  P.  Bremmer,  who  was  accused  by  Mlze 
of  having  given  him  the  jug,  has  been 
arrested.     Bremmer  is  Mize's  son-in-luw. 

Al^ander  Mcintosh,  a  halfbnod,  and 
Max  Leclalr,  a  guide  from  Kamloops, 
were  shot  and  killed  Tuesday  at  Ilazle- 
ton,  B.  C.  Simon  Johnson,  an  Indian  of 
the  Kipscrex  tribe.  Is  accused  of  the 
crime.  Leclalr's  horse  is  missing,  and  It 
Is  supposed  the  Indian  killed  the  guldo 
In  order  to  get  the  animal.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

With  the  meat  inspection  amendment  to  the  agricul- 
tural bill,  all  nicely  trimmed  up  and  patted  into  such 
shape  as  to  satisfy  the  president,  sent  to  conference 
with  an  excellent  show  that  within  a  few  days  it  will 
become  law,  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  the 
people  should  not  begin  to  rejoice  over  another  victory 
for  public  opinion  stirred  into  action  by  the  potent  muck 

rake. 

The  most  conspicuous  thing  about  this  little  con- 
troversy, now  about  to  be  brought  to  a  happy  conclusion, 
has  been  the  imposing  brass  of  the  beef  trust  in  opposing 
inspection,  and  in  trying  to  have  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Beveridge  amendment  crippled  through  the  influ- 
ence of  its  friends  in  the  house.  In  view  of  the  dis- 
closures that  had  been  made,  one  might  naturally  have 
supposed  that  they  would  quickly  see  that  their  only 
hope  of  restoring  public  confidence  in  their  products 
was  through  a  proper  inspection  by  the  government. 
They  don't  see  it  that  way,  however,  but  squirmed  un- 
comfortably, appealed  to  their  friends,  and  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  president's  interference  might  have  suc- 
ceeded in  cither  defeating  the  inspection  amendment  or 
in  crippling  it  seriously. 

It  is  effects,  not  details,  that  the  public  is  interested 
in.  What  the  people  want  is  a  thorough  inspection  of 
meat  and  meat  products,  not  only  of  the  live  animal 
before  it  is  killed  and  of  its  meat  afterward,  but  of  every 
step  of  every  process  that  ends  in  the  making  of  food 
products.  Such  incidentals  as  whether  the  packers  or 
the  government  are  to  pay  the  cost  of  inspection  are 
not  very  material,  since  in  either  event  the  people  pay 
it  anyway.  If  those  who  would  have  had  the  packers 
pay  the  fees  fancied  that  they  would  be  making  them 
stand  the  expense  they  were  much  mistaken.  The 
packers  would  have  tucked  it  on  the  price  of  meat,  with 
a  round  percentage  in  addition  for  their  trouble,  and 
instead  of  losing  would  gain  by  it. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  perhaps  better  that  the  govern- 
ment should  stand  the  expense,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  in  a  stronger  position  to  rigidly  enforce  the  law. 
The  people  will  pay  it  just  the  same,  and  they  will 
not  have  to  pay  the  packers'  commission  on  it,  as  they 
would  under  the  fee  system  first  proposed. 

But  the  main  thing  is  that  the  law  requires  the 
packers  to  keep  their  plants  and  their  methods  and 
their  products  clean  and  wholesome,  and  provides  a 
method  of  punishing  them  if  they  fail  in  these  respects, 
and  this  is  what  the  people  wanted.  It  cannot  become 
effective   too   soon,  or  be   enforced   too   rigidly. 


ROOSEVELTS  INTERFERENCE. 

Nothing  more  daring  has  ever  been  perpetrated  in 
public  affairs  in  this  country  than  President  Roosevelt's 
interference  in  legislation  pending  in  congress  this 
winter. 

Naturally,  it  has  aroused  much  resentment  in  old- 
time  members  of  the  two  houses,  jealous  of  their  own 
prerogatives  and  instantly  suspicious  of  anything  tasting 
of  infringement  by  the  executive  npon  the  legislative 
branch  of  government. 

While  the  meat  bill  was  in  the  legislative  hopper, 
and  when  it  appeared  likely  to  be  ground  into  sausage 
meat  to  the  taste  of  the  packers,  the  president  did  not 
hesitate  to  speak  his  mind,  and  Speaker  Cannon,  in 
retaliation,  uttered  this  sentiment: 

The  floor  of  the  house    is    the    place    for    debate, 

consideration    and   action  regarding    a    matter    which 

Is   pending   legislation. 

No  doubt  this  was  intended  as  a  stinging  rebuke  to 
the  president  for  presuming  to  interfere  with  legislative 
processes.  Undoubtedly  it  is  the  idea  of  Speaker  Can- 
non.   Senator   Aldrich    and    other    standpat,    reactionary

But  what  if  the  president,  during  this  session  of 
congress,  had  contented  himself  with  acting  the  part  of 
cigar  sign  Indian  while  important  measures  were  pend- 
ing in  congress? 

What,  for  instance,  would  have  become  of  the  rail- 
road rate  regulation  bill?  As  it  is,  a  fairly  effective 
measure  has  been  wrought  out  of  the  materials  at 
hand;  not  a  complete  measure,  it  is  true,  but  a  step  in 
advance;  farther  in  advance  than  anyone  would  have 
deemed  possible  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.  And 
even  the  Democratic  opponents  of  the  president  agreed 
that  the  result  would  have  been  far  different  if  it  had 
not  been  for  his  "interference". 

What  would  have  become  of  the  meat  inspection  bill 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  president's  "interference"? 
Does  anybody  doubt  that  through  the  kindly  influences 
of  Mr.  Lorimer  of  Illinois  and  other  friends  of  the 
packers  it  would  have  been  either  killed  or  tortured 
into  ineffective  futility? 

President  Roosevelt  has  cast  convention  and  tradition 
to  the  wind  in  his  interference  with  pending  legislation. 
He  has  made  himself  the  star  "butter-in",  to  use  a 
slang  phrase,  of  the  age;  but  he  has  made  it  win,  every 
time,  and  backed  by  public  opinion  he  has  whipped 
congress  into  line,  very  much  against  its  will. 


PROSPEROUS  DULUTH. 

Last  night  The  Herald  published  the  statements  of 
the  four  principal  banks  of  the  city,  the  First  National, 
American  Exchange,  City  National  and  Duluth  Savings 
bank. 

You  may  not  have  noticed  it,  but  the  showing  was 
remarkable,  and  the  total  amount  of  deposits  is  easily 
the  largest  figure  the  banks  of  Duluth  have  ever  been 
able  to  show  on  one  date. 

The  deposits  in  the  four  banks  figured  up  to  $16,765,- 
452.48,  and  a  year  ago  the  statements  showed  a  total 
of  only  $12,801,500.47,  which  was  considered  a  very 
creditable  showing  at  that  time. 

Estimating  the  population  of  Duluth  at  70,000  people, 
this  amounts  to  nearly  $240  for  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  city.  The  average  circulation  of  money  in 
this  country  is  something  like  ^^2  per  capita. 

This  is  something  for  Duluth  to  be  proud  of.  There 
are  few  cities  in  the  country  that  can  show  so  large  per 
capita  deposits,  and  few  of  the  size  of  Duluth  whose 
banks  can  make  statements  so  creditable.

"Railroad  building  in  Alaska  is  only 
just  beginning."  said  J.  E.  Mast  of  Seat- 
tle, Wash.,  at  the  St.  Louis.  "The  coun- 
try is  rich  in  resources,  and  from  now 
on  there  will  be  great  activity  in  build- 
ing circles,  but  up  to  the  present  time 
the  Alaska  transportation  has  extended 
only  to  coast  points  and  the  navigable 
portions  of  the  rivers,  and  for  this  rea- 
obstacles  to  reform,  that  the  president  ought  to  wrap  son  development  has  been  confirmed  al- 
most entirely  to  only  those  parts  ot  the 
territory  adjacent  to  navigation,  which 
form  only  a  small  part  of  the  total. 

"The  vast  stretches  of  country  that  lie 
between  the  coast  and  the  navigable  parts 
of  the  rivers  are  yet  practically  unex- 
plored, except  in  a  few  isolated  instances, 
and  are  absolutely  undeveloped.  In  many 
parts  of  these  regions  It  is  known  that 
there  are  rich  resources,  but  under  ex- 
isting conditions  they  are  unava;ilable. 
Railroads  are  necessary   to  development. 

"The  necessity  for  railroads  in  Alaska 
has  become  generally  recognized,  and 
this  year  will  see  a  lot  of  new  construc- 
tion work  done  there.  Several  projects 
of  the  kind  are  In  the  field.  The  Nome- 
Artie  railroad,  running  out  of  Nome  in  a 
northerly  direction,  has  about  sixteen 
miles  of  railroad  constructed.  This  will 
be  extended  100  miles  or  more  into  the 
center  of  Kougarock  mining  district. 
Where  now  It  costs  $100  and  takes  about 
a  month  to  move  a  given  amount  of  sup- 
plies, the  cost  would  be  reduced  to  $25  and 
the  time  to  less  than  a  day  with  a  rail- 
road completed  to  the  district. 

"The  Alaska  Central,  which  already 
has  more  tlian  fifty  miles  of  road,  ex- 
pects to  complete  at  least  fifty  miles  ad- 
ditional this  year.  The  Copper  River  & 
Northwestern  Railroad  company,  and 
other  organiz;itlons  of  a  like  nature,  will 
also  do  considerable  construction  work 
this  year."

INDUSTRIAL  EPOCHS. 

Sages  without  number  have  lately  attempted  to  show 

that  the  era  of  stock  speculation  is  about  to  give  way 

to   an   era   of   land    speculation,   and    that   that   will   be 
followed  by  a  crash,  with  ensuing  hard  times. 

The  first  part  of  this  is  unquestionably  true,  but 
we  have  the  making  of  the  second  part  in  our  own 
hands.  There  has  been  an  era  of  speculation  in  stocks, 
and  while  it  does  not  appear  to  be  quite  ended,  it  is 
not  at  all  improbable  that  after  the  next  rush  upward 
the  public  will  lose  its  interest  in  the  game,  and  turn 
to  something  else  for  its  investments. 

Naturally,  the  next  thing  is  land  and  city  lots,  and 
there  are  ample  evidences  that  whether  or  not  the 
stock  speculation  era  is  over,  the  period  of  land  specu- 
lation has  already  begun.  If  that  period  results  in  too 
great  an  inflation  of  values,  to  a  bursting  point,  the 
financial  crash  predicted  will  result.  But  industrial 
prosperity  and  activity  are  so  great  that  values  will 
stand  a  higher  notch  than  they  have  ever  reached  before. 
And  if  the  people,  profiting  by  the  last  panic  that  re- 
sulted from  a  too  great  inflation,  will  keep  their  feet 
under  them  and  their  wits  in  their  heads,  there  is  no  real 
reason  why  the  reaction  should  be  necessary. 

Dultith  is  just  beginning  to  feel  the  impulse  toward 
real  estate  speculation,  but  in  some  other  communities 
it  has  already  reached  rather  feverish  proportions.  Here 
it  has  been  healthier  than  any  boom  Duluth  has  ever 
had.  There  has  been  immense  building  activity,  and  a 
healthy  strong  market  for  real  estate  to  be  used,  but 
comparatively  little  for  pure  investment.  Values  are 
good,  but  not  speculative,  though  every  condition  is 
right  for  speculative  buying. 

There  is  no  need  of  worrying  much  about  the 
reaction,  however,  at  this  time.  Tlie  wise  thing  to  do 
is  to  take  advantage  of  the  existing  prosperity,  and  by 
keeping  alive  the  memory  of  past  booms  to  avert  by 
conservatism  and  common  sense  the  danger  of  over- 
inflation.     If  there  is  no  over-inflation,  there  can  be  no 


DANGERS  OF  ATHLETICS. 

In  view  of  a  rather  widespread  conception  of  the 
injurious  effect  of  athletics,  Dr.  Robert  E.  Coughlin 
of  Brooklyn  has  been  making  a  study  of  fatalities  in 
athletic  games  and  in  general  of  the  effect  of  such 
sports,  and  as  might  have  been  expected  the  result  was 
altogether  favorable  to  reasonable  indulgence  in  exer- 
cise. His  conclusions  are  published  in  the  Medical 
Record,  and  they  favor  the  conclusion  that  athletic 
sports  are  not  more  harmful  than  any  other  active 
exercise. 

Of  course  exercise  is  beneficial  or  harmful,  like 
everything  else,  depending  upon  whether  it  is  judiciously 
used  or  carelessly  abused.  A  too  great  indulgence  in 
strong  exercise  is  likely  to  result  in  overtraining,  front 
which  heart  troubles  like  cardiac  lesioqs  may  come;  for 
habitual  and  excessive  exercise  tends  to  overstrain  the 
heart.  But  systematic  exercise,  designed  to  build  men 
up  instead  of  to  break  records  or  accomplish  difficult 
feats,  is  altogether  beneficial. 

Dr.  Coughlin  found  that  only  twelve  deaths  of  base- 
ball players  were  reported  in  1904,  as  compared  with 
twenty-eight  in  football.  Baseball  is  played  for  seven 
months  and  a  half,  while  football  is  played  only  a  few 
weeks  each  fall,  and  many  more  boys  and  youths  play 
baseball  than  are  engaged  in  football.  This  makes  the 
comparison  much  more  favorable  than  the  numbers 
show.  Besides,  nearly  all  the  deaths  in  baseball  were 
accidental,  and  not  because  of  some  trick  in  playing  the 
game,  as  in  football. 

His  condemnation  of  football,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
unmeasured.  Of  the  twenty-eight  fine  youths  that  were 
killed  at  this  game  in  the  year,  seven  died  of  abdominal 
injuries,  three  of  dislocations  of  the  spine  with  paralysis, 
five  of  concussion  of  the  brain  and  five  of  fractures  of 
the  skull,  while  two  had  ribs  driven  into  their  hearts. 
Not  one  in  five  that  play  football  several  seasons  escapes 
serious  injury. 

Even  in  boxing  does  he  find  a  much  better  showing. 
But  six  deaths  were  reported  from  boxing  in  the 
year  covered  by  his  investigations,  and  most  of  these 
were  amateurs  with  little  experience.  The  only  reallj' 
expert  boxer  who  has  been  killed  in  fifteen  years  directly 
from  boxing  v/as  Bowen,  who  fell  and  struck  his  head 
against  a  brick  wall  which  was  part  of  a  poorly  con- 
structed  ring. 

Yet  there  has  never  been  a  law  against  football  in 
this  country,  and  glove  contests  are  allowed  in  only 
three  states  of  the  union.

HAVE  A  LOOK 


Some  progress  toward  decreasing  the 
number  of  telephone  poles  and  wires  in 
the  streets  was  finally  made  at  the  con- 
ference, yesterday  afternoon,  between 
Aldermen  Moore,  Bugess  and  Getchell, 
of  the  council  committee;  President  H. 
J.  Pettengill,  Supt.  Mauseau  and  Man- 
ager French  of  the  Duluth  Telephone 
company,  and  President  A.  W.  Hart- 
man  and  Supt.  Marks  of  the  Duluth 
Edison  Electric  company.  The  Zenith 
Telephone  company  was  not  represent- 
ed. 

President  Pettonglll  stated  that  the 
Duluth  Telephone  company  would  con- 
struct a  conduit  on  Second  street,  be- 
tween Third  and  Fourth  avenues  east, 
this  year,  and  that  the  poles  and  wires 
would  be  removtd  In  time  to  keep  the 
work  from  interfering  with  the  paving. 
The  Zenith  Telephone  company  has  no 
wires  in  these  blocks. 

The  wires  on  Superior  street,  between 
Second  and  Ninth  avenues  east,  and  on 
Tenth  avenue  east,  between  London 
road  and  Fourth  street,  will  also  be 
removed  this  year,  and  placed  either 
underground  or  in  the  alleys. 

Next  year  the  Duluth  Telephone  com- 
pany will  remove  its  poles  and  wires 
en  Superior  street,  between  Ninth  and 
Twenty-fourth  avenues  east,  and  from 
First  street,  between  the  same  ave- 
nues. 

President  PettengUl  stated  positively 
that  he  declined'  to  consent  to  any  plan 
Vhereby  the  Duluth  Telephone  com- 
pany should  use  the  same  poles  as  its 
rival,  the  Zenith  company.  He  stated 
that  the  company  was  willing  to  go  on 
the  same  poles  with  the  electric  com- 
pany, but  that  he  considered  it  dan- 
gerous to  do  so. 

President  A.  W.  Hartman  of  the  Du- 
luth Edison  Electric  company  signified 
his  wlllingnosa  to  fall  into  line  wiih  any 
policy  adopted  by  the  council  in  re- 
gard to  joint  occupancy  of  polfs,  but  he 
urged  the  necessity  of  having  inspec- 
tion made  by  a  skilled  electrician,  as 
otherwise  It  would  be  dangerous  to 
have  the  telephone  and  high  potential 
wires  on  the  same  poles. 

The  discussion  of  the  matter  was 
informal,  and  lasted  more  than  an 
hour.  The  council  committee  will  make 
a  full  report  of  the  progress  made  up 
to  the  present  time  to  the  council  Mon- 
day evening  and  action  will  then  be 
taken  on  a  number  of  applications  to 
erect  poles,  which  are  now  being  held 
up  pending  the  arrival  at  some  agree- 
ment between  the  city  and  the  com- 
panies.

Dtmocratic  state  campaign  committees 
steadfastly  refuse  to  incorporate  it  into 
thtfr  platforms.  Messrs.  Ryan  and  Grum- 
mer,  the  respective  state  chairmen,  ar- 
gued today  that  the  lengthening  of  the 
shirt  might  be  a  menace  to  the  modesty 
of  the  entire  nation,  in  the  event  of  a 
light  crop.  "The  supply  might  be  used 
up  prematurely,  and  we  would  then  have 
to  wear  shirts  without  any  tails  at  all 
during  the  winter,"  they  declared  with 
manifestations   of   fright. 

Revision  of  the  tariff  was  the  Issue 
which  led  to  the  flaunting  of  the  shirt- 
tail  throughout  the  state.  Col.  W.  A. 
Harris,  Democratic  candidate  for  gov- 
ernor, favored  tariff  reform  with  vigor 
in  his  letter  of  acceptance.  The  editor  of 
the  Farmers'  Advocate,  in  commenting 
upon  Col.  Harris'  words,  calculated  that 
the  addition  of  one  inch  to  the  shirt-tails 
of  the  nation  would  consume  the  entire 
cotton  crop  and  prevent  any  exportation. 
The  argument  ran  up  and  down  the  state 
like  wild-fire,  and  is  now  upon  every  far- 
mer's lips.

SCHOOL  CRIPPLED. 


FROM  THE  HERAIiD 
JVASHINGTON  BUUEAU. 

Washington,  June  21.— (Special  to  Tho 
Herald.) — An  Important  national  work 
Is  threatened  with  sudden  termination 
if  the  action  of  the  committee  on  ap- 
propriations of  the  house  of  representa- 
tives is  agreed  to  in  the  senate.  The 
approprlhtion  for  gauging  streams  and 
determining  the  water  resources  of  the 
United  States  was  struck  out  on  a 
point  of  order,  and  no  opportunity  was 
given  the  members  to  express  by  their 
votes  their  approval  or  disapproval  of 
the  work.  It  was  apparent  at  times, 
however,  that  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers were  strongly  in  favor  of  contin- 
uing   the    Investigations. 

For  twelve  years  the  value  of  these 
Investigations  has  been  recognized  In 
congress,  which  has  Increased  the  ap- 
propriation from  time  as  the  work  was 
extended.  Under  these  appropriations 
a  well  organized  force  of  engineers  and 
experts  has  been  built  up,  and  a  large 
number  of  local  observers  has  been  em- 
ployed, so  that  the  work  has  progressed 
systematically  and  thoroughly. 

The  value  of  these  Investigations  to 
commercial  and  municipal  interests,  as 
well  as  the  general  public,  has  never 
been  questioned.  On  the  contrary  tne 
demands  for  extension  and  expansion 
have  grown  steadily  as  the  public  be- 
came acquainted  with  its  purposes. 

To  suddenly  stop  the  work  without 
warning  means  not  alone  the  throwing 
out  of  employment  of  scores  of  men 
who  have  devoted  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  their  lives  to  the  work,  but  iL 
Interrupts  most  inopportunely  Investi- 
gations of  great  moment  and  import- 
ance upon  which  thousands  of  doUais 
have  already  been  expended. 

The  disruption  of  the  pre.sent  organi- 
zation, which  has  now  attained  a  high 
state  of  efficiency.  Is  a  mistake,  for  it 
cannot  be  restored  without  much  ex- 
pense, and  a  serious  injury  to  the  work 
itself. 

The  water  supply  problems  in  Min- 
nesota are  of  very  great  importance,  as 
the  surface  streams,  upon  which  de- 
pendence has  been  placed  in  the  past, 
have,  in  many  Instances,  become  so 
polluted  that  they  are  highly  dangerous 
to  those  using  them  for  domestic  sup- 
plies, as  in  the  case  of  Minneapolis  and 
a  number  of  smaller  towns.  In  some 
Instances  pure  ground  waters  can  be 
obtained,  while  In  others  their  quality 
is  such  as  to  prohibit  their  use  for 
boiler  and  industrial  puri>jses.  The 
geological  sui^ey  has  been  at  work  on 
the  problems  ol  the  underground 
waters  for  a  number  of  years,  and  had 
nearly  completed  Its  Investigations,  and 
waj3  about  to  publish  the  results,  which 
would  show  the  areaa  underlain  by  the 
different  classes  of  water,  the  depths 
to  which  wells  would  have  to  be  sunk, 
and  the  quality  and  quantity  of  these 
supplies,  when  the  appropriation  for 
hydrography  was  cut  out  from  the 
sundry  civil  bill.  The  publication  of 
this  material  will  be  prevented  by  the 
action  of  congress,  and  the  public  de- 
prived of  the  benefit  of  the  information 
which  has  been  accumulated. 

Besides  the  public  water  supply, 
there  is  a  demand  throughout  the  agri- 
cultural portions  of  the  state  for  better 
information  as  to  the  precautions  to 
be  taken  to  avoid  pollution  of  domestic 
wells.  This  information  was  to  be  sup- 
plied In  the  proposed  report,  as  was 
al.so  the  available  information  In  re- 
i^ard  to  the  mineral  waters  of  the  state, 
which  promise 
value.

THE  ISSUE  OF 
THE  SHIRT-TAIL 


In  Kansas  State  Cam- 
paign Seems  to  be 
the  Limit 

Topeka,  Kan.,  June  21. — "Down 
with  the  shirt!"  will  be  a  campaign 
cry  among  the  Kan.sas  farmers  this 
fall.  Not  that  the  agriculturalists  wish 
to  do  away  with  that  part  or  the  male 
attire  which  is  tucked  within  the  trou- 
ers;  not  that  they  are  favoring  a  re- 
turn to  Adamlc  simplicity  in  matters 
of  dress — oh,  no:  "Down  with  the 
shirt:"  means  rather  a  lengthening  of 
that  garment,  an  addltian  of  one  inch, 
front  and  rear,  to  the  tails  that  are 
never  displayed  to  the  public  gaze  ex- 
cept from  the  back-yard  line  on  wash- 
ing day. 

Behind  the  movement  Is  a  great  al- 
truistic purpose — a  benefaction  to  a 
host  of  tillers  of  the  soil.  Unionism  is 
rampant  on  the  prairies  of  the  Sun- 
flower state,  and  the  farmers  are  be- 
ing urged  to  form  themselves  into  a 
league  for  the  amelioration  of  the  en- 
tire brotherhood,  the  raising  of  mort- 
gages, the  selling  of  crops,  etc. 

When  a  doubter  asked  skeptically: 
"How  can  a  farmer  help  anyone  ex- 
cept himself?"  one  of  the  torch-bear- 
ers of  the  new  faith,  the  editor  of  a 
farming  journal  answered: 

"Why,  we  could  sell  the  whole  cotton 
crop  of  the  United  States  at  a  high 
rate  simply  by  taking  thought  and 
adding  an  inch  to  the  tall  of  our 
shirt." 

The  scoffer  was  covered  with  con- 
fusion and  the  slograu:  "Long  shirts 
and  a  grand  piano  on  every  cotton 
ranch,"  Is  now  ringfing  through  the 
commonwealth. 

The  periodical  has  begun  a  vigor- 
ous campaign  of  education  for  an  ex- 
tension of  the  shirt-tail.  If  the  move- 
ment takes  root  It  is  to  be  expected 
that  walking  delegates,  wearing  their 
shirts  outside  their  overalls,  a  la  Chl- 
nois,  in  order  to  testify  their  good 
faith,  will  travel  from  farm  to  farm 
bearing  yard-stick  and  calling  every 
CIncinnatus  from  the  plow  to  be  meas- 
ured. "Just  step  behind  this  tree,  and 
let's  see  if  you  belong  to  the  union, 
pardner,"  will  replace  "How's  crops?

In  spite  of  this  evidence,  which  might  j 
lead  to  the  opinion  that  death  had  re-  j 
suited  from  the  man's  own  action,  It 
Is  believed  that  it  was  due  to  heart 
failure.  The  man  had  been  afflicted 
with  tonsllitis.  and  had  been  doctoring 
with  a  local  physician  for  several 
weeks  The  carbolic  acid  was  probablj* 
used  as  a  gurgle  for  »he  throat  and 
the  coroner  is  of  the  opinion  that  death 
was  due  to  natural  causes. 

A  post  mortem  examination  will  be 
held  hO'.vpv(r.  and  the  testimony  of 
the  physician  will  be  taken  before  the 
coroner  makes  his  decision.

WELL  KILLS  TWO  MEN. 

Marshfield,  Wis.,  June  21.— As  the  re-

soned with  spoiled  cheese,  Peter  Thorr 
and  his  hired  man,  John  Widmann.  are 
flcad.  while  Mrs.  Thorr  and  little 
daughter  are  dangerously  ill  at  St. 
Joseph's  hospital  in  this  city. 

Thorr  operated  a  cheese  factory  six 
miles  north  of  this  city,  and  within  a 
week's  time  the  whole  family  and  hir- 
ed man  were  taken  sick  with  typhoid 
fever.  In  tracing  the  origin  of  the 
disease.  InveFtigation  disclosed  the 
fact  that  a  cheesemaktr  previous  to 
the  time  Mr.  Thorr  gained  control  of 
the  property,  had  made  a  poor  batch 
of  cheese  and  presumably, for  fear  that 
detection  would  lead  to  his  discharge, 
had  hid  It  in  the  bottom  of  the  well. 
Officials  are  seeking  the  offender  for 
the  purpose  of  prosecuting  him.

BlilLDlNG 

Government  LooKoul  Sta- 
tion on  South  Pier 
is  Completed. 

The  lookout  building  that  the  govern- 
ment has  been  erecting  on  the  inner 
end  of  the  south  pier  at  the  Duluth 
ship  canal  to  replace  the  building  swept 
away  during  the  storm  of  last  Novetn- 
ber.  Is  practically  completed,  and  will 
be  In  use  within  a  few  days.  There  yet 
remains  to  be  put  in  place  the  large 
headlight,  with  reflector,  which  will  be 
used  by  the  watchman  to  get  the  name 
of  vessels  pas.slng  in  and  out  of  the 
canal  after  dark. 

Jn  view  of  the  exposed  position  it  oc- 
cupies during  the  severe  northeast 
storms  when  the  waves  sweep  over  th2 
piers,  the  government  has  taken  the 
precaution  to  make  the  construction 
work  exceptionally  strong,  and  It  Is 
believed  that  the  building  will  witli- 
stand  the  buffeting  of  any  storms  that 
are  likely  to  arise. 

The  building,  though  small  in  dimen- 
sions, cost  the  government  $520.  Tlu 
foundations  are  concrete  pe< 
on  top  of  the  concrete  pier,  and  anchor- 
ed to  it  by  IVz-inch  steel-"*rods  six  feet 
long.

On  the  night  of  June  6,  during  a  family 
quarrel.  Ruttke  shot  and  killed  his  step- 
father, John  Bartel.  The  tragedy  was  the;

between  Bartel  and  his  wife.  The  couple 
had  been  married  three  years,  and,  pre- 
vious to  the  marriage,  Mrs.  Bartel  had 
lived  on  her  claim,  which  adjoined  the 
Bartel  place,  but  after  the  marriage  siie 
and  her  family  lived  at  the  home  of  Bar- 
tel. 

Mrs.  Bartel  now  wished  to  return  to 
her  claim,  so  that  she  might  be  able  to 
prove  up  on  It  and  liave  it  for  her  chil- 
dren; but  her  husband  would  not  allow 
her  to  do  so,  as  he  wished  her  to  relin- 
quish her  right,  so  that  he  might  be  able 
to  buy  it  from  the  government. 

The  couple  were  unable  to  agree,  and, 
upon  Monday  of  the  week  of  the  tragedy. 
Bartel  went  to  Ellendale  and  filed  a  con- 
test suit  against  the  land  in  question.  On 
Wednesday  Mrs.  Bartel  and  her  son  Rhin- 
hold, aged  19.  went  to  Ellendale  and  there 
heard  Of  Barters  actkm.

Meat  Products  This 

Year. 


Total  Value  Will  Prob- 
ably Reach  Two  Hun- 
dred Million  Dollars. 


Washington,  June  21.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Exports  of  meats  and 
products  from  the  United  States  in  the 
eleven  months  ending  with  May  aggre- 
gated over  $180,000,000.  The  ten  months 
for  which  complete  figures  have  been 
presented  by  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor  through  its  bureau  of 
statistics  show  a  total  of  $166,000,000  and 
as  preliminary  figures  for  May  indicate 
a  total  of  over  $16,000,000  for  that 
month,  this  would  make  the  total  ex- 
ports of  meats  and  meat  products  up 
to  June  1st  about  $182,000,000,  with  one 
month  remaining  to  complete  the  fiscal 
year.  These  figures  for  eleven  months 
show  a  larger  ixportation  of  meats  and 
meat  products  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  any  other  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  export  trade,  and  show  an 
Increase  of  practically  60  per  cent  when 
ccmpaied  with  the  figure  for  the  cor- 
responding months  of  1SI»6,  a  decade 
earlier. 

This  large  increase  occurs  in  all  of 
the  principal  products,  but  is  especially 
noticeable  in  lard,  oleo  oil,  salted  pork, 
fresh  beef,  and  fresh  pork.  The  value 
•»f  lard  exportations  in  the  ten  months 
ending  with  April,  1896,  was  $28,000,000; 
In  the  corresponding  period  ending  with 
Apiil,  19<t6,  it  was  $.51.0<X),000,  having 
thus  doubled  in  ten  years.  Exports  of 
fresh  beef  increased  from  a  little  loss 
than  H5,0OO,0O«»  in  the  ten  months  end- 
ing with  April,  1896,  to  practically  $20,- 
OOO.iXH)  in  the  same  months  of  1906; 
hanus.  from  $9,000,000  to  $16,000,000;  oleo 
oil  and  oleomagarine,  from  $7,tKXt,000  to 
practically  $ir..0O0,0Wt;  salted  pork  from 
$3,500,000  to  practically  $10,000,000.  Can- 
ned-beef exports  show  but  little  in- 
crease during  the  decade,  the  value  in 
ten  months  of  1S96  Teing  $5,(>00.000 
^.r.(^  in  the  same  months  of  1506. 
a  little  less  than  $.>.750,000.  Ex- 
ports of  bacon  also  show  but  a  slight 
Increase,  the  value  in  the  ten  month.s 
ending  with  April,  1896.  being  practi- 
cally $29,000,000,  and  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  the  present  fiscal  year, 
129.500,000. 

In   order   of  magnitude,   the   exporta- 


tion of   meats  and   meat  products  are, 
for   the   ten   months  ending   with   April, 
1906:     Lard,    $51,.500,000;    bacon,    $29,000,- 
000;    beef,    fresh,    practically    $20,000,000; 
1  hams,  $16,660,000;   oleo  oil  and  oleomar-

$4.tHX),000;   tallow,  a  little  less  than   $4,- 
000,000;    sausage    casings,    $,250,000;    and

Thus  the  total  value  ol  meat  and  meat 
1  products    exported    in    the    fiscal    year 
,1906    will    approximate    $200,000,000,    and 
;  will  probably  exceed   that  of  any   ear- 
lier vear. 

All  parts  of  the  world  are  purchasers 
of  American  provisions.  The  lard  ex- 
ports of  1905  went  direct  from  the 
United  Stales  to  seventy-five  different 
countries  and  colonies,  the  largest 
quantity  to  the  United  Kingdom,  valued 
at  $7,5W,0O0;  to  Germany  about  $15,000,- 
000;  to  Netherlands,  practically  $5,WU,- 
000;  to  Belgium,  $2,250,000;  to  Cuba, 
$1,750,000;  while  the  remainder  went  iii 
sums  of  less  than  $1,000,000  value  to 
various  other  countries  and  colonies, 
practically  every  European  country  be- 
ing a  purchaser  to  a  greater  or  less  ex- 
tent, as  were  all  of  the  countries  of 
North  and  South  America,  and  the  prin- 
cipal countries  of  Asia  and  Oceania. 

Bacon,  which  stands  second  in  im- 
portance in  the  value  of  meat  produci.s 
exported,  goes  lai-gely  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  which  took  in  1905  practically 
$21,(»00,tK)0  worth  out  of  the  total  of  $25,- 
500,000  worth  exported.  The  next  largest 
purcha.ser  was  Belgium,  a  little  over 
$1,000,000  worth,  followed  by  Nether- 
lands to  the  value  of  about  $500,00(»,  and 
Cuba  $50^1,000  worth  of  fresh  beef.  Tiie 
United  Kingdom  is  the  principal  pur- 
i  chaser,  the  value  thereof  taken  In  1905 
'  having  been  $22,021,642  out  of  a  total 
exportation  of  $22,13«,365.  Hams  show 
I  the  next  largest  total,  and  of  the  $21,- 
500,000  worth  exported  in  1905,  $19,5tt0.ooO 
went  to  the  United  Kingdom,  about 
$500,000  worth  to  Belgium,  and  $500,0-0 
worth  to  Cuba.  Oleomargerine  and  oleo 
oil,  the  latter  used  for  the  production  of 
oleomargerine,  rank  next  to  hams  in 
the  total  value  of  meat  products  ex- 
ported, amounting  in  ten  months  oi 
1906  to  practically  $15,000.('00,  the  bulk 
of  which  is  oleo  oil.  This  article  goes 
chiefly  to  the  butter-making  countries, 
the  largest  part  to  Netherlands,  which 
took  $6..500,000  worth  out  of  the  $11,- 
500,000  worth  exported  in  1905;  the  value 
sent  to  Germany  was  a  little  less  than 
$2,000,000;  to  the  United  Kingdom  $1,- 
000.000;  to  Norway  $750,000,  and  to  Den- 
mark, about  $500,000.  Of  the  $9,300,000 
worth  of  .salted  pork  exported  in  1905, 
nearly  $6,000,000  worth  went  to  tii-^ 
United  Kingdom  and  less  than  $500,000 
to  any  other  country.  Canned  beef  ex- 
portations amount  to  about  $6,000,000 
annually,  and  have  changed  little  in 
value  for  several  years,  having  been 
$5,000,000  in  1901,  and  $6,700.0^(0  in  19o5. 
and  the  quantity  ranging  from  53,000,- 
000  pounds  In  1901  to  66,500,000  in  1905. 
In  this,  as  in  most  of  the  other  classes 
of  meats  exported,  the  United  Kingdom 
was  by  far  the  largest  purchaser,  tak- 
ing over  $4,000,000  worth  in  1905,  against 
a  little  less  than  $1,500,000  worth  sent 
to  Japan,  and  about  $350,000  worth  to 
South  Africa. 

Great  Britain,  it  will  be  seen,  is  by 
far  the  largest  purchaser  of  Am«  rican 
meat  products.  Of  the  $75,000,000  worth  of 
bacon,  ham,  fresh  btef  and  canned  bef  f 
exported  in  1906,  the  United  Kingdom  took 
$G6,00(t,UO0  worth,  or  practically  90  per  ctiil 


of  the  total  :of  the  total  exports  of  meats, 
valued  at  $10O,O0O,O0tt,  she  took  $^0,iiOO,000 
worth,  while  of  the  $40,500,000  worth  of 
cattle  expoited  in  the  same  year  she

FIREMEN  ARE  STOPPED. 

They  W^re  Summoned  From  Switzer- 
land to  Conflagration  in  Germany. 

Geneva,  June  21.— Two  Swiss  fire  en- 
gines were  dispatched  from  Bale  to  a 
warehouse  fire  in  the  German  town  of 
Huningue.  Just  thirty  yards  over  the 
Swiss  frontier. 

Although  the  German  engines  were 
quite  incapable  of  dealing  with  the  out- 
break, the  German  custom  house  olfl- 
cials  would  not  allow  the  Swiss  firemen 
to  cross  the  frontier,  as  "they  had  re- 
ceived no  orders  to  that  eftect." 


A  fishing  trip  to  the  Nipigon  river 
country  came  very  near  resulting  fatally 
to  W.  W.  Little  of  Chicago  and  his  two 
Indian  guidea.  Mr.  Little,  who  is  re- 
gistered at  the  St.  Louis,  on  his  way 
home  from  the  famous  trout  stream  of 
Canada,  tells  how  he  was  saved  by  a 
narrow  margin  from  being  swept  over 
a  75-^foot  fall  of  water  by  the  bravery  uf 
his  companion  in  camp.  Dr.  C.  H. 
Riggs  of  Toronto.  James  Cameron  and 
James  Mclntyre  of  Winnepeg,  who  are 
with  him,  quite  agree  with  the  story  in 
this  regard. 

■'We  had  very  good  luck,  and  caught 
several  nice  big  trout,"  said  Mr.  Little. 
"A  favorite  place  to  try  our  luck  was 
just  above  the  falls,  where  the  current 
was  very  swift.  I  occupied  one  canoe 
there  with  my  two  Indian  guides  at  the 
time  of  the  accident,  and  Dr.  Riggs 
and  his  guides  were  only  a  short  dis- 
tance away.  The  trout  up  there  are 
fighters,  and  when  I  hooked  an  extra 
big  one  the  battle  became  so  warm 
that  our  canoe  was  upset  in  the  strug- 
gle, and  all  three  of  us  were  suddenly 
thrown   into   the  cold   water. 

"To  make  matters  all  the  worse,  the 
Indians  could  not  swim,  but  with  my 
assistance  they  managed  to  reach  the 
side  of  the  overturned  canoe,  and  there 
iall  three  of  us  clung.  Meantime  we 
were  Being  curried  at  a  rapid  rate  to- 
ward the  brink  of  the  falls,  and  the 
nearer  we  approached  the  swifter  the 
water  became.  All  battle  against  the 
current  was  futile  on  our  part,  and  we 
\  had  given  up  all  hope  of  being  able  to 
'get  out  alive  when  Dr.  Riggs  and  his 
,  guides  came  to  our  assistance,  at  a 
I  great  risk  to  themselves.  It  Avas  only 
the  nerve,  daring  and  bravery  of  Dr. 
Riggs  that  saved  us.  I  never  want  to 
go  through  another  experience  like  it, 
even  with  the  doctor  at  hand  to  pull  us 
out. 

After  we  got  to  shore  I  sent  a  log 
over  the  fall.s,  and  it  was  seven  min- 
I  utes  before  it  made  its  appearance  af- 
iter  plunging  into  the  whirlpool  at  the 
foot  of  the  cataract.  We  lost  $80 
worth  of  property  as  a  result  of  the 
overturning  of  the  canoe.  Except  for 
this  one  thing,  we  had  fine  sport  all 
the  time  while  away.  I  have  had  four 
trout  mounted,  and  they  average  twen- 
ty-four inches  long.  They  weighed 
about  C%  pounds  each.  I  had  a  small 
American  flag  with  me  on  the  trip,  and 
the  Indians  did  not  know  what  coun- 
try it  representated."

BREAK  IN  PRICES 
IS  DISQUIETING 

Due  to  Dissolution  of  tiie 

Soutliern    Furnace 

Association. 

New  York,  June  21.— The  Iron  Age 
says:  Almost  like  a  clap  of  thunder 
from  a  clear  sky  has  come  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Southern  Furnace  associa- 
tion, an  unusually  short-lived  organiza- 
tion, based  on  a  gentlemen's  agreement 
among  the  leading  Birmingham  furnace 
companies.  One  of  the  principal  trans- 
actions was  the  sale  of  10,000  tons  to 
the  International  Harvester  company 
at  $13  for  No.  2  Birmingham,  a  decline 
of  $1  below  the  nominal  price  recently 
quoted.  This  break  in  prices  cannot 
help  but  have  a  disquieting  effect.  It 
came  at  a  time  when  in  other  sections 
the  makers  were  showing  some  strength. 
Only  a  few  days  since  leading  Buffalo 
makers  had  sent  out  orders  to  their 
s&lesmen  to  advance  prices  25  cents  p^r 
ton.  In  competitive  territory  an  ad- 
justment of  prices  of  foundry  iron  must 
follow,  unless  the  tonnage  which  the 
Southern  makers  feel  it  necessary  t« 
book  .«;hould  be  only  moderate.  In  such 
competitive  markets.  Southern  ii'on  is 
now  freely  offered  at  $13.25  to  $13.50  for 
No.  ?.  foundry,  Birmingham. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that 
the  situation  is  entirely  different  in  the 
markets  for  steel  making  irons.  The 
demand  for  finished  material  is  good. 
The  leading  interest,  during  the  first 
fifteen  days  of  this  month  booked  an 
aggregate  of  orders  in  excess  of  its 
shipping  records. 

••The  rail  makers  have  fpidded  26,000 
tons  for  the  Missouri  Pacific,  and  11,000 
tons  for  the  Florida  East  coast  to  their 
1907  commitments.  One  of  the  large 
contracts  which  is  coming  in  is  23,000 
tons  of  structural  material  for  the 
yards,  etc.,  of  the  New  York  Central 
terminal. 

'•There  has  been  a  surprisingly  large 
volume  of  business  lately  for  wire  prod- 
ucts, and  sales  aggregating  100.000  tons 
of  steel  bars  for  delivery  during  the 
year  beginning  July  1  have  been  made. 

'•The  Eastern  Bar  Iron  association  is 
to  meet  to  deal  with  the  price  cutting, 
which  has  become  more  prevalent 
lately.  Light  rails  have  advanced  $1  a 
ton.

YorK. 

New  York,  June  21. — A  gi-eat  central 
station  for  the  distribution  of  music 
by  telephone  is  being  put  up  at  the 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Thirty-ninth 
street  by  the  Telharmonic  company  of 
Washington.  It  is  the  first  plant  of 
the  kind  ever  established  in  the  world 
and  is  regarded  as  the  most  remarkable 
musical   invention  of  the  age. 

Wires  leading  to  the  Central  station 
are  now  being  strung  in  the  subway. 
Tiie  music  as  it  is  furnished  to  the  sub- 
scribers, can  be  turned  on  or  off  at 
nearly  any  time  during  the  day  or 
niglit,  like  water  or  gas. 

The  receiving  apparatus  is  so  arrang- 
ed that  any  number  of  people  in  a 
room  or  hall  can  listen  to  the  music 
at  the  same  time  with  perfect  distinct- 
ness. 

An  interesting  description  of  the  con- 
trivance is  by  William  E.  Curtis,  cor- 
respondent of  the  Chicago  Record-Her- 
ald, in  his  letter  to  that  newspaper, 
Mr.  Curtis  says: 

It  will  be  ready  for  business  about 
the  middle  of  July  and  it  will  supply 
residences,  boarding  houses,  restau- 
rants, saloons,  barbershops,  hospitals, 
a.sylums,  schools  and  whomsoever  it 
may  concern,  from  9  o'clock  a,  m..  un- 
til any  hour  of  the  night  with  all  the 
music  they  may  desire. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  subscribe  as 
you  do  for  a  telephone  and  have  an 
instrument  put  in  where  you  may  de- 
sire. Then  you  can  turn  on  the  music 
whenever  you  want  it,  day  or  night, 
just  as  you  turn  on  electric  lights  or 
gas  or  water.  You  switch  the  key  and 
the  music  plays  loud  enough  to  be 
heard  by  an  audience  of  any  size  or  in 
any    part   of   an  ordinary   house. 

At  the  Central  station,  tlie  corner  of 
Thirty-ninth  and  Broadway,  the  man.i' 
gers  are  now  installing  an  enormous 
machine,  70  feet  long,  10  feet  wide  and 
5  feet  high,  which  runs  200  tones  and 
contains  150  dynamos.  This  is  the  in- 
strument which  is  to  amuse  all  New 
York. 

There  is  a  keyboard  at  which  the 
performer  sits,  with  keys  like  those  of 
a  piano,  but  it  is  not  a  piano  or  an 
organ,  or  a  norchcstra  or  a  brass  band, 
but  a  combination  of  150  dynamos,  con- 
trolled through  a  switchboard  in  such 
a  way  that  they  will  produce  vibra- 
tions, and  when  thrown  upon  a  tele- 
phonic surface,  these  vibrations  will 
produce  sounds  loud  enough  to  fill  the 
Waldrof-Astoria  hotel. 

The  business  will  be  managed  on  r. 
system  similar  to  that  of  a  telephone 
company.  Patrons  will  be  asked  to  en- 
ter into  a  contract  for  a  year  or  a  part 
of  a  year. 

There  will  be  a  monthly  rate,  just 
like  that  charged  for  a  telephone  or  an 
electric  light  where  the  patron  signs  a 
contract  and  pays  his  rate. 

The  wires  t\'ll  run  into  his  house, 
just  like  telephone  wires  or  those  which 
are  attached  to  district  messenger 
calls. 

The  company  fs  just  beginning  to 
string  the  wires  in  the  subway,  and  on 
the  poles  of  the  Bell  Telephone  com- 
pany, with  TR'hich  it  has  a  working 
arrangement. 

The  TelharnjonTc  company  is  not  c^- 
trolled  by  the  B^sll  company,  fiowevff. 
The  apparatus  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
old  telephone,  a  box  about  three  feet 
by   ten  inches  in  size.

Duluth  Telephone  Com- 
pany Holds  Its  An- 
nual Meeting. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Duluth 
Telephone  ccmipany,  ye.sterday  after- 
noon, the  old  board  of  directors  was  re- 
elected. The  board  is  comprised  of 
C.  W.  Wainman  and  W.  B.  .Silvey  of 
Duluth,  Fredt-rlck  P.  Fish  and  Thomas 
Sherwln  of  Boston,  and  H.  J.  Pettin- 
gill  of  Minneapolis.  The  directors  will 
have  a  meeting  soon  to  elect  the  offi- 
cers of  the  company.

The  government  dredging  contract 
for  the  removal  of  a  shoal  at  the  en- 
trance of  Ontonagon  harbor  on  the 
south  shore  of  Lake  Superior  was 
completed  last  evening  by  the  Zenith 
Dredge  company  of  Duiuth  and  the 
dredging  outfit  will  start  for  this  har- 
bor Friday  next  to  enter  on  private 
contract  work. 

The  government  will  make  a  sur- 
vey of  the  dredged  channel  within  the 
next  few  days  and  the  marine  Inter- 
ests win  be  notified  of  the  exact  con- 
ditions of  the  harbor. 

The  dredged  cliannel  Is  60  feet  wide 
and  of  a  depth  of  14  feet  and  better 
between  the  piers  at  the  present  stage 
of  water.  The  middle  line  of  the 
channel  is  60  feet  from  the  west  pier. 
When  within  about  300  feet  of  the 
inner  end  of  the  west  pier  the  chan- 
nel divides  Into  two  branches  each 
60  feet  wide  and  over  14  feet  deep. 
One  of  these  runs  to  the  north  end  of 
the  commercial  dock  and  the  other 
to  the  north  end  of  the  lumber  dock 
on  the  west  side  of  the  harbor. 

Some  dredging  remained  to  be  done 
in  front  of  the  docks  by  the  county 
authorities  and  others,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  this  work  will  be  accom- 
plished right  away,  before  the  dredge 
leaves  Ontonagon  harbor. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  lumber 
on  the  docks  at  Ontonagon  to  be 
shipped  by  boat,  and  a  number  of  Du- 
iuth people  who  are  interested  in  the 
navigation  movement  at  that  harbor  |  Greene, 
have  been  making  frequent  inquiries 
at  the  government  engineer's  office 
as  to  the  progress  being  made  in  the 
dredging  work.

HAY  SEASON 
SOONOPENS 

Clover   Will   be  Ready 

for  Cutting  in  Two 

WceRs. 


Outlook  Good  for  Splen- 
did Crops  In  This 
Locality. 


The  haying  season  In  St.  Louis  coun- 
ty, in  the  vicinity  of  Duluth,  will  open 
In  about  two  weeits. 

"While  there  has  teen  no  continued 
■warm  weather  since  the  growing  season 
began,  there  has  been  plenty  of  rain, 
and  the  recent  spell  of  warm  weather 
l»as  caused  the  clover  to  grow  luxuri- 
imtly.    and     it    lias   already    begun     to 
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blossom  out  in  fine  shape. 

The  Jean  DuLuth  company,  which 
operates  a  large  stock  farm  of  several 
thousand  acres  just  beyond  the  city 
limits,  on  the  East  Duluth  and  Lester 
river  road,  is  getting  its  haying  appar- 
atus ready,  and  expects  to  begin  getting 
in  its  crop  in  two  weeks.  The  clover 
stands  about  two  feet  high  In  the  fields 
at  the  farm. 

The  clover  crop  in  this  locality  this 
season  will  be  up  to  the  average.  The 
farmers  say  that  it  will  run  about  two 
tons  to  the  acre,  while  there  are  some 
pieces  of  land  where  it  will  run  as  high 
as  two  and  one-half  tons. 

Clover  hay  is  one  of  the  unfailing 
crcps  of  Northern  Minnesota  and  Wis- 
consin, and  there  will  be  more  of  it 
put  up  this  year  than  ever  before,  for 
the  reason  that  there  was  a  larger  acre- 
age under  grass.  A  large  number  of 
the  farmers  and  settlers  seeded  the  new 
land  cleared  last  season,  and  this  year 
will  take  off  the  first  hay  crop. 

The  Jean  DuLuth  company  has  212 
acres  under  clover  this  year,  and  ex- 
pects to  get  at  least  424  tons  of  hay. 
figuring  two  tons  to  the  acre.  C.  P. 
Craig,  one  of  the  owners,  thinks  that 
the  tc»tal  tonnage  wil)  even  run  ahead 
of  the  estimate. 

The  company  has  storage  capacity 
for  447  tons,  its  big  barns  at  the  stock 
farm  having  capacities  ranging  from 
10  to  240  tons  of  hay. 

Modern  methods  and  machinery  will 
be  employed  by  the  company  in  get- 
ting in  its  immense  hay  crop,  and  it 
IS  figured  that  the  end  of  the  haying 
season  will  see  it  all  under  cover. 

The  company  is  planning  on  erecting 
a  silo  this  year,  with  about  150-ton 
capacity,  and"  the  second  growth  clover 
crop,  which  will  be  In  ccmdition  to  cut 
at  the  latter  end  of  the  summer  sea- 
son, when  the  pastures  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  state  are  drk^J  up,  will  be 
ustd  for  silage.  The  practice  of  mak- 
ing ensilage  of  second  growth  clover, 
with  the  more  succulent  com  crop, 
which  will  be  ready  for  the  silo  about 
the  same  time  as  the  clover,  is  highly 
recommended  by  the  silo  experts  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  state,  and  will 
be  largely   adopted  this  season  wher- 


ever there  are  silos  in  operation. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  second  growth 
clover  hardly  matures  in  this  latitude, 
and  for  that  reason  is  not  so  valuable 
as  a  seed  product,  it  has  been  sug- 
gested from  the  experimental  stations 
that  the  farmers  cannot  do  better  than 
to  use  it  for  ensilage. 

A  matter  of  news  intere.«t  connected 
with  the  Jean  DuLuth  stock  farm  was 
the  announcement  made  by  the  owners 
yesterday  that  they  have  secured  the 
services  of  R.  H.  Poston  of  Lake  For- 
est, 111.,  as  farm  superintendent,  Mr. 
Poston  is  said  to  be  between  30  and 
35  years  of  age.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and  has 
i  had  valuable  experience  in  the  super- 
intendency  of  a  large  ranch  In  Illinois. 
He  was  recently  offered  the  superin- 
tendency  of  the  Madison,  Wis.,  farm, 
but  decided  to  come  to  Duluth.  The 
position  he  assumes  is  one  of  import- 
ance, and  he  is  recommended  to  it  by 
D.  H.  Otis,  assistant  dean  of  ,  the

WARLIKE  CHIEfS  COURT. 

African  Expedition  From  London  Hopes 
to  Gain  Admittance. 

London,  June  21.— An  expedition  will 
leave  London  shortly,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Brian  Bellasis  and  Lionel 
Cooke,  with  the  object  of  obtaining  bi- 
oscopic  records  illustrating  the  wild  hft 
and  the  industrial  activities  of  coun- 
tries along  the  entire  route  of  the  pro- 
posed cape  to  Cairo  railway. 

Though  the  enterprise  is  mainly  com- 
mercial, and  has  the  support  of  many 
of  the  most  important  African  compan- 
'  ies,  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  accompiiin 
something  of  scientific  value. 

In  the  center  of  Nyassaiand  is  a  mys- 
terious native  city  where  a  war-like 
chief  holds  court.  His  city  Is  complete- 
ly surrounded  by  walls,  and  is  composed 
of  stone  kraals.  _ 

To  the  white  man  it  is  forbidden 
ground,  no  European  having  as  yet  en- 
tered its  gates;  but  Mr.  Bellasis  and 
Mr  Cooke  hope,  by  dint  of  many  pres- 
ents to  gain  permission  to  enter  and 
take  records,  which  should  be  of  great 
interest  to   the  outside  world. 

When  Broken  Hill,  the  terminus  of 
the  southern  section  of  the  railway,  la 
reached  the  real  difficulty  of  the  expe- 
dition will  begin.  For  many  months  but 
slow  progress  can  be  made,  with  the  aia 


of  native  bearers,  and  when  the  north- 
ern shores  of  Lake  Victoria  Nyanza  art 
reached  the  presence  of  hostile  natives 
and  the  extreme  danger  from  fever  will 
render  the  journey  somewhat  precar- 
ious. 

In  Abyssinia,  the  Emperor  Menclek 
will  be  visited,  and  animated  pictures 
of  London  will  be  shown  to  him,  in  re- 
turn for  which  it  is  hoped  permission 
will  be  granted  to  bring  home  to  Lon- 
don records  of  life  in  the  most  gorgeous 
court   in  Africa. 

From  Abyssinia  the  expedition  will 
strike  back  to  the  Nile,  and  proceed  by 
steamer  and  rail  to  Cairo.

Goes  to  Pittsburg,  Roiling  a  Hoop  for 
Eigtity  Miles. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  June  21. — "There  is 
no  telling  where  you'll  stop  when  you 
begin  to  roll  a  hoop,"  says  little  Lysle 
Gerhart  of  Dale,  a  suburb  of  Johns- 
town, who  is  held  with  another 
youngster  at  Central  police  station. 

Lysle  came  eighty  miles  and  rolled 
his  hoop  most  of  the  way.
